The Spazyards ſay Hanno a Prince of (arthage was the firſt: and the next Chrs- 
ſtopher { ullambys, a Genoelian, whom they ſence cv diſcover thoſe vaknowne 


parts, I 492, ; Þ Bp 
Buc we finde by Records, (llambus offered his ſeruice in the yeare 1488, to 


King Henry che ſeauenth ; and by accident vndertooke ittor the Spayyards.1n the 
Interim King Henry gaue a Commiſſion to [hn Cabot, and his three ſonnes,Se- 
baſtian, Lewes,and Sautixs. John and Sebaſtian well provided, (etting ſayle, ranged 
a great part of this vaknowne world,in the yeare 1497. For though Callumbus 
had found certaine Iles, it was 149$.erc he ſaw the Continent, which was a yeare 
after Cabot. Now Americus camea long time after,though the whole Continenc 
co this day is called America after his name, yet Sebaſtian Cabot diſcovered much 
more then them all, for he ſayled to about forty degrees Southward of the lyne, 
and to {ixty-ſeauen towards the North:for which King Hemry the eight Knighted 
hitn and made him grand Pilare of England. Being very aged King Eawardthe 
ſixt gaue hima Pention of 166.13, 44. yearcly. By his dire&tions Sir Hugh Wil» 
{owby was ſent to finde out che Country of Reſſta,but che next yeare he was found 

frozen to death in his Ship,and all his Company. . 
Mr Martin Frobiſher was ſentin the yeare 1576. by our moſtgraciousQueene 
Elizabeth, to ſearch for the Northweſt pallage,and Mata incogma: forwhich he 

was Knighted, honored, and well rewarded, 

Sir Humphrey Gilbert a worthy Knight attempted a Plantation in ſome of thoſe 
parts:and obtained Letters Pattentsto þis deſire: bur with this Proviſe, He ſhould 
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maintaine poſſeſſion in ſome of thoſe vaſt Countries within the tearme of (ixe 
yeares, Yet when he was provided with a Navy able to incounter a Kings power, 
even here at home they tell in diuiſions, and {o into confuſion, that they gaue 0- 
ver the Deligne ere it was begun,notwithſtanding all this lolſe,his vndanted ſpt- 
rit began againe, but his Fleer fell with New-fownd lard, and he periſhed in hisre- 
rurne, as at large you may read inthe third Volume of the Engliſh Voyages,writ- 
ten by MF Hackim. 

Vponall thoſe Relations and inducements, Sir Walter Raleigh, a noble Gen- 
tleman, and then in great c{teeme, vnderrooketo ſend to diſcover to the Sourh= 
ward. And though his occaſions and ocher imployments were ſuch he could not 
goc himſclfe,yer he procured her Maicſtics Letters Pattcnts,and perſwaded many 
worthy Knights and Gentlemen to adyencure with him to finde a place fic for a 
Plantation, Their Proceedings followerh. , 

The moſt famous,renowned,and cuer worthy of all memory,for her courage, 
learning, iudgement, and vertue, Queene Elizabeth, granted her Lerters Patents 
to Sir Walter Raleigh tor the diſcovering and planting new Lands & Countries, 
notaQually polleſled by any Chriſtians, This Patenry got co be his aſſiſtants Sir 
Richard Grenvell the valiant, M* Wuliam Sanderſon a great friend to all ſuch noble 
and worthy a&tions, and divers other Gentlemen and Marchants, who with all 
ſpeede prouided two ſmall Barkes well furniſhed with all necellarics, vnder the 
command of Capraine Philip Amidas and Captaine Barlow. The 27.0 Aprill they 
ſer ſayle from the Thames, the tenth of May palled the Canaries, and the tenth of 
June che Weſt Indies: which vaneedfull Southerly courſe, ( butthen no better 
was knowne ) occaſioned them inthat ſeaſon much ſickneſle. 

Theſecond of July they fell with the coaſt of Florida in ſhoule water, where 
they felt a moſt dilicateſ{weete ſmell, though they ſaw no land, which erc lon 
they eſpied, thinking itthe Continent: an hundred and twenty myles they ſayled 
not finding any harbor. Thefirſt that appeared, with much difficulty they cntred, 
and anchored, and after thankes to God they went to view the next Land adioy- 
ning to take polleſſion of it for the Queenes moſt excellent Maicſtic:which done, 
they found their firſt landing place very ſandy and low, but ſo full of grapes that 
the very ſurge of the Seaſomerimes over-flowed them: of which they tound ſuch 
plenty in all places, boch on the ſand, the greene ſoyle and hils, as in the plaines 


as well on euery little ſhrub, as alſo climbing towardes the tops of high Cedars, 
thatthey did thinke in: the world were notthe like abundance. 


We palled by the Sez-{ide towards the tops of che next hills being not high; 
from whence we might ſee theScaon both ſides, and found it an le of twentic 
myles in length, and (ix i breadth, theyallyes repleniſhed with goodly tall Ce- 
dars, Diſcharging our Muskers,ſfuch a flocke of Cranes,the moſt white, aroſe by 
vs, with ſuch a cry as if an Army of men had ſhouted altogether. This Ile hath 
many goodly Woods, and Deerc, Conies, and Foulc in incredible abundance, 
and #20 the Authors owne phraſe, the Woods are not ſuch as you findein ZBo- 
bemia, Meſcovia,or Hercinia,barren and fruitleſTe, butthehigheſt and reddeſt Ce- 
dars of the world, bettering them of the Aflores, Indies, or Libaz : Pyncs, Cy- 
pres, Saxefras,the Lentiſk that beareth Maſtick,and many other of excellent {ſmell 
and qualitie. Till the third day weſaw not any of the people, then in a lictle Boat 
three of them appeared, one of them went on ſhore, to whom weerowed, and he 
attended vs ay; 508 any (igne of feare z after he had ſpoke much though we vn- 
derſtood not a word, of his owne accord he came boldly aboord vs, we gauchim 
a ſhirt,a hat, wine and meate, which he liked well, and after he had well viewed 
the barkes and vs, he went away in his owne Boat, and within a quarter ofa myle 
of vs in halfe an houre,had loaden his Boat with fiſh, with which he came againe 
to the poynt of land, and there devided it in two parts, poynting one part to the 
Ship, the other to the Pinnace, and ſo departed.

Thenext d2y came diners Boats, and in one of themthe Kings Brother, with 
forty or fitry men,prop=r people, and in their behauiour very ciuill;his name was 
Granoanemeo, the King 1s called Wizmna, the Country Wingandacea, Leauing his 
Boats alittle from Qur Ships, he came with his trayne to the poynt : where iprea- 
ding a Marte he {at downe. Though we came to him well armed, he made {1gnes 
to vs to {it downe without any ſhew of feare, ſtroking his head and breſt, andalſo 
ours, to exprelſc his loue, After he had made along ipeech vnto vs, we preſented 
him with diuers roycs,which he kindly accepred, He was greatly regarded by his 
people, for none of them did lit, nor ſpeake a word, but tourc, on whom we be- 
{towed preſents allo, bur he rooke all trom them, thaking (ignes all chings did 
belong ro him. 

The King himſelte in aconfli& witha King his next neighbour and mortall 
enemy, was ſhotintwo places chrough che body, and the thigh, yetrecouered: 
whereby he lay at his chiete towne {1x dayes tourney from thence. 

A day or two after ſhewing them what we had, Grangarameo taking molt 11- 
kingtoa Pewter diſh, madea hole in it,hung it about his necke for a breſt-plare: 
for which he gaue vsrwenty Deere skins,worth twenty Crownes;and for a Cop» 
per Kertell,fiftie sKins, worth fiftie Crownes. Much other trucke we had,and at- 
ter two daycs hz came aboord, and did eateand drinke with vs very merrily.Not 
long after he brought his wite and children, they were burtof meane (tature, bur 
well tauoured and very baſhfull ; ſhe had a long coat of Leather, and abour her 

rivities a peece of the ſame, about her forchead a band of white Corrall, and ſo 
had her husband, in her cares were bracelcts of pearle, hanging downe to her 


middle, of the bignctle of great Peaſe; rhe reſt of the women had Pendants of 


Copper, and che Noblemeu hue or {ixe in an care;his apparrell as his wiues,one- 
ly the women weare their hairelong on both (ides,and the men bur on onezthey 
are of colour yellow, but their hayre 1s blacke, yet we ſaw children that had very 
fayre Cheſnutcoloured hayre. 

After that theſe women had beene here with vs, there came downe from all 
parts great ſtoreof people, with Leather, Corrall, and diuers kinde of dyes, bur 
when Granganameo was preſent,none durſt trade but himſclfe,andihemthar wore 
red Copper on their heads, as he did, When euer he came, he would ligpibe by 


ſo many fires he came with ſo many boats,that we mighrk=ow his ftrength. Their 
Boats are but one orcat tree, which i» bur burnt 1n the forme of a trough with 
gins and fire, tillic be as they would haue it. Foran armour he would haue inga- 
ged vsabagge of pearle, bur weretuſed, as not regarding it, that wee might the 
better learn where it grew. He was very 1uſtof hispromite,for ofc we truſted him, 
and he wouldcome within his day to keepe his word. He ſentvs commonly eue- 
ry day a brace of Bucks,Conies, Hares, and fiſh, ſometimes Mellons, Walnuts, 
Cucumbers, Pcaſc, and diuers rootes. This Author {ayrh,their corne groweth 
three times in fiue moneths z 1n May they fow, in luly reape ; in June they ſow, 
in Auguttreape; in July ſow, in Auguſt reape. We put ſome of our Peaſein the 
ground,which in ten dayes were 14.ynches high. 

T he ſoyle is moſt plencitull, ſweere, wholeſome,and fruutull of all ocher,there 
are abour 1,4, ſeucrall ſorts of ſweete ſwelling rymber trees: the moſt parts of the 
vnderwood, Bayes and ſuch like: ſuch Okes as we, but far greater and better, Af- 
ter this acquaintance, my ſelte with ſeauen more went rwenty myle into the Ri- 
uer Occam, thatrunneth toward che Citrie Skycoack,, and the cuening following 
we cameto an [le called Roanoak, from the harbour where we entred 7. leagues; 
at the North end was g. houſes, builded with Cedar, fortified round with ſharpe 
trees,andche entrance like aTurnpik, When we came towards it,the wife of Gran- 
j_ came running out to meecte vs, ( her husband was abſent) commanding 

er people to draw our Boat aſhore for beating on the billowes,other ſhe appoyn- 
xd to carry vs on their backes aland, others to bring our Orcs into the houſe for 
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ſtealing. When we came into the other roome, ( for there was fue in the houſe ) 
ſhe cauſed vsto fit downe by a great fire ; after tooke off our clothes and waſhed 
them, of ſome our ſtockings, and ſome our feere in warme water, and ſhe her 
ſelte rooke much painesto lee all things well ordered, and to provide vs viftuall. 

After we had thus dryed our {clues,the brought vs into an Innerroome, where 
ſhe ſer on the bord ſtanding a longthe houſe t{omewhar like frumentie, ſodden 
veniſon,and roſted bſhz in like manner mellons raw, boyledrootes and fruitesof 
diuers kindes.Therc drinke is commonly water boyled with Ginger, ſometimes 
with Saxefras,and wholſome herbes, but whileſt the Grape laſtech they drinke 
wine, More loueſhe could not expreile to entertaine vs; chey care but onely ro 
defend themiclues from the ſhort winter, andfeede on whatthey finde naturall 
in ſommer, Inthis fcatting houſe was their Idoll of whom they tould vs vn- 
credible things, When we were at meate two or chrceot her men came amongſt 
vs with their Bowes and Arrowes, which cauſed vs to take our armes in hand, 
She perceiving our diſtruſt, cauſed their Bowes and Arrowes to be broken, and 
they beaten out of the gate: but the euening approaching we returned to our 
boare, where at ſhe much gricuing brought our ſupper halte boyled, pots and 
all, butwhen ſhe ſaw vs, bur put our boat a little ott from the ſhoar and lye at 
Anchor,perceming our Icloutic,ſheſent diuers men & 30.womento fic al night 
on che ſhoare {ide againſt vs, andſent vs fiue Mats to couer vs from the raine, 
doing all ſhe could to perlwade vs to her houſe, Though there was no cauſe of 
doubr, we would not aducnture: for on our ſafety depended the voyage: buta 
more kinde louing people cannot be. Beyond this Ie sthe maine land and che

higher, their City Skicoak; thoſe people neuer ſaw it, but fay there farhers af- 
firmeit to beabouc two houres iourney about. Incothis river falleth an other 
called Cipo, where is found many Multells wherein are Pearles: likewiſe ano- 
ther Riuer called Nomapona, on the one fide whereof ſtandeth a great cowne 
called Chawanock,the Lord ofthe Country is not ſubiett to Wirganaacea.Beyond 
him an other king they cal 2fenatonon.Thele 3.arcin leaguecach with other, Toe 
wards the ſouth.4.daycs journcy is Sequoran,the ſouthermoſt part of Wingandacoa, 

Adioyning to Secotan beginneth the country Pomonik, belonging to the King 
called Piamacwm, inche Country Nuſiok vpon the greatriuer News, T heſe haue 
mortall warres with Wingina, King of ##=gandacoa, Berwixt Picmacum and the 
Lord of Secotan,a peace was concluded:notwithſtanding there is a mortall malice 
in the Secotans,becauſc this Piemacum invited divers men,and 30, women to a 
feaſt, and when they were altogether merry beforzcheir Idoll, which is bur a 
meereilluſjon of the Dewill, they ſudainly flew allthe men of Secotan, and kept 
the women for their vſe. Beyond Roanoek are many Ifles full of fruits and other 
Naturall increaſes, with many Townesalong the {ide of the Continent. Thoſe 
Iles lye 2co. myles1n length,and berweene them and the mayne,a greatlon g ſea, 
in ſomeplaces,20440,or 50, myles broad, in other more, ſomewhere lelle. And in 
this ſea are 100.1les of divers bignelles,but to get into it,you haute but 3, pallages 
and they very dangerous. Though this you ſee tor moſt part be but the relations 
of Saluages,becaule it is the firſt, Ithought irnot a mille ro remember them as 
they arc written by them that rerurned & ariued in Exglard about the middeſt of 
September the ſame yeare, This diſcouery was ſo welcome into England that it 
pleaſed her Maieſtie to call this Country of Fingandacoa,Virginia, by which name 
now you are to vnderſtand how it wasplanted, diſolucd, reuned, and enlarged,

Maſter John Arnndel, Maſter Stukley, Maſter Bremige, Maſter Vincent, 

Maſter Heryor and Malter /ohn Clarke.The 14. day wetell withthe Cana» 
ries,and the 7.0f May with Dominicoin the Welt [ndier; we landed at Portorico, 
after with; much a doe ar 7zabe//a on thenorth of Hiſpanio/a,paſſing by many Iles. 
Vpon cthe20. we tell with the mayne of Florida, and were put in great danger 
ypon Cape Fear, The 26, we Anchored at Wocokon,wherethe admiral had like to 
bcene calt away, preſently we ſent to Wingine to Roanoak,, and Maſter Arundell 
went torhe mayne, with A4aneo afſaluage, and chat day to {Fooron. The 11. The 
Generall victualed for 8. dayes, with a ſele&ed company went to the maine, 
and diſcoyered the Townes of Pomriok, Aquaſcogoc, Secotan,andrhe great Lake 
called Paquipe . At Aquaſcogec the Indians itole a filuer Cup,wheretorewe burnt 
the Towne and ſpoyledcheir corne, fo returned co our flecte at Tocokon,Whence 
we waycd for Hatorase, where we reſted, and Grangenimeo, King Wingina's bro- 
ther with 7{anteo came abord our Admirall, the Admirall wentfor Weapometok , 
& Maſter /oh» Arnndell for England. Our Generall in his way home tooke a rich 
loaden ſhip of 300.tunns,with which he ariued ar Plimomth the 18,of September.

Touching the moſt remarkeable things of the Country and our proceeding 
fromthe x 7. of Auguſt 1585. till the 18, of [une 1586. we made Roavoack our 
habitation. The yvemoſt of our diſcouery Southward was Secotan as we efteerned 
$0.1cagues trom Roanoackg,T he pallage from thence was thought a broad ſound 
within the maine, being without kenning of land, yer full of flats and ſhoulds 
that our PinnatTecould notpalle, & we had but one boat with 4. orcs,that would 
carry but 15, men with their prouiſions for 7.daycs : ſo that becauſe the winter 
approachcd we left thoſediſcoueriestill a tronger ſupply. To the Northward g 
our fartheſt was toa T'owne of the ( heſapeacks, from Roaxoack 1 30.myles.The 
paſſage is very ſhallow and dangerous by reaſon of the breadth of the ſound and 
tne littleſuccour for aſtorme, but this teritory being x5. mylefrom the ſho 
for plcaſantneſt of ſeate,for remporature of climare, fertility of ſoyle and como- 
dicic of theSca,belides beares, good woods,Saxefras , Walnuts ec. is not to be, 
excelled by any other wharſocuer, | 

There be ſundry other Kings they call Weroances as the CMangoacks,, Trypaniks 
and oppoſians, which came to vilit vs. 

Tothe northweſt our fartheſt was (hawonockfrom Roanoxck, 130, myles our

paſſage lycth through a broad ſound, but all freſh water, and the channell Nawi- 
gable for a Ship, bur out of ic full of ſhoules. 

T he townes by the way by the water,are Paſſaquenockthe womens towne, Che- 
panoc, Weapomeiok,; trom Mnſcamunge wee enter the river and mriſdiftion of 
Chawoneck, there it beginneth to ſtraucen,and at Chawonockit 15 as Thames at Law 
beth: betwixt them as we pAled is goodly high land on the lett hand, and there 15 
a towne called Ohanock,, where 1s a great corne field, it is ſubieft to Chawoneck, 
which is the greateſt Prouince vpon the riuer, and the Towne itſelfe can put ſe- 
uen hundred men into the ficld, beſides the forces of there!t. The King 1s lame, 
but hath more vnderſtanding then all thereſt, 

Theriver of Moratoc is more famous then all the reſt, and openeth into the 

ſound of Weapomeiok. , and where there is bur a very ſmall currantin C hawoneck, it 
hath ſo ftrong a currant from the Southweſt, as we doubted how to row againlt 
It, Strange things they report of the head of this riucr, and of Adoratoc ut felte, 
a principall cowne on 1t,& is thirtie or fortie daycs Tourney to the head. This lame 
King 1s called CAlenatonon, When I had hin? pritoner rwodayes, he told mee thar 
3. dayes Journey ina Canow vp theriuer (hawonock,then landing & going tourc 
dayes lourncy Northeaſt, there is a King whole Country lyeth on the Sca, bur 
his beſt place of ftrength 1s an Ilandin a Bay inuironed with deepe water, where 
he akeb that abundance of Pearle, that not onely his skins, 2nd his nobles, but 
alſo his beds and houſes are garniſhed cherewith. This kir g was at Chawoneckewo 
yeares agoeto trade with blacke pearle, his worſt ſort whercof I had a rope, bur 
they were naught ; burthar King he ſayth hath ſtore of white, and had rafhcke 
with white men, for whom hereſerucd them z he promiſed me guides to him, 
bur aduiſed meto goe ftrung, forhe was vnawilling itrangers ſhould come in his 
Country, for his Country is populous and valiant men. If a ſupply had comein 
Aprill, I reſ{olued to haue {ent a ſmall Barketo the Northward to haue found ir, 
whilſt I with ſmall Boatcs and 200, men would haue gone to the head of the 
riuer Chawonock , with ſufhicient guides by land, inskonſ{ing my ſclte cuery two 
dayes, where I would leaue Garrijons for my retreat till i camerothis Bay. 

Very neare vnto it is the riuer of Aforatoc, direaly fromthe Weſt, the head of 

it ſpringeth out of a mayne Rocke, which ſtandeth ſo nearetheSea,thar in ſtormes 


the Sca beats ouer it into this freſh ſpring, that of it ſelfe at the ſuric is a violent 
ſtreame. 1 intended with two vwherriee and fortic perſonsto haue CHenaronons 


{onnefor guide, to try this preſently, mill I could mecte with ſome of the Afora- 
zocks, or Mangoaks, but hoping of getting morevicuall from the Saluages, we as 
narrowly eſcaped ſtaruing um that Diſcouery as euer men did. 

' For Pemiſſapan who had changed his name of Wingina vpon the death of his 
brother Granganameo,had giuen both the Chawonefts,and Aangoaks word of my 
purpoſe: alſo he told me the Chawonocks had ailembledrwo or three thouſand to 
allault me at Roanckyvrging me daily to goc againſt them, and them againit vs ; 
a preat aſſembly I found atmy comming thether, which ſuddaine approach did 
ſo diſmay them,that we had the better ot them:& this confederacy againſt vs was 
procured by Pemiſſapan himſelte our chictefriend we truſted ; he ſent word allo 
to the Moratoks and the Xdangoaks, I came to inuade them, that they all fled vp 
into the high Country, ſothac where] atſured my ſelfe both of ſuccour and pro- 
uiſion, I found all abandoned, But being thus farre on my iourney 160. myles 
from home,and bur vicuals for two dayes, beſides the caſualties of crolle winds, 
ſtormes, and the Saluagestrechery, though we intended no hurtto any : 1 gaue 
my Company to vnderltand we wereonely drawne forth vpon theſe vaine hopes 
by the Saluages to bring vsto confulion : a Councell we held, to goeforward or 
returne; butthey all were abſolutely re{olued but three,that whillf chere was bur 

one pynt of Corne for a man, they would not leaue the ſearch of thar riuer ; for 


*- they had two Maſtiue Dogs, which boyled with Saxefras leaues (if che worſt fel]

out)vpon chem andthe pottage chey wouldliue two dayes, which would bring 
them co the ſound, where they ſhould finde ith for two dayes more to palle it to 
Roanock , which two dayes they hadrather faft then goe backe afocte, cill they 
had ſeene the Aargoaks either as friends or foes, 

Though I didtorſce the danger and miſery,yerthe deſire I had toſee the Mar 
goaks was,for that there is a prouincecalled Cham Temoatan,frequented by them 
and well knowne to all choſe Countries, where is a mine of Copper they call 
Waſſador ;chey ſay they take it out of a river that falleth ſwiftly from high rocksin 
ſhallow warter, in great Bowles, coucred with leather, leauing a part open to re- 
ceiuethe merrall, which by the change of thecolour of the water where che ſpout 
fallerh, they ſuddainly chop downe, and hauethe Bowlefull, which chey cait in- 
ro the fire, it preſently melrerh,and doth yeeld in fiueparts ar the firſt melting ewo 
parts mectall for three of Ore, The Margoaks haue iuch plenty of ic, they beau- 
rifie cheir houſes with great plates thereof : this the Salvages report; and young 
Skikorche King of Chawonocks ſonne my priſoner,that had becne pritoner among 
the Mangoaks, bur neuer at Chaunts Temoatan,tor he ſayd that was twentie dayes 
10urney overland from the CMangoaks. | 

Menatonen alſo confirmed all this,and promiſed me guidsto this mertall Coun- 
try ; by Land to the Mangoaks is but one dayes journey, but ſeauen by water, 
which made me ſo willing to haue met them for ſome aſſay of his metrall : buc 
when we came there we found no creature, onely we might fce where had beene 
their fires. After our two dayes journey, and our vittuals ſpent, in the cucning 
we heard ſome call as we thought Hanteo, who was with me in the boat ; this 
made vs glad, he madethcm a friendly an{wer,which they anſwered with'a ſong 
wethou | tor welcome, but he told ys they came to fight,Preſently they did ler 
flie their Arrowes about the boar, bur did no hurt, the other boat ſcouring the 
ſhore we landed: butrthey all were fled, and how to findechem wee knew not. So 
the next morning we rerurned to the mouth of the riuer, that coſt vs toure dayes 
rowing vp, and here our dogs potrage ſtood vs in good ſtead,for we had nothin 
els: the next day wefaſted being windbound, and could not patlethe ſound, 
but the day following we came to Chippanums, where the people were fled, bur 
their wires afforded vs fiſh: thus being neare ſpent, the next day God broughc 
Vs to Roanccke. I conclude a good Mine, or che Souch ita will makethis Country 
quickly inhabited, and ſofor picature and profic comparable with ny in the 
world: ocherwiſe there will be nothing worth the fetching, Provided there be 
found a better harbour then yer there is, which muſt be Northward if there be a+ 
ny, Maſter Yarghan, no leiſe hoped of the goodneſle of the Mine, then Maſter 
Heriot that the riuer Ioratocks head, either riſeth by the Bay of Afeaico, or very 
neare the South Sca,or ſome partthat opencrh nearethe ſame,which cannot with 
that facilitie be done as from the Bay of Pearles, by inſconfing foure dayesjour- 
ney to the (hawenoks, Mangoaks,and MHoratocks, &c. 
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of Granganimeo, when 1 was in thoſe Diſcoueries, could not preyaile any - 


; N/enore a Saluage,father to Pemiſſapan,the beſt friend we had after the death 


thing with the King from deſtroying vs, that all this time God had preſer- 
ucd, by his good counſell tothe King to be friendly vnto vs. Pemiſſapan 
thinking as the brute was in this laſt iourney we wereſlaine and ſtarued, began ro 
blaſpheme our God that would ſuffer it, and not defend vs, fo that old &»ſenore 
had no more creditfor vs : for he began by all che deuiſes he could to inuade vs. 
Bucinthe beginrung ofthis brute, 7 they ſaw vs all returne, thereport falſe, 
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The Diſcoveries and Accidents of Captaine Phil: Amidas. Lib.1; 


and had 2ſaxteo, and three Saluages more with vs, how little we eſteemed all the 
people we mer,and fcared nexther hunger, killing, or any DEANS had brought 
their greateſt Kings ſonne priſoner with vsto Roancck: 1t 2 little atlwaged all his 
deuiſcs, and brought E»ſcnore in reſpet againe, that our God was good, and wee 
their friends, and our foes ſhould periſh, tor we could doc them more hurt being 
dead, then liuing,andthar being an hundred myles from chem, ſhor, and ſtrucke 
them ſicketo death, and that when we die it is but for a time, then we rerurne a+ 
gaine, Butthat which wroughtthe molt feare among them was the handy-worke 
of Almightic God. For certaine daycsafter my returne,*Menatonon (cnt metJen- 
gers to me with Pearle, and Ok:ſco King of Weopomeoke, to yeeld himſelte feruanc 
to the Queene of England. Ohkiſco with rwenty-foure of his principall men came 
to Pemiſſapan toacknowledge this dutic and ſubieftion, and would performer. 
All which ſo changed the heart of Pemiſſapan, that vpon the aduiſe of Enſenere, 
when we were ready to famiſh they came and made vs wires, and planted their 
fields they intended to abandon ( we not hauing one corne till the next harueſt 
to ſuſtiine vs), This being done our old friend Exſezore dyed the rwenty of A- 
prill;then all our encmies wrought with Pemſſapan to put in praftiſehis deuiles, 
which he eaſily imbraced, though they had planted corne by vs, andat Daſamon- 
peack two leagues from vs. Yet they got Okzſco our tributary to Yer ſcuen or cight 
hundred ( and the CMandoages with the Chiſapeans ſhould doethehke) ro meete 
(as their cuſtome is)to {olemnize the Funerall of Enſenore. Halte of whom ſhould 
lyehid, to cut off the traglers, ſeeking crabs and prouilion: thereſt come our of 
the mayne vponthe Signall by fire. Twenty of the principall of Pemiſſapezs men 
had charge in the night co beſctmy houſe, put fire 1n the Reeds that couercd it, 
which might cauſe merun out {o naked and amazed,they might withour danger 
knocke out my braines, The ſaine order for M* Hertots,and the reſt: for all ſhould 
hauc beene fired at an inſtant. In the meane time they ſhould ſell vs nothing,and 
in the night ſpoyle our.wires, to make neneſlitie diſperic vs. Forif we were but 
ren wes. 2h a hundred of them would not meddle with vs, So our famine in- 
creaſed, I was forced to ſend Captaine Stafford to (Toatan, with twentie to feed 
himſelfe, and ſce if he could efpic any ſayle patlerhe coaſt ; Mr Predeox with ten 
to Hatarark ypon the ſame occaſion: and other ſmall parties tothe Mayne to liue 
vponrootes and Oyſters, _ | 
Femiſſapan ſequeſtring himſelfe, ] ſhould aot jimportunc him for victuall, and 
to draw his troupes, found not the (hawoneſts ſo forward as be expected,being a 
people more faichfull and powerfull, and deſired our fricnd{hips,and was offen= 
ded with him for raiſing ſach tales, and all his projets were revealed to me by 
Skico my priſoner ; who finding hunſelfe as well vied by me, as Pemiſſapas tould 
me all. Theſetroubles cauſed me ſend ro Pemiſſapax,to pur ſuſpitionn his head, 
I was to goc preſently to Croatan to meete aFleete came to me, though 1 knew 
noſuch matter: and that he would lend me men to fiſh and hunt. He ſent me 
word he would come himſelfe to Roaneck; but delaying time eight dayes that all 
his men were thereto be a{ſembled, not liking ſo much company, 1 reſolued the 
next day to goe viſit him, but firſt to gue theminthe le a Canviſado, and atan 
inſtant to ſeaze on all their Canowsaboutthe Ile, But the towne- tooke the Ala- 
rum before I menc it. For when I ſent to takeche Canows, he met one going from 
the ſhore, ouerthrew her and cut off two Salvages heads ; wherevpon the cry a- 
roſe, being by their ſpyes pearema : for they kept as good watch over vs,as we of 


them. Vpon this they to their Bowes, and we to our Armes : three or fourc of 


-- them atthe firſt were ſlaine, the reſt fled into the woods. The next morning I 
| wentto Daſſamonpeackand ſent Pemiſſapan word I was going to Croatar, and 


rooke him in my way to complaine Oſecox would haue ftole my priſoner Skis. 
Herevpon he did abide my comming,& being among eight of the principalleſt, 
I gaucthe watchword tomy men, and ummedaately they had that they purpoſed 
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The O5jervations of Maſter Thomas Herior. 


for vs. Himſelfe being ſhot through with a Piſtol] ſell downe as dead, bur pre- 
ſencly ſtart yp and ran away from them all, will an Iriſh Boy ſhot him over che 
butrocks, where they cooke him and cur oft hishead, 

Seauen dayes afrer CaprtaineSrafforton ſent tro me he deſcryed twenrie - three 
Sayle, The n«xt day came ro me humfelte(of whom 1 mult fay this, from the firſt 
to the laſt, he neither ſpared labour, or peri]i By land or tca,tayre weather,or foule, 
to performe any {crious {eruice commuted to him.) He brought me alerrer from 
Sir Francis Drake,whoſe generous mind offtcred to tupply all my deteQs,of ſhip- 
ping, boars, munition, vietuall, clothes, and men to further chis ation: and vp- 
on good conlulcation and deliberation, he appointed me aſhip of 70. runs, with 
an hundred men, and foure monerhs vittuals, two Pinnaces, toure ſmall Boars, 
with ewo ſufficient Maſters, with ſuthcient Gangs. All chis being made ready for 
me, ſuddenly arofeſuch a ſtorme tor toure dayes, that had like to haue driuen the 
whole Flecte on ſhore ; many of rhem were forced to the Sea, whereof my ſhip 
ſo lately giuen me was one, with all my prouilion and Company appoynted, 

Notwithſtanding,the ftorme cealing,the Generall appointed me a ſhip of 170. 
tuns, with all prouiſions as beforc, co carry me into Eng/and the next Augult, 
or when I had performed ſuch Diſcoueries as I thought fr, Yet they durſt nor 
vndertake to bring her into the harbour, but ſhe muit ride in the road, leauing 
the care of che reſt co my {elfe, adviſing me to con{ider with my Company whar 
was fitteſt, and with my bett ſpeedrerurne him anſwer, 

Hereypon calling my Company together, who were all as priuy of the Gene- 
rals offer as my ſeltc; their whole requeſt was, (in regard of all thoſe former mi- 
ſeries, and no hope of che rerurne of Sir Richard Grenvill,) and with a generz!l 
conſent, they delired me to vrge him, we might all goe with him for England in 
his Fleete;for whole rclicte in that ſtorme he had ſuſtained more perill ot wrack, 
then in all his honorable ations againſt his enemies, So with prayſes to God we 
ſer ſaylein June 1586. and arriued in Porr/mouththe 27. of July the fame yeare: 
Leaving this remembrance t poſterzme, [

The Obſervations of M*, Thomas Heriot in this Voyave. 


For 7larchandize and Viilualls. 


Wir a: beforeis writ, 1s alſo confirmed by that learned Mathematician 


Mr Thomas Heriot, with them 1a the Country, whoſe particular Re» 
lation of all che Beaſts, Birds, Fiſhes, Foules, Fruites, and Rootes,and 
how they may be vſetull; becauſe I hauewritit beforefor the moſt 
purt in the Diſcourſe of Captaine Amidas, and Captaine Layne, except Silk-gralle, 
Wormelilke,Flax ike Hempe, Allum, Wapeith, or Terra ſigilata,Tar,Roſen, & 
Turpencine, Civer-cats, Iron ore, Copper - held Silver, Coproſc and Pearle: 
Ler choſe briefes ſuffice, becaufe I would not trouble you with one thing twice. 
Dyes. 

For Dyes, Showmack,, the herbeWaſebar, little rootes called Chapacor, and the 
barke of a treecalled by the Inhabitants Tangemockgnominge, which are for divers 
{orts of Reds. 

What more then is related is an herbe in Dutch called £Helden, deſcribed like 
an Orange, growing four foote high ; the _ will make good broth, andthe 
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ſtalke burnt to aſhes makes a kinde of Salt: other Salt they know not, and we y- 
ſed of it for.Pot-herbs. Of their Tobacco we found plenty, which chey efteeme 
their chiete Phylicke. 

Ground nuts, Ti/waw we call China roots ; they grow in cluſters, and bring 
forth a bryer ſtalke, bur the leate is far valike, which will climbe vpto the cop of 
the higheit rree: che vie knowne1s to cutitin ſmall peeces,then ſtampe & ſtraine 
it with water,and boyled makes a gelly good to eate.Caſſavia growesin Mariſhes, 
which the /ndians oft vie for bread and broth. Habaſcon 1s like a Parſnip,naughc 
of it ſelfe, except compounded: and their Leckes like thoſe in England, 

Sequenummener, a kinde of Berry like Capers, and three kinde of Berries like 
Acornes, called Sagatamenor, Oſamenor, and P wummuckoner. 

Saquenuckot and Maquowor,two kinde of beaſts, greater then Conies, and very 
good meate ; in ſome places ſuch plenty of gray Comes,like hayres, that all the 
people makechem mantels of cheir skins, I haue the names of 28. leverall forts 
that are diſperſcd in the Country : of which 12. kindes we haue diſcoucred and 
good to care z bur the Salyages ſometimes kill a Lyon and cate him, 

There is plentie of Sturgeon in February,March, Aprill,and Mayzall Herings 
in abundance ; ſome ſuch as ours, but the mot parr of 18.20.o0r 24.ynches long, 
and more, Trours, Porpiſlcs, Rayes, Mullets, Old-wiucs,Plaice, Tortoiſes both 
by Sca and Land: Crabs, Oyſters, Mullels, Scalops, Periwinckles, Creviſes, Se- 
canank : we hauethe Pictures of 12. ſorts more, burthceir names we know not, 

Turkyes, Srockdoues, Partridges, Cranes, Hernes,Swans,Geelſe,Parrots,Fau}- 
cons, Merlins. I haue the names in their language of 86. ſeverall forcs, Their 
woods are ſuch as ours in England forthe moſt part,except Rakeock,a great tweet 
tree, whereof chey make their Canowes: and Aſcopo,a kinde of tree ike Lowrell, 
and Saxecfras, 

Their Natures and Manners. 

Their Clothing, Townes, Houſes, Warres, Arts, Tooles, handy crafts,and c- 
ducations, are much like them in that part of Yzrginia we now inhabire: which at 
large you may reade in the Deſcription thereof, Bur the relation of their Religt» 
on 15 {trange, as this Author reporrerh. 

Some Religion they haue, which although ir be farre from the truth, yer be- 


ing as it 1s there 15 hope it may be che egſjer reformed. They belecucthere are mas 
ny gods which they call Afantoac, but of differene ſorts and degrees. Alſo that 


there is one chiefe God that hath beene from all ererririe, who as they ſay when 
he purpoſed firft tro make the world, made firſt other gods of a principallorder, 
to beas inſtruments to be vſed inthe Creationand governmentro follow : And 
after the Sunne, Moone, and Starres, as pertic gods ; and the inſtruments of the 
other order more principall. Firſt (chey ſay) were made watcrs,out of which by 
the gods were madeall diverſicic of creatures that are vilzble or inviſible. 

For mankinde they ſay a Woman was made firſt, which by the watking of one 
of the gods conceiuedand brought forth children ; and ſo they had their begin- 
ning,buthow many yeares or ages ſince they know not ; having no Records but 
onely T radition from Father toſonne. 

T hey chinke that all the gods are of humane ſhape, and therefore repreſent 
them by Images inthe formes of men z which they call Kewaſowok: one alone is 
called Kewaſa;zthem they place in their Temples, where they worſhip, pray,ſing, 
and make many offerings, The common ſortthinkethemalſo gods, 

T hey belecue the immorcalitie of the Soule,when life departing from the bo« 
dy,according to the good or bad workes it hath done, it1s c: noe vp to the Ta- 
bernacles of the gods, to perperuall happpinelle, or to Popogeſſo,a great pir:which 
they chinketo be atthefurtheſt parts oft c world, where che Sunne {cts,and there 
burne continually, 

To confirme this they told me of two men that had beene lately dead, and re- 
| | vaved 
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vived agaire;the one hapned but few yeares before our comming jrtonecoun- 
try 3 of a dad man, which being dead and buried,che next day the carch over him 
being \cene to moac, wastaken vp, whotold chem his foule was very neare ence- 
ring wto Popogufſo, had not one of che gods faued Iin and gaue him lezue to re- 
rurne againe, to each h:15 friends what chey ſhould doe to avoyd tuch coriment, 
The other hapned the ſame yeare we were there, but {ixtie myle: from vs, which 
they told ine tor news,thag one ocing dcad,buried,& taken vp.as the firfithewed, 
that alchough us body had layne dead 1n the graue, yer his loule liucd, and had 
travailed far un a long broad way, on both {1des whereet grew more fweer,fayre, 
and delicate trees and truits, then ever he had feene before z ac length he cameto 
moit vrauc and tayre houſes, neare which he mer his Father, chat was dead long 
agoe, who gauc him charge to goe backe, to ſhew his triends what good there 
was co doe, to 1n;oy the plcafures of that place ; which when hee had done hee 
ſhould come againe, _... 

Whar tubclueſo ever be in the Weroaxces,and Priefts; this opinion worketh ſo 
much in che common torr, that they haue great reſpect ro rieir Governours: and 
as great care to avoyde torment after death, and to enioy blitle, Yer they have di- 
vers ſorts of puniſhments according tathe ottence,according tothe greanetle of 
thefatt. And this is the ſum oftheu Religion, which 1 learned by having fpeci- 
all familiaricie with their Prieſts, wherein they were not fo ſure grounded, not 
gaue ſuch credit, but chrough converling with vs, they were brought 1nto grear 
doubts ofcheir owne,and no ſmall admyzation of ours: of which many defired ro 
learne more then we had meanes fqr want of vierance in their Language to cx» 
prelle, . 

Mott things they {aw with vs as Mathemaricall Inſtruments, Sea Compaſlles ; 
tie vertue of the Loadſtonc, Peripetiue (3)a(les, burning Glaſſes : Clocks co goe 
of themſclues ; Bookes, writing, Guns, ap ſuch like ; 1o tar excecded' their ca* 
paciries,. that they chought they were rather the workes of gods then met! z or at 
jeaſt che gods had taught vs how pes 5109 which lowiced vs ſo much bercer 
then them; & cauſcd wany of chein giue excdir ro what weſpake concerning our 
God, In all places where. I came, T; did my, beſt ro make his immorzall glory 
knowne. And { told thera, alchough the Bible I ſhewed chem,concamed all ; yet 


of it {elfe, it was not of any ſuch verrue «s Lchought they did conceiue. Norwith- 
ſtanding many would be glad totouch ir, to kille, and imbrace ir, ro hold ir to 
their breaſts, and heads, and ſtroke all their body over with it. | 

The King Fingma where we dwelt would oft be witli vs at Prayer.” Twice he 
was exceeding (icke andliketo 095-200 doubcing of any helpe from his Prieſts, 
thinking hewasin ſuch danger for oltending vs andour God, lent tor ſomeof vs 
to pray,and be a meancsto our God, he ng! tle with him atcer deattt,”' And io 
did many other inthe like caſe, One other ſtrange Accident(leauing ortters)will 
1 mention, before I end, which mooueg the-whole Country chat adie knew of 
heard of vs, to haue vs in wonderfull admiration, * © * 

There was no Towne wherethey had'pratifed any vllany againſt vs( we lea= 
ving it vapunithed, becauſe we ſought by all poſſible meanes ro gvinne them by 
gentlenes) bur withiwva few dayesatcer curdeparcure;zthey began to; dye;in ſome 
Townes twenty, in ſome'forry,in ſome {ixty,andin onean hundred and twenty, 
which was yery many itrreſpe& of their numbers, Andrchis, hapned;1n no place 
(we could leatn}where we had-bin,but wherethey had vſcd ſome practiſe to be- 
tray vs, And thas difeaſ&wgs ſo ſtrange, they neither knew whatirt was, nor how 
to cure it ; nor had they knowne Vo EDA our of mindc;athing ſpecially ob- 
ſerved by vs, as alſo by themſclues;inſo much that ſonic of them whowereour 
friends,eſpecially Wingina had obſerved ſucheftesinfoure or fue Townes,thac 
they were perſwaded it wasthe worke of God through our meanes : andchar we 
by him might kill and ſlay whom we would; Without weapons, and not come 
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hearechem. And therevpon; when they had any vnderſtanding,that any of their 
Enemies abuſed vs 1n our lourncycs,they Would intreat vs, we would be a mcanes 
ro our Cod, that they,as the others that had dealt ill with vs, mighc dye in like 
ſort : alchough we ſhewed them cher requeits were yngodly z andthat our G © D 
would not ſubie& himſc]fe to any ſuth requeſts of men, bur all things as he plea- 
ſed cameto patle : and that weto ſhew our telues his true ſervants, ought rather 
to pray for the contrary: yer becauſe the ctte{t fell ourſo ſuddenly after,according 
to their deſires, they chought ir came to palle by our meanes, and would come 
giue vsthankes in cheir manner, that though we ſatisfied them not in words, yet 
in deeds we had fulfilled their defires. 

This marucilous Accident in allthe Country wrought ſo ſtrange opinions of 
vs that they could not tell whether to thinke vs gods or men. And therather thar 
all the ſpace of their {icknelle, there was no man of ours knowne to die, or much 
ſicke. They noted alſo we had no woinen,nor carcd for any of thairs:ſomethere- 
forechought we were not borne of wotnen, and therefore not morrall, bur that 
we were inen of an old generation many yeares paſt, & riſen againefrom immor- 
talitie. Some would Ptophelie there were more of our generation yerto come; 
to kill theirs and raketheir places, Thoſethat wereto cone after vsthey imagined 
co be in the ayre, yet inviſible and without bodies:and that they by our intreaties, 
for louc of vs, did make the people die as they did;by ſhooting inviſible bullers in» 
tothern, | 

To confirme this, theit Phyſicians co excuſe their Ignorahcein curing the dif- 
caſc, would make the {imple people beleeue, that the ſtrings of bloud Ter ſuck- 
ed out of the ſicke bodies,wercethe ſtrings whereinthe inviſible bullers were tyed, 
and caſt, Some thought we ſhot them our ſclues from the place where we dwelt, 
and killed the people that had offended vs, as we lifted, how farre diſtant ſoever. 
And others ſaid it was the ſpeciall wbrke of God for our ſakes,as we had cauſe in 
ſome ſort tothinke no lelſe, whatſoeyer ſome doe,or may imagine to the contra« 
ry z eſpecially ſome Aſtrologers by the echpſe of the Sunne we ſaw that yeare be» 
fore our Voyage, and by a Comer which began to appeare bur afew dayes before 
the ficknelle began : but to exclude them frem being theſpeciall cauſes of ſo ſpe» 
ciall an Accident,there arc farther reaſons then 1 thinke fit to preſent or alledge, 
Theſe their opinions I haue ſer doWne,thatyou may ſce there is hope to1mbrace 
the truth, and honor, obcy, feare and louevs,by good dealing and government ; 
though ſome of our company towzrds the latrer end, before we came away with 
Sir Francis Drake heel themſclues tob furious,in ſlaying ſome of the people 
in ſome Townes, vpon cauſes thar oti our part might hauebin borne with more 
mmildnelle; notwithſtanding they iuſtly had deſerucd ir. The beſt nevertheletTe 
1n this, asin all ations beſides, isto be indeyoured and hoped ; and of the worſt 
chat may happen, notice to be taken with tonſidetation z and as much as may be 
eſchewed ; oe bertet to alture them hereafter to Civilitic and Chriftianitie,

About 14. or 15 . dayes after, Sir Richard Gremvill accompanied with three ſhips 
well appoy nted,arrived there, Who not finding the aforeſaid ſhipaccording to his 
expeRation,nor hearing any newes of the Collony there ſeated, and left by him as 
15 faid 1585.travailing vp and downe to ſeeke them, bur when he could heare no 
newes of them, and found their habitation abandoned, vnwilling to loſe the poſ- 
ſeſſion of the Country, after good deliberation he landed fiftie men in the lle of 
Reanoak, plentifully furniſhed with all manner of proviſion for two yeares: andſo 
returned for England. W/E

We went the old courſe by the weſt Indies, and Simen Ferdinando our 


continuall Pilot miſtaking Yirginiafor Cape Fear,wefayled nor much 
ro haue beene caſt away, vpon the conceit of our all-knowing Ferdi- 
nando,had it nor becne prevented by the vigtlancy of Caprtaine Sraf+ 


ford. We came to Hatorask the 22, of July, and with fortie of our beſt mer; iti- 


trending at Roanoackto find the 50 men lett by Sir Richard Grenuill, But we tound 
nothing bur the bones of a man, and where the Plantation had bgene,the houſes 
vnhurr, butovergrowne with weeds;and the Fort defaced, which much perplex- 
cd vs. | 

By the Hiſtory it ſeemes Simon Ferdinando did what he could to bring this voy- 
age to contuſion ;but yet they All arrived at Hatorak. They repayred the 01d hou- 


{es ar Roanock , and Maſter George How,one of rhe Counccll {tr agling abr oad,was 
ſlaine by the Salvages. Not long after Maſter Staffora with 20. men wentto (roa- 
tan with Atanteo, whoſefriends dwelled there: of whom we thoughr to hane 
ſome newes of our 50 men; They at firſt made ſhew to fight, bur when th 
hcard Afaxteo, they threw away theit Armes, and were friends, and defired there 
might be atoken giuen co be knowne by, leaſt we might hurt chem by miſprj- 
ſion, as the ycare before one had bin by Maſter Layne, that was ever ther friend, 
and here preſent yet lame. Tiny 
The next day we had conference wich them concerning the people of Serotan, 
Aquaſcogoc, and Pomeiok,, willing them of {oatanto ſee it they would actepr our 
friendſhip, and renew our old acquaintance : which they willingly imbraced, 
and promiſcd to bring their King and Governours to Roeroak, to confirme it. 
We alſo vnderſtood that Maſter Howe was (laine by the'men of Wingina,of Daſſd- 
wmonpeack:and by them of Roanoack, thar the fiftie men left by Sir Richard Grenvil, 
were {uddainly ſer ypon by three hundred of Secotan, Aynaſcogoc, and Dafſamon- 
peack, Firſt they intruded themſclues among 1 1 of them by friend(hip, one they 
ſlew, the reſt reryring to their houſes, they ſet them on fire, that oitr 'nien wich 


' What came next to hand were forced to tnake theit palſage among thetn , where 


one of them was ſhot in the mouch,and preſently dyed, and-a Salvage flaitie by 


him, On both ſides more were hurt ; but our men retyring ro the'wattt ſjde,gor 
their boat,& erethey had rowed a quarter of a myle towards Haterask,they tooke

The Governour having long expected the King and Governorrs of Pomeioh , 
Secotan, Aquaſcogoc, and Daſſamorpeack, and the 7, dayes expired, and no newes 
of them,being allo informed by thoſe of Croatan,that they of Daſſamonpeack (lew 
Maſter Fow,and were at the driving our men from Raonoack, he thoughtno lon- 
ger to deferre the revenge, Wheretore about midnight, with Captaine Stafford, 
and twenne-foure men, whercof Afaxteo was one, for our guide, (that behaved 
himſelterowards vs as a molt faichtull Engliſh man ) he ſer torward, 

Thenext day by breake of day we landed,and got beyond their houſes,where 
ſeeing them ſic by the fire we allaulted them. The miſerable ſoules amazed fled 
into Ss Reeds, where one was [hot througi,and we thought ro haue beene fully 
revenged, but we were deceiued,for they were our friends come from Croatan to 

acher their corne, becauſe they vaderitood our cnemics were fled after che dearth 
of Maſter How, and left all bchinde them for che birds. Bur chey had like to haue 
pay roo dearefor it, had we not chanced vpon a Weyoarces wite, with a childe ar 

cr backe, and a Salvage that knew Caprtaine Srafford, thatranto bim calling him 
by his name. Being thus diſsppointed of our purpole, we gachered the fruit we 
found ripe, left che reſt vnipoyled,and rooke Aenatonon his wite with her childe, 
and the reſt with vs to Roanoak., Though this miſtake gricued Marteo,yer he wn- 
puted it totheir own tolly, becauſethey had not kept promile to cometo the go- 
vernor at the day appointed. The13.ot Augult our Salvage antes was Chritte- 
ned, and called Lord of Daſſamonpeack, un reward of his taithtulneſle, Andthe 
18*h, Ellizor the Governours daughter, and wife to Ananias Dare, was delivered 
of a daughter in Roanoak ; which being the firft Chriſtian there borne, was called 
Vir Intas 
ur ſhips being ready to depart,ſuch a ſtormearoſe,asthe Admirall was forced 
to cut her Cables: and it was {ix dayes ere ſhe could recoverihe ſhore, that made 
vs doubt ſhc had bcene loſt, becauſethe moſt of her beſt men were on ſhore. At 
this time Controverlics did grow betwixt our Governour and che Aſſiſtants, a- 
bout chooſing one of thema 2.to goeas Faftor for them all tro Expland; for all re- 


fuſcd ſauce one, whom all mcn thought moſt inſufficiearthe Conclution was by 
agenerall conſent, they would hauethe Governqury goe himſelfe, for that they 


chought none would ſo truly procurethere ſupplyes as he, Which chough he did 
what he could to excuſe it, yet cheir importunutie would nor ceaſe till he vnder- 
tookeit, and hadit vnder all their hands how vnwilling he was, but thatneceſſity 
and reaſon did doubly conſtrainehim, Artheir ſerting ſaylefor Eng/aznd,waighing 
Anchor. twelue of the men in the flyboat were throwne from the Capſtern, by 
the breaking of a barre, and moſt of them ſo hurt, that ſome never recovered ir. 
Theſecondcime they had thelikefortane, being but x 5.they cur the Cable and 
kept company with their Admurall to Flowres and: Corner; the Admirall ſtayed 
Sos jo0 ki ag for purchaſe:but the fliyhoars men grew ſo weake they weredriuen 
to Smerrwickin the Weſt of [re/and,T he Govetnour went for E neland ;and Simon:

ſome exployrs 1m thole parts, the chird of Auguſt wee fell with the low 

ſandy ltes weſtward of Wokokon, Bur by reafon of 111 weather it was the 11 , 
ere we could Anchor there z and on the 12, we came to Croatan, where 15 a great 
breachin 35 degrees and a halte, inthe Northeaſt poynt of the Ile, Ther5. we 
came to Hatoraikin 36.degrees & aterſe, ar 4.fadom, z leagues from ſhore:where 
wemight perccue aſmoakeatthe place where ] left the Colony, 1587.The next 
morning Capraine ( ooke,Capraine Spicer, & their companies, with two boats lefe 
our (hips, and diſcharged ſome Ordnance to giue them notice of our comming, 
but when we came there,we ound no man,nor ligneof any that had beene there 
lacely : and ſo returned co our Boars, The next morning we prepared againe for 
Roazoack, Captaine Sprcer had then ſenc his Boat aſhoretor warer,1o1t was ten of 
the Clocke cre we put from the ſhips, which rode rwo mylestrom rcheſhore. The 
Admurals boar, being a myle before the other,as ſhe palſed che barzaſca broke in» 
to the boat and filled her halfefull of water: bur by Gods good will,and the care- 
full ftearageof Caprtaine Cook,though our provilions were much wet we ſafe ef- 
caped, the wind blew hard at Northeaſt, which cauſed fo greata current and a 
breach vpon the barre ; Captaine Spicer paſſed halfe over, bur by the indiſcreec 
ſtcermg of Ralph Skinner,their boat was overſer, the men that could catch hold 
hung about her,the next ſea caſt her on ground,where ſome ler goe their hold co 
wadeto ſhore, buttheſea beat them downe. The boat thus toled vp and downe 
Capraine Spicer ard Skinner hung there till they were drowne bur 4. thar could 
ſwim a litcle, kept themiclues 1n deeper water,were ſaued by the meancs of Caps» 
taine Cook, that preſently vpon the overſetting of their boar, ſhipped himſelte ro 
{aue what he could. Thus of eleuen, ſeuen of the chiefeſt were drowned, This fo 
diſcomfiredall the Saylers,we had much to doto getthem any more to ſeekefur- 
ther for the Planters, bur by cheir Capraines forwardnes ar laſt they firted them- 


{clues againefor Hatoraskin 2 boats, with 19.perions. It was late ere we arrived, 
but ſeeing 2 fire chrou gh the woods,we founded a T rumper,but no anſwer could 


we heare. The next morning we wentto it, but could {ee nothing bur the grafle, 
and ſome rotten trees burning, We went vpand downe the Ile,andat laſt tound 
three faire Romane Letters carved. C.R.O.which preſently we knew to fignifiethe 
place where I ſhould find them, according to a ſecret note berweene them & me; 
which was to write the name of the place they would be1n,vpon ſome tree,dore, 
or poſt: and if they had beene in any diſtrelle,to {1gnifie it by making a crolle 0- 
ver it, For at my departure they intended co goe fiftie myles into the mayne. Bur 
wefound no ligne of diſtreiſe ; then we wenctoa place where they were lceft'in 
ſundry houſes,but we found them all taken downe,and the place ſtrongly inclo= 
ſed wich a high Palizado, very Fortlikez and in one of the chiefe Poſts carued in 
fayre capirall Letrers ("RO AT A N, withour any ſigne of diftrelle, and many 
barres of [ron, two pigs of Lead, fourc Fowlers, Iron ſhot, and ſuch like heauie 
things cthrowne here and there,overgrowne with gralſeand weeds. We went by 
the / oh to ſecke for their boars but could find none, nor any of rhe Ordnance I 
lefc them. Arlaſtſomeof the Sailers found divers Chiſts had beene hidden and 
digged vp againe, and much of the goods ſpoyled, and icattered vp and downe, 
which when Þſaw, I knew three of them to be my owne ; but bookes, piures, 
and all things els were ſpoyled. Though it much grieued me, yer it did much 
comfort me that I-did know they were at Croatan; io we returned to our Ships, 


but had like to haue bin caſt away by a great torme that continued all that nighc.

The next morning we weighed Anchor for{79atan:having the Anchor a-pike, 
the Cable broke,by the meanes whereof we loit another:lerung fall thethird,the 
ſhip yer went ſo ta{t a drift,we fayled not much thereto haue iplit. But God brin- 
ging vs into deeper waterzconlidering we had but one Anchor, and our proviſi- 
on neare ſpent, wereſolucd to goe forthwith to 5.Johns ] ic, Hiſpaniola,or Trimda« 
doto refreth our telues and ſeeke tor purchaſethat Winter, and the next Spring 
come againe to {eeke our Country-men, But our Vice Admiral! would nor, buc 
went dire&ly tor Exgland,and we our courlefor Trinidado, Bur within two dayes 
after,the wind changing,wewere conſtrained for the Weſterne 1lesto refreſh our 
{elues, where we mer with many of the Queenes ſhips our owne conſort, and di- 
vers others, the 2 3.0t Seeptember 1590. And thus we left ſecking our Colony, 
that was neuer any of them found, nor ſeene to this day 1622. Andthis was che 
concluſion of this Plantation, atter ſo much time, labour, and charge conſumed.

-D - LL hopes of Firginia thus abandoned,it lay dead and obſcured from 
JJ & gl 1590.tillthis yeare 1602. that Captaine Geoſnoll, with 3 2,and him- 
£4 ſelte in a ſmall Barke, ſer ſayle from Dartmonth vpon the 26, of 
2X2 March. Though the wind favoured vs not at the firſt, but forced vs 
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: »4 
- as far Southward as the Aforo., which was not much out of our 
way ; we ran dire&ly weſt from thence, whereby we made our iourney ſhorter 
then hererofore by 500.leagues: the weaknelle of our ſhip,the badnes of our ſay- 
lers, and our ignorance of the coaſt, cauſcg vs carry bur a low layle, that rhe 
our pallagelonger then we expected. 

On fryday the 1 1.0f May we made land, it was ſomewhat low, where appeas 
red certaine hammocks or hills in it : the ſhore white ſand, but very rockie, yer 
overgrowne with fayre trees. Comming to an Anchor, $ [ndtans in a Baskeſhal- 
lop,with maſt and ſayle came boldly aboord vs. Itleemed by rcheir (ignes & ſuch 
things as they had, ſome Biskiners had fiſhed there : being about the latitude of 


43-But the harbour being naught,& doubting the weather, we went not aſhore, 


. but waighed, and ſtood to the Southward into the Sea, The next morning we 


found our ſelues imbayed with a mightie headland : within a league of the ſhore 
we anchored,and Caprtaine Goſnoll,my ſelfe,& three others went co it in our boat, 
being a whiteſand & a bold coaſt. Though the weather was hot,we marchedto 
the higheſthils we could ſee, where we perceiued this headland part of the mayn, 
neareinvironed with Ilands, As we were returning to our ſhip, a good proper, 
luſty young man cameto vs, with whom we had but ſmall conterence, and ſowe 
lefrhim. Herein $5.0r 6. houres we tooke more Cod then we knew what to doe 
with, which made vs perſwadgour ſelues,there might be found a good fiſting in 
March, Aprill, and May.

Atlength. we came among theſe fayre Iles, ſome a league 2. 3. 5.0r 6.trom the 
Mayne,by one of them we anchored, We found ir foure myles in compalle, with- 
out houſe or inhabitant, Init is alake neare a myle in circuit;rhereſt overgrowne 
with trees,v-hich {o well as the bulhes,were ſo overgrowne with Vines,we could 
ſcarce paile them. Ana by the blotlpmes we might perceiue there would be plen- 
ty of Sirawberrics, Relpiſes, Goulberries, and divers other fruits: beſides, Decre 
and other Reaits we {aw, and Cranes, Hernes, with divers other forts of towle; 
which made vs call it lartha's Vineyard. 

T he reit of che Iſles are repleniſhed with ſuch lik2zvery rocky,aud much tinc- 
cured ſtone ike Minerall. Thongh we mer many [rdsans, yer we could nor fee 
their habitations: they gane vs fith, Tobacco, and ſuch things as. they had, Bur 
thenexr }ſle wearrived at was but two. leagues fromrhe Mainie,&46,myle abour, 
1nvironed {o with creekes and coves,itſecmed like many Itles linked cogether by 
{mall patlages like bridges. Init 1s many places of plaine grafſe, and ſuch other 
fruits, and berries as betore were mentioned, In mid-May we did fow Whear, 
Barley, Oares,& Peaſe, which in 14.dayes ſprung vp g.iriches. The ſoyleistarand 
luſty:the cruit cherof gray,a foot or letIein depth, 1c 15 full of high cumbred Okes, 
cheir Jeaues rhriſe ſo broad as ours: Cedar ftraight and tall,Beech, Holly,Walnur, 
Hazell, Cherry trees like ours, bur the ſtalke beareth the.blotJom or truncthereot 
like a clufter of Grapes,forty or fittic in a bunch. Theres atree of Orange colour, 
whoſe varke in the filing 18 as ſmooth as Velvet, There 1s a lake of treſh water 
three myles in compalle,1n the midſt an Iſle containing an acre or thereabour, o- 
vergrowne with wood : here are many Torrtoiſcs, and abundance of all forts of 
foutes, whoſc young ones werookeand cate at our pleafure.Gronnds nuts as big 
as egges, as good as Potatoes, and 40,0n a ftring, not two ynches vnder ground. 
All torts of thell fiſh, as Schalops, Mutlels, Cockles, Crabs, Lobfters, Welks,Oy- 
ſters,exceeding good and very greac ; but not.to cloy you with particulars, what 
Godand nature hath beitowed on thoſe places, 1.referyou to the Authots owne 
writing at large. Wecallcd this Iſle £4:zabeths Ilefrom whence we weat right 0- 
verto the mayne, where we ſtood a while as raviſhed at the beauue and dilicacy 
of the {weernetle,belides divers cleare lakes, whereof weſaw no endg& meadows 
very large and full of greenegralle, &c, = | 26-897 

Here we eſpyed 7. Salvages, at firſt they <p<tTcd ſome feare, but by cur cour- 
teous viage of them,chey followed vsto the necke;of Land, which we though 
had beene ſevered from the Mayne, but we found it otherwiſe, Here we imagi- 
ned was a river, but becautc the day was farre {penr,welett to difcover it till bet- 
ter leaſure, But of good Harbours, there is no doubr, conſidering the Land is all 
rocky and broken lands, The next day we determinedtofortificour ſclues in the 
Iſle in the Jake, Three weckes we ſpent in building vs there a houſe, Bur the ſe- 
cond day atrer our comming from the Mayne, 11, Canows with neare 50. Salva- 
ges came towards vs.Bcing vnwilling they ſhould {ee 6ur building, we weneto, 
& exchanged with them Kniues, Hatchers, Beades,Bels,and ſuch crifles, for ſome 
Bevers,Lyzards, Martins, Foxes, wilde Catteskinnes,and ſuch like. We ſawthem 
have much rcd Copper, whereof they make chaines, collars, and drinking cups, 
which they 1o lictle eſteemed they would giue vs for ſmall toyes,& ſignified vnto 
vs they had it out of the earth in the Mayne: three dayes they ſtayed with vs,but 
every night retyred two or three mylefrom vs;after with many ſignes of Joue and 
friendſhip they departed, ſeaven of chem Raying behind,that did helpe vs to dig 
and carry Saxafras,and doe any thing thcy — being of a comely proportion 
and the beſt condition of any Salyages we had yet incountred. They haue no 
Beards but counterfeits, as they did thinke ours alſo was: for which they would 
haue changed with ſome of our menthat had great beards.Some of the baſerſort 
would ſteale ; bur the better ſort, we toundvery civill and iuſt. Weſaw but three 
of their women, and they were but of meane ſtaturegattyred inskins likethemen,

but fat arid well favoured, The wholeſomenetTe and temperacure ofthis climate, 
doth not onely argue the people to be anſwerable to his Deſcription, bur alſo cf 
a perfe&t conſtirution of body, a&tiue, ſtrong, healchfull, and very witty, as che 
ſundry toyes by them ſo cunningly wrought may well ceſtzfie, For our ſelues, we 
found our ſclues rather increa(c1n healch and ſtrength then otherwiſezfor all our 
toylc, bad dyet and lodging 3 yet not one of vs was touched with any ſicknelle, 
T'welue intended here a whule to haue ſtayed, bur ypon better conlideration,how 
Their return, meanely we were provid2d,we leftthis Ifland ( with as many true ſorrowfull eyes 
as were before defirons to ſceit) the 18. of June, and arrived at Exmomth, the 2 3 
of Tuly.

Y the inducements and per{waſions of M* Richard Hackinite, M* John Whit« 
#» being Maior,with his brethren the Aldermen,& moſt of the Merchancs 

of the Citic of Briſtow, raiſed a ſtocke of 1000), to furniſh out two Barkes, 
the one of 50.tuns,with 30.men and boyes,the other 26.tuns,with 13,men Ls 
and boyes, having CMartin Pring an vnderſtanding Gentleman, and a ſufficienc x 
Mariner for Captaine, and Roberr Salterne his Afſſittant, who had bin with Cap- 
eaine Goſnol/there the yeare beforcfor Pilot. Though they were mpch crolled by 
contrary windes vpon the coaſt of England, and + 4 death of that ever moſt me- b 
morable, miracle of the world, our moſt deare ſoveraigne Lady and Queene E- 
lizabeth : yet ac laſt they palled by the weſterne Ifles,and about the 7.of Tune, fell 
vpon thenorth partof Yirginia, about the degrees of fortie three, Where they 
found plentic of molt ſorts of fiſh, and ſaw a high country full of great woods of 
ſundry ſorts. As they ranged the coaſt at aplacethey named FWhitſon Bay,they were 
kindly vſed by the Natucs,that came to them,in croupes,of tens,twenties, & thir- 
ties,and ſometimes more. Bur becauſe in this Voyage for moſkpartthey followed 
the courſe of Gaptaine Goſnoll, and haue made norelation but to the ſame effe& 
he writ before, we will thus conclude ;

Y winds we were forced into Dertmornth till the laſt of this moneth, then with 
3.9.25 good ſcamen,Q& all necellary proviſios as could poſſibly begottep, we put

to ſea;zand the 24 of Aprill fell with Flowres and ( ornos, We intended as we were 
dirc&ed towards the Southward of 39.Butthe winds ſo crollcd vs wee fell more 
Norchwards about 41. and 20.minuits,weſounded at 100.tarhom, & by that we 
hadrun 6 leagucs we had bur 5.yetſaw no land;from the maynetop wedeſcryed 
a whiciſh {andy clift, Weſt North-weſt ſome 6,leagues from vs, bur ere we had run 
two leagues furcher wefound many ſhoules and breaches, ſometimes in 4.tadom 
and the next throw 15.0r 18.Being thus imbayed among thoſc ſhoules,we were 
conſtrained to pur back againe,which we did with no ſmall danger,though both 
the winde and weather were as fayre as wecould deſire, Thus we parted from the 
Land,which we had not before {o much deſired, and ar the firlf ſight reioyced, as 
now we all joytully prayſed Godthat he had delivered vs trom to eminent dan- 
ger. Here we found excellent Cod,and ſaw many Whales as we had done 2. or 3.

ſed vs take the beit advantage of the winde;to fall with the ſhore whereſoever:bur 
wefound our Sea-cards molt direQaly falfe. Ther7.ot May we made the Land a- 
gainc,butit blew ſo hard,we durſt nor approach it.T he next day it appezredto vs 
a mayne high land, but wetounditan Iſland of 6.myles in compatle: within a 
league of it we came toan anchor,and went on ſhore for wood & water,of which 
we tound ſufhcient. The water guſhing forth downe the rocky clifts in many pla- 
ces, which are all overgrown with Firre, Birch,Beech,& Oke.as the Verge is with 
Goulberries, Scrawberries,wild Peaſe,and Roſe buſhes, and much toule of divers 
forts that breed among the rockes : here as in all places els where we came, we 
found Cod cnough, 

From hence we might diſcerne the mayne land and very high mouncaines,the 
next day becauſe we rode too open to the Sea, we waighied, and cameo the Iles 
adioyning to the mayn:among which we found an excellent rode,detended from 
all windes,for ſhips of any burchen,in 6.7.8.9.0r 10.fadom vpon a clay oze, This 
was vpen a Whitſonday,wherefore we called it Pentecoff Harbour, Here I cannot 
omictor fooliſh icare of imputatiorr of flattery, rhe painfull induſtry of our Cap- 
taine, who asat Sea he was alwayes moſt carcſull & vigilant, ſo at land he refuſcd 
no paincs: but his labour was ever as much or rather morethen any mans;which 
not onely incouraged others with berter content, bur alſo efeacd much with 
great expedition, Wedigged a Garden the  z.ot May,where among our garden- 
{ceds we ſowed Peaſe and Barley,which in 16.dayes grew vp $.ynches, although 
chis was buc checruſt of the ground, and much inferiour to the mould we after 
found in the mayne. 

After we had taken order for all our necelſary bufineſTes,we marched through 
rwo of theſe Iſles. The biggeit was 4.or 5.myles in compatle z we found here all 
ſorts of ordinary trees, belides, Vines, Currants, Spruce, Yew, Angelica, and 
divers gummes:inſo much many of our company wiſhed themſelues {ecled here, 
Vpon the 30,0ur Capraine with 1 3.,went to diſcover the mayne: we in the ſhi 
eſpycd 3.Canowes that came towards the ſhip, Which atrer they had well jab 
oneof them came aboord with 3.men, and by our good vſage of them notlon 
after the reſt, two dayes we had their companies, in all reſpets they are but like 
them at Elizabeths Iles, therefore this may ſuffice for their deſcription, In this 
time our Captain had diſcovered a fayreriver,trending into the mayne 4o myles, 
and returned backeto bring inthe ſhip. TheHalvages alſo kept their words and 
brought vs 40.

14. yet would they row faſter with 3.Oresintheir Canowes then we with 8, buc 
when we ſaw our old acquaintance, would not ſtay aboord vs as before for ho- 
ſtage,bur did whatthey could to draw vs into a narrow cirke,we exchanged one 
Owen Griffin wich them for a yong tellow of theirs, that he might ſee it he could 
diſcover any trechery,as he d:d,for he found there atlembled 283.Salvages with 
bowes & arrows,but not any thing at allto trade as they pretended. Thelethings 
conſidered, we conceited them to be bur as all Salvages cver had beene, kinde till 
they found opportunitie to do miſchicte,W heretore we determined to take ſome 
of them, bcforethey ſhould ſuſpe& we had diſcoveredtheir plor, leſt chey ſhould 
abſent them{clues trom vs.1o the firſt thai ever after came unto the ſhip werethree 
which we kept, and two we tooke on ſhore with much adoe,with two Canowes, 
their bowes and arrowes, 

Some time we ſpent in ſounding all the Iſles, channe!s,and inlets chereabouts, 
and wefound 4.ſeverall waics a ſhip might be brought intorhis Bay. In the inte- 
rim there came 2, Canowes more boldly aboord vs, {1gnitying we ſhould bring 
our ſhip tothe place where he dwelt to trade, We excuſed our felues why we 
could not, buc vied them kindly, yet got them away with all the ſpeed we could, 
that they ſhould not be perceiued by them inthe houle, then we went vp the ri- 
ver 26,myles, of which | hadracher not write, then by wy relation detratt from 
it, itisin breadth a myle,neare 40.myles;and a channell of 6. 7.8.5.or 10.tadom, 
& on both ſides every halfe myle gallant Coues,to containe1n many of them 100 
fayle, where they may lye on Oze without Cable or Anchor,onely mored with a 
Hanſer, and it loweth 18. foot, that you may make,docke, or carine ſhips with 
much facilitic:be{ides the 1znd is moſtrich,trending all along on both ſides in an 
equall plaine, neither rocky nor mountainous, bur verged with a greene border 
of graſle, doth wake tender to the beholder her pleaſant fertlitieg it by cleanſing 
away the woods ſhe were converted into meadow. 

T he woods are great,and tall,ſuch as are ſpoken of in the Iſ)lands,and well wa- 
tered wich many freſh {prings.Our men docked ſ{eene Oranoque {o famous in che 
worlds cares, Reogrande, Lojer,& Slion,report, though they be great & goodly ri« 
vers, yer are not comparable co it, Leaving our = we went hyugher, till we were 

,myles higher then the ſalc water lowed;zwe marched cowards the mountains we 
trad {cene,bur the weather was ſo hot, & our labour ſo great,asour C aptaine Was 

contented to rerurne:after we had ereQeda crolle welctt this faire land andriver, 
in which che higher we went the better we liked it,and rerurnedto our ſhip. By 
the way we met a Canow that much delired one of our men to go vp totheir Baſ- 
ſeaber,but we knew their intents,and ſo turned them off;and thou fur had both 
cime and proviſion to haue diſcovered much more,and might hauefound perad- 
venturegood trade, yet becauſe our company was but finall, we would nor haz- 
zard ſo hopefull a buſineſle as this was, either for our nabeg; or particular ends, 
being more regardfull of a publicke good,and promulgating Gods holy Church 
by Bking Chriftianity,which was the intent of our adventurers ſo well as ours; 
returning by che Iſles in the entry of the Sound we called them St Georges Iſles,

A] Y theſcformer relations you may ſee what inc6yeniences 
{till crofſed choſe good intents,and how great a martter 
it was allchis time to inde but a Harbour, alchough 
there be ſo many, But this Yi-ginmiais a Country in A- 
merica berweene the degrees of 34.and 45. of the North 
latitude. T he bounds thereof on the Eaſt (ide are the 
great Ocean: on the South lyeth Florida : on the North 
nova Francia: as for the Weltrhereof, thelimits are vn= 
knowne, Of all this Country we purpoſe nor to ſpeake, 
bur onely of chat part which was planted by the Engliſh 
men in the ycarcof our Lord, 1 6 o 6, And this # wnder the degrees 37.38.and 39. 
T he temperature of this Country doth agree well with Engli/> conſtitutions, being 
once {eatoned to the Country, Which appeared by this, that though by many oc- 
calions our peopletell licke ; yet did they recover by very ſmall meanes, and conti- 
nued in health, though there were other great caules, not onely to hawe madethem 
ſicke, bur even to end their dayes, &c. 


The Sommer is hot as in Sparne ; the Winter cold as in France or England, The 
heat of ſormmer is in June, Tuly, and ys 1s bur commonly the coole Breeſes al- 


ſwage the vebemency of the heat, The chiefe of winter 1s halfe December, lanuary, 
February,and halfe March. The coldeis cxtreame ſharpe, but here the Proyerbe is 
true, that zo extreame long tontinueth, 

In the yeare 1607, was an extraordinary froſt in moſt of Earope,and this froſt was 
found as extreame 1n F'irginia. But the next yeare for $,0r 10. dayes of 11] weather, 
other 14.dayes would be as Sommer. 

The windes herc are variable, bur the like thunder and lightning to purifie the 
ayte, I haue ſcldome either ſcene or heard in Exrope. From the Sourthwelt came the 
greateſt guſts with thunder and heat. The Northweſt winde iscommonly coole and 
bringeth taire weather with it. From the North is the greateſt cold,and from the Eaſt 
and Southeaſt as from the Barmwudas, fogs and raines. 

Some times there are great droughts, other times much raine, yet great neceſſitic 
of neither, by reaſon we 1ee not bur that all che rarinie of needfull truits in Exrope, 


May be there in great plenrie, by the induſtry of men,as appeareth by thoſe we there 


Planted; | 
There is but one entrance by Sea into this Country, and that is at the mouth of a 


very goodly Bay, 18.0r 20. myles broad, The cape on the South 1s called (ape Hen- 
137, inhonour of our moſt noble Prince. The land white hilly ſands like yato the 
Downes, and all along the ſhores great plentie of Pines and Firres, | 
 Thenorth Capeis called Cape (bares, in honour of the worthy Duke of Torke. 
The Iſles before 1t,Smirh's Iles;by thename of the diſcover. Wuhinis a country that 
” _; may 
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may haue the prerogatiue over the moſt pleaſant places knowne, for large and plea- 
fant navigable Rivers, heaven & earth never agreed better to framea place for mans 
habication z were it fully manured and inhabied by induſtrious people, Here are 
mountaines,hils, plaines, valleyes, rivers, and brookes, all running moſt plcafancly 
into afaire Bay, compatied but forthe mouth, with truittull and dclightſome land. 
In the Bay and rivers are many Iſles both greac & ſmall,ſome woody,ſome plaine, 
moſt of them low and not inhabited, T his Bay lycth North and South, in which 
the water floweth neare 200.myles, and hath a channel for 140 myles, of depth be- 
twixt Gand 15 fadome, holding in breadth for the moſt part 16 or 14 myles, From 
the head of the Bay to the Northweſt, the land 15 mountanous, and1o in a manner 
from thence by « Southweit line z So that the more Southward, the farther off from 
che Bay are thoſe mountaines. From which fall certaine brookes which after come 
ro hue principall navigable rivers. The run trom the Northwelt into the Sourh 
eaſt, and ſo into the Wett lide of the Bay, where the fall of every River is within 20 
or 15 myles oneof another, 

The mounraines are of divers natures: for atche head of the Bay the rockes are of 
a compolition hke Mill ſtones. Some of Marble,&c. And many peeces like Chri- 
ſtall we found, as throwne downe by water from thoſe mouncaines, For in Winter 
they are covered with much ſnow, and when it dilTolverh the waters fall with ſuch 
violence, that it cauferh great inundations in ſome narrow valleyes, which is ſcarce 
perceived being once in the rivers, TYeic waters waſh from che rocks {ach gliſtering 
tin{ures, that the ground in ſome places ſeemeth as guilded, where both therocks 
and the earth are {o {plendent to behola, that betrer iwdgements then ours might hae 
beene perſwaded, they contained more then probabilities, The veſture of the earth in moſt 
places doth manifetily proue the nature of the ſoyle to be luſty and very rich. The 
colour of the carch we found in diverſe places, reſemblerh bole eArmomac,terra (git 
lata, and Lemnia, Fullers earth, Marle, and divers other ſuch appearances. But gene- 
rally for the moſt part it is ablacke tandy mould,in ſome places a fat ſlimy clay,in 0- 
ther places a very barren gravell. Bur the beſt ground is knowne by the veſture ic 
bearcth, as by the greatnctle of trees, or abundance of weeds, &c. 

The Country is noc mountanous,nor yer low, but ſuch pleaſant plaine hils, and 
fertile valleyes, one prettily croſſing anocher,& watered ſo conveniently with freſh 
brookes and ſprings, no le(ſe commodious, then delightſome, By che riversare ma- 
ny plaine marithes, containing ſome 2s ſome 100. ſome 200 Acres, ſome more, 
ſome lelle. Other plaines there are tew, but onely where the Salvages inhabit: bur 
all overgrowne withtrees & weeds, being a plaine wilderneile as God firſt madcir. 

Onthe weſt (ide of the Bay, welayd were 5.faire and delightfull navigablerivers, 
The firſt of thoſe, and the next to the mourh of the Bay hath bis courſe from the 
Weſt Northweſt. It is called Powhatar, according to the name of a principall coun« 
try that lycch vpon it, Themouth of this river is neare three myles in breadth, yer doe 
the ſhoules farce the ( hanzell fo neare the land, that a Sacre will overſhoot it at point 


blanke. Tt is navigable 156 myles, the ſhonuldes and ſoundings are here needleſſe to be ex- 


preſſed. It falleth trom Rockes farre weſt in a Country 1nhabired by a nation they 
call Afonacans, But where it commerh into our diſcovery ir is Powharan. Inthefar- 
rheſt place that was diligently obſerved, are falles, rockes,ſhoules,&c, which makes 
it paſt pavigation azy higher, Thence in the running downeward, the river is cnri- 
ched with many goodly brookes, which are maintained by an infinit number of 
{mall rundles and plcaſant ſprings, that diſperſe themjelues tor beſt fervice,as do the 
veines of a mans body. From the Sourh there fals into it: Firſt, the pleaſant river of 
Apamatuch, Next more tothe Eaſt aretwo ſmall rivers of 2=:youghcohanocke. A lictle 
farther is a Bay wherein falleth 3 or 4 prettic brookes & creckes that halfe intrench 


| the Inhabitants of FWarraskoyac, then the river of Nandſamund,and laftly the brooke 


of Chiſapeack, From the North ſide is the river of (hickahamania, the backe river of 
Limes Towne ; another bythe {edar Tſle, where we lined ten weekes vpon Oyſters, 
then a convenient harbourfor F iſher boats at econghtanghat {o rugnerh jc {c]feinco

Bayes and Creekes,it makes thar place very pleaſant to inhabirztheir cornefields be- 
ing girded therein in a manner as Pexinſulacs, The molt of thele rivers are inhabiced 
by {everall nations, or rather families, of che name of the rivers They haue allo over 
thoſe ſome Governour, as cheir King, which they call Ferowarces. In a Pexinſula on 
the North lide of this river are the Eng/iſh Planted 1n a place by them called [ames 
Towne, in honour of the Kings molt excellent Maicſtie, 

The firſt and nex: the rivers mouth are the Keconghtans, who beſides their wo- 
men & children,hauec not patt 20.fighting men. The Paſpaheghes(on whole land is 
ſeared /ames Towne, ſome 40.myles from the Bay) haue not paſt 40. T herivercal- 
led Chickahamania neare 250.T heWeanocks 100, The Arrowhatocks 30, The place 
called Powhatan, ſome 40. Qn the South {ide this river the Appamatrucks haue lixcie 
fighting men. The Dmyonugcobanocks 25.The Nandſamiids 200. The Cheſapeacks 100. 
Otthus laſt placethe Bay bearerh the name. In all chele places is a feverall comman- 
der, which they call #/erowance, except the Chickahamamans, who are governed by 
the Prieſts and their Aſſiſtants, or their Elders called Caw-cawwaſſenghes.1n ſfommer 
no place atfordeth mere plencic of Stargeon,nor in winter more abundance of foule, 
eſpecially in che time of trot, I cooke once 52 Sturgeons at a draught, at another 
68. From the later end of May till the end of Iunearecaken few,bur yong Sturgeons 
of two foot, or a yard long. From thence t1]l the midit of Seprember, chem ot wo 
or three yards long and few others. Andin 4 or 5, houres with one Net were ordi- 
narily whos 7 or Y : often more, ſe|domeletle, In the ſmall rivers all the yeare there 
is good plenne of ſmall fiſh, ſo that with hookes thoſe chat would cake paines had 
ſafhcient, 

Fourereene myles Northward from the river Powhatas, js the river Pamaurkee, 
which is navigable GO or 70 myles, but with Catches and ſmall Barkes 2 © or 40 myles far- 
ther. Acthe ordinary flowing of the ſalt water, it divideth ic ſelte intorwo gallanc 
branches, On the South {ide inhabir the people of Towghtarnnd, who hauc abour 
60 men for warres, On the North branch Afatrapament, who hauc 30 men, Where 
this river is divided the Country is called P amavnkee, and nouriſherh neare 3oo able 
men, About 2 5.myles lower on the North ide of this river is Werawecomeco,where 
their great King inhabired when I was delivered him priſonerzyer there are nor palt 
40 able men. Ten or ewelue myles lower,on the South {ide of this river, is {#rokzact, 
which hath ſome go or 50 men. T heſe,as alſo -{p-maruck,/rrobatock,and Fowhatan, 
are their great Kings chiefealliancc, and inhabitants. The reſt his Conquetts, 

Before we come to the third river that fallech from the mountaines, there is ano- 


ther river ( ſome 30 myles navigable) that commeth from the Inland,called Pajanka- R 


tanke,;the Inhabitants ave about 50 or 60 {erviceable men. 

The third navigable river is called Toppahanock, ( This ts navigable ſome 10 myles) 
At the top of it inhabirthe pus called CMannaboacks amongtit the mountaines, 
but they are aboucthe place we deſcribed. Vpon this river on the North (ide are the 
pay Cuttatawomen, with 3o hghting men. Higher arethe Moranghtacunds,wich 

o.Beyondthem Rapahaneck with Ioo.Farabouc is another (witatawomen with 20, 
On the South 3s the pleaſant ſear of Naxtawghtacund having 150 men, This river al- 
ſo as thetwo former, 1s repleniſhed with fiſh and foule, 

T he fourth river 1s called Patawomeke, 6 or 7 mylesin breadth, [rt is navigabler40 
m#jles, and fed as the reſt with many {weer rivers and ſprings, which fall trom che 
bordering hils. Theſe hils many of themare planted, and yeeld no leiſe plentic and 
varietic of fruit, then theriver exceedeth with abundance of fiſh. Ir 1s inhabited on 
both ſides. Firſt on the South (ide ar the very entrance is Wighcocomoco & hath ſome 
C30 men, beyond them Sekgcawore with 30. The Onawmanient with Too. And the 
Patawomekes more then 200, Here doth the river divideit ſelfe into 3 or z coriveni- 
ent branches. The greateſt of the leaſt is called 2»4yovgh, trending Northweſt, buc 
the river it ſelfe curneth Northeaſt,and is ſtill a navigable ſtreame. On the Weſterne 
ſide of this bought is Tawxenent with 40 men, On the North of this river is Secowe- 
Formoco with 40. Somewhat further of <a with 20.In the Eat part is Pale, 
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with Go. After Moyowance with 100, Andlaſtly, Nacorchtanke with 80, The river 
aboue this place mak<cth his pallage downe a low plcaſant valley overſhaddowed in 
many places with high rocky mountaines z from whencedittull innumerable tweer 
and pleaſant ſprings. 

The fift river is called Pawraxantof a lefle proportion then thereſt;but the chan« 
nell is 16 fadome deepe in ſome places, Hereare infinitskuls of divers kindes of fiſh 
more then elſ{where, Vpon this river dwelt the people called Acquintanackgrak, Paws 
twxunt, and Mattapanient, Tivo hundred men was the greateſt ſtrength that could 
be there perceived. But they inhabit rogether, and not ſo diſperſed as thereſt.Thele 
of all other we found moſt civill to giue intertainement, 

Thirtie leagues Northward isa river not inhavited, yet navigablesfor the red clay 
reſembling bele Armoniach we cilled ir Boirs. Ar the end of the Bay where itis 6 or 
7 myles in breadth, it divides it{elfe into 4. branches, the beit commeth Northweſt 
trom among the mountaines, but though Canows may goe adayes iourney or two 
vp it, we could not get two myles vpit with our b »at for rockes.Y pon itis ſeated the 
Saſqueſahanocks, neare it North and by Welſtrunneth a creeke amyleand ahalfe; ar 
thc head whereofthe Eble left vs on {hore,where we found many trees cut with hart- - 
chets, The next tyde keeping the ſhore to ſecke for ſome Salvages; (tor within thir= 
tie leagues ſayling, we ſaw nor any, being a barren Country,) we went yp another 
{mall river likea crecke 6 or  myle, From thence rerurrung we met + Canowes of 
the Maſſowomeks, with whom we had conference by {ignes, tor we vnderſtood one 
another ſcarce a word:the next day we difcovered the tmall river & people of Tock- 
whegh trending Eaſtward. 

Having loſt our Grapnell among therocks of Saſqweſahanocks,we were then neare 
200 myles from hoine, and our Barge about rwo tuns, and had in it bur 32 mcn co 
performe this Diſcovery, wherein we lay aboue 12 weekes vpon thoſe great waters 
in thoſe voknowne Countries, having nothing bura lictle meale, oatemcale and wa= 
ter to feed ys, and ſcarce halfe (ufficienr of rharfor halfe that time, but what provili* 
on we gotamong the Salvages, and ſuch rootes and filh as we caught by accident, 
and Gods direftion ; nor had wea Mariner nor any had $kill torr che ſayles bur 
two laylers and my ſclfe, the reſt being Gentlemen, or them were as ignorantin ſuch 
toylc and labour. Yerneccſſitiein aſhore time by good words and examples made 
them doe that that cauſed them ever after rofeareno colours, Whar 1 wd with this 
{mall meanes I leaue to the Reader ro zudge, andthe Mappe I made of the Country, 
whichis but a ſmall matcer in regard ot the magnitude thereof. Butro proceed,60 of 
rnoſe Saſqire/abanccks cane to vs with 8kins, Bowes, Arrows, Targets, Beads,Swords, 
and Tobacco pipes for preſents.Such great and well propartioned men areleldome 
ſcene, for they ſeemed ike Giants to the Engliſh, yea and to the neighbours, yer 
ſeemed of an honeſt and (imple diſpolition, with much adoe reſtrained from ado- 
ring vs as Gods. Thoſeare the ſtrangeſt people of all thoſe Countries, both inlan- 

uage & atrire z for their language irmay well beſceme their proportions, ſounding, 
from them, as a voyce in a vaule, Theirattireis the skinnes of Beares,and Woolues, 
ſome haue Callacks made of Beares heads & skinnes,thata mans head gocs chrough 
theskinnes neck, and the earcs of the Beare faſtned to his ſhoulders, the noſe and 
recth hanging downe his breaſt, another Beares face ſplit behind him,and at the end 
of the no{c hung a Pawe, the halfeſleeues A—_— the elbowes were the neckes 
of Beares, and the armes through the mouth with pawes hanging at their noſes, 
One had the head of a Woolfe hanging ina chaine for a Jewell, his Tobacco pipe 
three quarters ofa yard long, pretily carued with a Bird, a Deerc,or ſome ſuch & - 
viſe at che great end, ſufficient ro beat our ones braines: with Bowes, Arrowes, and 
clubs, ſutable to their greatnelſe, Theſeare ſcarſe knowne to Powhatan. They can 
make neare $500 able men,and are pallifadoed in their Townes to defend them from 
the CMaſawomekes their mortall e1emies, Fine of their chiefe Werowances came a- 
boord vs, and crofſedthe Bay intheir Barge, The pi&ture of the greateſt of them is 
fignified in the Mappe. The calte of whole leg was three quarters cf a yard os 
ano 
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and ali che reſt of his limbes ſo anſwerableto that proportion, that he ſeemed the 

goodhlieſt man we ever beheld. His hayre, the one de was long, the other ſhore 
clole with a ridge over his crowne like a cocks combe. His arrowes were fiue quar- 
ters long,headed with theſplinters of a white chriſtal-like tone,in forme of a heart, 
an inch oroad,and an inch and a halfe or more long, Theſe he wore in a Woolues 
Skinne at his backe for his Quiver, his bow inthe one hand and his clubbe in the 0. 
ther, as is deſcribed. 

On the Eaſt (ide the Bay,isthe river Tockwhogh,and vpon it a peoplethat can make 
100 men, ſeated ſome {eaven myles within the river : where they hauc a Fort very 
well palliſadoed and mantelled with barkes of trees. Nextthem is Ozanies with ſixty 
men, More to the South of that Ealt (ide of che Bay, the river Rapahanock , neere vn- 
tro which is the river K#skarawaocck, Vpon whichis ſeated a people with 200 men. 
After thar,is the river Tants Wighcocomoco,& on it a people with 100 men, The pco- 
ple of thoſe rivers are of hrtle ſtature,of another language from the reſt,& very rude, 
Bur they on theriver Acohanock, with 40 men, & they of Accomack 8o men doth e- 
qualize any of the Territories of Powhatan, and ſpeake his language, who over all 
thole doth rule as King. 

Southward we went to ſome parts of Chawonock, and the Aargoags to ſearch for 
them left by MF White. Amongſt thoſe people are thus many {everall Nations of 
ſundry Languages, thatenviron Powhatans T erritories, The Chawonockes,the Man« 

goags, the Monacans,the CMannahokes,the Maſawomekes,the Powhatans,the Saſqueſa- 
hanocks,the Atquanachukes, the Teckwoghes, andthe Kuſcarawackes. Allthoſe nota» 
ny one vnderſtandeth another but by Interpreters, Their ſeverall habications are 
more plainly deſcribed by chis annexed Mappe, which will preſenc to the eye, the 
way ot the mountaines, and current of therivers, withtheir ſeverall rurnings, bayes, 
fhoules, Iſles, Inlers, and creekes, the breadth of the waters, the diſtances of places, 
and ſuch like. In which Mappe obſerue this, that as far as you ſee the little Crolles 
on rivers, mounraines, or other places haue beene diſcovered ; the reſt was had by 
information of the Savages, andare ſet downe according to their inſtructions, 


Thus hane I walkt a wayleſs way, with vnconth pace, 
Which yet ns ( hriſtian man did ever trace : 

But yet Ihknow this not affeFts the minac, 

Which eares doch heare,as that which eyes doe finde.

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Of juch things which are naturally in Virginia, and how they v/e them, 
\ FT 1x G1N1 a doth afford many excellent vegetables, andliuing Creatures, 

yer gratle there 1s little or none, but what growerh in low Mariſhes : for all 

the Countrey is overgrowne with trees, whoſe droppings continually cur- 

neth their gralle to weeds, by reaſon of the rancknes of the ground, which 
would ſoone be amended by good husbandry. The wood that 1s moſt common is 
Oke and Walnut, many of their Okes are fo tall & ſtraight, that they will beare two 
footeand a halfe ſquare of good timberfor 20 yards long Of this wood there is two 
or three ſeverall kinds. The Acornes of one kinde, whole barke is more white then 
the other, & ſomewhat ſweeriſh, which being boyled,at laſt affords a ſweet oyle,rhac 
they keepe in gourds to annoint their heads and joynts, The fruit they cate made in 
bread or otherwiſe. There is alſo ſome Elme, ſome blacke Walnut tree, and ſome 
Aſh: of Aſhand Elmethey make ſope Aſhes. If the trees be yery great, the Aſhes 
will be good, and meltro hard lumps, bur if they be ſmall, it will be but powder, 
and not ſo good asthe other. Of walnurs there 1s 2 or 3 kindes z there 1s a kinde of 
wood wecalled Cypres, becauſe both the wood, the fruit, and cafe did moſt reſem- 


ble ir, and of thoſe trees there gre ſome neare three fadome abour at the foor, very 
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ſtraight, and 50, 60,0r 8 foot without a branch. By the dwelling of tht Salvages 
are {ome great Mulbery trees, and in ſome parts of the Countrey, they are found 
growing naturally in prettie groues, There was an allay made to make (ilke, and 
ſurely the wormes proſpered excellent well, till the maſter workeman fell {icke. 
During which time they were eaten with Rats. | 

In ſome parts were found ſome Cheſnuts, whoſe wild fruit equalize the beſt in 
France, Spame, Germany, or Italy. Plums there are of three ſorts. Thered and white 
arelike our hedge plums, but the ocher which they call P#tchamins, grow as high as 
a Palmeta: che fruit is ike a Medler ; its firſt greene, then yellow, and red when it is 
ripe ; if it be not ripe, it will draw a mans mouth awry, with much torment, bur 
when itis ripe, it is asdelictous as an Apricot. 

They haue Cherries, and thoſe are muchlikea Damſon ,but for their taſtes and 
colour we called them Cherries. We ſaw {ome few Crabs, but very {mall and bitter. 
Of vines great abundance in many partsthat climbe the roppes of the higheſt trees 
in ſome places,but theſe beare but tew grapes. Except by the rivers & ſavage habita- 
tions, where they are not overſhadowed from the ſunnethey are covered with fruit, 
though never pruined nor manured. Ofthoſe hedge grapes we made neeretwentie 
gallons of wine,which was like our French Brittiſh wine, bur certainely they would 
proue good werethey well manured, There is another {ort of grape necre as great 
as a Cherry, this they call Mefſamizs, they be fatte, and the wyce thicke, Neither 
doth the tafte ſo well pleaſe when they are made in wine, They haue a {mall fruic 
growing on little trees, husked like a Cheſnur, bur the fruic moſt ike a very ſmall 
Acorne. This they call Chechingzamins, which they cſtceme a great daintie. They 
haue a berry much like our Gooſeberry, in greatnelle, colour, and taſt; thoſe they 
call Rawcomens, and doe catthem raw or boyled. Ofthele naturall fruits they liuea 
great part ofthe yeare, which they vſc in this manner z The Walnuts, Cheſnuts, A- 
cornes, and Chechinquamins are dryedto keepe.When they need walnuts they breake 
them berwcene two ſtones, yet ſome part of the ſhels will cleauc to the frun, Then 
doe they dry them againe vpon a Mat over a hurdle. After they put it into a morter 
of wood, and beat it very ſmall: that donethey mix it with water, that theſhels may 
{ſinketo the botrome, This water will be coloured as milke, which they call Pawco= 
hiccora, and keepe it for their vſe. Thefruit like Medlers they call Pwtchamimns, they 
caſt ypon hurdles on a Mat, and preſerue them as Pruines. Of their Cheſnuts 
and Chechinquamins boyled , they make both broath and bread for their chiefe 
men, or at their greateſt feaſts, Beſides thoſe frurt trees, there is a white Po- 
pular, and another treelike vnto it, thatyeelderh a very cleare and an odoriferous 
Gumme like Turpentine, which ſome called Ba/ſom. There are alſo (edars and Saxa- 
fras trees, They alſo yeeld gummesin a ſmall proportion of chemjclues, Wee tryed 
concluſions to cxtratt it out of the wood, but nature aftorded more then our arts. 

In che watry valleyes groweth a Berry whichthey call Oconghtanamms very much 
like vato Capers. Theſe they dry in ſommer. When they eatthem they boile them 
neare halfe a day ; for otherwiſe they differ not muchtrom poylon. Matroum grow- 
eth as our Bents. The ſced is not much vnliketo Ric, though much ſmaller. This 
they vſc for a daintie bread buttered with deare ſuect. 

During Sommer there are eicher Strawberries, which ripen in Aprill, or Mul- 
berries which ripen in May and June. Raſpiſes, hurtsor afruitthat che inhabirants 
call Maracecks, which is a pleaſant wholſome fruit much like a Lemond, Many 
herbes in the ſpring are comonly diſperſed throughout the woods,good for brothes 
ans lallers, as Violets, Purſlain,Sorrcll, &c. Beſides many we vicd whoſe names we 

now not. 

The chicfe root they haue for food is called Tockawhowghe.1t groweth like a flagge 
in Mariſhes, In one day a Salvage will gather ſufficient for a wecke. Theſe roots arc 
much of the greatnelle and taſte of Potatoes. They vic to cover a great many of them 
with Oke leaucs and Ferne, and then coverall with carth in the manner of a Colc- 


pit 3 over it, on cach (ide;they continuea great fire 24 houres before they dare - it,

| They haue another rooce which they call Fighſacan : as ch'other teedeth che bo- 
dy,'o chis curech their hurts and diſcates, It 1s a {mall root which chey bruiſe and 
apply to the wound. Poconer is afinall root that growerth in the mountaines,which 
being diyed and bcate 1n powder turneth red. And this they vie for fwellings,aches, 
annoznting their 1oynts, painting their heads and garments, They. account u very 
recious, and of much worth. 4/«/quaſper 18 a roote of the bignetic ot a tinger, and 

as red as bloud, Jn drying, twill wither almoſt to nothing, This they vſeco paint 
chcir Marttes, Targets, and 1uch like, | 

There is allo Pellrtory of Spaine, Saſafrage, and divers other ſimples, which the 
Apothecarics gathered, and commended to be good,and medicinabie. | 

In thelow Mariſhes grow plots of Onyons, containing an Acre of ground or 
more 1n many places ; but they are {mall, not paſt the bignetle of the roppe of ones 
Thumbe, | 
, Of beaſts the chicfc are Deerc,nothing differing from ours, In he deſerts towards 
the heads of the rivers, there are many, but amongftthe rivers tew. There 1s a beaſt 
they call sLrowghcun, much like a badger, but vſettiro live on crees as Squirrels 
doc. Their Squirrels {ome are neare as great as our {malleſt ſort of wilde Rabbers, 
ſome blackiſh or blacke and whice, but the moſt are gray. rang = euch 

A ſmall beaſt chey haue they call Aſſapanick, bur we call them flying Squirrels, 
becaule ſpreading their legs, and ſo ſtretching the largenelle of cheir skins,char they 
haue deene ſeeneto fly 30 or 40 yards. An Opaſſom hatha head like a Swine, and a 
taile ike a Rar, and is of the bigneiTe of a Cat, Vnder her belly ſhee hath a bagge, 
wherein ſhe lodgerh, carrieth,and ſuckleth her young. A rfſaſers 1s a beaſt of the 
forme and nature of our water Rars, but many of them. ſmell exceeding ſtrongly of 
Muzke. Their Hares no bigger then our Conies, and few of them co be tound. 

Ther Beares are very little in compariſon of thoſe of CHuſcovia and Tartaria. 
The Beaver is as big as 2n ordinary water dog, bur his legs exceeding ſhort. His 
foreteere like a dogs, his hinder feet like a Swans, His taile tomewhathke the forme 
of a Racker, bare without haire, which to. cat the Salyages cſtceme a great delicate, 
They haue many Orters, which as che Seaversthey rake withſnares, and efteeme che 
Skins great ornaments, and of all thoſe beaſts they vſeto feed when they catch chem, 
An Yichunquoyes 18 ike a wilde Car, Their Foxes arc hike ourſilver haired Cones, of 
a ſmall proportion, and not ſmelling like thoſe 1n England. T heir Dogges of char 
Country arc liketheir Woolues, and cangot barke but howle,and the Woolues not 


much bigger then our Engliſh Foxes, Maruns, Powlecats, Weeſels, and Minkes 


we know they haue, becauſe we haue ſeene many of their skinnes, though very (el 
dome any of chem aliue.Bur orfe thing is ſtrange,thac we could never perceiue cheir 
Verminedeſtroy our Hennes, Egges,nor Chickens,nor doe any hurt,nor their flyes 
nor ſerpents any way pernicious, where in the South parts of America they are al- 
Wayes dangerous, arid often deadly, |

Concerrmng the entrailes of the carth, hictle can be ſaid for certaintie, There wan- 
ted good Refers : for thoſe that rooke vpon them to haue skill this way, rooke Vp 
the waſhings from the mountaines, and ſome moskered ſhining ſtones and ſpangles 
which the waters brought downe, flattering chemſelues in their owne vaine con- 
ccits to haue beene ſuppoſed what chey were nor, by the meancs of chart ore, if ir 7A 
proud as their arts and iudgements expetted. Onely this is certaine, that many re« 
g10ns lying in the ſame latitude, attord Mincs very rich of divers natures, The cruſt 
alſo of chele rockes would ealily perſwade a man to belecue there are ocher Mines 
then yron and ſtccle, if there were bur meanes and meu of experience that knew the 
Mine from Spar.

How they di- Hey divide the yearc into fiue ſeaſons. Their winter ſome call Popanow, the { 
vide the yeare. ſpring Cattapenk , the ſommer { ohattayongh,the caring of their Corne Nee 
pinongh, the flarveſ and fajl of leafe Taquztock, From September vntill the 
midſt of November arethe chicte feaſts & ſacrifice. Then haue they plentic 
of fruits as well planted as nacurall, as corne, greene and ripe, fiſh, fowle, and wilde Fl 
beaſts exceeding fat. \ vx 
How mac pre- Thegreateſt labour they take, is in planting theircorne, for the Country natu- A 
menEe rally is overgrowne with wood, To prepare che ground they bruiſe the barke of 
; the trees neare the root, then doe they {cortch the roots with firechat they grow no 
more, The next yeare with a crooked eecc of wood they bear vp the weeds by the 
rootes, and in that mould they plant their Corne. Their manner is this. They make 
a hole in the earth with a ſticke,and inco ir they pur toure graines of wheate and two 
of beanes. Theſe holes they make foure foote one from another ; Their women and 
children do continually keepe it with weeding,and when it 15 growne middle high, | 
they hill ic about like a hop-yard. As | | 
How they In Aprillthey beginco plant, bur their chicfe plancation is in May, and fo they 
plant, continue till the midſt of June. Whar they plant in Aprill chey reape in Auguſt, 
for May in September, for lune in October ; Every ſtalkeof their corne cemmonly 
beareth two eares, ſome three, ſeldome any foure, many but one, and ſome none. | 
| Every care ordinarily hath berwixt 200 and 500 graines. The ſtalke being greene 
hath a ſweet iuice in it, ſomewhatlike a ſugar Cane, which js the cauſe that when 
they gather their corne greene, they ſucke the ſtalkes: tor as we gather greene pealc, 
* ſo docthey their corne being greene, which excelleth their old. They plant alſo 
! peaſe they call Aſſentamess, which are the ſame they call in Jtaly, Fagioli, Their 
Beanes are the ſame the Turkes call Garnaxſes, bur theſe they much cſteeme for 
daintics, 
How they viſe * Their cornethey roſt inthe care greene,and bruiſing itin a morter of wood wich 
their Corne, =, Pole,lap it in rowles in the leaues of their corne,and fo boyle it for a daintic. They 
allo reſerue that corne late planted that will not ripe, by roaſting it in hor aſhes, the 
heat thereof drying ir. In winter they cſteeme ir being boyled with beanes for arare 
diſh, they call Pa»ſarowmena. Their old wheat they firſt ſteepe a night m hor wacer, 
inthe morning pounding itin a morter. They vſc a ſmall basker for cheir Temmes, 
then pound 2gaine the great, and fo ſeparating by daſhingrthar hand in the basker, 
receiue the lower in a platter made of wood, ſcraped tothat forme with burning: 
an

and ſhels. Tempering chis lower with water, they make it either in cakes, covering 
them wich aſhes call chey be baked, andchen waſhing them 1n faire water, chey dric 
preſently with their owne hear ; or elic boyle themn warer, caring the broth with 
the bread which they call Pozap, The grouces and peeces of the corncs remaining, 
by fanning in a Platter or in the wind,away, the branne chey boyle 3 or 4 koures 
with water, which 1s an ordinary food they call /ſtarahamen.But tomic more thriftie 
then cleanly, doe burne the core of the care ro powder, which they call Pungnoneh, 
mingling that in their meale, bur it never caſted well in bread, nor broth. Th cir ith 
& fleth chey boyle either very renderly, or boyle it ſo long on hurdles over the tre, 
or clic after che Sp.nþ taſhion, purcing it on a ſpar, they curne firlt che one lidegthen 
the ocher, il] 1t bc as drie as cher terkin Beete 1n the welt /»dzes,thar rhey may keepe 
ir a moneth or more withour putritying, The broth of fiſh or fleſh chey cat as com« 
monly as the mear, 

In May alto amongſt their corne they plant Pampeons,and a fruithike vnto a muske 
mellon,but letle and worlc, which they call Macocks. Thele increafe exceedingly, 
and ripen in the beginning of Tuly, and continue vnrtill September. 'T hey planc 
allo Maracocks a wild truiclike a Lemmon, whuch alfo increaſe infinitely, They 
begin to ripe in September, and continue nll che end of Oftober, When all cheir 
fruics be gachered, little els rhey plantzand chis 1s done by their women and children; 
neicher doth chis long ſuthce chem, tor neare three parcs of the yeare,they onely ob- 
{erucrtunes and ſcalons,and liue of what the Country naturally affordeth from hand 
to mouth, &c. 
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The Commodities m Virginia, or that may be had by Inauſirie_. 
He mildnelle of che ayre, thefercilicie of the ſoyle,and (iruation of the rivers 
arc {o propitious to the nature and vic of man, as no place is more conyeni- 
enr for pleature, proht,and mans ſuſtenance, vader that laricude or clunar, 
Here will ue any beatts,as horſes, goats, ſheepe, alles, hens,&c. as appeared 
by them that were carried cnecher, The waters, Iles, and ſhoales,arctull of fate hac- 
bours for ſhips of warre or marchandize, for boars of all ſorcs, for cran{portation or 
flhing,&c.The Bay and rivers have mucb marchanrable fiſh, and places fic for Salc 
coats, building of ihips, making of Iron, &c. I 
CHMnuſcovia and Polonia doe yceare)y recerue many thouſands,for pacch, tarre,ſope- 


aſhes, Roſen, Flax, Cordage, Sturgeon, Malts, Yards, Wainſcor, Firres, Glatle,and 


ſuch like;alto Swe:bland for Iron and Copper. France in like manner,for Wine,Can- 
vas, and Salt. Spazne afmuch tor Iron, Stecle, Figges, Reaſons,and Sacks. /taly with 
Silkes and Velvers conſumes our chicte Commodities, Holland maintains it ſelfe by 
fiſhing and trading at our owne doores, All thefe remporize wich other for nece(- 
ſities, bur all as vncertaine as peace or warres, Bclides the charge,travell,and danger 
in tran{porting them, by ſeas, lands, ftormes, and Pyracs. T hen how much hath 
Virginia the prerogariue of all choſe flouriſhing Kingdomes, tor the benefit of our 
Land, when as within one hundred myles all chole are to be had, either ready pro- 
vided by nature, or clfe to be prepared, were there but induſtrious men to labour. 
Onely of Copper we may doubris wanung,but there is good probabilitierhac both 
Copper and better Minerals arc there to be had for their labour. Ocher Countries 
haue 1t, So then here 15a place, a nurſe for fouldiers, a praiſe for mariners, a trade 
for marchants, arewardfor the good, and thar which is molt of all,a bulinclle(moſt 
acceptable ro God) to bring ſuch poore Intidels ro the knowledge of God and his 
holy Goſpell. | 
Of the naturall Inhabitants of VIKR GINI A. | | 
F: He land is not populous, for che men be few ; their far greater number is of wo- 
men and children, Within 60 myles of [ames Towne, there are about ſome 
$5000 people, bur of able men fir for cher warres ſcarce 1500. To nouriſh ſo many 
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together they haue yer no meanes, becauſe chey make {o ſinall a venetic of their 
land, be it never ſo tertule., Six or (ezuen hundred haue beciie rhe moſt hath beene 
ſcene together, when they gathered thenileluesro have ſurpriſed mec ar Pamevnkge, 
having but fifreenc to withitand the worſt of their tury, As imall as the pro- 
rtion of ground that hath yer beenc diſcovered, 1s 1n compariton of that yer vn- 
Laois: the people differ very much in ſtarure, e{pecially in language, as before 
is expreſſed, Some being very great as the Saſqueſahaxecks ; others very litcle, asthe 
Wighcocemocees: but generally call and ftraighc, of a comely propcrtion, and ot a co+ 
lour browne when they areof any age, but chey are borne whe, Ther hiyre is ge- 
nerally blacke, but tew haue any beards. The men weare halte cheir beards ſhaven, 
the other halt long ;tor Barbers chey vſe their women,who with cwo ſhes will grate 
away the bayre, of any faſhion they pleaſe. The women are cut in many faſhions, a- 
grecable to their ye: res, but ever {ome part remainech long, T hey are very ſtrong, 
of an able body and full of agilicie, able ro endure to lic 1n che woods vnder a trec 
by the hire, inthe worſt of winter, or in the weedes and gralle,in Ambuſcado in the 
Sommer, T hey are inconſtant 1n every ching, bur what fteare conſtraineth them co 
keepe, Crafcie, rimerous, quicke of apprehenlion, and very ingenuous. Some are of 
aiſpolinon tearctull, ſome pold, moſt caurelous, all Savage. Generally covetous of 
Copper, Beads, and ſuch liketraſh. They are ſoone moued co anger, and ſo malict- 
ous, that they {eldome forget an iniury : they {eldome iteale onetrom anorher, leatt 
their coniurers ſhould reveale it, and 1o they be purſued and puniſhed, Thar chey 
arc thus fcared 1s certaine, bur that any can reucale their oftences by conturation [ 
am doubrtull. T heir women arccarctullnotto be ſuſpected of diſhoneſtie withour 
che lcaue of cheir huſbands. Each houſhold knowerh their owne lands, and gardens, 
and moſt liue of their owne labours. For their apparel}, they arc ſomecime-covered 
with the skinnes of wilde beaſts, which in Winter arc dretſed with che hayre,bur in 
Sommer without, The better ſort vſe large mantels of Deare skins, not much dit- 
fering in faſhion from the Iriſh mantels. Some imbrodercd with white beads, ſome 
with Copper, other painted after their manner, But the common fort haue ſcarce 
to cover cheir nakednetle, buc with gralle, the leaues of trees, or fuch like, We haue 
lecne ſome vſemantels made of Turky feathers, ſo prettily wrought & woven with 
threads that nothing could be diſcerned but the tcathers, That was exceeding warme 
and very handſome. Bur che women are alwayes covered about their middles wich 
a $kin,and very ſhamefaſt to be ſeene bare, They adorne cthemſclues moſt with cop- 


per beads and paintings. Their women, ſome haue t:1cir legs, hands, breaſts and face 
cunningly 1mbrodered with divers workes, as beaſts, ſerpents, artificially wroughc 
into their fleſh with blacke ſpots. In each eare. commonly they haue z greac hoſes. 
wherear they hang chaines, bracelets, or copper. Some of their men weare in thoſe 
holes, a ſmall greene andyellow coJoured ſnake,nearc halfe ayard ia length,which 
crawling and lapping her ſelfe about his necke ofcentimes familiarly would kifſe his 
lips. Others weare adead Rat tyed by the taile. Some on their heads wearethewin 
ot a bird, or ſome large feather with a Rattell. T hoſe Ratrels are fomewhar like che 
chape of a Rapier, burleile, which they takefrom theraile of a ſnake. Many haue the 
whole skinne of a Hawke or ſome ſtrangetoulc, ſtutfed wich the wings abroad. O- 
thers a broad peece of Copper,and ſomerthe hand of their enemy dryed,Their heads 
and ſhoulders are painted red with theroote Pocone brayed to powder, mixed with 
oyle, this they hold in ſommer to preſerue them from the heate, and in winter from 
the cold. Many other formes of paintings they vſe, bur he is the moft gallant char is 
the moſt monſtrous to behold, 

Their buildings and habirations arefor the moſt part by therivers,or notfarre dic 
ſtant from ſome treſh ſpring. Their houſes are built like our Arbors,of ſmall young 
ſprings bowed and tyed, and ſo cloſe covered with Mars, or the barkes of trees very 
handiomely,that notwithſtanding either winde,raine, or weather, they arcas warme 
as ſtooues, but very ſmoaky, yer at the toppe of the houſe there is a hole made for 
the ſmoake to goe into rightover the fire. 
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Againſt the fire they lie on little hurdles of Reeds covered with a Mat, borne from 
the ground afoote and more by a hurdle of wood.On theſe round about the houſe. 
they lic heads and points one by ch'ocher againſt the fire, ſome covered with Mats, 
ſome with skins, and ſome ſtarke naked Jie on the ground, from 6 to zo in a houle. 
Their houſes are in the midſt of their fields or gardens, which are {mall plors of 
ground.Some 20 acres,lome 40.ſome loo,lome 200.ſome more,ſome elle, 1n ſome 
places from 2 to 50 of thoſe houſestogether, or bur a little ſeparared by groucs of 
trees, Neare their habitations1s little ſma]l wood or old trees on the ground by rea- 
ſon of their burning of them for fire. So that a man may gallop a horſe among(t 
theſe woods any way, but where the creekes or Rivers ſha!l hinder. 

Men, women, and children haue their ſeverall names according to. the ſeyerall 
humor ot their Parents. Their women ( chey (ay ) are eaſily delivered of childe, yer 
doe they loue chilaren very dearely. To makethem haraie, in the coldeit mornings 
they them waſh in the rivers, and by painting and oyntments ſo tanne cheit skinnes, 
that after a yeareor two, no weather will hurt them, 

The men beſtow their times in fiſbing, hunting, warres, and ſuch man-like excr- 
ciſes,{corning to be ſeene in any woman-like exerciſe,which isthe cauſe that the wo- 
men be very painefull, and the men often idle. The women and children doe the 
reſt of the worke. They make mats, baskers, pots,morters,pound their corne, make 
their bread, preparetheir vituals, planttheir corne,gather cheir corne,beare all kind 
of burdens, and (uch like, 

T heir fire chey kindle preſcntly by chafing a dry pointed flickein a holeot a little 
ſquare peeceot wood, that firing itſelfe, will ſo fire molle, leaues, or any fuch Ike 
dry thing, that will quickly burne. In March and Aprill chey liue much vpon their 
fiſhing wires ; and teed on fiſh, Turkies, and Squirrels, In May and Iunethey plant 
cher felds, and liue moſt of Acornes, Walnuts, and fiſh. But to amend thear dyer, 
ſome diſperſe them({clues in ſmall companies, and liue vpon fiſh, beaſts, crabs, oy- 
ſters, land Tortoiſes, ſtrawberries, mulberries, and ſuch like. In June, July, and 
Auguſt, they feed vpon the rootes of Tacknough berries, fiſh,and greene whear. Ir is 
ſtrange ro ſee how their bodies alter with their dyet,even as thedeere & wilde beaſts 
they {eeme far and leane, ftrong and weake., Powhatan their great King, and {ome 
others thar are provident,roſt their fiſh and flcſh vpon hurdles as betore 1s expretled, 
and keepe ir till ſcarce times. ; 

For fiſhing, hunting, and warres chey vic much their bow and arrowes. They 
bring their bowes to the torme of ours by the ſcraping of a ſhell. Their arrowes are 
made ſome of ſtraight young ſprigs,which they head with bone,fome 2 or 3 ynches 
long, Thele they vſero ſhoot ar Squirrels on trees. Another ſort of arrowes they 
vic made of Reeds. Theſe are peeced with wood, headed with {plinters of chriſtall, 
or ſome ſharpe ſtone, the ſpurres of a Turkey, or the bill of ſome bird.For his knife 
he hath the ſplinter of a Reed to cut his feathers in forme. With this knife alſo,he 
will ioynt a Decre, or any beaſt, ſhape his ſhooes, buskins, mantels, &c. To make 
thenoch of his arrow he hath the tocth of a Beaver,ſctin afticke,wherewith he gra- 
tech ic by degrees, His arrow head he quickly maketh with a little bone, which he 
ever wearcth at his bracert, of any {plinc of a ſtone, or glalle in the forme of a hearr, 
and thelethey glew to the cnd of their arrowes, With the finewes of Deere, and the 
tops of Deeres hornes boyled to a 1clly, chey make a glew that will not difſolue in 
cold water. 

For their warres alſo they vſc Targets that are round and made of the barkes of 
trees, and a ſword of wood at their backes, but oftentimes they vie for ſwords the 
horne of a Decre putrthrough a pecce of wood in forme of a Pickaxe. Somea long 
ſtone ſharpned at both ends, vied in the ſame manner. This they were wont to vie 
alſo for hatchers, but now by trucking they haueplenic of che ſame forme of yron, 
And thoſe arecheir chiefeinftruments and armes. 

Their fiſhing is much in Boats. Theſe they make of one tree by burning and 
ſcratching away che coales with ſtones and ſhels, till they haue made it in forme ofa 
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Trough. Some of them are au elne deepe, and fortie or fiftie foote in length, and 
ſome will beare 4o men, but the moſt ordinary are ſmaller, and will beare 10,20,o0r

How they which they will row faſter chen our Barges, Berwixt cheir hands and thighes, their 
ſpin. women veto ſpin, the barkes of trees, Deere linewes, or a kind of grafle they call 
Pemmenxaw, of theſe they make athread very even and readily, This thread ſerverh 
for many vics. As about their houling,apparell, as alſo they make nets for fiſhing, 
for the quanritie as formally braded as ours. T hey make alſo with it lines for angles. 
Their f(1- Their hookes are cither a bone grated asthey nochtheir arrowes in the forme of a 
hookes, crooked pinne or fiſh-hooke, or of the ſplinter of a bone tyed to the clift of a lictle 
ſticke, and with the end of the line, they tie on the bate. They vſe alſo long arrowes 


tycd in a line, wherewith they ſhoote at fiſh 1n the rivers. But they of Accawmack vie * 


ſtaues like vnto Jauelins headed with bone, With theſe they dart fiſh ſwimming in 
the water, They haue alſo many artificiall wires, in which they ger abundance of 
fiſh, 

In their hunting and fiſhing they take extreame paines, yet it being their ordinary 
exerciſe from their infancy, they ettceme ir a pleature and are very proud to be ex- 
pert therein. And by their continuall ranging, and travell, they know all the advan- 
rages and places molt frequented with Decre, Beaſts,Fiſh, Foule,Roots, and Berries. 

- Ac their huntings they leaue their habitarwns, and reduce themſelues into compa« 
ow they > - = 

Rs. nies, as the Tartars doe, and goe to the moſt defertplaces with their families, where 
they ſpend their timein huncing and fowling vp towards the mountaines, by the 
heads of their rivers, where there 1s plentie of game. For berwixt the rivers the 
grounds areſo narrowe, that little commeth here which they deyoure not. Itisa 
marvell chey can ſo dirc&ly palle theſe deſerts, ſome 3 or 4 dayes 1ourney without 
habitation. Their hunting houſes are ike vnto Arbours covered with Mats, Thele 
their women beare after them, with Corne, Acornes, Morters,and all bag and bag- 
Babe they vic. When they come to the place of exerciſe, every man doth his beſt ro 
ew his dexteritie, for by their exce}ling in thoſe qualines, they ger their wiues, 
Fortie yards will they ſhoot levell, or very neare the marke, and 1 20 1s their beſt at 
Random, At their huntings in the deſerts rhey are commonly two or three hundred 
rogether, Having found . Deere, they environ them with many fires, & berwixt 
the fires they place themſclues. And {onfe take their ſtands 1n the midſts. The Deere 
being thus feared by the fires, and their voyces, they chale them ſo long within that 
circle, that many times they kill 6,8, 10, or 15 ata hunting.They vle alſo to driue 
.them into ſome narrow poynt of land, when chey find that advantage;and ſo force 
them into the river, where with their boats they haue Ambsſcadoes to kill them, 
When they haue ſhot a Deere by land, they follow him like bloud-hounds by the 
bloud,and ftraine,and oftentimes ſo takethem. Hares,Partridges,Turkies,or Egges, 
fat or leane, young or old, they deyoure all chey can catch in cheir power. In one 
of theſe huntings they found me in the diſcovery of cthehead of the river of ( hickas 
hamania, where they ſlew my mcn,and tooke me priſoner in a Bogmire,wherel {aw 

thoſe exerciſes, and gathered theſe Obſervations, 
One Salyage One Salvage hunting alone,vſeth the skinne of a Deereſlit on the one {1de,and ſo 
hunting a- put on his arme, through the neck,ſothat his hand comesto the head which is ſtuf- 
lone, ted, andthe hornes, head, eyes, cares, and every part as artificially counterfcired as 
they candeviſe, Thus ſhrowding his body inthe skinne by (talking;he approacheth 
the Decre, creeping on the ground from onetreeto another, If the Deerechanceto 
find faulr, or ſtand ar gaze, he rurneth the head with his hand to his beſt advantage 
ro ſceme like a Deere, alſo gazing andlicking himſclfe. So watching his beſt advan- 
uw co approach, having ſhot him, he chaſcth him by his bloud and ftraine cill he 

et him. 

Their Con- When they intend any warres, the Werowances vſually haue the advice of their 
ſulrarionss their Prieſts and Coniurers, and their allics, and ancient friends, but chiefcly the 
Prieſts determine their reſolution, Every Werowance,or ſome luſtie fellow, they aps 
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point Capraine over every nation, They ſeldome make warre for lands: or goods, 
but for women and cluldren,and principally for revenge.They have many enemies, 
nainely, all cheir wetſtertily Countries beyond the mounraines, ard the headsof the 
rivers. Vpon the head of the Powhatars are the Monacars, whole chicte habuztion 
isat Raſauweak , vnto whom the Alowhemenchnghes, the CMaſſinnacacks,the Alona- 
haſſanughs, thc CMonaſickapenonghs,and other naczons pay tributes. Vpon the head of 
theriver of Toppahancck 18 a people called Manzahoacks, To thele are contributers 
the Tauxanias, the Shackacontas, the Ontpeneas, the Tegninateos, the Whankenteaes, the 
Stegarakes,the Haſſimnuxgaes, and divers others,all contederates with the Afonacans, 
chough many ditterent1n language, and be very barbarous, liuing for the moſt parc 
of wild beaſts and fruits, Beyond the mountaines from whence 1s the head'of the 
river Patawomcke,the Salvages report inhabit their moſt mortall enemies,the AZaſſa- 
womekes,vpon a great falt water, which by all lkKelihood is either ſome part of Cans. 
nada, ome great lake, or ſoine inlet of ſome ea that fallech into che South (ea. Theſe 
CHaſſawomekes are a great nation and very populons. For the heads of all thoſeri- 
vers, eſpecially the Pattawomekes, the Pautuxuntes, the Saſqueſabanocks, the T ock- 
woughbes arc continually cormented by them: of whole cruelne, they generally com= 
plained, and very 1iiwportunate chey were with me, and my company to free them 
tron theſe cormentors, To thus purpoſe they offered food, condutt, aſſiſtance, and 
continuall ſubie&ion, Which 1 concluded to cffc&. But the councell then pre- 
ſent emulating my ſuccetle, would not thinkeitfit roſpareme fortie men to be haz- 
zardcd in thote vnknowne regions, having pailed(as betore was ſpoken of)burwich 
x 2,and fo was loſt chat opporrunictie, Seaven boats full of theſe Aſafſawomekes wee 
encountred at the head of the Bay z whole Targets, Baskers, Swords, Tobaccopipes, 
Platters, Bowes, and Arrowes, and every thing ſhewed,they much exceededthem of 
our parts, and their dexteritie1n their {mall boars,made of the barkes of trees, ſowed 
with barke and well luced with gumme, argueh that they are ſcared vpon fome 
Treat Watcr, | 4 
Againſt all chefe enemies the Powhatan: are conſtrained ſometimes to fight. Their 
chictc attempts are by Straragems, trecheries, or ſurpriſals. Yet the Werowances vwio- 
men and children they put nor to death, bur keepe them Caprtiues. T hey haue a me- 
thod in warrc, and for our pleaſures they ſhewed it vs, and it was in this manner 
pertormed at attapanient. | 422 
Having painted and diſguiſed themſclues in the fierceſt manner they could deviſe. 
They divided themſclucs into two Companies,neare a hundred in a company.The 
one company called Jonacars, the other Powhatans, Either army had their Cap- 
taine, Theſe as enemies tooke their ſtands a musket ſhot one from another; ranked 
themſclues 15 a breatt, and each ranke from another 4 or 5 yards, not in fyle, butin 
the opening berwixt their fyles. So the Reare could ſhoot as conveniently as the 


Front, Having thus pitched the fields; from either part Went a meſlenger with theſe 
conditions, that whoſoever were vanquiſhed, ſuch as eſcape vpon their fubmiſſion. 


intwo dayes after ſhould liue, but their wiucs and children ſhould be prize for the 
Conquerours. The mellengers were no ſooner returned, bur they approached in 
cheir orders z On each flankea Serieant, and inthe Regre' an Officer for Lieutenant, 
all duly keeping their orders, yet leaping and [inging after their accuſtomed tune, 
which they onely vic in Warres.V pon the hr{tflighrof arrowes they gaue ſuch hor- 
rible ſhouts and ſcreeches, as ſo many infernall. hell-hounds. could not hauc made 
them more terrible. When they had {| ene their arrowes, they 1oyned together pret= 
tily, charging and retyring, every ranke ſeconding other, As they got advantage 
they carched their enemies by the hayre of the head, and downe he came that was 
taken, His enemy with his wooden {word ſeemed ro beat qut bis braines, :qrtd ſtill 
they creptto the Reare, to maintaine the 5kimuſh, [The Jonacgrs decrealipg, the 
Powhatans charged them in the forme of a halte Moone 3.they..vawilling, to ben» 
cloſed, fled all in a troopeto their eAmbnſcadees,on whom they led chem. very cun- 
ningly. The onacars diſperſe themſclues among the freſh meng;whereypontbe 
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Powhatans retired, with all ſpecd to their ſeconds z which the Aſonacans ſeeingtooke 
that advantage to retire againe to their owne batte]], and ſo cach returned to their 
owne- quarter, All their actions, voyces, and geſtures, both in charging and retiring 
were ſo trained to the height of their qualiue and nature, that the ſrangencilc 
thereof made it ſeeme very de!1ghtull, 
Their Mu« Fer their Mulickethey vie achicke Cane, on which they pipe as on a Recorder. 
ficke, For their warres they haue a great dcepe platter oft wood, They cover the mouth 
thercof with a skin, at cach corner they tie a walnut,which meeting on the backſide 
neerethe bottome, with a ſmall rope they twitch chem together ill it be ſo roughr 
and ſtiffe, that they may beat vpon it as vpon a drumme. Buc their chiefe initru- 
ments are Rattles made of ſmall gourds,or Pumpcons thels,Of theſe they haue Baſe, 
Tenor, Countertenor,Meane, and Treble. T hete mingled with their voyces ſome- 
times twenty or thirtie together,make ſuch a terrible note as would rather affright, 
Their enter- then delight any wan. It any great commander arriueat the habitation of a Werow- 
tainement,  ancegthey heed a Matas che Turkes doe a Carpet tor him co (it vpon.Vpon another 
riphr oppolite they (itthemſelues. Then doe all with arunable voice of ſhoutin 
bid him welcome, After this doe wo or more of cheir chiefeſt men make an Orat1- 
on, teſtifying their loue. Which chey doe with fuch vehemency, and ſo greart paſſi- 
ons, that they ſweat till they drop, and are ſo our of breath they can ſcarce ſpeake, 
So that a man wouldrtake them to be exceeding angry,or ſtark mad.Such vifuall as 
they haue, they ſpend freely, and at night where his lodging 1s appointed, they ſet a 
woman freſh painted red with Pocoxes and oyle,to be his bed-tcllow, 
Their trade, Their manner of trading is for copper, beads, and ſuch like, for which they giue 
ſuch commodities as they haue, as skins, foule,t:1h,leſh, and their Country Corne, 
But their viualls are their chicteſt riches. 
Their Phi- Every ſpring they make themielues ſicke with drinking the 1uyce of a roote they 
ſicke, call Yighſacan, and water; whereot they powre fo great a quanrine, that it purgerh 
them in a very violent manner 3 ſo that inthreeor foure dayes afcer,they ſcarce reco- 
Their Chi- ver theirtormer health, Sometimes they are troubled with droplies, 1wellings, as 
rurgery. ches, and ſuch like diſeaſes ; for cure whereof they build a Stoue in the torme of a 
Douc-houſe with mats, ſo cloſe that a few coales therein covered with a por, will 
make the patient ſweat extreamely.; For {wellings alſo they vſe ſmall pecces of 


touchwood, in the forme of cloues, which pricking on the griefe they burne cloſc 
to the fleſh, and from thence draw the corruption with their mouth, Wirth this 


roote Wighſacan they ordinarily heale greene wounds, But to fcarrifiea welling, or 
make inciſion, their beft inſtruments are ſome ſplinted ſtone, Old vicers, or putri- 
Their charms fied hurts are ſeldome ſeenc cured amongſtthem. They haue many profetſed Phi 
to Cure, ſicians, who with their charmes and Rattles, with an infernall rout of words and 
ations, will ſceme to ſucke their inward griete from their navels, or their gricued 
places ; but of our Chirurgians they were ſo conceited, that they belceued any 
Plaiſter would heale any hurc.

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Hereis yetin Virginia no place diſcovered to be ſo Savage, in which chey

Their God, ces,liorſes;&c. But cheir chicfe God they worſhip is the Devill, Him they call Okee,

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(ptaine Iohin Smith i Virginia: 
and ſeruchin more. of feare then loue. They ſay they haue conference with him, 
and faſhion rhemſclucs as neare to his ſhapeas they can imagine. Incheir Temples 
they haute his umage euill fayouredly carved, and then painted and adorned with 
chaines of copper, and beads, and covered wich a skin,in ſuch manner asthe defor- 
miric inay well ſuit with ſuch a God, By him 1s commonly the ſepulcher of their 
Kings. T hcir bodies are firſt bowelled, then dried vpon hurdles cl] chey be very 
dry, and ſo about the woſt of their 1oynts and necke they hang bracelets, or chaines 
of copper, pearle, and ſuch like, as they vſe to weare, their inwards they ſtutfe with 
copper beads,hatchers,and ſuch traſh, Then lappethey chem very caretullyzn white 
$k1ns,and ſo rowle them in mats foxtheir winding ſheers, And inthe Tombe which 
is an arch made of mats, they lay them orderly, What remainerh et this kinde of 
wealth cheir Kings haue, they fer at their feerin baskets.Theie Temples and bodies 
are kept by their Prielts, | 

For their ordinary burials, they dig a deepe holein the earth with ſharpe Rakes, 
and the corpſe being lapped in skins and mars with their iewels, they lay them vpon 
ſtickes in the ground, and {o cover them with carth, The buriall ended, the women 
bcing painted all their taces with blacke cole and oyle, doe fit twenty-tourc houres 
inthe houſes mourning and lamenting by turnes, with fuch yelling and howling, 
as may exprelle their grear paſſions, | 

In every Territory of a Werowance 1sa Temple anda Pricſt,two or three or more, 
Their principall Temple or place of ſuperſtition is at Yitamnſſack, at Pamavnkee, 
neare ynto which isa houſe, Temple, or place of P owhatans. 
| Vpon the top of certaine red ſandy hils in the woods, there are three great houſes 
filled with images of their Kings, and Devils, and Tombes of their Predecetlors. 
Thoſe houſes are nearc {ixticfoor in length built arbour-wiſc, after their building; 
T his placethey count ſo holy as that bur the Prieſts & Kings darecomie incothem z 
nor the Salyages dare not goe vp the river in boats by it, but they ſolemuly caſt 
ſome peece of copper, white beads, or Pocones into the river, for feare their Okee 
ſhould be offended and revenged of them, 


Thus, Feare was the firſt their Gods begat 2 
Till feare began, their Geds were not, 


| In this place commonly are refidenc feauen Pricſts. The chiefe differed from the 
reſt in his ornaments, but inferior Prieſts could hardly be knowne from the com- 
mon people, but that they had not ſo many holes in their eares to hang their jewels 
at. The ornaments of the chiefe Pricſt were certaine attires for his head made thus. 
They tooke a doſen,or 16,or more ſnakes skins and ftuffed chem with moſſe,and of 
Weeſels and other Vermines skins a good many. All theſe they tie by .theircailes, 
ſo as all their tailes meere in the toppe of their head like a great Tallell, Round about 
this Tatſcll is as it wereacrowne of feathers, the skins hang round about his head, 
necke, and ſhoulders,and in a manner cover his face, The faces of all thcir Prieſts are 
painted as vgly as they can deviſc,in cheir hands they had cycry one his Rattle, ſome 
baſe, ſome ſmaller. Their devotion was moſt in ſongs, which the chicfe Prieſt be- 
__ and the reſt followed him, ſometimes he maketh invocations with broken 

entences by ſtarts and ſtrange paſſions, and art every pauſe, the reſt giuea ſhore 

roanc.

It could not be perceincd that they keepe any day as more holy then other z But 


onely in ſome great diſtreile of want, feare of enemies, times of triumph and gathe- 
ring together cheir fruirs, the whole Country of men, women, and children come 
together to ſolemnitics. The manner of their devotion is,ſomerimesto make a great 
fre, in the houſe or fields, and allcoſing and danceabourt; with Rattles and ſhours 
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together, foure or fiuc houres, Sometimes they ſer aman inthe midft, and about him 


they dance and ſing, he all the while clapping his hands,as if he would keepe tune, 
al after their ſongs and dauncings ended thry goe to .heir Feaſts, 


Through God begetting feare, 
Hans blinded minde did reare 
A hell-god to the ghoſts; 
A heaven - god to the hoaſts ; 
Tea God wnto the Seas: 
Feare did create all theſe. 


They haue alſo divers coniurations, one they made when I was their priſoner z 
of which hereafter you ſhall reade at large, | 

They haue alſo certaine Altar (tones they call Pawcorances, bur theſe ſtand from 
their Temples, ſome by their houſes, others in the woods and wildernelſes, where 
they haue fad any extraordinary accident,or incounter. And as yeu travell,at thoſe 
ſtones they wall tcl] you che caule why they were there exceed, which from age to 
age they inſtru their children, as their belt records of antiquuries.Vpon theſe they 
otfer bloud, Deere ſuer, and Tobacco, This they doe when they returne from the 
Warres, from hunting, and vpon many other occalions. They hauec alſoanother ſu- 
perſticion chat they vie1n itormes, when the waters are rough in the Rivers and Sea 
coafts. Their Coniurers runne to the water (ides,or paſſing in their boats,after mas 
ny helliſh outcryes and invocations,they caſt Yobacco,Copper,P oconez,or ſuchtraſh 
into the water, to pacific that God whom they thinke to be very angry in thoſe 
ſtormes, Before the:r dinners and ſuppers the better ſort will take the Firſt bir, and 
caſt it in the fire, which 1s all'the grace chey are knowneto vie, 

In ſome part of the Country | 50 haue yearcly a ſacrifice of children, Such a one 
was at Dmijonghcohanock tome ten mylestrom ſames Towne, and thus performed, 
Fifteene Ihe propereſt young boyes, berweene ten and fiftecne yeares of age they 
painted white, Having brought them forth, the people ſpent the forenoonein dan= 
cing and (ſinging about chem with Raccles.Inthe afrernoone they pur choſe children 
to the roote of a tree. By them all che men ſtood in a guard, every one having a Ba- 
ſtinado in his hand,madeof reeds boundtogether. This made a lane betweenechem 


all along, through which chere were apparnred fiuc young men to fetch theſe chil- 
dren: {o every one of the fine went through the guard co terch a childe each after 0- 


ther by turnes, the guard fiercely beating chem with their Baſtinadoes,and they pa- 
eicntly enduring and receiuing all, defending the children with their neked bogies 
from the vamercifull blowes, that pay them ſoundly, though the children eſcape. 
All this while the women weepe and cry out very paſſionately, prouiding macs, 
Skins, molle, and dry wood, as things fitting their childrens funerals, After the chil- 
dren were thus paſſed che guard,the guard tore down the trees, branches & boughs, 
wich ſuch violence that they rent the body, and made wreaths for their heads, or be- 
decked their hayre with the leaues. What cls was done with the children, was noc 
ſcene, but they were all caſt on a heape, in a valley as dead, wherethey madea great 
feaſt for all the company. Thc Werowance being demanded the meaning of this lacri- 
fice, anſwered that : 5 children were not all dead, but that the Okee or Divell did 
ſucke the bloud from their left breaſt, who chanced to be his by lot, till they were 
dead, burthe reſt were kept inthe wildernelle by che young men till nine moneths 
were expired, during which time they muſt nor converſe with any, and of theſe 
were made their Prieſts and Coniurers. This ſacrifice they held to be ſo necellary, 
that if chey ſhould omur it, cheir Okee or Dewill,andall cheir other Duiyoughrcoſughes, 
whichare their other Gods, would let them haue no Deere, Turkies, ens nor 
fiſh, and yer befides, he would make a great flaughter amongſt chem. 
They chinke rhat their Ferowances and Prieſts which they alſo eſteeme ©uiyough- 
coſughes, when they are dead, doe goe beyond the mountaines towards the ſcttin 
of the ſunne, andever remaine there in forme of their Okee, with their heads pain- 
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ted with oyle and Pocones, finely trimmed with feathers, and ſhall haue beads, hat- 
chers, copper, and Tobacco, doing nothing but dance and ling, with all their Pre- 
deceilors, But the common people they ſuppole ſhall not liue after death, but rot 
in their graues like dead dogs. 

To diver: them from this blind Idolatry,we did our beſt endevours, chiefly with 
the Werowence of Duiyonghcohanock , whole devotion, apprehenſion, and gouddiſ- 
poſition, much exceeded any in thoſe Countries, with whom although we could 
not as yet prevaile, to torſake n1s falſe Gods, yet this he did belceuethar our God as 
much excceded theirs, as our Gunnes did their Bowes & Arrowes, and many times 
did ſend to me to [ames Towne, intreating me to pray ro my G«'d tor raine, for 
their Gods would not ſend them any, And in this lamentable ignorance do: theſe 
poore ſoules {acrificethemieltes co the Devill, not knowing their Creator ; and we 
had not language ſufficient, ſo plainly co expretle it as make them ynderitand it; 
which God grant they may. 


For, Religion tus that doth diſtinguiſh ws, 
From their bruit humor, well we may it know 
That can with vnderſtanding argue thus, 
Onr God us truth, but they cannot doe ſo, 


IT 
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Of the manner of the Virginians Government. 


: Lchough the Country people be very barbarous, yet haue they amongſt 


them fuch government, as chat their Magiftrates for good commanding, 
and their people for due fubicion, and obeying, excell many places that 
would be counted very civill.T he formeot their Common-wealth 1s a Mo» 
narchicall government, one as Empcrour ruleth ouer many Kings or Governours. 
Their chicte ruler is called Powhatan, and taketh his name of his principall place of 
dwelling called Powhatan. Bur his proper name is Wahwnſonacock, Some Countrics 
he hath which haue becne his anceſtors, and came ynto him by inherrxance, as the 


Country called Powhatan, Arrohateck. 4ppormarnuckh, l amavnkee, Toughtannnd, and 
Aattapanient, All the xeſt of his Territories expreiled in the Mappe, they report 


haue beenc his ſeverall Conqueſts. In all his ancient inheritances, he hath houſes 
built after their manner like arbours, ſome 30. ſome 40. yards long, and ar every 
houſe proviſion for hs cnterrainement according to the time, Ar Werowcomoco on 
the North(ide of the river Pamavnkee, was his relidence, when I was delivered him 
priſoner, ſome 1 4 myles from James Towne, where for the moſt part, he was reſis 
dent, bur ar laſt he tooke ſo lictle pleature in our neare nezghbourhood, char he re» 
tired himſclfe to Orapakes, in the deſert betwixt ( hickahamama and Towghtanund. 
He is of perſonage a tall well proportioned man, with a ſower looke, his head ſom- 
what gray, his beard ſo thinne, that it ſeemeth none at all, his age neare{1xrney of a 
very able and hardy body to cndureany labour. Abour his perſon ordinarily arren- 
derh a guard of 4o or 50 of the talleſt men his Country doth attord. Every night 
vpon the foure quarters of his houſe are foure Sentinels, each from other a gc 
ſhoor,and at every halfe houre one from the ( orps d# guard doth hollow,ſhaking his 
lips with his finger berweenethem ; vnto whom every Sentinell doth anſwer round 
from his ſtand: if any faile, they preſently ſend forth an officer char beaterh him ex- 
creamely, | 

A aſs from Orapakes in a thicket of wood, he hath a houſc in which he keepeth 
his kinde of Treaſure, asskinnes, copper, pearle, and beads, which he ſtoreth vp a- 
gainſt che time of his death and buriall. Here alſo is his ſtore of red paintfor oynt- 
ment, bowes and arrowes, Targets and clubs. This houſe is fifrie or ſ1xtie yards 18 
length, frequented onely by Prieſts. At the four corners of this houſe ſtand foure

Images as Sentinels, one of a Dragon, another a Beare; the chird like a Leopatd,and 
the Burth like a gianchke man, all made cvill fayourcaly, according to their beſt 
workemanſhip. | 

He hath as many women as he will, whereof when he liech on his bed,one ſicreth 
at his head, and another at his feer, but when he firterh, one (icterh on his right hand 
and another on his left, As he is weary of his women, he bettoweth them on choſe 
that beſt deſerue them at his hands, When he dineth or ſupperh, one of his women 
before and after mcar, bringeth him water in a wooden platter ro waſh his hands, 
Another waiteth with a bunch of feathers to wipe them 1n ſtead of a Towell, and 
the feathers when he hath wiped are dryedagaine. His kingdomes deicend not to 
his ſonnes nor children, but ff ro his brethren, whereof he hath 3, namely, Opir= 
chapan, Opechancanough, and { atatangh, and after they deceaſe to his ſiſters, Firitro 
the eldeſt ſiſter, then to the reſt, and aiter them to the heres male or female of the el- 
dcſt (i{ter, but never to the heires of the males, 

He nor any of his people vnderſtand any lecters whereby to write or reade, onely 
the lawes whereby he ruleth is cuſtome, Yer when he lifteth his will is a law and 
muſt be obeyed: not onely as a King, bur as halte a God they eſteeme him. His in- 
feriour Kings whom they call Werowances, are tyed to rule by cuttomes, and haue 
power of lite and death at their command 1n that nature. But this word Ferowarce, 
which we call 2nd conſtruc for a King,is a common word, whereby chey call all 
commanders: for they haue but few words in their language,and bur few occaſions 
to vic any officers morethen one commander, which commonly they call Ferow- 
ance, or Cancoroyſe, which is Captaine, They all know their {eycrall lands, and ha- 
bications, and limits, to fiſh, foule, or hunt in, but they hold all of their great We- 
rowance Powhatan, vaco whom they pay tribute of sKinnes, beads, copper, pearle, 
deere, turkies, wild beaſts, and corne. What he commandeth they dare not d&iſobey 
inthelcaſtthing, Icis ſtrange to ſee with whar great feare and adoration, all theſe 
people doe obey this Powhatan, For at his feet they preſent whatſoever hecomman- 
deth,and at the leaſt frowne of his brow,rheir greateſt ſpirits will tremble with feare ; 
and no marvell,for he is very terrible & ryrannous in puniſhing ſuchas offend him, 
For example,he cauſed certainc malefaQors to be bound hand and foot, then ha- 
ving of many fires gathered great ſtore of burning coales, they rake theſe coalcs 
round inthe forme of a cockpir, and inche midſt bo caſt the offenders to broyle 
to death, Sometimes he cauſcth the heads of them thaz offend him,to be laid vpon 
the alcar or ſacrificing ſtone, and one with clubbes beats outtheir brainics. When he 
would puniſh any notorious enemy or malefaor, he cauſeth him to bertycd co a 
tree, and with Mullcll ſhels or reeds, the execurioner curtteth off his toynrs one afcer 
another, ever caſting whatthey cut of into the fire z chen doth he proceed with ſhels 
and recds to caſe the skinne from his head and face ; then doe they rip his belly and 
ſo burne him with the cree andall. Thus themſclucs reportedthey executed George 
Caſſen. Their ordinary correftion is to beate them with cudgels, We haue ſcene a 
man kneeling on his knees,and at Powhatays command,two men haue beatc him on 
the bare skin, till he hath fallen ſcnſcleſſe in a ſound, and yer never cry nor complai- 


. ned. Andhe madea woman for playing the whore, (it vpon a great ſtone, on her 


bare breech twenty-foure houres, onely with corne and water,every three daycs, till 


nine dayes were paſt, yet he loued her exceedingly : notwithſtanding there are come 


mon whores by profcſſion. 
In the yeare 1608, he ſurpriſed the people of Payazkatank his neare neighbours 
and ſubieAs. The occalion was tovs voknowne, but the manner was thus, Firſt he 
ſent divers of his men as to lodge amongſt them that night, then the Ambuſcadoes 
environed all their houſes, and at the houre appointed, they all fell ro the ſpoyle, 
twenty-foure men they ſlew, the long haire of the one {ide of their heads, with the 
$kinne caſed off with ſhels or reeds, they brought away. They ſurpriſed alſo the 
women, and the children, and the Ferowarce. All theſe they preſented to Powhatan, 
The#erowaxce, women and children became his priſoners, and doe him a, 
mupdeno Pk darg area.

Thelockes ot haire with their skinnes le banged on aline berwixt two trees; Agd 
thus he made oftenta 10n of his erumph at FWerowocewoco,where he intended to haue 
done as muchto mee and my company.

And this is as much as wy memory can call to minde worthy of note ; which 1 
hauc purpolcly collected, to latighe my friends of che true worth and qualitie. of 
Virgina. Yer iome bad natures will not fticke to ſlander the Countrey, that will 
{lovenly ſpir'at all chings, eſpecially in company where they can finde none to con- 
tradiet chem. Who though chey were 1carce cuer ten myles-from James Towne, 
or at the moſt but ar the falles ; yer holding it a great diſgrace that amongitſo much 
a&tion, ther athons were nothing, exclaime ot all chings, though they neyera& 
ventured to know any thing ; nor-euer didany thing but devoure the fruits of other 
mens labours, Being tor moit part of ſuch tender educarions, and {mall experience 
in Marrall accidents, becaulte they found not Engliſh Cities, nor ſuch faire houſes, 
nor at their owne wiſhes any of their accuſtomed dainties, with feather beds and 
downe pillowes, Tavernes and Alchouſes in every breathin place, neither ſuch 
plentie of gold and{ilver and dilfolure liberrie,as they expetted,iiad htde or no care 
of any thiag, burto pamper their bellies, ro fly away with our Pinnaces, .or procure 
their mcanes to returne tor England. For che Country was tothem aimitery,aruine, 
a death, a hell, and their reports here, aud theira&tions there according.  ... C 
Some other there were that had yearelyiſtipends to paile ro and againe for+tranſs 

porcation : who to keepe the myſterie. of che buſinelle in themſclyes, chvugh chey 
had neither time nor meanes to koow much of themſelues ; yer all mens aGtions 
or relations they ſo formally tuned to + rookie 1-29 times fimplicine, as they 
could make theirjgnorances ſeeme tnuchimore, then all the true-a&ors could by 
their exper: ence, Andthoſe with their great words deluded the wotld with ſuch 
ſtrange promiſes, as abuſed the buſinelfeqmuch worſe then the reſt; For che buſk 
nelle bemg builded vpon the foundation, of cheir fained; experience,,theplancers, 
the money and meanes haue {ill miſ{carried:yerthey ever teturning,and the planters 
fo farre abſent, who could contradid their excuſes 2 which, ſhll ro, maintaine their 
vaieglory and e{timation, from time to time haue vſed ſuch diligence as made 
them palle for truths, though nothing morefalſe, And thatthe adyepcurers might 
be chus abuled, lerno man wonder; for the wiſeſt liuing is'ſoontft*abiſed by hint 
that hath a faire tongue and a dilſembling heart, DOG TOI, j.- 

: There were matiy in Yirginia meerely proi<cting,verball, and idle contewplators, 


' and thoſe ſo devored eo pure idlenelle, thar though they hag ,lued wo' ar three 


yearcs in Firgima,lordly, neceſſitie ir ſelfe could nor compell them co.palle the Pens 
inſzula, of Palliſadoes of Fames T owne, and thoſe witty ſpirits, whatyould they nac 
affirme in the bchalfe of qur tranſporters, to get yictuall trom cheir ſhips,or LES 
their good words.in England, to get their patſes. Thus From the claty6rs, and the 
ignorance of falſe 3nformers, are ſprung thoſe diſafters rhat ſprung 1nYrginia: and 
our ingenious verbaliſts were no le{Te plagueto vs in Y:rginia, then the Loduſts co 
the Egyptians. For the labour of rwentie or thirtie.of the beſt oncly.preſerved iti 
Chrittianitie by their iriduftry, the idle livers of neare rwo hundred\ot the reft = 
who huing neere:renavonechs of ſuch-naturall mcanes,gs the County naturally of 
it ſelfe afforded, notwithſtanding alt thjs,/and the worſt fury of the Salvages, the 
extremicie of {icknelle, murinies, fagion, ignorances, and want of vieuall z4n all 
thattime:l loſt but ſcaycn.or. cight men, yet lyubieted the ſavages to our deſired 
obedience,and recciucd contribytion OS IS -oftheir Kings,to proteFt and 
aſhit chiem againfatiy that fhould afſaultcthean, in which orderthey continued true 
and faithfa}}; and'as fubie&s to his Miieftie, fo longi\after. as I did governethere, 
vntill T lefethe Countrey: ſince, howthey haucxevalced, the Gauntrie loſt, and' a: 
gaine replanted, and che bwſinetles hachfucceded from time to tinge, referre you 
tothe relations of them'returned'from Virginia, that hauc becne moe diligent 4p

IHE PROCEEDINGS 
AND ACCIDENTS OF 
The Engliſh Colony in Uirginia, 
Extracted from the Authors fol- 


lowing, by Witttam Simons, 
Doctour of Divimiie, 
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T might well be thought, a Countric ſo faire ( as Virgi= 
zia1s) anda people {o traftable, would long ere this 
haue beene quietly poſletled, to the ſatisfaction of the 
adventurers, & the crernizing of the memory of thoſe 
that effected ir, But becaulec all the world doe ſee a 
dctailement ; this following Treatiſe ſhall giue ſarisfa+ 
&ion to all indifferent Readers,how the butinetle hath 
bin carried:where no doubt they will eafily vaderſtand 


| and anſwer to their queſtion, how it came ro palle there 
was no better {ped «ud tuccelle in thoſe proceedings, 


Captaine Bartholomew G50, one of the firſt movers of this plantation, having 
many yeares ſoliciced many of his friends, but found ſmall aſſiſtants ; ar laſt prevat- 
led with ſome Gentlemen, as Captaine John Smith, M" Edward-maria Wingfield, 
Mr Robert Hunt, and divers others, who depended a yeare vpon his projets, bur 
nothing could be effe&cd, till by their great chargeand induftrie, it came to be ap- 
prehended by certaine of che Nobilitie, Gentry,and Marchants, fo that his Maieftte 
by his letters patents, gaue commiſſion for eſtabliſhing Councels, to dire& herezand 
to govern, and to executethere, To effe&t this,was ſpent anorher yeare,and by that, 
three ſhips were provided, one of 100 Tuns, another of 40. anda Pinnace of 20. 
Thetran{portation of the company was committed to Captaine Chriſtopher News 
port, a Marriner well pra&tiſed tor the Weſterne parts of America. But their orders 
for government were put 1n a box, not to be opened, nor the goyernours knowne 
vatil] chey arrived in Virginza, 

On the 19 of December, 1606. we ſer ſayle from Blackwall, but by vnproſperous 
winds, were kept ſix weckes inthe (ight of England; all which time, MF Hwyt our 
Preacher, was {o weake and ſicke, that few expected his recovery, Yet alchough he 
were but twentie myles from his habitation ( che time we were in the Downes) and 
notwithſtanding the ſtormy weather, nor the ſcandalousimputations ( of ſome few, 
little better then Arhciſts, of the greateſt ranke amongſt vs) ſuggeſted againſt him, 
allthis could never force from him ſo much as aſceming delire to leaue the buſines, 
bur preferred the ſervice of God, in ſo good a voyage, before any afte&ion to con* 

telt wich his godlelſe foes, whoſe difaſterous defignes ( could they haue pores 
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The Diſcoveries and Accidents, Lib.3. 


had even then overthrowneche bulinelle, ſo many diſcontents did then ariſe, had 
he not wich the water of patience, and his godly exhortacions ( but chiefly by his 
true devoted examples ) quenched thoſe flames of envie, and difſention, 

We watercd at the Canaries,we traded with the Salvages at Domimicazthree weekes 
we ſpent in refreſhing our ſclues amongſt cheſe weſt-India Ifles 5 1n Gwardalupa we 
found a bath ſo hot, as in it we boyled Porck as well as over the fire. Anda a little 
Ifle called CAHonica, we tooke from the buſhes with our hands, neare two hog(h- 
heads full of Birds in three or fourc houres, In Mevis, ona, and the Virgin 1iles, 
we ſpent ſome time, where, with a lothſome beaſt like a Crocodil, called a Gwayn, 
Tortoiſes, Pellicans, Parrots, and fiſhes, we daily feaſted. Gone from thence 1n fearch 
of Yirginia, the company was not alittle diſcomforted, ſeeing the Marriners had 3 
dayes palled their reckoning and found no land, ſo chat Capraine Rathiffe ( Cap- 
taine of the Pinnace) rather delired to beare vp the helme to returne for England, 
then make further ſcarch. But God the guider of all good ations, forcing them by 
an extreame ſtormeto hull all nighc, did driue them by his providence to their de{i- 
red Port, beyond all their expeQanions, for never any of chem had f{eene that coaſt, 
The firſt land they madethey called Cape Henry ; where chirtie of them recreating 
themſclues on ſhore, were allaulced by fiue Salvages, who hurttwo of the Engliſh 
very dangerouſly. That night was the box opened, and the orders read, in akich 
Bartholomew Goſnoll, lohn Smuth, Edward Wing field, ( briſtopher Newport, Tohn Rat= 
liffe, lobn Martin, and George Kendall, were named co berche Councell,and to chooſe 
a Pre{ident amongtt chem tor a yeare, who with the Councell ſhould governe. Mat- 
ters"of moment wereto be examined by a Jury, bur derermined by the maior part 
of the Councell, in which the Preſident had two voyces. Vntilithe 1 4 of May \ 
ſought a place to plant in, then che Councell was ſworne, M* Wingfield was choſen 
Prelident,and an Oration made,why Captaine Swith was notadmurted of the Coun+- 
cell as the reſt. 

Now falleth every man to worke, the Councell contriue the Fort, the reſt cut 
downe trees to make place to pitch their Tents ; ſome provide clapbord to relade 
the ſhips, ſome make gardens, tome ners, &c, The Salvages ofcen yiſited vs kindly, 
The Preſidencs overweening icalouſie would admit no exerciſe at armes, or fortiti- 
cation, but the boughs of trees caſt rogether in the forme of a halte moone by the 


extraordinary paines and diligenee of Captaine Kendall. Newport, Smith, and twen- 
tic others, were ſent to diſcover the head of the river: by divers ſmall habitations 


they palled,in (ix dayes they arrived at a Towne called Powhatan,conſifting of ſome 
tweluc houſcs, pleaſantly ſeated on ahull ; before it three fertile Iſles, about it many 
of their corneficlds, the places very plealant, and ſtrong by nature, of this place the 
Prince is called Powhatan, ind his people Powhatans,to this placethe river is naviga- 
ble: bur higher within a myle, by reaſon of the Rockes and Iſles, there is not paſ- 
ſage for a {mall Boat, this they call the Falles, che people in all parts kindly intrea- 
m. chem, till being recurned within twentie myles of [ames rowne, they gaue iuſt 
cauſe of icalouſje, but had God not bleſſed the diſcoverers otherwiſe then thoſe at 
the Fort, there had then beenean end ot thar plantation for at the Fort, where they 
arrived the next day, they found 17 men hurt, anda boy (laine by the Salvages, and 
had ic not chanced a crolle barre ſhot from the Ships ſtrooke downe a bough from 
a tree among(t chem, that cauſed them to retire, our men had all beene ſlain, being 

ſecurely all ar worke, and their armes in dry fats, | 
Herevpon the Preſident was contented the Fort ſhould be palliſadoed, the Ord- 
nance mounted, his men armed andexerciſed, for many were the allaults, and am« 
buſcadoes of the Salvages, & our men by their diſorderly ftragling were often hurt, 
when che Salvages by che nimblenelle of cheir heeles well eſcaped. Whar toyle we 
had, with ſo ſmall a power to guard our workemen adayes, watch all night, reſiſt 
our enemies, and effe& our bulineſle,to relade che ſhips, cur downe trees, and pre- 
parethe ground to plant our Corne, &c, I referre to the Readers conlideration. 
vIX wecekes being ſpent inthis manner, Captaine Newpor: ( who was hired onely for 
our 
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our tranſportauon) was to returne with the ſhips Now Captaine Swith,who all this 
cine from their departure from the Canaries was reſtrained as a priſoner vpon the 
ſcandalous {uggettions of tome of che chiete ( envying his repure) who faincd he in- 
tended co vſurpe the government, murther the Councell,and make hinutelic Kings 
that his confederats were diſperſed 1n all the three ſhips, and that divers of his con- 
federats that revealed it, would aftirmeit, for this he was committed as a priſoner : 
thirrcene weekes. he remaincd thus ſuſpeRed, and by that time the ſhips ſhould re- 
turne they pretended out of their commiileracions, to reterre him tothe Councell 
in England co receiue a check,rather then by particulating his delignes wake him fo 
odious to the world, as to touch his lite, or vcaerly overthrow his repuration, Bur 
heſo much ſcorned their charirie, and publikely defied the vitermoſt of their crucl- 
tic, he wiſely prevented cheir policies, though he could not ſuppreile their envies, 
yet ſo well he demcaned himicltein this bulinelle, as all the company did fee tus 
nnocency, and his adverſaries malice, and thoſe ſuborned to accule him, accuſed 
his accuſers of ſubornation ; many vntruches were alledged againſt him bur being 
ſo apparently diſproved, begat a generall hatred inthe hearts ot the company againſt 
ſuch vaiuſt Commaniders,thar the Preſident was adiudged to giue him 200!.ſo that 
all he had was (cizcd vpon, in part of ſatisfation, which Smith preſently returned to 
the Store for che generall yſs of the {olony. Many were the miſchietes that daily 
ſprung from their 1gnorant ( yet ambitious ) y_ ; but the good DoAtrine and 
exhorration of our Preacher MF Hat reconcile 

to be admitted of the Councell ; the next day all recciued the Communion,:he day 
following the Salvages voJuntarily deſired peace, and Captaine Newpert returned 
tor Exg/end with newes leaving in Virginia 100. the 15 of June 1607,

What happened till the firſt ſupply. 


Eing thus left to our fortunes, it fortuned that within ten dayes ſcarce ten a- 

monegſt vs could cither goe, or well ftand,ſuch extreame weaknes and ſicknes 

opprelled vs, And thereat none necd marvaile,it they conſider the cauſe and 

rcaſon, which was this ; whileſt the ſhips ſtayed, our allowance was ſome- 
what bertered, by a daily proportion of Bisket,which theſailers would pilfer to ell, 
giuc,or exchange with vs, for money, Saxefras, furres, or Toue. But when they de- 
parted, there remained neither taverne, beere houſe, nor place of relicte, but the 
common Kettel], Had we beene as free from all ſinnes as glurtony, and drunken- 
nelle, we might hauc beene canonized for Saints z But our Preſident would never 
haue beene admitted, for ingroſling to his private, Oatmeale, Sacke, Oyle, Aqua- 
vite, Becte, Egges, or what not, but the Ketrell 3 that indeed he allowed equally to 
be diſtributed, and that was halfe a pinc of whear, and as much barley boyled with 
water for a man a day, and this having fryed ſome 26. weekes in the ſhips hold, con- 
taincd as many wormes as graines z {o that we might cruely call it rather ſo much 
bran chen corne, our drinke was water, our lodgings Caſtles in the ayre : with this 
lodging and dyet, our extreametoile in bearing and planting Palliſadoes, ſo ſtrained 


and bruiſed vs, and our continuall labour in the extremitie of the heat had ſo weak«-- * 
ned ys, as were cauſe ſufficient to haue made vs as miſerable in our nate Countrey, 


or any other place in the world, From May, to September, thoſe thac eſcaped,liued 
vpon Sturgeon, and Sea-crabs, fiftie in this time we buricd, the reſt ſecing the Preli- 
dents proic&ts to eſcape theſe miſeries 1n our Pinnace by flight ( who all this time 
had neicher felt wanc nor ficknes) ſo moved cur dead {pirits, as we depoſed him z 
and eſtabliſhed Ratcliffe in his place, ( Goſnoll being Jead ) Kenaall depoſed, Smith 
newly recovered, artin and Ratchffe was by his care preſerved: and relieued, and 
the moſt of the ſouldiers recovered, with the skilfull diligence of Mr 7 howas Wotton 
our Chirurgian generall. But now was all our proviſ1on {pent, the Sturgeon gone, 
all helps abandoned, cach houre expeRting chetury of the Salvages ; when God the 
patron of all good indevours, in that deſperate extremitie ſo changed the hearrs of 
the Salvages, that they brought ſuch plenty of cheir fruits, and proviſion, as no man 
wanted, 

And now where ſome affirmed it was ill done of the Counccll to ſendforth men 
ſo badly provided, this incontraditable reaſon will ſhew them plainely they are roo 
111 adviſed to nouriſh ſuch 111 conceits; firſt, the taulcot our going was our owne, 


what 
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what could bethought firting or necetTary we had,but what we ſhould find,or want, 
or where we ſhould be, we were all ignorant, and ſuppoling to make our patlage 1n 
two moneths, with vi&tuall co hue, and the advantage of the ſpring to worke z we 
were at Sea fue monerhs, where we both {pent our viftuall and lott the opportun1- 
tic of the time, and ſeaſon to plant, by the vnskiltull preſumption of our 1gnoranc 
tranſporters,that vnder(tood not at all, what they vadertooke, 

Such a&ions haue ever (ince the worlds beginning beene ſubie& to ſuch acci- 
dents, andevery thing of worch 1s found tull of difficulties, bur nothing ſo dithculc 
as to eltabliſh a Common- wealch to farreremote from menand meanes, and where 
mens mindes are ſo vntoward as neither doe well them(ſclues, nor tutter others, 
Bur to proceed, | 

The new Pre{ident and Afartin, being little beloved, of weake iudgement in 
dangers, and letfle induſtrie 1n peace, commuted the managing of all things abroad 
to Captaine Smith: who by his owne example, good words, and faire proiviſes, ſer 
ſome to mow, others to bindethatch, ſome to build houſes, others co thatch them, 
himſelte alwayes bearing che greateſt tasketor his owne ſhare, ſo thar in ſhort time, 
he provided moſt of chem lodgings, negle&ting any for himlelte. This donegſeeing 
the Salvages ſuperfluitic beginne co decreaſe ( with ſome of his workemen) ſhipped 
himſelfe1n the Shallop to ſearch the Country for trade. The want of the language, 
knowledge to mannage his boat without failes, the want of a ſufhcient power, 
(knowing the mulcirude of the Salvages) apparell tor his men, and other necc(a- 
ries, were infinite impediments, yet no di{couragement, Being bur (1x or ſeauen in 
company he went downe the river to Kecoughtan, where at firit they ſcorned him, 
asa famiſhed man, and would in deriſion offer him a handtull of Corne, a peece of 
bread, tortheir {words and muskets, and ſuch like proportions allo tor their appa- 
rell. Bur {ceing by trade and courtclic there was noching to be had,he made bold to 
try ſuch conclulions as neceſſitic inforced, though contrary to his Commiſſion : 
Ler fly his musKkers, ran his boat on ſhore, wherearthey all fled into the woods. So 
marching cowards their hoaſes,they might {ee great heapes of corne:much adoc he 
had to reſtraine his hungry ſouldiers from preſent taking of it, expeRing as it hap- 
ned chart the Salvages would atlault chem, as nor long after they did with a moſt hy- 
deous noyſe, Sixte or [eaventic of them, ſome blacke, ſome red, ſome white, ſome 
party-coloured, came in a ſquare order, {inging and dauncing out of the woods, 
with their Okee(which was an 14-11 made of skinnes,ftuffed with molle, all painted 
and hung with chaines and coppzr)borne betorethem : and in this manner bein 
well armed, with Clubs, Targers, Bowes and Arrowes, they charged the Engliſh, 
chat ſo kindly received them with their muskers loaden with Piſtol] ſhot,that downe 
fell their God, and divers lay ſprauling on the ground ; the reſt fled againeto the 
woods, and erelong ſent one of their 2uiyoughkaſoucks to ofter peace, and redeeme 
their Okee. Smith told them, if onely lix of them would come vnarmedand loade his 
boat, he would not only be their friend, but reſtore chem cheir Okee,and giuethem 
Beads, Copper, and Hatchecs beſides: which on both {ides was to their contents 
performed: and then they brought him Veniſon, Turkies, wild foule, bread, and 
what they had, ſinging and dauncing in {1gne of friendſhip till they deparred, In his 
xeturne hediſcovered the Towne and Country of Warraskojack, 


Thus God wnbounaleſſe by bus power, 
Made them thus kind, would vs denonr, 


Smith p:rceiving (notwithſtanding their late miſerie ) not any regarded but from 
hand to mourh(the company being well recovered) cauſed thePinnaceto be provi- 
ded with things fitting to ger proviſion for the yearefollowing; bur inthe interim 
he made 3.or 4.iournies and diſcovered the people of Chickghamania ; yet what he 
carefully provided rhe reſt careleſly ſpent, Fmgfield and Kendall liuing in diſgrace, 
ſecing allthings at randome in theabſence of Smith, the companies diſlike of cher 
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Preſidents weaknes,and their ſinallloue to Martins never menging licknes, ſtreng= 
thened themſclues withthe ſailers, and other contcderares to regaine their fo:mer 
credit and authority, or at leaſt ſuch meanes abord the Pinnace,(being fitted to laile 
as Smith had appointed for trade) to alter her courle and to goe tor England, Smrh 
vnexpe&edly returning had the plot diſcovered to him, much trouble be had to 
prevent it,till with ſtore of ſakre and musket ſhot he forced them (tay or linke in the 
river, which ation coſt thelife of captaine Kendall, Theſe brawles are lo diigulſt- 
full, as ſome will ſay they were better forgotten, yet all men of good wdgement 
will conclude, it were better their baſenes thould be manifcit co che worldzthen the 
buſines bearc the ſcorne and (hame of their excuſed diforders. The Preſident and 
captaine Archer notlong after intended alſo to haue abandoned the country,which 
protect alſo wascurbed, andſuppretled by Smith, The Spariard never more gree- 
dily deſired goldthen he viRtuall,nor his fouldicrs more to abandon che Country, 
then he to keepe it, Bur finding plentie of Corne in the river of Chickabamania 
where hundreds of Salvages in diuers places ſtood with baskets expetting his coms« 
ming. And now the winter approaching,the rivers became ſo covered with ſwans, 
geeſe, duckes, and cranes, thac we daily teaſted with goo bread, Virginia peaſe, 
pumpions, and putchamins, fiſh, towle,and diveric torrs of wild bcaits as fat as we 
could catethem : ſo that none of our Tutraffaty humoriſts delired ro goe tor Erg- 
land, But our Comedies never enduredlong without a Tragedte z ſome 1dle exceptit= 
ons being muttered againſt Captaine Sith, for not diſcovering the head of Chic- 
kahamania river, and taxed by the Councell, co be tooflow inlo worthy an attempt. 
Thenexc voyage hee proceeded fo farre that with much labour by cutting of trees 
in ſunder he made his paſſage, bur when his Barge could palle no tarcher,he left her 
in a broad bay out of danger of ſhot, commanding none ſhould goe a ſhore till his 
returne: himſelfe with two Engliſh and two Salvages went vp higher 1n a Canowe, 
bur hee was not long abſent, but his men went a thore,whote want of government, 
gauec both occaſion and opportunity to the Salvages to ſurprite one (jeorge { aſſen, 
whomthey flew, and much failed not to haue cur of the boat and al} rize reit. Smzrh 
litle dreaming of that accident, being got to the mar{hes attherivers head,tewentie 
myles in the deſert, had his * two men ſlaine ( as is ſuppoſed) fleeping by the Cas 
nowe, whiltt himſelte by fowling (ought them victuall, who finding he was beſer 
with 200.Salvages,cwo of them hee ſlew, ſtilldefending himſelfe with che ayd ofa 
Salvage his guid, whom he bound to hisarme wich his garters, and vicd him as a 
buckler, yer he was ſhot in his thigh a little, and had many arrowes that (tucke in 
his cloathes bur no great hurt, tl] at laſt they tooke him pritoner. When this newes 
came to /ames towne, much was their ſorrow for his lotle, fewe expefting what 
enſued. Sixeor ſeuen weckes thoſe Barbarians kepr him priſoner, many ſtrange 
triumphes and coniurations they madeof him, yer hee ſo demeaned himſelfe a- 
mongl(tcthem, as he not onely diverced chem trom ſurpriſing the Fort, but procu- 
red hisowne libertie, and got himiclte and his company tuch eſtimation amongſt 
them, that thoſeSalvages admired him morechen their owne © #iyouckoſ#cks, T he 
manner how they vſed and deliuered him, is as followeth. 
The Salvages hauing drawne from George ( aſſes whether Capraine Smith was 
one,proſecuringthar oportunity they followed him with. 300, bowmen, con- 
Tel by the King of Pamavnkee, who in diuiſions ſearching the turningsof the 
river, found Robinſon and Emry by the fire (ide, thoſe they ſhorsftull of -arrowes and 
ſlew. Then finding the Caprtaine,as is faid,thatvſed che Salvage that was his guide 
as hisſheld ( three of them being ſlaine and diuers other {o gauld) allthereſt would 
not come neere him. Thinking thus to haue returned to his boat, regard:ng them, 
as he marched, more then his way,ſlipped vp to che middle 1a an oafte crecke & his 
Salvage with him, yet durſt chey not come to himc1ll being neere dead with cold, he 
threw away hisarmes. Thenaccording to their compolition chey drew him forth 
and led him to the firc,where his men were flaine. Diligently they chafed his be- 
; nummed 
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nummed limbs. He demanding for their Capraine, they ſhewed him Opechankg- 
nowgh, King of Pamavnkee,to whom he gaue around Lvory double compaſs Dyall, 
Much they marvailed at the playing ot the Fly and Needle, which they could fee fa 
plainely, and yet not couch it, becaule of the glalle that covered them, But when he 
demonſtrated by that Globe-like Iewell, the roundnelle of the earch, and skies, the 
ſphcare of che Sunne, Moone, and Starres, ana how the Sunne did chaſc the night 
round about che world continually ; the greatnelleof the Land and Sea, the diverſj- 
ticof Nations, varietie of compylexions, and how we were to them Artipodes, and ma- 
ny other ſuch like matters, chey all ftood as amazed with admiration. Norwithſtan- 
ding, within an houre after chey tyed him to atrce, and as many as could ſtand a- 
bour him prepared to ſhoot him, butthe King holding vþ the Compals in his hand, 
they all laid downe their Bowes and Arrowes, and in a triumphant manner led him 
to Orapaks, where he was atter their manner kindly feaſted, and well vicd, 

Ther order in conduQting hun was chus;Drawing themſclues all in fyle,the King 
in the middeſt had all their Peeces and Swords borne before him. Captaine Smarth 
was led after him by three great Halvages, holding him faſt by each arme: and on 
each (ide(ix wentin tyle with their Arrowes nocked. Bur arriving at the Towne 
( which was but onely chirtic or fortie hunting houſes made of Mats, which they re- 
moue as they picale, as we our tents) all the women and children itaring ro behold 
him,the ſouldiers firit all infyle performed thetorme of a Beſſoms lo well as could bez 
and on each flanke,othcers as Serieants to jee them keepe their order: A good time 
they continued chis exerct{c, and chen caſt chemſclues in aring, dauncing in ſuch 
ſeverall Poſtures, and (linging and yelling out ſuch helliſh notes and ſcreeches; be- 
ing {trangely painted, every one his quiver of Arrowes, and at his backe a club ; on 
his armea Fox or an Otters skinne, or ſome ſuch matter for his vambrace ; their 
heads and ſhoulders painted red, with Oyle and Pocones mingled together, which 
Scarlet-like colour made an excecding handſome ſhew ; his Bow in Nis hand, and 
the skinne of a Bird with her wings abroad dryed, tyed on his head, a peece of cop- 
per,a whice ſhell,a long teather,with a ſmall rattle growing atthetayles of their Pa 
ryed to it, or ſome ſuch ike roy, All this while Smth and the King Rood in the 
middeſt guarded, as before is ſaid, and after three dances they all departed. Smuh 
they conduttedtoa long houſe, wherethirtie or forcie tall fellowes did guard him, 
and ere long more bread and veniſon was broughc him chen would haue ſerved 
ewentic men, I thinke his ftomacke at that time was not very good ;z whar he left 
they pur in baskers and tyed over his head. About midnight they fer che meate a» 
g-inc before him, all thistime nor one of them would cate a bit with him, ill che 
next morning they brought him as much more, and chen did chey eate all che c1d, 
& reſerved the new as they had donethe other,which made him thinke they would 
far him to eat him, Yet in this deſperate eſtare ro defend him from the cold,one Afao- 
caſſater brought him his gowne, 1n requuall of ſome beads and toyes Smith had gi- 
ven him art has firit arrivall in Yirgima, 
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T wodayes after a man would haueſlaine him ( but that the guard prevented it )- How he 
for the death of his ſonne, to whom they conduRed him to recover the poore man fhould haue 


then breathing his laſt, S-zhrold them that at amesrowne he had a water would 
doe it, if chcy would lerhim fetch ir, but they would not permitrchar ; bur made all 
the preparations they could to atlault James rowne, crauing his advice, and for re- 
compence he ſhould haue life, liberrie, land, and women. In part of a Table booke 
he writ his minde to them at the Fort, what was intended, how they ſhould follow 
that direQion to affright the meſſengers, and withoutfayle ſend him ſuch things as 
he wric for, And an Inventory with them. The difficultie and danger, he cold che 
Salvages,of che Mines, great gunnes,and other Engins excceding}y attrighted chem, 
yetaccording to his requeſt they went to James towne, in as bicrer weather as could 
be of trot and ſnow, and within three dayes returned with an anſwer. 

Bur when they cameto ame towne,ſeeing men ſally our as he had cold them they 


would, they fled ; yer inthe night they came againeto the ſame place where he ory 
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told them they ſhould receive an anſwer,and ſuch things as he had promiſed chem, 
which they tound accordingly, and with which they recurned with no ſmall expe- 
dition, to the wonder of them all that heard it, that he could either divine, or the 
paper could ſpeake: then they led him to the Touthrarunds, the Afattapanients, the 
Pajankatanks, the Nantanughtacunds, and Onawmanients vpon the rivers of Rapahas 
nock, and Patawomek over all thoſe rivers, and backe againe by divers other ſeycrall 
Nations, to the Kings habitation at Pamavnkee, where chey entertained him with 
moſt {trange and tearetull Coniurations ; As if neare led to hell, 
Among#?t the Devils to dwell, 

Not long after,early in a morning a great fire was made in a long houſe,and a mat 
ſpread on the one ({1de,as on the otherzon the one they cauſed himco (it, and all the 
guard went out of the houle, and preſently came skipping 1n a great grim fellow, 
all painted over with coale, mingled with oyle z and many Snakes and Weſels 
skins ſtuffed with molle, and all their tayles rycd rogether, fo as they mer on the 
crowne of his head in ataſlell; and round about the tat[cll was as a Coronet of fea- 
thers, the skins hanging round about his head, backe, and ſhoulders, and in a man- 
ner covered his face z with a helliſh vayce anda rattle in his hand. With moſt ſtrange 
geſtures and paſhons he began his invocation, and environed the fire with a circle 
of meale ; which done, three more ſuch like devils came ruſhing in with the like an- 
tique tricks, painted halfe blacke, halfe red: but all their eyes were painted white, 
and ſome red ſtroakes like Mutchato's, along their cheekes : round about him 
thoſe fiends daunced a pretty while,and then came in three moreas vgly as thereſt ; 
with red eyes, and white ſtroakes over their blackefaces, ar laſt they all ſat downe 
right againſt him three of them on the one hand of the chiete Prieſt, andchree on 
the other. Then all with their rattles began a long, which ended, rhe chicfe Prieſt 
layd downe fiue wheat cornes : then ſtrayning his armes and hands with ſuch vio+- 
lence that he ſweat, and his veynes {welled,he began a ſhort Oration: at theconchu- 
ſion they all gaue a ſhort groane ; and then layd down three graines more, After that, 
began their 1ong againe, and then another Orartion, ever laying downe ſo many 
cornes as beforegtill they had twiceincirculed the firezthat donegthey rooke a bunch 
of little ſtickes prepared for that purpoſe, continuing (till their devotion, and at the 
end of every ſong and Oration, they layd downe a ſticke betwixt the diviſions of 
Corne. Tl night, neither he nor they did either cate or drinke, and then they fea- 
ſted merrily, with the beſt proviſions they could make. Three dayes they vſed this 
Ceremony zthe meaning whereof chey told him, was ro know if he intended them 
well or no. The circle of meale {jgnified cheir Country, the circles of corne the 
bounds of the Sea, and the ftickes his Country, They imagined the world to be 
flat and round, like atrencher, and they in the middeſt, Atcer this they brought 
him a bagge of gunpowder, which they carcfully preferved ill the next ſpring, to 
plant as they did their corne z becauſe they would be acquainted with the nature of 
thar ſeede, Opitchapam the Kings brother invited him to his houſe, where, with as 
many platters of bread, foule, and wild beaſts, as did environ him, he bid him well- 

come ; but notany of them would cate a bit with him, but put vp all the remainder 
in Baskets. At his returneto Opechancanomghs, all the Kings women, and their chil- 
dren, flocked about him for their parts, as a due by Cuſtome, to be merry with ſuch 
fragments, 

But his waking mind in hydeous dreames did oft ſee wondrons ſhapes, 

Of boaies ſtrange, and huge in growth, and of ſtupendious makes. 


Atlaſt they brought him to Aeronocomoce, where was Powhatan their Emperor, 
Herc more then ewo hundred of thoſe grim Courtiers ſtood wondering at him, as 
he had beene a monſter ; till Powhatan and his trayne had put themſclues in their 
greateſt brayeries, Before a fire vpon a ſeat like a bedſted, he ſar covered with a great 
robe, made of Rarowenrn $kinnes, and all the tayles hanging by. On either hand did 
lita young wench of 1G or 18 yeares,andalong on ac lidethe houſe, rwo rowes 
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of men, and behind them as many women, with all their heads and ſhoulders pain- 
red red z many of their heads bedecked with the white downe of Birds yz but every 


oac with ſomething : and a great chayne of whice beads about their necks. Ar his 


entrance before the King, all che people gaue a great ſhout. The Queene of Appa- 
matuck was appointed to bring him water to waſh his hands, and another brought 
him a bunch ot tcathers, in ſtead of a Towell to dry them: having feaſted him atcer 
their belt barbarous manner they could, a long conſultation was held, but the con- 
cluljon was, two great ſtones were brought betore Powharanthen as many as could 
tayd hands on him,dragged him to them,and thereon laid his head,and being ready 
with their clubs, to beace our his braines, Pocahontas the Kings deareſt daughter, 
when no intreaty could prevaile, got his head in her armes,andlaid her owne vþp- 
on his roſauchim from death : whereat the Emperour was contented he ſhould liue 
ro makelium hatchers, and her bells,beads,and copper ; for they thoughthim alwell 
of all occupations as chemſelues, For the King himſelte will make his owne robes, 
thoocs, bowes, arrowes, pots z plant, hunr, or doeany thing ſo well as the reſt. 


They ſay he bere a pleaſant ſhew, 
But ſure his heart was ſad. 

For who can pleaſant be, ard reſt, 
That lines in feare and dread : 
eAnd having life ſuſpefied, doth 
[t ſill ſuſpetted lead. 


Two dayes after, Powhatan having diſgniſed himſelfe in the moſt fearcfulleſt man- 
ner he could, cauſed Cap*: Swtth ro be brought forth co a great houſe inthe woods, 
and there ypon a mat by the fire to be ltr alone. Not long after from behinde a mat 
that divided the houſe, was made the moſt dolcfulleſt noyſe he ever heard ; then 
Powhatan more ikea devill then a man with ſome two hundred more as blacke as 
iymt{elfe, came vnro him and told him now they were friends, and preſently he 
ſhould goe co /eaes towne, to iend him two great gunnes, and a grynditone, for 
which he would giue hun the Country of Capabewoſick, and for ever cſteeme him 
as his ſonne Nantzguond. So to [ames rowne with 12 guides Powhatan ſent him. 
T hat night chey quarcerd in the woods, he till expefting ( as he hid done allthis 
long time of his umpriſonment ) every houre to be pur ro one death or other : for 
alftheir feaſting, Bur almighrie God ( by his divine providence) had mollified che 
hearts of thoſe jterne Barbarians with compaſſion. The next morning betimes they 
cameto the Forc, where Smith having vied the Salvages with what kindnetle he 
could, he ſhewed Rawhant ,Powhatans truſty ſervant rwo demi-Culverings & a mill- 
ftone to carry Powhatan: they found them ſomewhat too heavie zbur when they did 
ſec him diſchargechem, being loaded with ſtones, among the boughs of a great tree 
loaded with 1tickles, the yce and branches came ſo tumbling downe, that 0 poore 
Salvages ran away halte dead with feare. Bur at laſt we regained ſome conference 
with chem, and gaue them ſuch royes ; and ſent to Powhatan, his women,and chil- 
dren {uch preſents, as gaue them 1n generall full content, Now in /ames Towne 
they were a!l in combultion, the ſtrongeſt preparing once more to run away with 
the Pinnace ; which with the hazzard of his life, with Sakre falcon and musket ſhor, 
Smith forced now thethird time to ſtay or ſinke. Some no better then chey ſhould 
be, had plotted with the Preſident, the next day to haue-put himto death by the Le- 
viticall law, for the liues of Robinſon and Emry, pretending the fault was histhat had 
led them to their ends: bur he quickly rooke ſuch order with ſuch Lawyers, chathe 
layd them by the heeles till he tent ſome of them priſoners for Exg/and. Now ever 
once in foure or fiue dayes, Pocahontas with her attendants, brought him ſo much 
proviſion, that ſaved many of their liues, char cls for all this had ſtarved with hun- 

ver, Thus fromnumbe death our good God ſent reliefe, 
The ſmeete aſſwager of all other griefe. ; 
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His relation of the plenty he had ſcene, eſpecially ac Werawocomeco, and of the 


loue ſtarceand bountie of Powbatan,(which till char cime was vnknowne) ſo revived their 
tothe ation. 4.24 ſpirics ( eſpecially che loue of Pocahontas ) as all mens tcare was abandoned. 


Thus you may {ce what difficulcies (till crolled any good indevour : and the good 


ſuccelle of the bulinciTe being thus oft brought to the very period of deſtruttion 


yet you ſee by what ſtrange means God hath itill delivered As for che inſufhicien- 
cy of them admutted in Commiſſion, that error could not be prevented by the Elec- 
cors z there being no other choile,and all ſtrangers to each others education, qualt- 


Andif any deeme it a ſhame to our Nation to hauc any mention 
made of thoſe inormities,let them pervlc the Hiſtorics of the Spanyards Diſcoveries 
and Plantations, wherethey may {ec how many murinies,diforders, and difſentions 
haue accompanied them, and crolled their attempts: which being knowne to be 
particular mens offences z doth take away the generall ſcorne and contempr, which 
malice, preſumprion, covetouſnelle, or ignorance might produce; to the ſcandall 
and reproach thoſe, whole a&tions and valiant re{olutions de'erue a more wor- 
thy relpett. | 
Now whether it had beene better for Captaine Szith, to haue concluded with a- 
ny of thoſe ſeverall proie&ts, to haue abandoned che Countrey, with fome ten or 
twelue of them,who were called the berter {ort,and haue left MF Hunt our Preacher, 
Maſter Anthony Goſnell, a moſt honeſt, worthy, and induſtrious Gentleman, Maſter 
Thomas Wotton, and ſome 27 others of his Countrymen to the tury of the Salvages, 
famine, and all manner of miſchiefes, and inconveniences, ( for they were but fortie 
in all to keepe pollcfſion of this large Country ;) or ſtarue himſelfe with chem) for 
company, for want of lodging: or but adyenturing abroad to make them proviſion, 
or by his oppoſition to prelerue the a&tion, and au all their liues; 1 leaue co the 
cenſure of all honeſt men co conlider, But

LL this time our care was not ſo much to abandon the Countrey ; butthe 

AA Tratre and Councell in Erglaxd, were as diligent & carcfull to lupply vs. 
Two good ſhipsthey ſent vs, with neare a hundred men, well furniſhed with 

all things could be —_——_—_ necellary, both for them and vs;The one commanded 
by Captaine Newport: the other by Captaine Fraxcs Nelſon, an honeſt man, andan 
expert Marriner, But ſuch was the lewardnelle of his Ship (that though he was 
within the ſight of {ape Henry) by ſtormy concrary winds was he forced io farreto 
Sea, that the Weſt Indies was the nextland, for the repaire of his Mafts, and reliefe 
of wood and water. But Newport gotin andarrived at [ames Towne,notlong after 
the redemprion of Captaine Smith. To whomthe Salvages, as is ſayd, every other 
day repaired, with ſuch proviſions that ſufficiently did ſerue them from hand to 
mouth : part alwayes they brought him as Preſents from their Kings,or Pocahontas; 
the reſt he as their Marker Clarke ſer the price himſelfc, how they ſhould ſell; ſo he

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had ;inchanted theſe poore ſoules being their priſoner ; and now Newport, whom he 
called his Father arriving, neare as dire&tly as he foretold, rey citeemed him as an 
Oracle, and had them ac that ſubmiſſion he might command them whart he liſted. 
T hat God thac created all things they knew he adored for his God: they would alſo 
intheir diſcourlcs tearme tie God of Captaine Smith, 


Thus the Almightie was the bringer on, 
The guide, path, terme, all which was God alone, 


But the Preſident and Councell ſo much envied his eſtimation among the Sal- 
vages, ( though weall in generall equally participared with him of the good there- 
of, ) chat they wrought it 1nto the Salvages vnderitandings ( by their great bounty 
in giving foure times more for their commodities then Smith appointed) that their 
greatnelie and authoritie as much exceeded his, as their bounte and liberalitie. 
Now the arrivall of this firſt ſupply fo overioyed vs, that wee could not deviſet90 
much to pleaſe the Marriners. We gaue them hibertie to trucke or trade at their plea- 
ſurcs. But 1n a ſhort time it followed, that could not bc had for a pound of Cop- 
per, which before was {ould vs for an ounce: thus ambition and ſutterance cat the 
chroat of our trade, but confirmed their opinion of the greatnelle of Cap*, News 
port, ( wherewith Smith had potlelled Powhatas ) eſpecially by the great preſents 
Newport often ſent him, before he could prepare the Pinnace to goe and vilic him : 
jo that this grear Savage delired alſo to ſee him, A great coyle there was to ſer him 
forward. When he went he was accompanied with Captaine Smith,Sc M* Scrivener, 
a very wiſe vnder{tanding Gentleman,newly arrived and admitted of the Councell, 
with chirtie or fortie choten men for their guard, Arriving at Werowocomeco, News 
ports conceit of this great Savage bred many doubrs and ſuſpicions of trecheries, 
which Szzith to make appeare was needlelTe, with twentie men well appointed, vn- 
cdcrrooke to encounter the worſt that could happen; Knowing

Theſe, with nine others ( whoſe names I hauc forgotten) comming a-ſhore, lan- 
ded amongit a many of creckes, over which chey were to patle ſuch poore bridges, 
onely made of a few cratches,thruſt in the ofc,and three or toure poles laid on them, 
and at the end of them the like, tyed rogerher onely with barkes of trees, that it 
made them much ſuſpe&choie bridges were bur traps. Which caufed Smith to 
make diverſc Salvages goe over frſt, keeping fome of rhe chiefe as hoſtage till halfe 
his men were paſled, ro make a guard for himiclfc and the reft, But m—_— all 
things well,by two or three hundred Salvages they were kindly conductedto their 
towne, Where Powhatan ſtrained himſelfe ro the vemolt of his greatneſle to enter- 
taine them, with great ſhouts of ioy, Orations of proteſtations z and with the moſk 

lenty of victualls he could provide to fealt them, Sitting vpon his bed of mats, 
ba pillow of leather imbrodered ( after their rude manner with pearle and white 
Beads ) his attyrea faire robe of skinnes as large as an Iriſh mantel}; ar his head and 
feetea handſome young woman : on cach {ide his houſe ſat twentie of his Concu- 
bines, their heads and ſhoulders painted red, with a great chaine of white beads a- 
bout eh of their neckes. Before thoſe ſar his chiefeſt men 1n like order in his ar« 
bour-likc houſe, and more then forrtie platters of fine bread ſtood as a guard intwo 
fyles on cach ſide the doore, Foure or fiue hundred people made a guard behinde 

them for our paiſage; and Proclamation was made, none vpon paine of death to 
preſume to doe vs any wrong or diſcourtefie, With many preity Diſcourſes to re= 
ard H 2 new 
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new their old acquaintance;this great King and our Captaineſpent thetime, till che 
ebbe left our Barge aground, Then renewing ther teatts with teates,dauncing and 
ſinging, and ſuch hike mirth,we quartered that night with Powhatan. The next day 
Newport came a ſhore and receiued as much content as thoſe people could giuc him; 
a boy named Thomas Salvage was then giuen vnto Powhatan,whom Newport called 
his ſonne.z for whom Powhatan gaue hum Namortack his truſtic ſervant, and one of 
a ſhrewd, ſubtill capacitie, Three or foure dayes more we ſpent 1n Feaſting, daun- 
cing, and trading, wherein Powhatas carried himſcltc ſo proudly, yet diſcrectly ( in 
his talvage manner ) as made vs all admire his naturall gitts, conlidering his educa- 
tion, As {corning to trade as his ſubics did z he beipake Newpert 1n chis man» 
ner, 

( aptaine Newport it is not agreeable to my greatneſſe,in this pedling manner to trade 


for tri fles ; and I efteeme you alſo a great Werowance, Therefore lay me downe all your 


commodittes together what I like 1 will takg, andin recompence gine you what [ thinke fit- 
ting their value, _eNne Smith being our interpretcr, regarding Newport as his ta« 
ther, knowing beft rhe diſpoſition of Powhatan, tould vs his intent was bur onely co 
cheate vs z yet Captaine Newport thinking co out brauec this Salvage in oftentation 
of greatnetle,and io ro bewirch him with his bountie,as to haue what he liſted,ir ſo 
hapned,that Powhatan hauing his deſire,valued his corne at ſuch arate,thar I chinke 
it better cheape in Spaine: for we had not foure buſhels for that we expected to hauc 
twentic hogſheads, T his bred ſome vnkindnefle berweene our two Capraines; 
Newport (ecking to pleaſerhe vnlatiabledelire of the Salvage, Smith to cauſe the 
Salvageto pleale him; but ſmorhering his diſtaſt to avoyd the Saluages ſuſpition, 
glanced in the eyes of Powhatan many trifles,who fixed his humor vpon a few blew 
beades, A long tune he importunarely defiredthem, but Sith ſeemed ſo much che 
moreto affe& chem, as being compoſed of a moſt rare {ubſtance of the coulour of 
the $kyes, and not to be worne but by the greateſt kings in the world, This made 
him halfe madde to bethe owner of ſuch ſtrange Ieyvells: ſo chat ere we departed, 
fora pound or two of blew beades, be brought ouer my king for 2. or 300. 
Buſhells of corne;yet parted good friends. The like entertainment we found of 
Opechankanough king of Pamavnkee, whom alto he in like manner fitted ( at the like 
rates) with blew beads,which grew by this meanes, of that eſtimation, thatnone 
dur(t weare any of chem bur their great kings, their wines and children. And ſo we 
returned all wellto [ames cowne,wherethis new ſupply being lodged with the rel, 
accidentally fired their quarters and fothe towne, which being bur thatched with 
reeds,the fire was ſo fierce asit burnt thar Pallifado's,(chough eight or ten yards 
diſtant ) with their Armes, bedding, apparell, and much priuate prouiſion,Good 
Maſter Huxt our Preacher loſt all his Library and all he had bur the cloatheson his 
backe: yetnone neuer heard bim repine athislofle, This happned in the winter in 
that extreame froſt, 1607, Now though wehad victuall ſufhcient | meane oncly of 
Oatrmeale,meale andcorne,yetthe Ship ſtaying 14. weekes when ſhee mightas wel 
hauc beene gone in 14. daycs, {pent a great partof that,and nearc all the reſt that 
was ſent to be landed , Whenthey departed what there diſcretion could ſpare vs, 
to make a little poore meale or two,we called ftcaſtes,to reliſh our mouthes: of cach 
ſomwhar they lefc vs, yet ] mult conteile, thoſe that had either money, ſpare clothes 
credit to giue billes of paiment, gold rings, furrs, or any ſuch commodities, were 
euer welcome to this remouing tauerne, ſuch w..3 our patience to obay ſuch vile 
Commanders, and buy our owne proviſions at 15.times the yalue,ſuffering them 
feaſt ( we bearing the charge) yet muſt not repine, bur ta(t,leaſt we ſhould incurre 
the cenſure offattious and ſeditious perſons ;and then leakage, ſhip-rats, and other 
caſuallties occaſioned them lolle, bur the veſſels and remnants ( for corals) we were 
glad to receaue with all our heartsto makevp the account, highly commending 
their prouidence for preſeruing thar, leaft they ſhould diſcourage any more to 
come tovs, Now for all this plenty our ordynary was but meale and water, ſo 
that this great charge little releeued our wants, whereby withthe cxtremitie of che 


bittey 
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bitter cold froſt and thoſe dete&ts, more then halfeof vs dyed; I cannot deny but 

both 421th and Skrimener did their belt co amend what was amille, buc with the Pre- 

fident went che maior part, that there. hornes were to ſhort, Bur the worſt was our 
guildedrefiners with their golden promiſes made all men cheir(laues in hope of re- 

cOmpences ; there was no talke, no hope, no worke, but dig gold,waſh gold, rctine 

gold, loade gold, fuch a bruit of gold, that one mad fellow delired to be buricd in 
the ſands leaitchey ſhould by chere art make gold of his bones : little ncede there 
was and lefle reafon, the (hip thould ſtay, there wages run on, our vicualls con- 
ſume 14. weekes,thatthe Mariners might {ay,they did helpeto build fucha golden 
Church that we can iay the raine waſhed neere to nothing in 14.dayes. Were it that 
captaine Syzith would not applaude all thoſe golden inventions, becauſe ghey admit« 
ted him not to the (ight of their trialls nor golden conſultations, 1 know not ; bur I 
haue heard him oft queſtion with Captaine Martin & tell himgexcept he could ſhew 
him a more ſubſtanciall criall, he was not inamoured with their durcy $kill, brea- 
thing outtheſe and many other pafſions, neuer any thing did more torment him, 
then co ſee all nece{Jary buſines negle&ed, ro fraught ſuch a drunken ſhip with ſo 
much guilded durc. Till then we neuer accounted, Captaine Newport a rchner,who 
being ready to fer ſaile tor Exgland,& we not hauing any vie of Parhaments,Plaies, 
Perinons, Admiralls, Recorders, Interpreters, Chronologers, Courts of Plea, nor 
Juſtices of peacc, ſent Maſter Wingfield and Captaine Archer home with him, 
that had ingrolled allchoſetitles, to tecke ſome better place of imploymenc,

dent, the ſale of che Stores commodities maintained his eſtate, as an inherita- 

ble revenew, The ſpring approaching, and the Ship departing, M* Scrivener 

and CaptaineSmith devided betwixt them the rebuilding James towne ; the 
xcpairing our Pallizadoes; the cutting downetrees z preparing our fields ; planting 
our corne, and to rebuild our Church, and recover our Store houſe. All men thus 
bulje at their ſeverall labours, Maſter Ne{/oz arrived with his loſt Phenix; loft(I ſay) 
for thar we all deemed him loſt, Landing fafcly all his men, (fo well he had tmanna- 
ged his 11] hap,)cauling the Inazan /ſies to feede his company, that his vietuallto thac 
we had gotten, as 15 {aid before, was neare after our allowance ſufficient for halte a 
yeare, He hadnot any thing but he freely imparted it, which honeſt dealing ( being 
a Marriner ) cauſed vs admire him: we would not haue wiſhed more then he did tor 
vs. Now to reladethis ſhip with ſome good tydings, the Preſident ( not holding it 
ſtood with che dignitie of his placeto leauethe Fort) gaue order to Captaine Srth 
to diſcover and ſearch the commodities of the Aonacars Countrey beyond the Falls, 
Sixtie able men was allotted them, the which within (ix dayes, Szzzh had ſo well 
trained to their armes and orders, that they little feared with whom they ſhould in- 
counter: yet {o vnſcaſonable was the time, and ſo oppoſit was Captaine Martin to 
any thing, bur onely to fraught this ſhip alſo with his phanraſticall gold, as Cap- 
taine Syzth rather defired co relade her with Cedar, ( which was a preſent diſpatch) 
then either wich durt, or the hopes and reports of an vncertaine Aorery mh he 


would pertorme when they had lefſecharge and morelciſure.

Powhatan (to expreſſe his loue to Newport)when he departed, preſented him with 
twentic Turkics, conditionally to returne him rwentie { words, which immediate] 
ſwords to was ſent him ; now after his deparrure he preſented Capraine Smith with the hke 
Salyagess Auggage, but not finding his humor obeyed in nor ſending ſuch weapons as he de- 

ſired, he cauſed his people with twentic devices to obraine them. At laſt by ambuſ- 
cadoes at our very Ports they would take them pertorce, ſurpriſe vs at worke,or any 
Way ; which was ſo long permitted, they became lo inſolent there was no rule; the 
The Prefi- command from England was ſo ftrait not to offend them, as our authorire-bearers 
dents weak- ( keeping their houles) would rather be any thing then peace-breakers: this chari- 
neſle, table humor prevailcd, till well it chanced they medled with Captaine Smith, who 
without tarther deliberation gaue them ſuch an incounter,as ſome he ſo hunted yp 
Smiths at=>— and downethe Iſle, ſome he {o terrified with whipping, beating,and impriſonment, 
vo þ Y as for revenge they ſurpriſed two of our forraging dilorderly fouldiers, and havin 
Tomes i". allembled their forces, boldly threatned at our Ports to force Smith to redeliver ſe- 
lencics, ven Salvages,which for their villanies he detained priſoners,or we were all but dead 
men. Burt to try their furics he (allied out amongſt chem,and in lelle then an houre, 
he ſo hampred their inſolencies, they brought them his rwo men, deſiring peace 
without any further compoſition for cheir priſoners. Thoſe he examined,and cauſed 
them all belecue, by ſeverall vollics of thot one of their companions was ſhotto 
death, becauſe they would not confelle their intents and plotters of thoſe villanics, 
And thus they all agrecd in one point, they were direed onely by Powhatan to ob- 
taine him our weapons, to cut our owne throats, with the manner where, how, and 
Porotrms  WRED, Which we plainly found moſt true and apparant : yer he ſent his meſlengers, 
a and his deareſt daughter Pocahontas with preſents to excuſe him of the iniuries done 
by ſome raſh vntoward Capraines his ſubiccs, deſiring their liberties for thistime, 
with the aflurance of his loue for ever. After Smith had given the priſoners what 
corre@tion he thought fit, vſed them well a day or two after, & then delivered them 
Pocahontas, for whoſe ſake onely he fayned to haue ſaued their liues, and gaue them 
libertic. Thepatient Councell that nothing would moue to warre with the Salya- 
es,would gladly hauc wrangled with Capraine Smith for his crueltie,yernone was 
Naine to any mans knowledge, but it broughc them in ſuch feare and obedience, as 
his very name would ſufficiently affright chem ; where before, wee had ſomgrime 
peace and warretwice in a day, and very ſeldome a weeke, but we had ſome treche- 
rous villany or other.

Smiths Iſles, after our Captaines name. The firſt people we ſaw were two grim and 
{tour Salvages vpon Cape Charles,with long poles like layelings,headed with bone,

they boldly demanded what we were, and what we would , but after many circum- 
ſtances they ſeemed very kinde, and direed vsto Accomack, the habitation of cher 
Werewance, where we were kindly intreated, This King was the combeit, proper, 
civill Salvage we incountred. His Country 1s a pleaſant tercile clay ſoyle,ſome twall 
creekes ; good Harbours tor {mall Barks, but not tor Ships. He cold vsot a ftrange 
accident lately happened him, and it was, rwo children being dead ; ſome extreame 
paſſions, or dreaming vilions, phanralies, or affetion moucd cheir parents a» 
gaine to. reviſit their dead carkaſcs, whole benummed bodies refleced to the gyes 
of the beholders ſuch delightfull countenances, as though they had regained their 
vitall ſpirits,This as a miracle drew many to behold them, all which being a grear 
part of his people, nor long after dyed, and but few eſcaped. They ſpake the lan- 
guage of Powhatan, wherein they made ſuch delcriptions of the Bay. 1ſles,andrivers, 
chat often did vs exceeding pleature. Paſſing along rhe coaſt, fearcning every anler, 
and Bay, fittor harbours and habications, Secing many Iſles inthe midit of che Bay 
we vore vp forthem,but ere we could obraine them,ſuch an excreame guit of wing, 
rayne, thunder, and lightening happened, that with greac danger we eſcaped the 
vamercifull raging of that Ocean-like warer. The higheſt land on che maync, yer it 
was but low, we called Xeales hill, and theſe vninhabired Ifles, &K#ſels Iles, The 
next day ſcarching them for freſh warer,we could find none, the dete&t whereot tor- 
ccd vs to follow the next Eafterne Channell, which brought vs tothe river of Wigh- 
cocomoco,T he peopleat fir{t with greattury ſeemed co allaulc vs, yer arlaſt with ſongs 
and daunces and much mirih became very traable, bur ſearching their habirations 
for water, we could fill but three barricoes,& that ſuch puddle, chat never ill then 
we ever knew the want of good water, We digged and ſearched 1n many places, but 
before two daies were expired, we would haue retuſed rwo barricocs of gold for one 
of that puddle water of Wighcocompoco, Being paſt theſe Iſles which arc many in num- 


ber,burall naught for habuation,falling with a high land vpon the mayne,we found 


a great Pond ot freſh water, but ſo exceeding hot wee ſuppoſed it ſome bath ; that 
place we called poynt ?/oyer, in honor of that moſt honourable Houſe of CAlenſa 
1n Britaize, that in an extreameextremitic once relieued our Captaine. From Wigh- 
cecomoco to this place, all the coaſt is low broken Iſles of Morap, growne a mylc or 
two in breadth, and ten or twelue inlength, good to cut for hay in Summer, andto 
catch fiſh and foule in Winter : but the Land beyond them 1s all covcred over with 
wood, as 1s the reſt of the Country, 

Being thus refreſhed in croſſing oner from the maineto other I{les, we diſcouered 
the winde and watersſo much increaſed with thunder,lightning,and raine,thatour 
maſt and ſayle blew eucrbord and ſuch mighty waues ouerracked vs in char ſmall 
barge that with great labour we kept herfro {inking by freeing out the water, Two 
daycs we were inforcedto inhabitetheſevninhabited Ifles which for che extremitie 
of gufts,thunder,raine,ſtormes, andill wether we called Limbo. Repairing ourfaile 
with our ſhirts, we ſer ſaylefor the maine and tell with a pretty convenienc riuer on 
the Eaſtcalled Caskarawack, the people ran as amazedin troups from placeto place, 
and diuersgotinto the tops of trees,they were not ſparing oftheir arrowes, nor the 
greateſt paſſion they could expreſle of their anger, Long they ſhot,we ſtill ryding ar 
an Anchor without cherereatch making all the ſ1gnes of friendſhip we could. The 
nextday they came ynarmed, with euery onea basket, dancing ina ring,to draw vs 
on ſhore: but ſeeing there was nothing in them bur villany, we diſcharged Aa volly of 
muskets charged wich piſtoll ſhot, whereat they all lay cumbling on the grownd, 
creeping ſome one way,ſome anotherinto a great cluſter of reedes hard by; where 
there companies lay in Ambuſcado. Towards che cucning we wayed,& approaching 
the ſhoare; diſcharging five or ſix ſhot among the reedes, we landed wherethere Jay 
a many of baskerts and much bloud, but ſaw not a Salvage. A ſmoake appearing on 
the other ſ1dethe riuer, we rowed thither, where we found twoor three little houſes, 
in each a fire, there we left ſome peeces of copper, beads, bells, and looking glatles, 
and then went into the bay,but when it was darke we came backs againe. Early Fs

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with the ſyſt ſupply mn Virginia. 
the morning foure Salvagescameto vs in their Canow, whom we vſed with ſuch 
courtelie,nvi knowing wat we were,nor had done, hauing beene in the bay afiſh- 
ing,bade vs tay and ere long they would returne, which they didand ſomerwentic 
more with thzinzwith whom atter alittle conference, two or three thouſand men 
women & childre came clultring about ys,c one preſEting vs with ſomething, 
which a liale bead would fo well requite, thac we became ſuch friends they would 
conread who ſhould tech vs water, ttay with vs for hoſtoge, conduR our wen any 
whicher, and giuevsthe beit content, Here doth inhabite the people of Sarapmigh, 
Nanſe, Arſeck, and Nantaquak the beſt Marchants of all other Salvages. They much 
extolled a great nation called CMaſſawomekes, in ſearch of whom we retuzgnced by 
Limbo: cis race but onely at the entrance is very narrow, and che people of {mall 
ttarure as them of Wightcocomoco,the Land bur low, yet it may proue very commo- 
dious , becaule iris but aridge of land berwixtthe Bay and the maine Ocean, 
Finding this Eaſterne ſhore,thallow broken Iſles, and for moit parc withour tceqh 
water,we palled oy the (traites of Limbo tor the Welterne ſhore: (o broad 1s the bay 
hcre,we could ſcarce perceiue the greathigh clifts on the other (ide; by them we 
Anchored chat nighc and called them Riccards Chfres. 30. leagues we layled more 
Northwards not tinding avy inhabitants, leauing all the Faſterne ſhore, lowe 
Iſlandes, but ouergrowne with wood, az all che Coatt beyond chem fo terre as weg 
could ſee: the Weiterne ſhore by which we ſayled we found all along well wacered, 
but very mountanous and barren;thevallies very tertill, but extreame thicke of (mall 
wood o well as trees, and much frequented with Wolues, Beares, Decre and other 
w:ld beaits.We patled many ſhallow creekes, but the firit we found Nauigable for 2 
ſhip,we called Bolzs,tor rhatthe clay 1n many places ynder theclifrs by che high 
water marke, did grow vp in red and white knotsas gum out of crees; and in 
{one places ſo participated together as though they were all of one nature, excep- 
ting the coulour , che relt of che earch on both (1des being hard ſandy grzucll, 
which made vs thinke it Bole- Armoniack and Terra figillata, When we firit tet fayle 
{ome of our Gallants doubted nothing but char our Capraine would make roo much 
haſt home, but hauing lien in chis ſmall barge not aboue 1 2.0c 1,4.d2ycs, oft tyred 
at the Oarcs, our bread ſpoyled with wer ſo muchthatic was rotten ( yetto good 


werecheir ſtomacks that they could diſgeſt ir )chey did wich continuall complaines 
{o 1mporcu ne him now to returnc, as cauſcd him beſpcake them in chis manner. 


Gentlemen if you would remember the memorable hiſtory of Sir Ralph Layne, how bis 
company importuned him to proceed in the diſcovery of Moratico, allcadging they ha 


yer 4 dog,that being boyled with Saxafras leaues,wonld richly feede them mm therr reterues, 


t hen what a ſhame would it be for you (that hane bin ſo [u[pitions of my tenderneſſe )to forces 
me returne, with ſo much proviſion as we bat, and ſcarce able to /ay where we haue bene, 
nox yet heard of that we were ſent to ſeeke? Ton cannot ſay but I hane ſhared with you in the 
werst which is paſt ; and for what ts 19 come, of lodging, dyct,or whatſoencr,1 am conten- 
ted you allot ihe worſt part to myſelfe. As for your feares thet 1 will loſe my ſelfe m theſe 
unkxowns large waters ,or be ſwallowed vp in ſome ſtormie guſt; abandon theſe childiſh 
feares, for worſe then ts paſt vs not likely to happen : and there is as much dauger to returne 
as to proceede.Regaine therefore your old ſpiruts for returne 1 will uct (if Gd plea'e) wil 
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T bane ſeene the MailawomeKks,found Patawomek,or the head of this water you conceit to Thediſcoue- 
be endleſſe. Two or 3.dayes we expeed winde & wether,whoſe adueric extremities ry of Patawe- 


added iuch diſcouragement, thatrhree or foure fell (icke,whoſe pirtifull complaints 
cauſcd vs to to returne, leauing the bay ſome nine mules broad, at nine and ten fa- 
dome water, 

The 16, of [uxe we fell with theriuer Parowem:k;feare being gone, and our men 
recovered,we were all content to take ſome paineszco know the name of that ſeuen 
mile broad riaer: for chirtie myles ſayle, we could tee noinhabirants ; then we were 
condutted by two Savages vp alittle bayed crecke, towards Onawmaxient, where all 
the woods werelayd wi ambuſcado's to the number of three or toure thouſand 


Salvages, ſo ſtrangely payntcd, primed anddiſguiſed, ſhouting,ycllng and crying

as ſo many ſpiritsfrom hell could not haue ſhewed more terrible. Many brauado's 
they made, vutto appeaſe their fury, our Captaine prepared with as {eeming a Wil 
lngnelle ( asthey)to incounter them. Bur the grazing of our bullers ypon che was 
tex( many being ſhot on purpoſe they mighe ſee them) with the Ecco of the 
of the woods ſo amazed them,as downe went their bowesand arrowes;( and ex- 
changing hoſtage ) lames Watkins was ſent (ix myles vpthe woods to their Kings 
habitation, We were kindly vied of thoſe Salvages,ot whom we vnderitood, they 
were commanded to betray vs, by the direction of Powhatan, and he ſo direed 
from the diſcontents at /ames rowne, becauſe our Capraine did cauſe them ſtay in 
their country againſt their wills. 

Thelikeincounters we found at Patowomek,(ecocawoxee and diuers other places: 
but at Joyaones, Nacotchrant and Toogs the people didtheir beſt ro content vs, Has 
uing gone ſo high as we could with the bore, we irc divers Saluages 1n 
Canowes, well loaden with the fleſh of Beares, Deere and other beaſts, whereof we 
had part,here we found mighty Rocks, growing in ſome places aboue the grownd 
as high as the ſhrubby trees, and diuers other tolid quarries of diuers tinctures: 
and diuers places wherethe waters had falne fromthe high mountaines they had 
lcfratinuredſpagled skurfe,thatmade many bare places (ceme as guilded. Digging 
the growne aboue in the higheſt clifts of rocks,we ſaw it was a claie land ſo mingled 
with yeallow ſpangles as 1t it had beene halte pin-duſt. In our rerurne inquiring 
ſtill for this 4farchqueon, the king of Patawomeke gaue vs guides to condutt vs vpa 
lictleriuer called 2i1yowgb, vp which we rowed fo high as we could. Leauing che 
bote, with fix (hot, and d1uers Salvages,he marched {eucn or cight myle before they 
came totheminc:leading his hoſtages ina {mall chaine they were to haue for their 
paines, being proud ſo richly to be adorned, The mine is a great Rocky mountaine 

ke Aztimony ;whercin they digged a great hole with ſhells & hatchers:and hard by 
1t,runnerth a fayre brooke of Chal iSewes, whare they waſh a way the drolle 
and keepe cheremainder, which they put in little baggs and {el] it all ouer the 
country to paint there bodyes, faces,or Idols; which makes them looke hike Black- 
mores duſted over with (iluer.W ith ſo much as we could carry we returned toour 
bote, kindly requiting this kinde king and all his kinde people. The cauſe of 
this diſcovery was to Rarch chis mine,of which Newport did atſure vs that thoſe 
ſmall baggs ( we had giuen him) 1n England he had tryed tohold halfe filuerz but 
all we got proucd of no value : alſo ro fearch what turrs, the beſt whereof is at 
(1 #uſcarawaoke, where 1s made fo much Rawrancke or white beads that occaſion as 
much difſencion amopg the cheSalvages, as gold and (iluer amongſt Chriſtians; 
and what other mineralls, riuers, rocks, nations, woods, hſhings, fruites, viftuall, 
and whatother commodities the land atforded: and whecher the bay were endlefle 
or how farre it extended : of mines wewereall ignorant, but a few Beuers, Ocrers, 
Beares, Martinsand minkes we found, and in diuers places that aboundance of fiſh, 
lyinglo thicke wich their heads abouethe water, as for want of nets (our barge 
driuing amongſt them ) weattempred to catch cher with a trying pan: bur we 
found it a bad inſtrument to catch fiſh with:neicher better ſh,more plenty,normore 
variety for {mal fiſh, had any of ys euer ſcene in any placeſoſwimining in the warer, 
but they are not ro be caught with trying pans: ſome {mall codd allo wedid ſee 
{wimcloſe by the ſhore by Swaths Iles, and ſome as high as Riccards Cliftss And 
{ome we haue found dead vpon theſhore, 
To expreſt all our quarrels, trecheries and incounters amonegſt thoſe Salyages 
] ſhould be too tedious : bur 1n brecte,at all cimes weſo incountredthem, andcur- 
bedcheir inſolencies, thar they concluded with preſents to purchaſe peace; yer we 
loſt nor a man: at our firſt meering out Capraine eucr obſcrued this order to des 
mand their bowes andarrowes, {wordes, mantelts and furrs, wich ſome childe or 
two for hoſtage, whereby we could quickly percciue, when they intended any vil- 
lany, Hauing tiniſhed this diſcouery (chough our vicuall was necre ſpent) he in« 
scnded to ſee his ympriſonmenteacquaintantes vpon the riuer of Rapahaneck, by 
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with the firſt ſupply in Virginia. 


many calicd Toppaharech, but our bote by reaſon ofthe ebbe, chanfing to grownd 
vpon a many ſhoules lying in the entrances, we ſpyed many hſhes lurking inthe 
reedes;our Captaine ſporting himſelte by nayling chem to the grownd with his 
{word,{ctvs all a filhing inchat manner:thus we rooke more 1n owne houre then 
we could cateina day, Bur it chanſed our Caprtaine taking a fiſh, from his ſword 
( not knowing her condition) being much of the faſhion of a Thornback, bur a 
long tayle like a ryding rodde, whereon the middeſt is a moſt poyſoned fting, of 
ewo or three inches long, bearded likea ſaw on cachlide , which ſhe ftrucke into 
the wrelt of his arme neercan inch and a halfe:no bloud nor wound was ſcene, bur 
a little blew 1pot, bur che rorment was inſtantly fo extreame, that in foure houres 
had ſo{wolecn his hand,arme and ſhoulder,we all with much forrow concluded his 
tuncrall, and prepared his grauc inan Iſland by,as himſfelte directed: yer it pleaſed 
God by a precious oyle Doer Ruſſell atthe firlt applyedto it when he ſounded it 
with probe(ere night)his rormenting paine was fo well allwaged that he eate of the 
fath to his ſupper,which gaue no leſſc 10y and content co vs then eaſe to: himiſelfe, 
tor which we called the Iſland Srwgray Ileatter thename ofthe fiſh, 

Hauing neither Chicurgian,nor Chirurgery,but that preſeruatiue oyle we preſEc= 
ly ſer ſayles for ſamesrowne, paſſing the mouthes of the riuers of Payankatank,& Pa- 
mavnkge, the next day we lately arriued at Kecewgran. The (imple Salvages ſecing 
our Capraine hurt, and another þloudy by breaking his ſhinne, our numbers oft 
bowes, arrowes, ſwords, mantles, and furrs, would necdes imagine we had becne at 
warrcs ( the truth of thele accidents would not fatisfie rhem ) but impatiently im< 
portuned vs to know with whom. Finding their aptnelſero belecue we faylednot 
(asa great ſecrer ) ro tell chem any ching chat might affright them , what ſpoyle we 
had got and made of the Maſſawomeks. T his rumor went faſter vp the river chen our 
Barge, that arrived at W.zaskoyack the 20 of July ; where trimming her with painted 
ſtreamers, and ſuch deviſes as we could, we made them at /ames trowne jealous of a 
Spaniſh Frigot, where we all God be thanked ſafely arrived the 21 of Iuly.There we 
tound the lait Supply were all (icke, the reſt ſome lame, ſome bruiſed, all vnable to 
doe any thing but complaine of the pride and vnreaſonable needlele cruclrie of the 
lilly Prefidenc, chat had riotouſly conſumed the ſtore : and to ful} his follies abouc 


building him an vnnecelTary building for his pleaſure in the woods, had brought 
them allo that miſery z that had we not arrived, they had as ſtrangely rormented 


him wich revenge: bur the good news of our Diſcovery,and the good hope we had 
by che Salvages relation,that our Bay had ſtretched into the South Sea,or tomewhar 
ncare ic, appeaſcd their tury 5but conditionally that Rarhffe ſhould be depoſed, and 
that Capraine Swzith would take vpon him the government, as by courſe it did be- 
long.Their requeſt being eftc&edzhe ſubſtitured Mr Serivener his deare friend inthe 
Prelidency, equally diſtributing thoſe private proviſions the orher had ingroſled, 
appointing more honelt officersto aſſiſt maſter Scriverer (who then lay exceeding 
ſicke of a Callenture) and in regard of the weaknelle of the company, and heate of 
the yeare, they being vnableto worke, heleft them to liuc at calc, to recover their 
bealchs, bur imbarked himſclfe co finiſh his Diſcovery.

The wind being contrary cauſed our ſtay two or three dayes at Keconghtay: the 
King feaſted vs with much murth, his people were perſwaded we went purpoſely to 


The Salvages he revenged of the CMaſſawomeks. In the evening we fired a few rackets, which fly-

ing in the ayre ſoterrified the poore Salvages, they ſuppoſed nothing vnpoſlible we 
attempted ; and deſircdto aſſiſt vs. The firit night we anchored at Srzwgray Iſle. The 
next day crolled Patawomeks river,and haſted to the river Boz, We went notmuch 
further before we might ſeethe Bay to divide in two heads, and arriving there we 
found it divided in toure, all which we ſearched fo farre as we could l{ayle them, 
Two of them we found inhabited, bur in croſſing the Bay, we incountred 7 or $ 
Canowes full of Maſſawomeks, we ſecing them prepare to allaulr vs, left our Oarcs 
and made way with our ſayle ro mcounter chem, yer were we but fiue with our 
Captaine that could ſtand,for within 2 dayes after we left Keconghtan,the reit(being 
all of che laſt ſupply ) were ſicke almoſt :o death, vnrill chey were ſeaſoned to the 
Country. Having ſhut them vnder our Tarpawhng, we pur their hats vpon ſtickes 
by the Barges lie, and berwixt two hats a man with two peeces, to make vs ſceme 
many, and ſo we thinke the [ndians ſuppoſed thoſe hars to be men, for they fled 
with all poſſible ſpeed to the ſhore, and there ſtayed, ſtaring ar the ſayling of our 
barge till we anchored right againſt them, Long it was ere we could draw them to 
come ynto vs.At laſt they ſent two of their company vnarmed in a Canow,the reft 
all followed to ſecond them if neede required. T heſe rwo being but cach preſented 
with a bell, brought aboord all char fellowes, preſenting our Capraine with veni- 
ſon, beares fleſh, hſh, bowes, arrowes, clubs,rargets,and beares-skinnes. We vnder- 
ſtood them nothing ar all, but by ſignes, whereby they ſignified vnro vs they had 
beene at warres we", the Tockwoghes, the whichthey confirmed by ſhewing vs their

greene wounds, but the night parting vs,weimaginedthey appointed thenexrmor- Þ 


ning to mecte, bur after that we never ſaw them, 


Entringthe river of Teckwogh,the rg all armed, ina fleete of boats,after their l 


barbarous manner, round invironed vs z {o it chanced one of them could ( 
language of Powhatan, who perſwaded the reſtto a friendly parley. But when they 
ſaw vs furniſhed with the CHaſſawomeks wen, and wefaining the invention of 


Keconghtan, to hauc taken them perforcez they conducted vs to their pallizadoed 
towne,mantelled with the barkes of trees, with ſcaffolds like mounts,breſted about | 


with breſts very formally. Their men, women,and children with daunces, ſongs, 
fruits,furres, and what they had, kindly welcommed vs, ſpreading mats for vs to lit 
on, ſtretchin : their beſt abilities to expreſſe their Joues, 


Many hatchets, kniucs, peeces of iron,and bralle, we ſaw amon gft them, which | 


they reported to haue from the Saſqueſahanocks, a mightie people and morrall enes 
mies with the CMaſſawomeks. The Sa/queſabanecks inhabit ypon the chicfe Spring 
of theſe foure branches of the Bayes head, two dayes iourney higher then our barge 
could palle for rocks, yet we prevailed with the Interprerer to take with hnm anos 
ther Interpreter,to perſwade the Saſque/ahanocks to come vilit vs,for their lan uage 
are different, Three or foure dayes we expeted their returne, then fixtie ofthote 
gyant-like people came downe, with preſents of Veniſon, Tobacco-pipes three foot 
in length, Baskets, Targets, Bowes and Arrowes, Fiue of their chicte Ferowances 
came boldly aboord vs to crole the Bay for Tockwhogh, leaving their men and Ca- 
noweszthe wind being ſo high they durſt not pally. 

Qur order was daily to hauc Praycr,with a Phaime,ar which ſolemnicie the poore 
Salvages much xhve:y' rf our Prayers being done, a while they were buſicd with a 
conſulration rill they had contrived their bufinelle.Then they began in a moſt paſ- 
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with the furit ſupply in Virgjnia. 
ſjonate manner to hold vp their hands to the Sunne, with a moſt fearefull ſong, 
then imbracing our Capraine, they began to adore himin like manner :though he 
rcbuked them, yer they proceeded till their ſong was finiſhed: which done with a 
moſt ſtrange turious a&tion, and a helliſh voyce, began an Oration of their loues 
that ended, with a great painted Beares skin they covered him :then one ready with 
a great chayne ot white Beads, weighing ac leaſt ſix orſeaven pound, hung it about 
his necke, che others had 18 mantels, made of divers ſorts of skinnes ſowed toge- 
ther ; allcheſe with many other royes they layd at his feere, ſtroking their ceremoni- 
ous hands about his necke for his Creation to be their Governour and ProteRor, 
promiſing their aydes, viAtualls,or what they had to be his, if he would ſtay with 
them, to defend and revenge them of the Afaſſawomeks. Bur we left chem ar Tock= 
whogh, forrowing for our departure, yer we promiſed che next yeare againe to viſit 
them. Many deſcriptions and diſcourlesthey made ys, of 4tquazechrch,, Maſſawo- 
ek, & orher people,lignifying they inhabit vpon a greatwarter beyond the moun- 
taines, which we vnderitood to be ſome great lake,or the river of Canadazand from 
the French co hauetheir hatchets and Commodities by trade. Theſe know no more 


of che territories of Powhatan, then his name, and he as little of chem, bur the At- 


wanachuks arc on the Ocean Sea, 
T he higheſt mountaine we ſaw Northward wee called Perigrines mount, and a 
rocky river,where the A{aſſawemeks went vp,H#ulowbyesriverin honor of the towne 


our Captaine was borne 1n, and that honorable houſe the Lord #llowby, his moſt. 


honored good friend, The Saſqueſahanocks river we called Smiths falles z the next 
poynt to-Teckwhogh, Pyſings poynr z the nextit poynt Bourne. Powells Iſles and Smals 
poynt 15 by the river Bolzs5;zand che little Bay at the head Profits poole;Watkins,Readr, 
and Momfords poynts axe on each (ide Limbo; Ward,Cantrell,and Sichiemore,berwixt 
Patawomek and Pamavnkee, after the names of the diſcoverers.In all thoſe places and 
the furthe(t we came vptherivers, we cur intrees fo many croſſes as we would, and 
in many places made holes intrees, wherein we writnotes, and in {ome places croſ- 
ſes of bratle, to {ignifie ro any, Engliſhmen had beene there. 

Thus having ſought all the inlers and rivers worth noting, we returned to diſco- 
ver the river of Pawiuxunt ; theſe people we found very tratable, and more civill 
then any, we promutſ ed them , As allo the Parawormeks to revenge them of the Aaſſa- 
womeks, but our purpoſes were crolled, 

In the diſcovery of this river ſome call Rapahanock, we were kindly entertained 
by the people of Aoranghtarund ; here we incountered our old friend Xeſco,aluſty 
Salvage of Wighcocomoco vpo the river of Patawomck,we ſuppoſed him ſome French 
mans tonne, becauſe he had a thicke blacke buth beard, _ the Salvages ſeldome 
hauc any ar all, of which he was nota little proud, to fee ſo many of his Country- 
men, Wood and water he wouldfetch vs, guidevs any whether, nay,caufediversof 
his Countrymen helpe vs towe againſt winde or tyde from place to place till we 
cameto Patawomek:there he reſted till wereturned from che head of & river, and 
occalioned our conduR to the mine we ſuppoſed Antimony, And inthe place he fay- 
lednor to doe vs all the good hecould, perſwading vs in any caſe notro goeto the 
Rapahanocks,for they would kill vs for being friends with the AJoravghtacwads thar 
burlately had ſtolne three of the Kings women. This we did thinke was but that 
his friends might onely haucourtrade: fo wecrolled theriver tothe Repahanocks. 
There ſome 12 or 16 ſtanding on the ſhore, direRed vs a little Creeke where was 
goodlanding, and Commodities for vs in three or foure Canowes we ſaw licthere: 
bur according to our cuſtome, we demanded to exchange a man. in ſigne of loue, 
which after they had a little conſulted, foure or fiue came vp to the midlesxo fetch 
our man, and leauc vs one of them, ſhewing we need not fearethem, for they had 
neither clubs, bowes, nor arrowes, Notwithſtanding, Anas Todki/t, being ſent on 
ſhoreto ſee if he could diſcover any Ambuſcadoes, or whatchey had,deſired to goe 
overthe playne to fetch ſome wood, but they were vnwilling, except we would 
come into the Crecke, where the boat might come cloſe aſhore, Todkz/ by degrees 
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The Diſcoveries and Accidents, Lib.3. 


having got ſome two ſtones throwes vp che playne, perceived two or three hundred 
men (as he thought) behindthe trees, ſo that offering to returne to the Boat, the 
Salvages allayed to carry him away perforce, thar he called to vs we were betrayed, 
and by that he had ſpoke the word, our hoſtage was over-boord, but Watksns his 
keeper ſlew him in the water. I mmediatly we let fly among(t themyſo that they fled, 
& Todkill eſcaped,yer they ſhot (o faſt thar he fell flat on the ground cre he could re- 
cover the boat. Here the Haſſawomek T argers ſtood vsin good ſtead,tor ypon eſe 
co's words, we had ſet them about the forepart of our Boat like a forecaſtle, from 
whence we ſecurely beat the Salvages from off the plaine without any hurt:yer they 
ſhot more then a thouſand Arrowes, and then fled into the woods. Arming our 
ſclues with theſe light Targets (which arc made of little ſmall ſticks woven berwixc 
ſtrings of their hempe and lilke gralle, as is our Cloth, bur ſo firmely that no arrow 
can poſſibly pierce - hw :) wereicued Todkil7,who was all bloudy by ſome of them 
who were ſhot by vs that held him, bur as God pleaſed he had no hurt ; andtollow- 
ing them vp to the woods, we found ſome {laine, and in divers places much bloud. 
It ſeems all their arrowes were ſpent, for we heard no more of them. Their Canows 
we tooke ; the arrowes we found we broke,ſauethem we keptfor eoſco, ro whom 
we gaucthe Canowes for his kindnelle, that entertained vs 1n the beſt trivmphing 
manner, and warlike order in armes of conqueſt he could procure of the A{orawghs 
tacunas, | 

Thereſt of the day we ſpent in accomodating our Boat, in ſtead of thoules wee 
made ſtickes like Bedfſtaues, ro which we faſtened ſo many of our Haſſawomek Tar- 
gers, that invironed her as waſt clothes. The next morning we went vp theriver,and 
our friend CMeſco followed vs along the ſhore, and ar laſt delired ro goe with vsin 
our Boat, But as we palled by P:/acack,, Adatchopeak, and AMecupporms, three Townes 
ſiruated vpon high white clay clifts z the other {1deall a low playne mariſh , andthe 
river there but narrow. Thirtie or fortic of the Rapaharocks, had ſo accommodated 
chemſclues with branches, as we tooke them for little buſhes growing among the 


ſedge, ſtill ſeeing their arrowes ſtrike the Targets, and dropped 1n the river; wheres - 


at Meſcofell flatin the Boar on his face, crying the Rapabanocks, which preſencly we 
cſpicd co be the buſhes, whichat our firſt volley fell downe in the ſedge:when wee 
were neare haltea wyle from them, chey ſhewed themſclues dauncing and ſinging 
very merrily. 

The Kings of Piſſaſack, Nandtarghtacund, and Cuttatawomen, vſed vs kindly,and 
all their people negle&ed nor any thing to 2Zeſcoro bringvs co them, Betwixt Se- 
cobeck and Maſſawreck.is a ſmall Iſle or two, which cauſcch the river to be broader 
then ordinary ; there it pleaſed God to take one of our Company called Mr Fether- 
fone, that all the time he had beene in this Country, had behaved himſelfe, honeſt- 
ly, valiantly, and induftriouſly, where in alittle Bay we called Fetherſtones Bay wee 
buryed him with a volley of ſhot: thereſt notwithſtanding their 111 dyer, and bad 
lodging, crowded info ſmall a Barge,in ſo many dangers never reſting,bur alwayes 
rolled to and againe, had all well recovered their healchs. The next day wee ſayled ſo 
high as our Boat would float, thereſetting vp croſles, and graving our names in the 
trees, Our Sentinel ſaw an arrow fall by him,though we had ranged vpand downe 
more then an hourein digging inthe carth, looking of tones, herbs, and ſprings, 
not ſecing where a Salvage could well bide himſelte. | | 

Vpon thealarum by that we had recovered our armes, there was about an hun- 
dred nimble [ndiaxs skipping from treeto tree, letting fly theirarrows ſo faſt asthey 
could: thetrecs here ſerved vs for Baricadoes as well as they. But Aoſcodid vs more 
ſervice then we expeRed, for Iaving ſhot away his quiver of Arrowes,he ran tothe 
Boat for more. T he Arrowes of CMeſco at the firſt madethem pauſe vpon the mat- 
ter,thinking by his bruit and skipping, there were many Salvages. Abouthalfe an 
hourethis continued, then they all vaniſhed as ſuddainly as they approached. A4eſ= 
co followed them ſo farre as he could ſee vs, till they were ourof fight. As weretur- 
ned chere lay a Salvage as dead, ſhot in the knee, but taking him vp we found he had 


life, 
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life, which 24/co ſecing, never was Dog morefurious againſt a Beare, then Aoſce - 


was i haue bear out his Eraines, ſo we had him to our Boar, whereour Chirurgian 
who went with vs to.cure our Captaines hurt of the Srzagray, lo dretled this Salvage 
chat wichin an houre after he looked ſomewhat chearetuily,and did cate and {peake. 
in che meane time we contented AZoſco in helping him to gather vp their arrowes, 
which were an armetuli, whereof hegloried not a liccle, Then we delired CMoſce to 
know what he was, and what Countries were beyond the mountaines ; the poore 
Salvage milaly anſwered, he andall with him were of Haſinninga, where there are 
three Kings more, like vnto them, namely the King of Szegora, the King of 1auxux- 
taria,aud ihe King of Shakaboxea, that were come to TIobackahod, which is onely a 
huncng T owne, and the bounds betwixt the Kingdome of the Aannahocks, and 
the Nazdrawzhtacznads, but hard by where we were, We demanded why they came 
in that manner to betray vs,that came to them in peace, and to {ecke cheir loues 
he anſwered, they heard we were a people come from vnder the world,to take their 
world from them. We asked him how many worlds he d1d know, he replyed, he 
knew no more but that which was vnder the skie that covered him,which were the 
Powbatens, with the Monacans, and che CHaſſewomehks, thar were higher vpin 
the mountaines. Then weasked him what was beyond the mountaines, he an{we- 
red the Sunne: bur of any thing els he knew nothing;” becauſe the woods were not 
burnt. Theſc and many tuch queſtions wee demanded, concerning the CMaſſaws- 
mcks, the Monacans, their owne Country, and where wereihe Kings of Stegora, 
Tanxſintania,and che reſt, The Aonacans he ſayd were their nejghbours and friends, 
and d16 dwell as they inthe billy Countrics by {mall rivers, l1uing vpon rootes and 
fruits, bur chiefly by hunting. The aſſuwomeks did dwell vpon a great water, and 
had many boats,& {o many men that chey made warre with all the world. For their 
Kings, they were gone every one a ſeveral] w:iy with their men on hunting: Bur 
thotc with him came hither a fiſhing vill they ſaw vs, notwithſtanding they would 
be alcogerher at night at Afaharkahed. For his relation we gaue him many rtoyes, 
with periwafions to goc with vs, and he as earneſtly delired vs to ſtay the comming 
of chote Kings that tor his good viage ſhould be friends with vs, for he was brother 
to Faſmninga, But Joſco adviied vs preſently to be gone,for they were all naught, 
yet we cold him we would nor tillic was night. All things we made ready to enter= 


tain what came, & 4Zo/co was as Giligent in trimming his arrowes. The night being: 


come we all imbarked, for the river was {o narrow, had it beene light the land 


on the one {ide was fo high, they might haue done vs excceding much miſchicte, 


All chis while the K.of Haſinnizga was (ecking thereſt,and had conſultation a good 


time what to doe. Bur by their e{pies ſeeing we were gone, it was not long before 


we heard their arrowes dropping on every (ide the Boatzwe cauſed our Salvages to 
callvato them, bur ſucha yelling & hallowing they made char they heard nothing, 


but now and then a pecce, ayming fonearc as we could where we hcard the moſt 


voyccs, Morethen 12 mylcs they tollowed vs in this manner; then the day appea= 
ring, we found our {elues in a broad Bay, outof danger of their ſhot, where wee 
came tOan anchor, and fell to breakfaſt. Nor ſo much as ſpeaking to chem will the 
Sunpe was riſen ; being well refreſhed, we vntyed our Targets that couered vs as a 
Deck, and all ſhewed our felues with thoſc ſhields on our armes,and {words in our 
hands, and alſo our priſoner Amvreoleck ; along diſcourſe there was berwixt his 
Countrimen and him, how good wee were,how well wee vied him, how wee had a 
Patawemek with vs, loued vs as his life, that would haue {laine him had we nor pre- 
ſerued him, and chat he ſhould haue his libertic would they be but friends; and to 
doe vs any hurt it was impoſſible, Vpon this they all kung cheir Bowes and Qui- 
vers vpon the trees, and one came {wimming aboord vs with a Bow tyed on his 
head, and another with a Quiver of Arrowes, which they deliuered our Capraine 


as a pie{cnt, the Captaine hauing vſed them ſo kindly as he could, told them the o- h 


ther three Kings ſhould doe the like,and then the great King of our world ſhould be 
their friend, whoſe men we were, It wasno ſooner demanded bur performed, ſo 
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vpon a low Mooriſh poynt of Land ye went to the ſhore, where thoſe fourc Kings 
came and recenued Amoroleck: nochit they had but Bowes, Arrowes, Tobacco- 
bagz,and Pipes:what we delired, none refuſed to giue vs, wondering at every thing 
we had, and heard we had done:our Piſtols they rooke for pipes, which they wuch 
deſired, but we did content them with other Commodines, andſo we left toure or 
fiuc hundred of our merry Manzabecks, ſinging, dauncing, and making merry, 


and ſet layle for Moranghtacund. 


In our returnes we viſited all our friends, that rczoyced much at our Viftory a- 
gainſt the Afamnabocks, who many times had Warres alſo with them, but now they 
were friznds,and defired we would be friends with the Rapeberccks,as we were with 


the CHannahecks. Our Capraine told them, they had rwiſe atlaulted him that came 


onely in loue ro doc them good, and therefore he would now burne all ther hou- 
ſes, deſtroy their corne, and for eucr hold them his enenues, till they made him fa- 
tisfa&ion z they deſired ro know what that ſhould be:herold chem they ſhould pre- 
ſent hum the Kings Bow and Arrowes, and nct offerto come armed where he was; 
that they ſhould be friends with the Aforawghtacerds his friends,and giuc him their 
Kings ſonne in pledge to pertorme it, and then all King ames his men ſhould be 
their triends, Vpon this they preſently ſent to the Rapaharocks ro mecte him ar the 
placelwhere they firſt fought, where would be the Kings of Nantautacmnd and Piſa 


ſaſſac:which according to their promiſe werethere ſo ſoone as wezwhere Rapahanock, 


preſented his Bow and Arrowes, and confirmed all we delired,except his tonne, ha- 
Ving no more but him hecould not live without him, bur in ſtead of his ſonne he 
would giuc him the three women Aforanghtacund had ftolne, This was accepted ; 
and ſoin three or foure Canowes,ſo many as could went with ysto Horarghtacnnd, 
where Xoſco made them ſuch re)ations, and gaue to his friends ſo many Bowes and 
Arrowes,that they no leſlc loued him then admired vs. The 3 women were brought 
our Captain, to each he gaue a chayne of Beads: andthen caufing Moranghtacund, 
Moſeo, and Kaepabanock ſtand before him, bid Repahaneckrake her heloucd beſt, and 
Adoraughtacand chule next, & to Hoſco he gaue the third. Y pon thisawey wenttheir 
Canowes over the water,to fetch their veniton, and all the proviſion they could,and 
they that wanted Boats ſwam over the river:the darke commarided vs then to reſt, 
The next day there was of men, women, and children, as we conjetured,(ix or ſea- 
uen hundred, dauncing,& linging,andnot a Bownor Arrow ſeene among them, 
Hoſco changed his name Vttaſantaſeugh, which we interpret Strevger, tor ſo they 
call vs. All promiſing cyer to be our friends, and to planc Corne purpolcly for vs; 
and we to provide hatchers, beads, and copper for them, we departed, giuin 

them a Volley of ſhot, and they vs as loud ſhouts andcryes as their ftrengths coul 

viter. That night weanchored intheriver of Payjankatark,and Sifcovered it ſo high 


and children,tharwere tending their corne,of which they pronuſed vs part when we 
would fetch it, as had doneall the Nations whereever we had yet becne, 

In afayre calme, rowing towards poynt Comfort, we anchored in Goſnolls Bay, 
bur ſuch a ſuddaine guſt ſurpriſed vs in the night with chunder and rayne, that we 
never thought more to haue ſecne James Towne, Yet running beforethe wind, we 
ſomctimes {ay the Land by the flaſhes of fire from heayen,by which hght onely we 
kept from the ſplitting ſhore, yntill it pleaſed God 1n that blacke darkneſle to pre- 
ſcruevs by that light to finde poync Abe : there refrcſhin : our ſc}ues,becaute we 
had onely but heard of the (hyapeacks & Nandſamunads, we t 
all our neighbours ncare home, as ſo many Nations abroad, 

So ſetting ſayle for the Southerne ſhore, we ſayled vp a narrow river vp the coun- 
try of Chiſapeack ; it hath a good channell, but many ſhoules about the entrance.By 
that we had ſayled (ix or ſeauen myles, we ſaw two or three little garden plors with 
their houſes, the ſhores overgrowne with the greateſt Pyne and Firre trecs weeeyer 
ſaw in the Country. But not ſeeing nor hearing any people, and che river very nare 
row, We returned to the great riuer;to ſee zf we could hndeany of they, Coeking 
eng 


oughc Kas fit co know 


with the firſt ſupply in Virginia. 
the ſhore towards Nand/amnyd, which is moſt Oyſter-bankes ; at the mouch of char 
riucr, we eſpied {1x of ſeaucn Salvages making their wires, who prelently fled: a- 
ſhore we wenc, and where they wrought we trrew divers toyes, and ſo departed, 
Farre we were not gone ere they came againe, and began to (ing, and daunce, and 
xecall vs :and chus we began our firſt acquaintance, Ar laſt one of them delired vs 
to goeto lus houſe yp that riuer, into our Boat voluntarily he came, the reſt r.n at- 
ter vs by the ſhore with all ſhew of loue that could be. Seauen or exght myles we ſay- 
led vp this narrow riuer: at laſt on the Weſterne ſhore we faw large Cornehelds, 
inthe nudita lutle Jle; arid in it was abundance of Corne ; the people he told vs 
were all a hunting, bur in the Ile was his houſe, to which he inuired vs with much 
kindneile; to him, his wife,and children,we gaue ſuch things as they ſeemed much 
contenced them. The ochers being come,delired vs alſo to goe bua lice higher to 
{ce cheir houtes : here our hoſt lete vs, che reſt rowed by vs mn a Canow, till, we were 
jo far palt che lie the r1uer became very narrow. Here we delired ſome of them to 
come abord vs,wherart pauling a little,they told vs they would bur fetch their bows 
and ariowes and goe all with vs, but being a-ſhore and thus armed,they perſwaded 


vs to goe forward, but we could neither perſwade them into their Canow,nor into ' 


our Boac. This gaue vs cauſe to prouide tor the worft. Farre we went not ere {eauen 
or cight Canowes full of men armed appeared following vs, ſtaying to ſee the con- 
cluſion, Preſently from each (ide the river came arrowes © faſt as two or three hun- 
dred could (hoot them, whereat we returned to gerthe open. They in the Canowes 
ler fly allo as faft, but amongſt them we beſtowed ſo many hor, the moſt of them 
leaped overboord and ſwam aſhore, but two or three eſcaped by rowing, being a- 
painſt cheir playnes :our Muskets they found ſhot further chen their Bowes, for wee 
made not rwentic ſhot cre they all reryred behind che next trees. Being thus got our 
of their trap, we {ci{cd on all cheir Canowes, and moored them in the mid(t of the 


open. Morcthen an hundred arrowes ſtucke in our Targets, and about che boat, 


yer none hurt, onely Anthony Bagnall was ſhot in his Har,and another in his (lecue, 
Bur ſeeing cheir multitudes, and fuſpeCting as it was, that both the Nanadſamunds, 
and the Chiſapeacks were together, we thought it beſt to ryde by their Canowes a 
while, to bechinke if ir were better to burne all in the Iſle, or draw them co compo- 


ſition, till we were prouided co rakeall they had, which was ſufficient to feed all our. 


(olony : but ro burne the Iſle at night It was concluded; In the interim we began to 
cur irt peeces their Canowes, and they preſently ro lay downe their bowes, making 
ſignes of peace ; peace we told them we would accepr ir, would they bring vs cheir 
Kings bowes od arrowes, with a chayne of peatle ; and when we came againe giue 
vsfourc hundred baskets full of Corne, otherwiſe we would breake all fs boats, 
and burne thejr houſes, and corne, and all they had. To perftorine all this they at- 
ledged onely the want of a Canow;ſo we pur one a drift & bad them ſwim roferch 
her : andcill they performed their promiſe, wee would but onely breaketheir Ca- 
nowes, T hey crycdto vstodoe no more, all ſhould be as we would:which prefently 
they performed, away went their bowes and arrowes, and tagge and ragge came 
with cheir baskets : ſo muchas we could carry we tooke, and 1o departing good 
friends, we returned to /ſawes Towne, where we ſafely atrived the 7. of Septeniber, 
1 608. There we found MF Scrivener, and divers others well recovered: many dead ; 
ſome licke: the late Preſidentpriſoner for mutiny : by the honeſt diligence of Ma- 
ſter Scrivener,the harueſt gathered, but the proviſion in the ſtore much ipoyled wich 
rayne, Thus wasthat ſummer ( when little wanted Y conſumed and ſpent, and no- 
thing done(ſ{uch was the «horny of Captaine Ratliffe) bur onely this diſcovery; 
wherein to exprelle all the dangers, accidents, and incounters chis {mall number 
palled in that ſmall Barge, by the ſcale of proportion, 'abour three thouſand 
myles, with ſuch watery dyet in thoſe great waters and barbarous Countnes ( cill 
then toany Chriſtian viterly vaknowne) I rather referre their merir co the cenſure 
of the courteous and experieniced Reader,then I would be tedious or partiall being 
a partie. |

Wrinecn by Anthony Bagnall,Nathanacll Powell,and Anas Toakshl, 
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The Preſidency ſurrendred to ( aptaine Smith : the Arrivall and 
returne of the ſecond Supply. And what happened. 

Hetenth of September, by the Ele&ion of the Councell, andrequelt of the 

Company, Captaine Smith recemucd the Letters Patents : which nll then by 

no meanes he would accept, though he was often importuned therevnto, 

Now the building of Rathffes Pallace ſtayed as a thing needleile;the Church 
Was repaired the Storc-houſe recouered ; buildings preparcd for the Supplyes, we 
expected) the Fort reduced to a fiue-ſquareforme ; the order of the Watch renew- 
ed ;zthe {quadrons(cach ſerting of the Watch)crained; the whole Company cuery 
Saturday exerciſed, inthe plaine by the welt Bulwarke, prepared for that purpoſe, 
we called Smithfield: where ſometimes morethen an hundred Salvages would itand 
in an amazement to behold, how a fyle would barter a tree, where he would make 
them a marke to ſhoot at; the boats trimmed for trade, which being ſent our with 
Lieutenant Percy, in their Tourney incountred the ſecond Supply, that brought 
them backe to diſcover the Country of Aoracan. How or why Capraine Newpors 
obtained ſuch a private Commiſſion, as not to returne without a lumpe of gold, a 
certaintic of the South ſca,or one of the loſt company ſent out by Sir Water Kaleigh, 
I know not; nor why he brought ſuch a fiue peeced Barge, nor to bearevsto that 
South ſea, till we had borne her over the mountaines, which how farre they excend 
1s yet vnknowne. As for the Coronation of Powhatan, and his preſents of Baſon 
and Ewer, Bed, Bedſtcad, Clothes, and ſuch coſtly nouelties,they had beene much 
better well ſpared then ſo il] ſpent, for wee had his favour much berter onely for a 
playne peece of Copper, till this ſtately kinde of ſoliciting, madc him ſo much 0- 
vervalue himſelfe, that he reſpeced vs as much as nothing at all. As forthe hyring 
of the Poles and Datch-men, to make Pitch, Tar, Glalle, Milles, and Sope aſhes, 
when the Country is repleniſhed with people, and necelTaries, would haue done 
well, butto ſend them and ſeauentie more without victualls to worke, was not ſo 
well aduiſed nor conlidered of, as it ſhould hauc beene. Yetthis could not haue hurc 
vs had they beene 200.though then we were 130 that wanted for our ſelues.For we 
had the Salyages in that decorums (their harveſt being newly gathercd, that we feas 
red not to ger vietuals for 500. Now wasthere no way to make vs miſcrable,but to 
negle&t that time to make prouſion whilſt it wasto be had, the which was done by 
the direction trom Englandto performe-this (trange diſcovery, bur a more ſtrange 
Coronation to looſe that time,ſpend that vi&ualls we had,tyreand ſtarue our men, 
hauing no meanesto carry victuals, munition,the hurtor ſicke, but on cheir owne 
backes. How or by whom they were inuented I know not: but Captaine Newpert 
weonely accounted the Author, who to cife& theſe proieRs, had ſo guilded mens 


hopes with great promifes,that both Company and Councell concluged his reſolu-

tionſorthemott part: God doth Know they lietle knew what they did, nor ynder- 
ſtood chejr owne Cates © conclude ns conclutions, againſt all the inconveniences 
thetorciecing Preltident alledged, Ot this Supply there was added to the Counce!l, 
one Gaptanc Hichard Waldo, and Ciptane Wynn: ewaauncient Souldiers, and vali- 
ant Gentlemen, vur 7<t tgnorant of the bulines, { being butnewly arrized.) Rat/efe 
'asalio permatced to have his voyce, & MF Scriverer, delitous to feeitrange Coun» 
tries: {0 that a!chough Szzth was Preſident, yerthe Maior part of the Connce]! had 
the auchoricie and ruled it as they lifted, As for clearing Smiths obicttions, how 
Puch and I acre, Wainſcot,'Clapbora, Glaile, and Sope aſhes, could: be provided, 
to relade ihe (hip, or provition got rokine withall, when none was in che Country, 
and that we had, fp<nt,before the ſhip departed to effect theſe projets. The an{wer 
was, Capiaine Newpors vadercooketo fraught the Pinnace of twenne tunnes with 
Corne 1 going and recurimng in his Ditcovery, and to refraught her againe from 
W-rewocerzcco ct Powhatan, Alio promuling agreat proportion of viftualls from che 
Ship z inferctag caar$9:th; propoiitions were onely devices to hinder his tourney, 
ro eticEt it himicite;and chat che cruel he had vied to che Salvages, migic well be 
the occalion to hinder thele Dejzgnes, and feeke revenge on him, For which taxa» 
tion all workes were left,and 120 choſen men were appointed for Newpor:ts guard 
in this Ditcovery, But Captaine Smith to make cleare all thote ſeeming ſaſpimons, 
that the Salvages were nt fo deſperate as was pretended by Caprtaine Newport, and 
how willing { lince vy cheir authoritie they would hauentio) he was to aſhift them 
what he could,becauteithe Coronation would conſume much time, he vndertooke 
humiclte their 1cilaze to Powhatan,to intreat him to come to [ames Towne to re- 
cciue his preſents. And where Newport Curitnot goc with lelſe then 120. he on} 
rooke with him Captaine Falas, M. Ararew Buckler, Edward Brinton, and Samnel 
Cotter: with thyſe toure he went over land to Weroweromocolome 12 myles;there he 


patied the river of Pamavnige ina Salvage Canow. Powhatan being 30 myles of, 


was preſently ſent for : in the meane tumc, Pocahorras and her women entertained 
Capciuine Swi in this manner, 

In a fayre plaine field racy macea fire, betore which, hefiting vpon a mat, ſud- 
dainly amongtt the woods was heard ſuch a Iydeous noife and fhrecking, that che 
Englith bctooxe themiciues to their armes, and ſeized on two or three old wen by 
them,ſuppoling Powhatan with all us power was come to ſurpriterhem. Bur pre= 
ſently Pocaventas came, willing him to kill her if any hurt were intended, and the 
bcholders, waich were men, woinen,aad children, farisfied the Capcatuc there was 
no fuch matter. Then preſently they were preſented with this anticke z chirtie young 
women came naked out of the woods, onely covered behind and bcfore with a fevy 
greene leaucs, their bodies all painted, ſomeot one colour, forcof another, bur all 
diffcring,the:r Icader lad atayre payre of Bucks hornes on her head, and an Ocrers 
Skinne ather gird}c,and another at her arme,a quiver of arrowes at her backe, a bow 
and arrowes in her hand ; the next had in her hand a ſword, anotheraclub, anorner 
a pot-ſtickezali horned alike: the refit every one with their ſeverall geviſes, Thelc 
ficnds with wott helliſh ſhouts and cryes, ruſhing from among the trees, caft them- 
ſclues in a ring abou: che fire, [1nging and dauncing with molt excellcne 111 varietiey 
of: Falling incocheir infernall paſſions, and ſolemnly againero ling and daunce; ha- 
ving ſpent ncare an hourc in tms Malcarado, as they cntredin like manner chey de- 
parced. 

Having reaccemodated chemſclues,they ſolemnly invited him to their lodgings, 
Where he was no ſooner within the houle, bur all cheſe Nymphes more tormented 
him then ever, with crowding, preſſing, and hanging about him, moſt tediouſly 
crying, Loue you not me ? loue you not me? This falucation ended, the feaſt was ſer, 
conlilting of all che Salvage daincics they could devite:{ome attending, others {ing- 
ing and dauncing about them ;z which mirth being ended, with fire-brands in ſtead 
of Torches they conduRed him to his lodging, | 

Thus did they ſhew their feats of armes, and others art in danncing:; 
Seme other vs d there oaten pipe, and others voyces chanting. 
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Captaine The next day came Powhatan.Smith delivered his meſſage of che preſents ſeur him, 
Smubs meſ= and redeliyvered him Namonack he had ſent for Exgland,deliring him to come to his 
ſage, Father Newport, to accept thoſe preſents, and conclude their revenge againit the 


CMonacars, Wherevnto this ſJubtileSavage thus replyed, 
Powhatens If your K mg hane ſent me Preſents, 1 alſo am a King, and this ts m) land: eight dayes I 
anſvwcr, will ſtay toreceine them. Tour Father is to conze to me, not 1 ro him, nor yet to your Fort, 
neither will [ bite at ſucha bait: as for the Monacans I can revenge my owne miries, and 
as for Atquanachuk, where you ſay your brother was ſlaine, it 1s a contrary way from thoſe 
parts you /uppoſe it ; but for any ſalt water beyend the monntaines, the Relations you haue 
had from my people are falſe. Wherevpon he began to draw plots vpon the ground 
( according to his diſcourſe) of all thoſe Regions. Many ocher dilcourtes they had 
( yer both content to giue each other content mn complemencall Courtelices) and fo 
Captaine Smith returned with this Aniwer. 
Powhatans Vpon this the Preſents were ſent by water which is neare an hundred myles,and 
Coronation, the Captains went by land with fiftie good ſhot, All being met ar #erowocomece, the 
next day was appointed for his Coronation, thenthe pretents were bruught him, 
his Baſon and Ewer, Bcd and furniture {et vp, his (carler Cloke and app. rell with 
much adoe pur on him, being perlwaded by Namortack chey would not hurt him: 
bur a fouletrouble there was to make hun kneele to receine his Crowne, he nezxcher 
knowing the maieſty nor meaning of a Crowne, nor bending of cheknee, endured 
ſo many per{walions, examples, and in{tru&tions, as tyred them all ; ar lalt by lea- 
ning hard on his ſhoulders, he a lttie ſtooped,and three having the crowne mn heir 
hands put it on his head, when by che warning of a Piſtoll che Boars were prepared 
with ſuch a volley of ſhor, that the King Rtarr vp in a horrible tearc, till he ſaw all 
was well. Then rememoring himſelte, ro congrarulate their kindnelle, he gauc his 
01d ſhooes and his mantell to Captaine Newport : but perceiving his purpo!c was to 
diſcover the Monacans, he laboured to divert his reſolution, retuling to lend him ci- 
ther men or guides morethen Namontack ; and ſo afrer ſome ſmall complementall 
kindnelle on both ſides, in requitall of his preſents he preſented Newport with a 
heape of wheat cares that might containe ſome 7 or 8 Buſhels, and as much more 
we bought in the Towne, wherewith wereturncdto the Forr. 
The diſcove- TheShip having diſburdened her ſelfe of zo perſons,with the firſt Gentlewoman 
ry of Monacan. and woman-ſeruant that arrived in our Colony, Captaine Newport with 120 choſen 
men, led by Captaine Waldo, Licutenant Percie, Captaine Wine, Mr Weſt, and Mr 
Scrivener,ſer forward for the diſcovery of Aonacan,leaving rhe Prelident at che Fort 
with about $0. or 90. { ſuch as they were) torelade che Ship. Arriving at the Falles 
wemarched by land ſome fortie myles 1n two dayes and a halfe, and fo rerurned 
downethe ſame path we went. Twotownes we diſcovered of the Heonacans, called 
Maſſinacakand IMowhemenchouch,the peopleneither vied vs well nor ill, yet for our 
ſecuricie we tooke one of their petty Kings, and led him bouns to condutt vs the 
way. Andin ourreturnes run te many places we ſuppoſed Mines, about which 
we ſpent ſometime in refyning,having one Williams Callicut a retyner firred tor that 
purpoſe, From that cruſt of earth wedigged, he perſ[waded vs to belecu: he extrac- 
red ſome {mall quantitie of (ilver zand (not vnlikely ) better Rutfe might be had for 
the di gging. With this poore tryall, being contented toleauethis fayre, fertile, well 
watered Country;and comming to the Falles,the Salvages fayned there were divers 
How the Sal- {h1ps come into the Bay, to kill them at James Towne, Trade they would not, and 
vages deluded finde their Corne we could not forchey had hid itin the woods: and being thus 
Cap.Newport, deluded, wearrived at /ames Towne, halfeſicke, all complaining, and cyred with 
royle, famine, and diſcontent, to haue onely bur diſcovered our guilded hopes, and 
{uch fruicle(Te certainties, as Cavtaine Smrth fortold vs. | 
But thoſe that hunger ſecke to flake, 
Which thus aboundmg wealth would rake : 
Not all the gemmes of [\ter ſhore, 
Nor all the gold of Lydia's ſtore, 
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C'an fi /{ therr greedie appetite; 
[t is a thimg ſo mfunte, 

No ſooner were wc landed, but the Preſident diſperſed ſo many as were able, 
ſome for Glatle, others tor Tarre,Pitch, and Sope aſhes,Jeauing chem with the Forc 
ro the Councels overlight,bur 3o ot vs he conducted downethe river ſome 5 myles 
from [ames rowne, to lcarne co make Clapbord, cut downe trees, and lye in woods. 
Amongſrthereſt he had choſen Gabriel Beadle, and TohnRwxſſel!, the onely two gal- 
lancs of chis laſt Supply ,and both proper Genclemen. Strange were theſe pleaſures 
ro their conditions ; yer lodging, eating, and drinking, working or playing, they 
bur doing as the Prelident did hunfelfe. All cheſe things were carried ſo pleaſantly 
as within a weeke they became Maſters : making it their delight to heate the trees 
thunder as they fell ; bur the Axes fo otr bliſtered their render fingers, that many 
times every third blow hada loud orheto drowne the eccho z for remedie of which 
ſinne, the Prefident deyiſed how co heuc every mans othes numbred, and ar night 
for every othe co haue a Cann of water powred downe his flecue, with which every 
often. der was ſo walhed (himfclte and all) that aman ſhould ſcarce heare an othe in 
a weeke, 

For he who ſcornes and makes but icjts of curſings, and his othe, 
He deth contemne ,not man but God, nor Goa,nor man,but both. : 

By this, let no man thinke that the Preſident and theſe Gentlemen ſpent their 
times as common Wood-hapgers art felling of trees, or ſuch other like Jabours, or 
thar they were preiledto it as hirelings, or common ſlaues z for whac they did, after 
they were but once a httle 1nyrea,it ſeemed and ſome conceited it, onely as a plea- 
ſure and recreation, yet 3o or 40 of ſuch yoluncary Gentlemen would doc more jn 
a day then 100 ofthe relt chart muſt be preit to it by compulſion, butrwentie good 
workemen had beene better rhen them all. 

Maſter Scrivezer, Captaine Waldo, and Captaine Winne at the Fort, every one in 
Ike manner carefully regarded their charge. T he Prelident returning from amongſt 
rhe woods, ſeeing the trme conſumed and no provition gotten, (andthe Ship Jay 
idleat a great charge and did nothing ) preſently imbarked himielte in the diſcove- 


ry barge, giving order tz the Councell co feud Licutenanc Percie afcer hum with the. 


nexc barge chat arriveda: the Fort z two Barges he had himiclte and 48 men, but 
arriving at Chickghamnia, that dogged Nation was too well acquainted with our 
wants,refuling to trade, with as much ſcorne and infolency as they could cxprelle, 
The Prelidenr percenung it was Powhatans policy to ſtarue vs, told them he came 
not ſo much for their Corne, as to revenge his impriſonment, and the death of his 
men murthered by chem, and {o landing his men and readie to charge them, they 
immediately fied : and preſently after ſentcheir Ambatladors with corne, fiſh, foule, 
and what they had zo make their peace, (their Corne being that yearc bur bad)chey 
complamed extreamely ot cheir owne wants, yet fraughted our Boats with an hun- 
dred Buſhels of Cerne, and in hke manner Lieutenant Percies, that not long after 
arrived, and having dorteche belt chey could ro content vs,we parted good friends, 
and returned to /ames toWwne, 

Though this much contented che Company, ( that feared nothing more then 
ſtarving ) yec fome ſo envied his good ſuccelle, that they rather deſired to hazzard 
a ſtarving, then his paines ſhould proue ſo much more ette&tuall then theirs. Some 
coun chere were mvented by Newport and Rathffe, not onely to haue depoſed 

im, but co haue kept him our of the Fort zfor that being Preſident,he would leaue 
hisplace and che Fort withouc their conſents, bur their hornes were ſo much too 
ſhorcto etfc& it, as they themſelues more narrowly eſcaped a greater miſchiefe. 

All thistime our old Taverne made as much of all them 4 had either money 
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or ware as could be deſired: by this time they were become {o perte&t on all ſides (I Yernein 77s 
meane the ſouldiers, {aylers, and Salvages) as there was tenne times more care to £7 


maintaine their damnable and privatetrade, then to provide for the Colony things 
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that were neceſſary, Neicher was it a ſmall policy in Newport and the Marriners to 
report in E»gland we had ſuch plentie, and bring vs ſo many men without viQuals, 
when they had ſo many private Factors in the Fort, that within {1x or ſcauen weeks, 
of two'or three hundred Axes, Chillels, Hows, and Pick-axcs, {carce twentie could 
be found: and for Pike-heads,thot, Powder,or any thing they could ſteale from their 
fellowes, was vendible; they knew as well ( and as fecrctly ) how to convey them to 
trade with the Salvages for Furres, Baskcts, Ad»ſſanceks, young Beaſts, or ſuch like 
Commodities, as exchange them with the Saylers for Butter,Cheeſe,Becte, Porke, 
Aqua vite, Beere, Bisket, Oatmeale, and Oyle: and then fayne all was ſen: them 
from their friends. And though Yirginia atfootded no Furres tor the Store, yet one 
Maſter in one voyage hath got {o many by this indirect mcancs, as he contelled to 
haue ſold in England for 30). 

Thoſe are che Saint-ſceming Worthies of Y:irginsa, thathaue notwithſtanding all 
this meate, drinke, and wageszbut now they begin to grow weary,ther trade being 
both perceived and prevented z none hath becne1n Yirginia that hath obſerved any 
thing, which knowes not this to be true, and yet the lolſc,the ſcorne,the miſery,and 
ſhame, was the poore Officers, Gentlemen, and careletſe Governours, who were all 
thus bought & fold; the adventurers couſened,and che aftion overcirowne by their 
falſe excuſes, informations, and directions, By this Jet all men 1udge, how this buſi» 

nelſe could proſper, being thus abuſed by ſuch pilfring occaſions, And had nor 
Captaine Newport cryed Peccavi,the Prefident would haue diſcharged the ſhip, 
and cauſed him to haue ſtayed one yeare in YVirgima, to learne to ipeake of his owne 
EXPCricnce, 

Maſter Scriverer was ſent with the Barges and Pinnace to Ferowecemeco, where 
he found the Salvages more readie to Hght chen trade z but his vigilancy was ſuch 
as prevented their proieRs, and by the meanes of Namontack. got three or foure 
hogsheads of Corne,andas much Pocones, which is a red roote, which then was c- 
ſteemed an excellent Dye, 

Captaine Newport being diſpatched,with the tryals of Pirch,Tarre,GlaſTe,Frank- 
incenſe, Sope aſhes ; with that Clapboord and Waynſcor that could be provided; 
met with MF Serivener at poynt Comfort, and ſo returned for &1g/and, We remaining 
were about two hundred. 
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C The Copy of a Letter ſent to the Treaſurer 
and Councell of Yigmia from Captaine Smith, 
then Preſident in VYikxerni a, 


Right Honorable, &c. 


Receivedyour Letter wherein you write,that our mings are ſo ſet vpon ſatti- 
08,and idle conteits in diuiding the Country withoſt jour conſents,and that 
we feed Y ou but withifs eyed hore ſome few proofes; as if we would 

keepe the myſtery of the buſneſſe to our ſelues : and that we muſt expreſly fellow 

your inſtructions ſent by Captain Newport:the charge of whoſe voyage amounts 
to neare two thouſand pounds, the which if we cannot defray by the $ hips returne, 
we are like to remain as baniſped men,To theſe particulars I humbly intreat your 
Pardons if 1 offend you with my rade Anſwer. 

For onr factions, unleſſeyou would haue me run away and leaue the Country, 
cannot prevent them: becauſe 1 do make many tay that wouldels ſly any whether. 
For the idle Letter ſent tomy Lord of Salisbury, by the Preſident and his confe- 
derats, for diniding the Country exe. hat it was 1know wot, fer you ſaw no hand 
of 
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of mine to it ;, nor ener dream t I of any ſuch matter. That we feed you with hopes, 
ec. Thouzh 1 be no ſcholer, 1 ampaſt a ſchoole-boy ; and 1 deſire but to know, 
what either you, and theſe here doe know, but that I haue learned to tell you by 
the continnall hazard of my life. 1 haue not concealed from you any thing 1 know , 
but 1 feare ſome cauſe you to beleene much more then is true, 

Expreſly to follow your aireitions by Captaine Newport,thou2h they be perfor- 
med, 1was diredtly againſt it ; bat according toour Commuſion, I was content to 
be overruled by the maior part of the Courcell, 1 feare ts the hazard of vs all 
which now generally confeſſed when it is too late. Opely Captaine \Winne and 
Captaine Waldo 7 haue ſworne of the Councell,and Crowned Powharan accor- 
ding to your inflruct tons. 

For the charge of thus Voyage of two or three thouſand pounds,we haue not recei- 
wed the value of an hundred pouni's. And for the quartred Boat tobe borne by the 
Sorldiers over the Falles, Newport had 120 of the beſt men he could chuſe. if be 
had burnt her ts aſhes, one mig ht haue carried her in a bag, but as ſhe ts, fiue hux- , 
ared cannot to a navigable place aboue the Falles, And for him at that time to find 
in the South Sea, a Mme of gold; or any of them ſent by Sir Walter Ralcigh : at 
our Conſultation I told them was as likely as the reſt. But during this preat diſco- 
very of thir tie myles, (which might as well haue beene done by one man,and much 
morefor the value of a pound of Copper at a ſeaſonible tyme) they had the Piznace 
ard all the Boats with them, but one that remained with me to ſerue the Fort. In 
their abſence 1 followed the wew begun workes of Pitch and T arre, Glaſſe, Sope« 
aſhes, and Clapboord, whereof ſome ſmall quantities we haue ſent you. Bat if you 
riehtly conſider, what an infinite toyle it 15 in Ruſha and Swethland, where the 
woods are proper for naught els, and though there be the helpe both of man and 
beaſt in thoſe ancient Common-wealths,which many an hundred yeares have vſed 
it,yet thouſands of thoſe poore people can ſcarce get neteſſaries to line, but from 
hind to mouth. And though your Factors there can buy as much ina week as will 
fraught you a ſhip, or as much as you pleaſe; you muſt not expett from vs any ſuch 
matter, which are but a many of ignorant miſerable ſoules, that are ſcarce able to 
get wherewith toline, and defend our ſelues againſt the inconſiant Salvages:fun- 
ding but here and there a tree fit for the purpoſe, and want all things els the Ruſ- 
fians have. For the Coronation of Powhatan, by whoſe advice you ſent him ſuch 
preſents, I know not; but this gine me leane to tell you,1 feare they wilkbe the con- 
fuſion of vs all ere we hearefrom you a8 1ine. At Your Ships arrivall, the Salvages 

harveſt was newly gathered, and we going tobuy it, our ownenot being halfe faf 
ficient for ſo great a nun: As for the two ſhips loading of Corne Newport pro- 
miſed to provide vs fromPowhatan, he brought vs 6d oor Buſhels; and 
fromthe Monacans nothing, but the moſt of the menſitke and neare famiſhed. 
From your Ship we had not proviſion in victuals worth twenty pound,end we are 
more then two hundred to line vponthis:the one halfe ſicke,the other little better. 
For the Saylers ( Iconfeſ(ſe) they daily make good cheare, but our dyet u alittle 
meale and water, and not ſufficient of that, Though there be fiſh in the Sea, fonles 
in the ayre, and Beaſt si the woods, their bounds are [o large, they ſo wilde, and 
we ſo weake andionorant, we cannot much trouble them. Captaine Newport we 
much ſuſped? to be the 4uthour of thoſe inventions. Now that you ſhould know,1 
haue made you as great a diſcovery as he, for leſſe charge then he [pendethyoue- 

very meale; 1 hane [ent you this Mappe of the Bay and Rivers, with an annexed

Relation of the Countries and Nations that inhabit them, as you may ſee at large. 
Alſo two barrels of ſtones, and ſuth as 1 take to be good Iron ore at theleaſt;ſp de- 
vided, as by their notes you may ſee in what places 1 found them. The Souldiers 
ſay many of your officers maintaine their families out of that you ſend v5:and that 
Newport hath an hundred pounds a yeare for carrying newes. For every maſter 
you haue yet ſent can find the way as well as he, ſo that an kundred pound might 
be ſpared, which is more then we hane all, that helps to pay him wages. Cap.Rat- 
liffe #5 wow called Sicklemore, a poore counterferted /mpoſt ure. 1 haue ſent you 
him home. leaſt the company ſhould cut bis throat { hat he is now every one cantell 
you:if he and Archer returne ag aine, they are ſufficient to keepe vs alwayes in fa- 
(tons When you ſend againe 1 intreat you rather ſend but thirty Cas pentershuſ- 
bandmen,gardiners, fiſher men,blackſmiths,maſons,and diggers vp of trees,yoors, 
well provided, then a thouſand of ſuch as we haue ; for except wee be able both to 
lodge them, andfeed them, the moſt will conſume with want of neceſſaries before 
they can be made good for any thing.T hus if you pleaſe to conſider this account and 
of the unneceſſary wages to Captaine Newport, or his ſhips ſo long lingering and 
ſtaying here(for notwithſtanding his boaſting to leane vs vittuals for 12 moneths, 
thongh we had 8g by this diſcovery lame ana ſicke, and but a pinte of Cornea day 
for « man, we were conſtrained to gine him three hogſheaas of that ro vittuall hins 
homeward) or yet to ſend ints Germany or Poleland for plaſſe-men@> the reſt, 
till we be able to ſuſtaine our ſelues, and relieue them when they come, It were bet- 
ter togine fine hundred pound 4 tun for thoſe groſſe Commoditics in Denmarke, 
then [end for ther hither, till more neceſſary things be provided. For in over-toy- 
ling our weake and vnskilfull bodies, to ſatisfie this aeſr of preſent profit, we can 
ſcarce ever recover our ſelues from one Supply to another. And 1 bambly intreat 
you hereafter, let vs know what we ſhould receine, and not ſtand to the Saylers 
conrteſie to leaue vs what they pleaſe, els you may charge vs with what you will, 
bat we not you with any thing.Theſe are the cauſes that haue kept v5in Virginia, 
fromlaying ſuch a foundation,that ere this might have given mach better content 


and ſatisfaction ; but as yet you muſt not looke for any profitable returnes: ſo 1

Theſe poore concluſions ſo affrighted vs all with famine, that the Preſident pro» 
vided tor Nandſamznad, and tooke with him Captaine Fimne, and M* Serrwener, then 
xerurning from Captaine Newport, Theſepeople alſo long denicd him not onely 
the 400 Baskets of Cornethey promited, bur any crade ar all;(excufing cthemiclurs 
they had ſpent mott they had, and were commanded by Pewhatar to keepe thar they 
had, and not to let vs come into cheir river) Gill we were conſtrained to begin with 
them pertorce, Vpon the diſcharging of our Muskcts they all fled and ſhoc nor ati 
Arrow ; the firit houſe we came to we fer on fire, which when they:perceiued, they 
deſired we would make no more {poyle, and they would giue vs halte they had ; 
bow they collected it I know not, bur before night they loaded our three Boatsz 
and {o we returned to our quarter ſome foure myles downe the River, which was 
onely the open woods ynder the lay of a hill, where ail che ground was covered with 
ſnow, and hard fcozenzthe {now we digged away and madea great fire jn the places 
when che ground was well dryed, we curned away the fire z and covering the place 
with a mart, there we Jay very warme. To keepe vs from the winde we made alhade 
of another Mat ; asthe winde turned we turned our ſhade, and when the ground 
grew cold we remoued the fire, And thus many a cold winter night haue wee Jaine 
in this miſcrable manner, yerthoſerhatmoſt commonly went vpon all thoſe occa- 
{10ns, were alwayes in health, luſty, and far. For ſparing them {en yeare, the next 
ycare they promuſed to plant purpoſely tor vs z aud ſoc we returned to /amesrowne, 
A bout rhis time there was a marriage berwixr 7ohn Laygonand Anne Burras which 
wasthe firlt marriage we had in Virginia . | 

Long he ſtayed noc, bur ficting himſelfe and Captaine Waldo with ewo Barges, 
From Chawopoweanece, and all | 56a thercabouts, all rhe people were fled, as being 
jealous of our intents ; till we diſcovered the river and people of Apamatach ; where 
wetoundnot much;that hey had we equally divided, bur gauethem copper, and 
ſuch chings as contented them in conlideration. Maſter Scx4vener and Licurenaut 
Perciewcatalſo abroad, but could find nothing. 

The Preſident ſecing the procraſtinating of time, was no courſe co liue, reſolved 
with Captaine Waldo ( whom he knew to be {urein timeof need)roſurpriſe Powhas 
fan, and all his proviſion , but che vawillingnefle of Capraine 3/izze, and Maſter 
Scryener, for ſome priva reſpe&, plotted in Exg/and to ruine Captaine Smith, did 
cheir beſt co hinder cheir proxeR z but che Prefident whom no perſwaſions could 
perſwade to ftaruc, being imvitcd by Powhatan to come vnto him; and it he would 
ſend him bur men ro build him a houſe, giue him a gryndſtone, fiftic ſwords, ſome 
peeces, a cock and a hen; with much copper and is he would load his Ship with 
Cornc. The Preſident nor ignoranc of his deviſes and ſubriltie, yer vnwilhog to 
neplett any opportunitic, preſently ſent three Dutch-men and two Eng/ii/h, having 
to imall allowance,few were able to doe any thing to purpoſe: knowing rhere nec- 
dcd no better a Cattle to effect this protect, tooke order with Captaine Waldo io [c- 
cond him, if need required z Screener he left his ſubſtirure, and ſer forth with the 
Pinnace, wo Barges, and fortic-fix men, which onely were ſuch as voluncarily of+ 
fered chemſclues tor his Tourney, the which by reaſon of M* Scriverers ill ſuccelle, 
was cenſured very deſperate; they all knowing Smith would nor returne empric, if 
ut were to be had ; howſoeyer, it cauſed many of thoſerhar he had appointed,ro. find 
excuſes to itay ochinde, CHAP.

Arnvall. 

This company being vi&ualled but for three or foure dayes,lodged the firſt nighe 
at Warrackejack, where the Preſident tooke ſuthcient provition. This kind King Gid 
his beſt to divert him from ſecing Powhatan, burperceiuing he could not prevaile, 
he adviſed in this manner.Capraine Smirh,you ſhall find Powhatan to vic you kind+ 
ly, buttruſt him not, and beſurehe haue no oportunie to ſcize on your Armes; 
for he hath ſent for you oncly to cut your throats, The Captaine thanking him for 
his good counſell: yerthe better to try his loue, deſired guides ro Chawwoneck ; for 
he would ſend a preſent torhat King,to bind him his friend, To performe his jour- 
ney was ſent MF Sick/emore,a very valiant, honeſt, and a painefull Souldier ; wich 
him two guides,and diretions how to ſeeke for the loſt company of Sir Walter Ra- 
leight, and filke Gralle, Then wedeparted thence, the Prelident atſuring the King 
perpecuall loue ; and left with him Samwel Collier his Pageto learne the Languages. 


So this Kings deeds by ſacred Oath adinr d. 
More wary proues, and circumſpett by os : 
Fearing at leaſt his double forfeiture ; 

To offend hic friends, and ſin againſt his Gods. 


The next night being lodged at Keconghtas ; (ix or ſeaven dayes the extreame 
winde, rayne, Colt and inow cauſed ys to keepe Chriſtmas among the Salvages, 
where we were never more merry, nor fed on more plentie of good Oyſters, Fiſh, 
Fleſh, Wild-foule,and good bread ; nor never had better fires in Eng/ard,then in the 
dry ſmoaky houſes of Kercoughtan: but departing thence,when wetound no houſes 
we were not curious in any weather to lye three or four nights togerher vnder the 
trees by a fire, as formerly 15 ſayd. An hundred fortie cight toules the Preſident, An- 
thony Bagnall,and Serieant Piſing did kill at three ſhoots. At Kiſkzackrhefroſt & con- 
trary winds forced vs three or foure dayes alſo ( co ſuppretle che infolency of choſe 
proud Salvages) to quarter in their houſes, yet guard our Barge, and cauſc them 
give vs what we wanted ;though we were but rwelue and himſelfe, yer we never 
wanted ſhelter where we found any houſes. The 12 of lanuary wearrived at Wero+ 
wocomsco, where the river was frozen neare halke a mylefrom the ſhoxe; bur ro neg- 
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Ie&no time, the Prefident with his Barge fo far had approached by breaking the 
ice.a5the ebb left him amonglt chole oalie ſhoules,yerrarher then to lye there trozg 
ro death,by his owne example he taughtthem to march ncere middle deepe,a flight 
ſhotchrough chis muddy trozen oalc, Whenthe Barge floated, he appeynted rwo or 
threeto returnc hcr aboord the Pinnace, Where for want of water in melcing the 
ice, they made treſh water,for the river there was ſalt, Bur in this march M- R&ſell, 
(whom none could pertwade to ftay behinde) being ſomewhat ill, and exceeding 
heauie, ſo overtoyled himfelte as rhe reſt had much adoe( ere he got afhore )ro re» 
gainc lite into his dead benummed ſpirits, Quartering inthe nexc houſes wetound, 
weſcnt to Powhatan tor proviſion, who {ent vsplentie of bread, Turkies, and Veni- 
ſon ; the next day having fealted vs after his ordinary manner, he began to aske vs 
when ve would be gone: fayning he ſent notfor vs, neither had he any cornezand 
his people much Icile: yet tor foxtie ſwords he would procure vs fortie Baskets, 
The Preſident ſhewing him the men there preſent that brought him the mellage 
and conditions,asked Powhatan how it chanced he became ſo torgertull ; thereat the 
King concluded the matrer with a merry laughter, asking for our Commodities, 
but none he 1:ked without gunnes and iwords, valuing a Basker of Corne more 
precious then a Baxket of Copper; ſaying he could rate his Corne, bur nor che 
Copper, : 

Capraine Sw#th ſeeing rhe intent of this ſubtill Salvage began to deale with him 
after this manncr. Powhatan, though | had many courſes to hane made my proviſicn, yet 
beleeving your promiſes to jupp'y my wants, [ negletted all to ſatisfie your deſire:and to teſti- 
fre my lowe,! ſert you my men for your builatag negtetting mine owne.What your people had 
yer bane wereſſed, forbidding them our trade : and now you thinke by conſuming the time, 
we ſpall conſume for want, not having to fu!fill your ſirange demands, As for ſwords and 
gunnes, | told you long agoe T had uone toſpare ; and you muſt know thoſe I hane can keepe 
me from want: yet ſteale or wrong you! will not, nor diſfeiue that frienoſhip we hane mutu- 
ally premiſed, except you conſtrane ne by our bad v/age, 

The King having attentinely liſined to this Diſcourſe, promiſed that beth be and his 
Conntry would ſpare him what he could, tbe which within two dayes they ſhould receine, 
Tet { aptaine Swith, ſayth the King,ſome donbt 1 bene of your comming hither that makes 
we ot ſo kindly ſecke to reliene you as I woreld © for many ace informe me, your comming hi- 
ther is nst for trade, but toin vade my people, and pofſeſſe e my {, ountry,who dare net come to 
bring you Corne,ſecing you thus armed wuh your men, To freevs of this fearedeare aboord 
your weapons, for here they are neealeſſe, we being all friends, and for ever Powhatans, 

Wich many ſuch di{courles they ſpentthe day, quartering that night in the Kings 
houtcs. The nex: day he renewed his building, which hee litle intended ſhould 
proccede,For the Dztch-men finding hisplentie,and knowing our want,and percei= 
ving his preparations to ſurprite vs, httle thinking we could eſcape both him and fa- 
mine;{ro obraine his favour) revealed tro him ſo much as they knew of our eſtares 
ard proic&s, and how to prevent them.One of them being of ſo greata ſpirit,,udge« 
menrt,and re{olution,and ahireling that was certaine of his wages tor his labour,and 
ever well vicd both he and his Countrymen; that the Prefident knew not whom 
berter to truſt; and not knowing any fitter for that imployment, had ſent him as a 
ſpy to diſcover Pewhatars intent, then little doubting his honeſtic, nor could ever 
be certaine of his villany wall neare halte a yeare after. 

Whilſt we cxpected che comming in of the Country,we wrangled out of the King 
ten quarters of Corne for a copper Kertell, the which the Prelident perceiving him 
much to affe&, valueditar a much greater ratezbur in regard of his ſcarcity he would 


accept it, provided weſhould haueas much morethe next yeare, or cls the Coun- | 


try of Afonacan, Wherewith cach ſcemed well contented, and Powhatan began to 
expoſtulare the difference of Peace and Warrc after this manner, 

( aptaine Smith, you may wnderſtand that T having ſcene the death of all my people thrice, 
and not any oxe lining of theſe three generations but my ſelfe 51 know the difference of Peace 
and Warre better then any in my Country. But now 1 am old and ere long muſt die, wy rag 
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thren, namely Opicchapam, Opechancanough, and Kekataugh, my two ſiſtcrs,and their 
two daughters,are diſimity each others ſucce fſors.l wſh their experience 10 leſ|e then mine, 
and your lone to them no lejſe then mine to you. But this bruit from Nandiamund, that 
you are come to deſtroy my Comntry, ſo much affrighteth all my people as they dare not viſit 
you, What will it availe you to taky that by force you may quickly bane by lone, or to deſtroy 
them that provide you food. What can you get by warre, when we can hide our proviſions and 
fly to the woeds?wherety you muſt famiſh vy wronging vs your friends Ana why are you thug 
jealous of our lones ſeeing v3 unarmed, and both doe ,and are willing ſtill to feede you, with 
that you cannot get but by our labours i Thicke yeu l am/o ſimple, not toknow it 15 better to 
cate good meate, ye welt, and ſleepe quictly wth my women andchildren,largh and be mer- 
ry with you, haue copper hatchets, or what 1 want being your friend : then be forced to flie 
from alt, to lie cold tu the woods, feede ypon Acornes, rootes, and ſuch traſh, and be ſo bun. 
ted by you, that 1 can neither reft, eate,nor ſleepe; but my tyred men mvſt watch, and if a 
twig but breake, every one cryeth there commeth Captame Suh: then muſt 1 fly 1 know 
not whether: and thus with miſerable feare, end my miſerable life , leavwmg my pleaſuresto 
ſuch youths as you, which throwgh your raſh unaduiſedneſ]e may quickly 45 miſerably end, 
for want of that, you never know where to finde. Let thrs therefore aſſnre you cf our loues, 
and every jeare our friendly trade ſhall furntſh you with Corne ; and now alſo, if you would 
come in friendly manner to ſee vs, and not thus with your guns and (words as to invade your 
foes. Tothis ſubtill diſcourſe, the Preſident thus replyed. 
Capt. Smiths Seeing you will not rightly conceive of ouy words,we ftriue to make you kyomenr thoughts 
Reply. by our deeds ;the vow [ made you of my lowe, both my ſelfe and my men haze kept. As for 
yonr promiſe { find it euery day violated by ſome of your ſubietts:yet we finding your lone and 
kindneſſe, our cuſtome is ſofar from being ungratefull, that for your ſake onely, we haue cur = 
bed our thirfimg deſire of revenge;els hadthey knowne as well the crneltie we w/e to our ene« 
mics, as 0ur true loue andcomrteſie to our friends. And 1 thinke your trudgement ſufficient to 
conceive,as well by the adventures we haue undertaken, 4s by the advantage we have(by ony 
Armes)of yours : that had we intended you any burt,long ere this we could hane effatted it, 
Your people comming to James Towne are entertained wth their Bowes and Arrowes withe 
out any exceptions; we eſteeming it with you as it 15 with ys,toweare our armes 45 our appa- 
rell. As for the danger of our enemies, in ſuch warres conſiſt onr chiefeſt pleaſure : for your 
riches we bane no we : as for the hiding your proviſion,or by your flying tothe woods we ſhall 
not ſo vnedviſedly ſtarue as you conclude, your frienaly care mn that behalfe 15 needleſſe, for 
we hauea rule to finde beyond your knowledge. 

Many other diſcourſesthey had, till at laſt they began to trade, But the King ſees 

ing his will would not be admittedas a law, our guard diſperſed, nor our men dif+ 
armed, he ((ighing) breathed hisminde once morein this manner, 

Powhatawim- CaptaineSmith, 1 never wſe any Werowance ſo kindely as your ſelfe, yet from you 1 
—_— receine the leaſt kindneſſe of any, Captaine Newport game me ſwords, copper,cloathes, a 
med to betray #2, towels, or what 1 deſired ;, ener taking what 1 offered huns, aud won! ſend away hs 
VS. wnnes when Þ intreated himuone doth deny to lye at my feet, or refuſe to doe what I deſrre, 
* onely you ;, of whom 1 can hane nothing but what you regara'not, and yet you will haue 
. whatſoener you demand. Captaine Newport you call father, audſo you call me ;, but Þ ſea 
for all vs both you will doe what you liſt, and we muſt both ſecke tocontent you. But if you in- 
tend ſo friendly as you ſay, ſend hence your armes, that I may beleene you ;, for you ſeethe 

loxe 1beare you, doth cauſe me thus nakedly to forget my ſelfe. 

Smith ſeeing this Salvage burtrifle the time to cut his throat, procured the ſalya- 
gesto breake the ice, that his Boate might come to fetch his corne and him: and 
gaue order for more men to come on ſhore, to ſurpriſe the King, with whom alſo 

Cap. Smiths he bur rrifled the cime till his men were landed : and to keepe him from ſuſpicion, 
diſcourſero entertained the time with chis reply. 
delay me, till = Powhatan yow mnſt know, as 1 hawe but one God, 1 honour bat one King, and 1 line 
ado biett,b endro pl, th what I cans By the gi 
portunity to 7197 2476 4 Jour ſubiet?, but as your friend to pleaſure you with what I cans By the gifts you 
ſurpriſe « beſtow on me, you gaine more then by trade: yet wonld yon viſit mee as [ doe you, you ſponld 
King. know it is n0t onr cuſtome, to ſell our curtefiet as a vendible commodity, Bring all your 
conntrey 
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corntrey with you ſor your guard, 1 will not diſlike it as being oner tealons. Px? to content 
yon,to morrow | willleaue my Armes, and 11ust to your promiſe. l call yon father indeed, and 
as a fathcr you ſhall ſee 1 wilt lowe you: but the ſmall care you haue of ſuch a childe cauſed my 
men perſwade me to looke to my ſelfe. 

By this tune Powhatan hauing knowledge his men were ready whuleſt the ice 
was a breaking, with his luggage women aud children, fled. Yet to auoyd {uſpict- 
on, left rwo or chree of the wowen talking with the Capraine, whilelt hee ſecretly 
ran away, and his men thar ſecretly beſet the houſe, VV hich being preſently diſcouc- 
red to Captarne Smith, with his piitoll, ſword, and target hee made ſuch a patlage a+ 
mong theſe naked Diuels; thar ar his firlt (ſhoot, they next hum tumbled one oucr a- 
nother,and the relt quickly fled tome one_way ſome another : ſo that without any 
hurc, onely accompanied with /ohu Rxſſell, hee obtained the corps ds guard, When 
they perceiued him ſo well eſcaped,and with his eighteene men (for he hadno more 
wich tum a ſhore) to the vtrermolſt of their sk1]l chey ſought excules ro ditlemblethe 
matter: and Powhatan to excuſe his flight and the tudden comming of this multt« 
tude, ſent our Captaine a great bracelet and a chaine of pearle, by an ancient Ora- 
rour that befpoke vs to this purpoſe, perceining cuen then trom our Pinnace, a 
Barge and men departing and comming vnto vs. 

Captaine Smith, owr Werowance z5 fled, fearmg Jour gunnes, ana knowing when the 
ce was broken there would come myre men, ſent theje numbers but ro guard his corre from 
ftealing, that might happen without your knowledge : now though ſome bee hurt by yorr 
wi/priſion, yet Powhatan zs your friend and ſo wik for ener continue. Now ſince the ce 15 
open, be would hane you [end away your corne, aud if you would hane his company, ſend away 
alla your gunnes, which ſo «ffr1ght his people, that they dare net come to you as bee pro- 
miſed they ſhould. 

Then hauing prouided basketsfor our mento carry our corne to the boats, they 
kindly offtcred their ſeruice to guard our Armes, that none ſhould iteale chem, A 
great many they were of goodly well proportioned fellowes, as grim as Diucls ; 
yet che very fight of cocking our matches, and being to ler fly, atew wordes cauſed 
them to leauc their bowes and arrowes to our guard, and beare downe our corne 
on their backes z wee needed not 1imporrune chein ro make diſpatch. Bur our Bar- 
ges being lf on the oaſe by the ebbe,cauted vs itay till the next high-warer, ſo that 
weereturned againe to our old quarter, Powhatan and his Dutch-men bruſtin 
with deſire to haue che head of Captaine Szzztb, tor if they could but kill him, they 
thought all was theirs, negle&cd not any oportuniry to etfe&t his purpoſe, The In« 
dians with all che merry {portsthey could deuilc, ſpent the time till mght:then they 
all rerurned to Powhatan, who all this time was making ready his forces to {urpriſc 
the houſeand him ar ſupper. Notwithftanding the erernal] all-ſeeing God did pre- 
uent him,and by a ſtrange meanes. For Pocahontas his deareſt jewell and daughter, 
inthatdarke night came through the irkſome woods, and told our Capraine great 
cheare ſhould be {enrtvs by and by : bur Powhatan and all the power he could make, 
would after coine kill vs all, it chey that brought it could not kill vs with our owne 
weapons when we were at ſupper. Therefore if we would liueſhee wiſhed vs pre- 
{ently ro bee gone, Such things as ſhee delighted in, he would haue giuen her: but 

with the tearcs running downe her cheekes, ſhee {aid ſhee durſt nor be ſeenc to haue 
any: for if Powhatan (hould know it, ſhe were but dead, and (o thee ranne away by 
her ſelfe asſhe came, Wichin lefſethen an houre came eight or ten luſty fellowes, 
with great platters of veniſon and other vituall, very imporrunare to haue vs pur 
out our matches(whoſeſmoake made them (icke) and (ir down to our vieuall. But 
the Captaine madethem taſte euery diſh, which done hee ſent ſome of them backe 
to Powhatan, to bid him make haſte tor hee was prepared for his comming. As for 
them hce knew they camerto betray him ar his ſupper: but hee would preycnt them 
and all their other intended villanies; ſo that they might be gone. Nor long afcer 
came more mellengers, to {ce what newes z not long after them others. Thus wee 
ſpent the night as vigilantly asthey,rill it was high-water, yet ſeemed to the ſaluages

as hee requeſted, wee diJ leaue him Edward Brynton to kill him foule, and che 
Datch-men to finiſh his houte; thinking ar our rerurne from Pamavzkee the froſt 
would be gone, andthen we might finde a better oportunity if neceſſity d1d occa- 
ſion it, little dreaming yet of the Dutch-mens treachery, whoſe humor well ſured 
this verſe ;

E had noſooner ſet ſayle but Powhatan returned, and ſent Adam and 

Francis (ewo ſtout Dutch-men) ro James rowne: who faining ro Caps 

taine Winye that all things were well, and that Captaine Swth had vic of 

their armes, wherefore they requeſted new (the which were giuen 
them) they told him their comming was tor ſome extraordinary rooles, and ſhifr 
of apparell ; by which colourable excuſe they obtained (ixe or ſeauen moreto their 
confederacic, fuch expert thecues, that preſently turniſhed them with a great many 
ſwords, pike-heads, peeces, ſhor, powder andſuch like : Saluages they had at hand 
to carry 1t away, and the next day they returned vnſuſpetted, leauing their confe- 
ccrates to follow, and in the interim to convay chem ſuch chings as they could: for 
vhich ſcruice they ſhould line with Powhatan as his chicfe affe&ed, free from thoſe 
miſeries that would happen the Colony. Samwel their other conſort Powhatan kept 
for their pledge, whoſe diligence had prouidedthem three hundred of their kinde 
of hatchets; thereſt fifty ſwords, eight peeces, and cight pikes. Brynton and Ri- 
chard Salvage ſceing the Dutch-men fo diligentto accommodate the Saluages with 
wcapons, attempted to haue gotten to /ames towne, bur they were apprehended, 
and expe&ted cuer when to beput to death. 

Within two or three dayes we arriued at Pamavnkee, the King as many dayes cn- 
terrained vs with fcalting and much mirth. And the day appointed to beginneour 
trade, the Preſident, Lieutenant Percie, M*, Weſt, M*, Reffell, M*. Beherhland, MF. 
(rafnaw, MF. Powell, MF, Ford, and ſome othersto the number of tifreene, went vp 
to Opechancanoughs houſe a quarter of a mile fromthe riuer ) where wee found no» 
ching bur a lame fellow and a boy:and all che houſesround about of all things aban- 
doned, Notlong weeſtayed erethe King arriued, and after him came diucrſe of his 
people loaden with bowes and arrowes: but ſuch pinching commodities, and 


thoſe eſteemed at ſuch a value, as our Capraine began with the King after this 


manner, 

Opechancanongh, the great lowe you profeſſe with your tengue, ſecmes meere deceit by 
your attions. Laſt yecre you kindly fraughted out ſhip : but now you haue sunited mee to 
ftarne with hunger: you know my want, and 1 your plenty ; of which by ſome neaues I muſt 
hae part : remember it z fit for Kings to keeps their promiſe. Here are my commodities; 
whereof take your choice, the reſt I wil! proportion fit bargains for your pecple, 

The King ſeemed kindly to accept his offer, and rhe berter to colour his proie, 
ſold vs what they had co our owne content, promiling che next day more company, 
becrer prouided. The Barges and Pinnace being commured tothe charge of MF. 
Phetiplace; the Preſident with his old fifreene marched vp to the Kings houle, where 
weefound foure or fiue men newly arriued, each with a great basker, Not long af- 
ter came the King, who with a ſtrained cheerfulneſſc held vs with diſcourſe what 
paines he hadtaken to keep his promiſe z till MF. Reſſell*brought vs in newes that 


we were all berrayed: for at leaſt ſeuen hundred Saluages well armed, had TRAIT 5

che houſe, and beſcr the ficlds, The King conieQturing what Rayel related, wee 


could w:ll percciue how the extremity ot his feare bewiayed his intent; whereat 
ſome of our company ſeeming diſmaiced with the thought of ſuch a mulcitude , the 
Captaine encouraged vs to thy ette&t, 

Worthy ( onntrey-menywere the michiefes of myſeemmg friends no more then the danger 
of theſe enemies, [ little cared were they as many more : if you dave dor, but as I, But this 
is my torment, that if | eſcape thens,our malicious Councell with their open monthed Aint 
ons, will make me ſuch a peac?-breaker (in their opinions in E welaud) as will breake my 
necke. Þ could wiſh thoſe here, that make theſe ſecme Saints, and me an oppreſſor. But this 
us the worſt of all, wherein [ pray you aid mee with your opimons, Should wee begine with 
themand ſurpriſe the King, we cannot keepe him and defend well our ſelues. If wee ſhould 
each kyll our man, and /o procece! with all in the houſe ;, the reſt will all fly : then ſhall wes 

ct no more then the bodies that are ſlaine, and ſo ſtarue for vittuall, As for their fury it 15 
the leaſt danger ,for well you know,being alone aſſaulted with two or three hundred of them, 
1 made them by the helpe of God compound to ſaue my life. And wee are fxteexe,and they 
but ſeauen hunaredat the moſt ; and aſſure your ſelues, God will ſo aſſiſt vs, that if you aare 

ſtand but to diſcharge your pieces, the very ſmoake will bee [ufficient to affright them, Tet 

howſoener, let ws fight like men, and not dic like ſheepe : for by that meanes you know God 
hath oft delinered mee, and ſo I truit will now. But firſt, I will deale with them, to bring 
it to paſſe wee may fight for ſomething, and draw them to it by conantions, If you like this 
motion, promiſe me you will be valiant. 

The crime not permitting any argument, all vowed to execute whatſocucr hce 
attempted, or die : whereupon the Captaine in plainerearmes told the King this. 

I ſce Opechancanough your plot to murder me, but [ feare it not, As yet your men 
and mine haue done no harme, but by eur direttion, Take therefore your Armes, yon ſec 
mine, wy body ſhall bre as naked as yours : the Iſle in your riner ts a fit place, if you be con- 

remted: and the conqueronr (of vs two) ſhall be Lord and Maſter oner all onr men. If yer 
haus not enough, take time to fetch more, and bring what number you will; ſo enery oxe bring 
a batket of corne, againſt all which I will ſtake the value in copper, yow ſee I hane but fij- 
teene, and our game ſhall be, the Conquerour take all. 

The King being guarded with forty or fifty of his chicke men, ſeemed kindly to 
appcaſe Smiths ſuſpicion of vokindnefle, by a great preſent at the doorc, they intrea- 
ted him to recciue, This was to draw him out of the doore, where the bait was 
guarded with at Jeaſt two hundred men, and thirty lying vnder a greattree (charlay 
thwart as a barricado) each his arrow nocked ready to ſhoot. The Prelident com- 
manded oneto go ſee what what kind of deceit this was,and to receiue thepreſenc ; 
but hee refuſed to doe it; yet the Gentlemen and all the reſt were 1mportunate to 
goc, but he would not permit them, being vexed atthar Coward: and commanded 
Lieurenant Percie, Maſter Feft, and the re{t ro make good the houle z Maſter Powell 

and Maſter Behetbland he commanded to guard the doore, and in ſuch a rage ſnat- 
chedthe King by his long locke inthe middeſt of his men, with his Piſtoll readie 
bent againſt his breſt, Thus he led the trembling King, neare dead with feare a- 
mong(t all his people: who delivering the Captaine his Vambrace, Bow, and Ar- 
rowes, all his men were eaſily intreatcd to calt downe their Armes, htcle drean:in 
any durſt in that manner haue vied their King : who then to eſcape himſcife be- 
ſtowed his preſents in good ſadneſſe, and cauling a great many of them come be- 
_ —_ vnarmed, holding the King by the hayre (as is fayd ) he ſpake rothem ro 
this effect, 

T ſee(y-u Pamavnkees)the great deſire you haxe to hill me,and my leng ſuffering your in- 
inries hath imboldcued you to this preſumption. The cauſe I hane forborne your inſolenCies,ts 
the promiſe [ made you ( before the God1 ſerue) to be your friend, till you gine me inſt cauſe 
to be your enemy. 1f ] keepe this vow, my God will keepe me,you cannot bart me, if 1 breake 
it, he Will deftroy nace But if you ſhoot bat one Arrow to ſhed one drop of bloud of any of my 
men, or ſcale the leaſt of theſe Feaas, or ( opper, 1 ſpurne here before you with my foet;you 
foall ſee I will not ceaſe revenge ( if once 1 begin) ſo long as I canheare where to finde one of 
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my Nation that wili not deny the name of Pamaynk. 1 am ct now at Rallaweak halfe 
drowned with myre, where you tooke me priſoners yet then for k:epizo your promiſe and your 
g90d wſage and ſaving my life, I [0 affetl you, that your depyals of your trechery, doe halfe 
perſwade me to miſtake my ſelfe, But if I be the marks you ayme at, here 1 ſtand, foot he 
that dare, Ton promiſed io fraught my Ship ere 1 departed, andſo you fhall, or 1 meanie to 
load her with yonr dead carcaſſes, yet if a; friends you will cermae and trade, 1 once mare pro- 
miſe not to trouble you, except you giue me the firſt occaſion, and your King ſhall be free and 
be my friend, for 1 am not come to hurt him er any of you, 
The Salyages *Vpon this away went thair Bowes and Arrowes, and men, women, and children 
diſſeable broughtin cheir Commodities: two or three houres they ſo rhronged abour the 
theirineent, Prelident and fo overwearied him,as he retyred himfelfe to reſt, }caumng MF Beherks 
land and M- P owell co recctue their prefents, but ſome Salvages perceming him faſt 
aſleepe,& the guard lomewhat carclcſ]y diſperied, tortie or attic of their chotfe men 
each with a club,oran Engliſh tword in his hand began to enter the nouſe with two 
or three hundred others, that prelled to fecondthem, The noyleand halt they made 
in, did fo ſhake che houſerhey awoke him from his fIcepe, and being: halte amazed 
with chis ſuddaine(ight, berooke him ftrait ro his {word and Target ; M* Chraſbaw 
and tomcorhers charged in like manner;wherear chey quickly chronged faſter backe 
then before forward. The houſe thus cleanfed, the King and ſome of his auncients 
Their excuſe W® Kept yer with him, who with along Oration, excuſedthis intrulion, Thereſt of 
and recon. Che day was ſpent with much kindnelic, the companic againe renewing their pre= 
eilement- ſents with their beſt provitions, and whatſoever he gaue chem they ſeemed rhere- 
with well contented. | 
Now in the meane while tnce our deparrure, this bapned ar our Fort, Maſter 
Scrivencr having receiued Letters trom England to make himielfe exther Ceſar or no« 
thutg, he began todecline in his affeion to Captaine Savth, that ever regarded him 
as himfſclfc, and was willing to crollethe {urpriling of Pewhatas,Some cercaine daies 
afrer the Preſidents departure, he would needs goe vilitthe ]{lcof Hops, and tooke 
with him Captaine #a/4o(chough the Preſident had appointcd him to be ready to 
(ccond his occaſzons)with MF Anthony Geſnell and crght others; bur ſo violent was 
the wind ( that cxcreametrozentime) thatche Boat funke, but where or how none 
The lofſe of doi know, The Skiff was much over-loaden, and would ſcarce haue liucd in 
Mr. Serryener that extreame tempeſt bad ſhe beene empty : but by no periwaſion he could bedis 
and othets erred, chough both Waldo and an hundred others doubted as it hapned, The Sal- 
wich avkiff vages werethe firtt thattound their bodies, which ſo much the more encouraged 
them to effect their proiets. To advertitethe Prelident of chis heavienewes, none 
could be found would vndertake it, but the Jorney was ofcen refuſed of all in the 
Forc, vntill Maſtcr Richard Wyffin vndercooke alonethe performance thereof, 
In this Journey he was incountred with many dangersand difficulties in all parts 
Maſter 5ffins as he patled. As for that night he lodged with Powhatan, perceiuing ſuch preparas 
deſperate tion for warre, not finding the Preſident there:hedid atſure himſelfc tome mitchiefe 
DE was intended. Pecahontas hid him fora time, and ſent them who purſucd hig the 
cleane contrary way to ſecke him ;z but by her meanes and extraordinry bribes and 
much trouble in three dayes travell, at lenpth he found vs in the middeſt of theſe 
curmoyles, This vahappy newes the Preſident ſwore himto conceale from the come 
pany, and ſodi!lembling hisſorrow withthe beſt countenances he could,when the 
night approched went fatcly aboord with all his Souldiers;leauing Opecharcanongh 
at li>crue, according to his promulſe, the better ro haue Powharen in his recurne. 
PRE "FO0 Now ſo excreamely Powhatan hadthreatned the death of his men, if they did not 
conſtruveth by ſome mcanes kill Captaine Smith: that the next day they appointedallthecouns 
his menro be trey (hould come co trade vnarmed: yer vawilling co be trecherous, bur that chey 
erecherous. yore conſtrained, baring fighting with him almoſt as 11] as hanging, fuch feare chey 
had of bad {uccetſe, The next morning the Sunne had nor long appeared, bur the 
felds appeared covered.with people and Baskets, to temprys on ſhore; but norhing 
was to be had without his preſence, nor they would not indure che {ight of a p_ 
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When the Prefident ſaw them begin to depart, being vnwilling to looſe ſuch a boo- 
cic, he ſo well contrived che Pinnace, and his Barges with Ambuicadoes, as. onely 
wich Licutenant Percie, M* Weſt, and M- Ruſſell, with their Armes went on ſhore z 
others he appointed vnarmed ro receiue what was broughe, The Salvages flocked 


| before him 4n heapes, and the bankelſerving as a trench tor a retreat, he drew chem 


fayre open to his Ambuſcado's, Fer he nor being to be per{wadey to goe viſit thar 
King, the King knowing the moſt of them ynarmed, cameto viſit hym wich twoor 
three hundred men,in the turme of rwo halke Moones; and with {oinewentie men, 
and many women loaden with painted Baskets. Bur when they approached foine- 
what neace vs, their women and children fied, For when they had environed and 
beer the fields in this manner,they choughttheir purpole ſure,yerſo crembled with 
feare as they were ſcarie able ronock their Arrowes; Syzth ſtanding with his three 
men ready bent,bcholding them till they were within danger of our Ambuſcado's, 
who ypon the word diſcovered them{elues, and he retyred co the Barge. Which the 
Salvages no ſooner perceived, then away they fled, eitcening their heeles for their 
beſt advan:age. | 
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Thar nighr weſent MF Chraſhaw, and Mr Ford to James towne to Cap. Wine. In 


the way betweene Werowocomoco and the Fort they mer foure or fiue of the Datch- 
mens Confederates going to Powhatan : the which to excuſe thoſe Gentlemens ſu- 
ſpition of their runnung co che Salvages,returnedto the Fort and therecontnued, 
The Salvages hearing our Barge goe downetheriver inthe night, were ſo terr1- 
bly affrayde, that we ſent for more men(we having ſo much chreatned cheir ruine, 
and the raling of their houſes, boats, and wires ) that the nexc day the King ſenc 
our Captaine a chayne of Pearle to alter his purpoſe and ftay his men : promiling 
though they wanted themſclues, to fraught our ſhip and bring it aboord co avoyd 
fuſpinon, Sothat fiue or {ix dayes after, from al} parts of the Country within ten or 
twelue myles in the extreame trolk and ſnow, they brought vs provilicn on their 
naked backes. | | | 
Yet notwithſtanding this kindnelle and trade;had their art and poyſon beene ſuf 
ficient, the Preſident, with W Weſt, and ſome others had beene poytoned ; it made 
them ficke, but expelled it ſelfe, Yecmrranow, a ftour young tellow, knowing he was 
ſuſpeRed for bringing this preſent of poyſony with fortieor fifrie of his chictecom- 
panions ( ſeeing che Preſident but with a few men at Poravrcak) ſo proudly braucd 
It, asthough he cxpected to incountera revenge. Which the Preſident perceiving 
in the midit of his company, did not onely beate, but ſpurned him like a dogge, as 
fcorning to doc him any worſe miſchicte, Wherevpon all of them fled into rhe 
woods, thinking theyhad done a great matter to haue ſo well cfcaped :' and che 
crownſmen remaining preſently traughted our Barge to be rid of our companies, 
framing many excuſcsro excuſe Wecnttanow, ( being ſonneto their chiefe King, bur 
Porhatan) and told vs if we would ſhew them him that brought che poyſon, they 
would deliver him to vs to puniſh as we pleaſed, Men may thinke ir ftrange there 
ſhould be ſuch a ſtirre for alimde corne, bur had it beene gold with more cale wee 
might hauc got it ; and had it wantcd, the whole Colony had ſtarued. Wee may be 
thought very patient to cndureall choſe jniuries, yer onely wich fearing them wee 
po what they had. Whereas 1f we had taken revenge, then by cheir lofle,we ſhould 
auc lolt our ſelues. Ve carched allo the Countries of Jowghtanund and Mattapa- 
ment, wherethe people imparted thatlittle chey had with ſuch complaints and teares 
from the eyes of women and cluldren, as he had beenetoo cruell ro hauc beene a 
Chriſtian, chat would nor haue beene ſatisfied and moued with compaſſion, Bur 
had this hapnced in Otober, November, and December,when that vahappie diſco- 
very of CMonacan was made, we might haue fraughted a ſhip of fortic runs, and 
ewile as much might haue beene had from rhe Rivers of Rapahanock,' Parawo- 
wek., and Pawturunt, | | 
The maine occaſion of our thus temporizing with them was,to pirtfriends as we 
did, to giuc thelelle cauſe of ſuſpition to Powhatanto fly, by whom we now rerur- 
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ned with a purpoſe to haue ſurpriſed him and his proviſion, For effefting whereof 
(when we came againſt the Towne) the Preſident (ent M" yffun and Mr { ve aſhore 
to diſcover and make way for his jntended protect. But they tound that thoſe dam- 
ned Dwrch-men had cauled Powharanto abandon his new houſe and Werowocomecs, 
and to carry away all his corne and proviſion : and the peoplethey found ſo il] attec- 
ted, that they were in great doubt how to eſcape with their lines, So the Preſident 
finding his intent fruſtrated, and that there was nothing now to be had, and there- 
fore an vnfit time to revengetheir abuſes, ſent Maſter CMihael P bittiplace by Land 
to [ares cowne, whether we ſayled with all the ſpeed we could, wee having 1n this 
Tourney (tor 25!.ot Copper,and 50!.of Iron & Beads) enough to keepe 46 men (ix 
weekes, andevery wan tor his reward a monerths provition cxcraordinary (no Trade 
being allowed but for the ſtore )we gotneare 200! waight of deere {uer, and delive- 
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Thoſecemporizing proceedingsto ſome may ſceme too charitable, to ſuch a dai- 
ly daring wacoms people : to others not plealing,that we waſhed nor the ground 
with ther blouds,nor ſhewed (uch ſtrange mventions in mangling,mardering,ran- 
ſacking, and deſtroying ( asdidthe Spanyards) the (imple bodies of ſuch ignorant 
ſoules ; nor delighttull, becauſe not ſtutted with Relations cf heapes and raynes of 
gold and (ilver, nor ſuch rare commodities,as the Portegals and Spanyards found in 
the Eaſt and Welt /aa:es. The want whereof hath begot vs(cthat were the firſt vnders= 
takers)no letſeſcorne and contempt, then che noble conqueſts and valiant adven- 
tures beautified with it, prayſe and honour. Too much 1 confelle the world cannot 
attribute to their ever memorable merit : and to cleare vs from the blind worlds ig- 
norant cenſure, theſe few words way ſufhce any reaſonable vnderſtanding, 

It was the Sparyards good hapto happen in thoſe parrs where were infinite num- 
bers of people,who had manured the ground with that providence,it affoorded vic- 
cualls at all times. And time had brought them to that perte&tion, they had the vic 
of gold and (ilver, and the moſt of ſuch commodicies as thoſe Countries affoorded: 
ſo that,what the Sparyard got was chictely the ſpoyle and pillage of chofe Countrey 
people, and not the labours of their owne hands, But had choſe fruitfull Countrics 
beene as {alvage,as barbarous, as ill peopled, as lictle planted, laboured, and manu- 
red,as Virginia: their proper labours it 15 likely would haue produced as ſmall pro- 
fic as ours. But had Virginia beene peopled, planted, manured, and adorned with 
ſuch ſtore of precious lewels, and rich commoditics as was the {ſxdies : then had we 
not gotten and done as much as by their examples might be expe&ed from vs, the 
world mightchen haue traduced vs and our merits, and haye made ſhame and infa- 
my our recompence and reward. 

But we chanced in a Land even as God made it,where we found onely an idle,im- 
provident,fcattercd people,ignorant of the knowledge of gold or (ilver, or any com- 
moditics, and carelciTeof any thing bur trom hand ro mouth, except bables of no 
worth; nothing toincourage vs, but what accidentally we found Nature afforded. 
Which ere we could bring to recompence our paines, defray our charges, and ſa- 
tisfic our Adventurers;we were to diſcover the ! HB tas the people,brin 
them to be traable, civill, andinduftrious, and teach them. rrades,thar the fruits of 
their labours might make vs ſome recompence, or plant ſuch Colonies of our owne, 


that muſt firſt make prouiſion how to liueof themclucs,ere they can bring to per- 


feion the commodities of the Country: which doubtlefſe will be as commodzous 
for England as the welt [ndies for Spaine,if it be rightly mannaged :notwithſtanding | 
all our home-bred opinions, that will argue the contrary, as formerly ſome hauc 
done againſt the Spanyards and Perot. But to conclude, againſt all rumor of 0- 
pinion, I onely ſay this, for thoſechat the three firſt yeares began this Plantation ; 
notwithſtanding all their fations, mutinies, and muſeries, ſo gently correed, and 
well prevented: pervſe the Spaniſh Decadeszthe Relations of Maſter Hacklvit,andcell 
mchow many ver with ſuch ſmall meanes as a Barge of 22 tuns, ſomerimes with 
ſeaucn, eight, or nine, or but at moſt, twelue or (ſixteene men, did ever diſcover {v 
many 
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many fayre and navigable Rivers, fubie& {0 many ſeverall Kings, people,and Nati- 
ons, to obedience, and contribution, with lo little bloudſhed, | 
Andif inthe ſcarch of thoſe Countries we had hapned where wealth had beene, 
we had as ſurcly had it as obedience and contribution, but if we haue overskipped 
it, we will not cnuie them that {hall find it ; yer can we not but Jament, it was our 
fortunes to end when we had bur onely learned how to begin, and found the righc 
courſe how to procecd. |

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H:w the Salvages became ſubieft to the Engliſh: 


WW Hen the Ships departed, all the proviſion of the Store ( but thatthe Pre- 


ſident had gotten ) was fo rotten with the laſt Summers rayne, and ea- 


ect with Rars and Wormes, asthe Hogges would ſcarcely cate it, Yer it 


was the Souldiers dyct till our returnes,1o that we found nothing done, 


bur our viftuals ſpent, and the moſt part of our rovles,and a good partof our Armes 
conveyed to the Salvages. Bur now caiting vp cheStore,and knding ſuthcienttill the 
next harveſt, the feare of ftarving was abandoned, and the dmpany divided into 
tens, fifteens, or as the buſinelle required ; (ix/houres each day was ſpent 1n worke, 
thereſt in Paſtinic and merry exerciſes, but the vntowardnelle of rhe greateſt nutn- 
ber cauſcd the Prefident adyiic as followerh. 


Countrymen, the long experience of our late miſeries, 1 hope is ſufficient to perſwade eve- 
ry oneto 4 preſet correttuon of himſelfe,and thimke not that either ney pains nor the Advens 
turers par/cs, will ever maintaine yort in idleneſſe aud ſleath. I ſpcake uot this ts you all, for 
drvers of you 1 krow deſerue both honenr and reward, better then ts yet here to be had: but 
the greater part muſt be more induſtrious,or ſtarue, how ener you hatte beene heretofore 
tollerated by the uthoricte of the Comncelt, from that I hate oftencommanded yon,7ou ſee 
now that power rejteth wholly m my ſelfe: you nu obey this now for a Law, that he that 
will not worke ſhll not eate (except by ſickneſſe he be diſabled;) for the labours of thirtie or 
fortic housft and induſtrious men ſhall not be conſumes to maintaine an hwmdred aud fiftie 
zdle loyterers. And thongh you preſume the authoritie here is but a ſhadow, and that 1 dare 
not touch th: lines of any but my owne wnſt anſwer it : the Letters patents ſhall each weeks 
be read to you, whoſe Contents will tell you the contrary. I would wiſh you therefore without 
contempt ſecke to obſerue theſe orders ſet aowne, fer there are now no more Connſcllersts 
protett yor:, nor curbe my exdevours. Therefore he that offendeth, let bim aſſuredly expetF 
his due puntſhment, 


Hemadealſo a Tablc,as a publicke memoriall of every mans deſerts,to incourage 
the good, and with ſhame to ſpurre on thereſt to amendment.By this many became 
very induſtrious, yer more by puniſhment performed their bulinelle, for all wereſo 


tasked, that there was no excuſe could prevaile to deceiue him: yet the Dutch-mens' 


conſorts ſo cloſely convayecd them powder, (hor, {words, and tooles,thatthough we 
could 5rd the defe&, we could not finde by whom, cll 1t was too late. | 

All chis time the Dutch men remaining with Powhatan,(who kindly entertained 
them co inſtruQche Salvages the vſe of our Armes)and their conſorrs not following 
chem as they expeRed z to know the cauſe,they ſent Francs their companion,a tout 
young fellow, diſguiſed like a Salyage, to the Glaſle-houſe, a place in the woods 
nearca mylcfrom /eyxes Towne I was their Rexdezvorrs for all their vniu(G 
peRtcd villany. Fortie men they procuredto licin Ambuſcado for Captaine Smirh, 
who no ſooner heard of this Datch-man, bur he ſent to apprehendhim (bur he was 


gone ) yctto croſle his returne to Powhatan, the Capraine preſently diſpatched 20. . 
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ſhot after him, himſc]fe returning from the Glafle-houſealone, By the way he in- 
countred the King of Paſp.hegh,a moit ſtrong ſtour Salvege,whole perſwalions nor 
being able to per{wade him to his Ambuſh,ſeeing him onely armed but with a fau « 
cheon,at:empredco haucthor him,bur the Preſident prevented his ſhoot by grapling 
with hun,and the Salvage as well prevented him for drawing his faucheon,and per- 
force bore him into the River to haue drawntd him, Long they ftrugled jn the wa- 
ter,tillche Preſident got ſuch hold on his chroat,he had neare ſtranglicd the King ; 
but having drawne his taucheon to cut off his head,ſeeing how puttitully he begged 
his life, heled him priſoner to ſamzs Towne, and pur hum in chaynes. 

The Dxrch-man ere long was ailo brought in, whoſe villany though all this tuye 
1t was ſuſpeRed,yet he fayned luch a formall excule,tharfor want of language Cap- 
taine Finne vnderitood him not rightly, and for their dealings with Powhatan, that 
to ſauce their liues they were conſtrained to accommodate his armes, of whom he cx- 
creamely complained to haue derained them pertorce, and thac he madethus eſcape 
with the hazard of his life, and meant not to Have returned, bur was onely walkin 
inthe woods to gather Walnuts. Yerfor all chis tzire cale, chere was ſo [inall appea- 
ranceof truch,and the plaine confeſſion of Paſpabegy of his crechery he went by che 
heeles: Smith purpoſing to regaine the Dxrch-men, by the ſaving his ife. The poore 
Salvage did his beſt by his dally meſſengers to Powhatan, but all recurned that the 
Dmtch-men would not recurne, neither did Powhatan ſtay them z and to bring them 
fiftie myles on his mens backes they were nor able. Daily this Kings wines, chil- 
dren, and people cameto viſit him with preſents, which he liberally beltowed ro 
make his peace, Much truſt they had in the Preſidents promiſe: burthe King fins 
ding his guard negligent, though fettered yer eſcaped, Captaine Winne thinking to 
purſue him found ſuch troupes of Salvages to hinder his pallage,as they exchanged 
many vollies of ſhot for flights of Arrowes. Capraine Swwth hearing of this jn re- 
turning tothe Fort, tookerwo Salvages priſoners, called Kemps and Taſſore, the 
two moſt exaR villaines in all the Country, With cheſe he ſent Captaine Wine and 
fifrie choiſe men, and Lieutenant Percie, to haue regained the King, and revenged 
this injury, and ſo had done, if they had fcllowed his Gire&ions, or beene adviied 
with thoſe cwo villaines,that would haue betrayed both King & kindredfor a peece 
of Copper, bur hetrifling away che night, the Salvages the next morving by the 
riling of the Sunne, braved him to come aſhore to fighr: a good time borh ſides ler 
fly at other, but we heard of no hurt, onely chey rooke twa Canowes, burne the 
Kings houſe, and fo returned to /ames towne. 

T he Preſidenc fearing thole Bravado's would but incourage the Salvages, began 
againe himſelfe to try 1115 conclulions, whereby (1x or ſeauen were ſlaine, as many 
made priſoners. He burnt their houſes,tooke their Boats, with all cheir fiſhing wires, 
and planted {ome of them at /ames rowne for his owne vie,andnow reſolved notro 
ceaſe ti]l he had revenged himſelfe of all them had iniured him. Bur mn his journey 
paſſing by Paſpabegh towards Chickahamania,the Salvages did cheir beſt to draw him 
ro cher Ambulcadoes ; bur ſeeing him regardleſly patſerheir Country, all ſhewed 
chemſclues in their braveſt manner, To try their valours he could not but ler fly, 
and erc he could land,they no ſooner knew him, but they threw downetheir armes 
and deſired peace, Their Orator was a luſtie young fellow called Okening, whoſe 
worthy di{courle deſerveth to be remembred. And thus it was : | 

Captaine Smith, my after ts here preſent in the company, thinkmg it Capt. Wirne, 
and not yon, ( of hin he intended ts bane beene revenged) having never offended him , 
1f he hath «ffended you in eſcaping yenr mpriſoument the fiſhes ſwim,the foules fly, andthe 
very beaſts ſtrixe ro eſcape the ſnare and line. Then blame not him being a man. He would 
intreat you remember ,you being a priſoner, what paines he tooke to ſane your life If mee he 
hath iniured you he was compelled to it : but howſoener, you hane revenged it with our too 

eat loſſe. We perceiue and well know yew intend to deftrey vs, that are bere to intreat and 

defire your friendſhip, and to enioy our houſes and plant onr fields, of whoſe fruit you (oall 

participate : otherwiſe you will hae the worſe by our abſence ; for we can plant any oY, 
| thoug 
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though with mare Libour, and we know you cannot live if you want our harveſt, and that 
reliefe we bring yu, 1f you promiſe vs peace, we will beleeue you ; if you proceed tm revenge 
we wll abandon the (, onntry. | 

Vp3n chele eearmes tac Prelident promiſed chem peace, till they did vs iniury, 
vpon condition they ſhould bring in provition, Thus all departed goods friends, 
and fo contnucd till Swth ict che Countrey, 

Arriving at {mes Towne, complaint wes madeto the Preſident, that the {hicka- 
bamanians, who alltius while continued trade and ſeemed our friends, by colour 
thereof wereche onely cheeues, And amongl(t other thingsa Piſtoll being ſtolac and 
the theete fled, there was apprehended two proper young fellowes, that were bro- 
chers, knowne to be his contederates, Now to regaine this Pi{toll, ce one was im- 

riſoned, the other was ſent to returne the Piſtoll againe within twelue houres, or 
his brother to be hanged. Yer the Preſident pittying the poore naked Salvagein the 
dungeon, ſent him victuall and ſome Char-coale tor a fire: ere midnight iis bro- 
ther returned with the Piſtoll, but che poore Salvage in the dungeon was ſo {moos 
thered with the ſmoake he had made, and ſo pictiouſly burnt, that wee found him 
dead. The other moſt lamentably bewayed his death, and brokefortch into ſuch bit» 
ter agonies, that che Prelident to quiet him), told him thar if hereatter they would 
not iteale, he would make him aliue againe: but he Jittle chought he could be reco- 
vered. Ye: we doing our beſt with Agua vie and Vineger, it pleaſed God to reſtore 
him againeco life, bur ſo drunke & attrighted, that he icemed Lunaticke,the which 
as much roxmented and grieued the other, as before to ſee him dead, Ot which ma- 
Jadic vpon promiſe of their good behaviour, the Prefident promiſed to recover him: 
and (o cauſed him to be layd by a fire to (leepe, who in the morning having well 
ſlept, had recovered his perfe& ſenſes, and then being dretled of his Larnng, and 
each a peece of Copper giuen thera, they went away lo well contented, thatthis was 
ſpread among all the Salvages for a miracle, that Captaine Smith could make a man 
alive that was dead. : | 

Another ingenuous Salvage of Powhatans, having gotten a great bag of Powder, 
and the backe of an Armour, at Ferowocomeco amonglit a many of his companions, 
to ſhew his extraordinary skill, hedid dry it on the backe as he had ſecne x 2 Soul- 
diers at {ames Towne. But he drycd ic ſo long, they peeping over it to ſee his skill, 
je rooke fire, and blew him co death, and one or two more, andthe reſt ſo ſcorched, 
they had licle pleaſure ro meddle any more with powder, 

T hefe and many other ſuch pretty Accidents, ſoamazed and affrighted both Pow- 
batan, and all his people, that from all parts with preſents they defired peace ; retur- 
ning many ſtolne —_ which we never demanded nor thought of ; and after that, 
thoſe that were taken ſtealing, both Powhatan and his people haue ſent them backe 
to James towne, to receiue theirpuniſhment; and all the Country became abſolure 
as ficefor vs, asforthemlelues.

the Saluages trade, and none topalle norrepatic Saluzge nor Chriſtian without the 
prelidents order. Thircic or forty Acres of ground we d1gged and planted, Ofthree 
towes1n cightcene mor.eths, increaled 60,and od Piggs. And neere 5oo. chickings 
brought vp themlelues withour hauing any mcar giuen them: but the Hogs were 
tranſported to Hog. l{le:where alſo we buiira block-houſe with a gariſon to giue ys 
notice ofany ſhipping, and tor their exerciſe they made Clapbord and waynſcot,and 
cut downe trees.YVe built alfoa fort fora retreat neere a connenient River vpon a 
high commanding hill, very hard ro be atlalced and cafie to be defended, bur ercir 
was finiſhed this defeet cautcd a ſtay. 

In ſearching our casked corne,wgtound ithalfe rotten, andthe reſt ſo conſumed 
with ſo many thouſands of Rats that increaſed {o faſt,bur there orzginall was from 
che ſhips, as we knew nothow to keepe that liitle we had, This did driue vsall to our 
wits end,forthere was nothing in the country bus what nature attorded,V ncill chis 
time Kempsrand Taſſore weretettered priſoners, and did double take and taught vs 
how ro order and plant our fields: whom now tor want of vittuall we ſctat hiberty, 
but {o well they liked our companies they did nor defire to goe from vs. Andto ex- 
prelſe their loucs for 16.daycs continuance, the Countrie people brought vs(when 
leaſt) 100.2 day,of Squirrils, Turkyes, Decre and other wilde beaſts: But chis want of 
corneocealionedrhe end of all our works,it being worke ſufficient to provide vitus 
all.60.o0r 80, with Enſigne Laxon was ſent downerthe riuer to liuc vpon Oylters,and 
20, With liutenant Percy to try tor filhing at Poynt Comfort : burin {1x weekes they 
would not agree once to caſt outthe ner, he being licke and burne fore with Gun- 
pouder, Maſter Zeſt with as many went vp to thefalls,but noching could betound 
but a few Acornes ; of that in'{tore enery wan had their cquall proportion. Till 
this preſent, by che hazard and indeuours of fomethirtie or tortie, this whole Co- 
lony had ever bþcenefed. We had more Siargeon, then could be deuoured by 
Dog and Man, of which the induſtrious by drying and pounding, mingled with 
Caviare,Sorell and other wholcſome hearbes would make bread and good meare: 
others would gather as much Tockwhogh roots, ina day as would make them 
bread a weeke, {o that of thoſe wilde truites,and what we caught, we liued very well 
in regard of ſucha dict , But ſuch was the ſtrange condition of ome 150, that had 
they not beene forced nelens, wolens, perforce to gather and prepare their victu ail 
they would all hauc (tarucd or haue caren oneanother , Of thoſe vild irits the 
Salvages often brought vs, andforthac,the Preſident would not fulifill che varea- 
ſonable deſirc,of thoie diſtrafted Gluttonous Loyterers,to ſell not ovl; out kettles, 
hows;tooles, and Iron, nay {words,pieces, and the very Ordnance 2nd howſes, 
might they haue preyayled to haue becne but Idle: for thoſe Saluage truites, hey 
would hauc had imparced all to the Saluages, eſpecially for one b2sker of Corne 
they heard ofro beat Powhatas,fiftry myles from our Fort. Though he bought neere 
halfe of it to ſatisfhe their humors, yet to haue had the other halfe, they would: 
haue ſould their ſoules, though not ſufficient ro haue kept them a weeke., Thous 
ſands were there exclamarions, ſuggeſtions and deuiſes, to force Jum tio thole baſe 
inventions to hauc madeitan occalion to abandon the Country, Want perforce 
conſtrained him to indure their exclaiming follies, till he found out the author,one- 
Dyer a moſt crafty fellow and his ancient Maligner, whom he worthily puniſhed, 
and withthe reſt he argued the cafe inthis maner. | 

Fellow ſouldiers , I did little thinke any ſo falſe to report, or ſo manyto beſo ſimple to be 
per/waded, that I either intend to ſtarue you, or that Powhatan at this preſent hath corne 


for the drones for bimſclfe, ranch lefſe for you; or that I would not haxe it,if 1 knew where it were to be 


had. Neither did 1 thinke aby ſo malitions as vow 1 {ce a great many ;yet it ſpal not ſo paſſts- 
nmte me,but I will doe my beſt for my moſt maligner. But areame no tanger of this vaine hope 


from Powhatan,not that 1-will longer forbeare to force you, from your [dleneſſe, and puniſh 


you if you rayie,But if I finde any more runners for Newfonnaland with the Pinmace, let 
him aſſurcdly looke to arine at the Gallows.You cannot deny but that by the hazard of my 
life mriny a time I hane ſaned youre, when( might your owne wills hane prenauted)you 
. would 
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would haue ſtaracd; and will doe ftill whether I will or noe ; Bat 1 proteft by that God 


that ma.ie me, ſince n:ceſſitie bath not power to force you to gather for your jelues thoſe. 


fruttes the earth doth ye:ld, yow ſhall not onely gather for your ſelnes but thoſe that are 

ſicke. As yet I nener had more from the ſtore then the worſt of you: and all my Enoliſh 

extraordinary pronſion that 1 han yu ſhall ſee me dinide u ammgſt the ſick, And ths Sal- 
wage traſh you ſo ſcornfully repine at being put i your monthes your ſtcmaches can aiſpeſt, 
if you would haue better you ſhould haxe brought ut ; and therefore 1 will take a conrſe you 
ſhall pronide what is to be had. The ſick ſhall not taruebut equally ſhare of all our labowrs; 

and be that gathereth not every day as much as 1 doethe next day ſhall be ſet beyoud the 

riner,end be baniſhed from the Fort as a dronegtill he amend his conditions or ſtarwe. Buc 
ſome would lay with S-neca. 


I know thoſe things thou ſayſt are true good Nurſes 
But fury forceth me to follow worſe, 

Aly mmae ts hurried headlong vp and downe 
Deſiwms better counſell, yet finds none. 


This order many murmured was very cruell, but it cauſed the moſt part ſo well 
beſtirre themſclues, that of 200. ( except they were drowned).there died not paſt 
ſcucnas: for Capraine We and Maſter Leigy they were dead ere this want hapned, 
and the rett dyed not for want of {uchas preſerued the reſt, Many were billecreda- 
mong{t the Saluages, whereby we knew all cheir paſſages, fields and habiragons, 
how co gather and viethere fruits as well as themſclues; for they did know wee 
had ſuch a commanding power at /ames towne they durſt not wrong vs of a 

ID. 

So well thoſe poore Salvages vſed vs that were thus billetted, that diuers of the 
Souldiers ran away to ſcarch Kewps & Tafſore our old priſoners, Glad were theſe Sal- 
vagesto haueſuchan oportunuty to teſtifie their loue vnto vs,for in ſtead of cntertat- 
ning them, and{uch things as chey had ſtollen, with all their great Offers, and 
promiſes they made them how to reuenge their iniuryes vpon Captaine Spurh 3 
Kemps firſt made himfelte ſport, in ſhewing his countric men (by them) how he 
was vſed,fceding che with this law,who would not work mult not eat,rill chey were 
neere {tarued indeede, continually threatning to beatethem ro death: neither could 
they ger from him, till hee and his contorts brought them perforce to our 
Captaine, that ſo well contented him and puniſhed thern, as many others chat in- 
tended allo to follow them , were rather contented to labour at home, then aduen- 
ture to live idlcly amongſt che Salvages; (of whom there was more hopeto make bet- 
ter Chriſtians & good {ubic&s, chen the one halfe of thoſe that councerfeired them- 
ſclues both,) For io affraide was al thoſe kings and the better ſort of the people to dil- 
pleaſe vs,that ſome of the baſer ſort that we haue excreamly hurt and puniſhed for 
there villanies would hire vs, we ſhould nor cell itro their kings, or countrymen, 

who would alſo repuniſh them, and yetrerurne them to /ames towne to content 
the Prelidentfor a teſtimony of their loues, 

Maſter Sick/emore well zerurned from Chawwonoke; butfound liccle hope and lefTe 
certaintic of them were left by Sir Walter Raleigh. T heriuer, he ſaw was not grear, 
the people few, the countrey moſt over growne with pynes, where there did grow 
here and there ſtraglingly P emmivaw, we call filke gralle, But by the riuer the 
ground was good, and excceding fturtill; 

Maſter Nathanael powell and Anas Todkilf were alſo by the © giyoughquohanecks 
conducted to the MMangoags toſearch them there: bur nothing could they learne 
butrhey were all dead. This honeſt proper good promiſe-keeping King, of all the 
reſt did cuer beſt affe& vs, and though to his falſe Gods he was very zealous, yer he 
would confeiTe our God as much excceded his as our Gunns did his Bow and Ars 
rowes, oftenſ{cnding our Preſident may preſents, to pray to his God for raine or 


his corne would periſh,for his Gods wereangry, Thyce dayes iorney they conduRted 
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themthronghthe woods; ifto a high country towards the Southweſt: where they 
ſaw herc and there alirtle corne field, by ſome lictlefpring or {mal brooke, but no 
riverthey could ſee: the people in all reſpe&ts like the ref}, excepc there language: 
they liuc moſt vpon rootes, truites and wilde beaſts; and trade with them towards 
the ſea and che facter countryes for dryed fiſh and corne;, for sKkins, 

All this time to recouer the Datch-men and one Bentley another fugitine,we 1m- 
ployed one William Tiolday,a Zwitzar by birth, with Pardons & promutes to regaine 
chem.Litcle wethen ſuſpected chis double villaincof any villany zwho plainly raughc 
Vs,in the moſt truſt was the greateſt trealon; for chis wicked hypocrite, by the lec« 
ming hate he boreto the lewd conditions of his curſed country men, (hauing this 
oportunity by his imploymentto regaine them) conuayed them euery thing they 
delired to etfect their projets, to diitroy the Colony. Wich much deuotion they 
expected theSpamard,to whomehey intended good {ernice,or any other,that would 
bur carry them from vs. But to begin with the hrit oportunity; chey ſeeing necefſitie 
thus inforced vs to difperie our {clues, importuned Powhatan to lend them bur his 
forces, and they would not onely dittroy our Hoggs, fire- our rowne, and betray 
our Pinnacezbur bring to his {eruiceand ſubicttion che molt of our company. With 
this plor they had acquainted many Diicontents, and many were agreed to their 
Dewlith practiſe. But one Thowas Dorſe,and Thomas Hallara(whole chriftian hearts 
relented at ſuch an vnchriſtian aQ) voluararily reucaled it co Captaine Smith,who 
cauſed them to conceale it, perſwading Doxſe and Mallard to proceed in their con- 
tedracie: onely to bring the irreclamable Datch men and the inconftant Salvages 
in ſuch a maner amongtt ſuch Ambuicado's as he had prepared, that nor many ot thE 
ſhould rerurne from our Pexn/n/a. Burthis bruce coming to the cares of the 1mparier 
mulcitude they ſo umportuned the Preſident to cut off cthoie Datch men, as awongſt 
many that offred to curtheir throats before theface of Powhata,the firſt was Lieurenic 
Percy, and MF. Iohn Cudermgton, ewo Gentlemen of as bold reſoluteſpurirs as could 
poflibly be foud. Bucthe Pretidet had occalic of other imploztment for them,& gaue 
gaue way to Maſter #yfin and Saricant Jeffrey Abborgto goe and ftab them or thoot 
them. Bur the Darch men made ſuch excuſes, acculing Yolday whom they tuppoled 
had rcucaled cheir proiect,as Abbor would not,yer Wyffmg would,perceivingir bur de- 
ceit, The King vnderſtanding ofthis theic 1umployment, ſent preſently his meſ- 
ſengersto Captaine Swzith'to ſigmifie 3t was not his fault to deraine chem, nor hinder 
his men from executing his command : nor did he nor would he mantaine chem, or 
any to occaſion h1s diſpleaſure, 

Bur whilſtchis bulinctle was in hand, Arrived one Captaine Arga/l, and Maſter 
Thomas Sedan, ſent by Maſter Cornelins to' truck with the Celoxy, and fiſh for 
Sturgeon, with a ſhip well turniſhed,with wine and much other good proviſion, 
Though it was nor {ent ys,our neceſſities was ſuch as1ntorced vstotake it, He brought 
vs newes of a great ſupply and propem—_ forthe Lord LaWarre, with letters . 4 
much taxed our Pcelident for his heard dealing with the Salvages, and not retur- 
ning the ſhippes fraughted. Notwithitanding we Keptthis ſhip tellthe flecte arriued; 
True it1is Argal/loſt his voyage, but we reuictualled him,and ſent him for England, 
with a true relation ofthe cauſes of our detailments, and how impolible it was to 
rerurne that wealth they expe&ed, or obſcrue there inftruions ro indure the Sal- 
vages inſolcncies,or doe any thing toany purpoſe, cxceptthey would ſend vs men 
and meanes that could' produce that they ſo much delired : orherwiſes all they 
d:d was loſt,and could not but cometo confuſion. The villany of Yelday we (till 
ditſembled, Adaw vpon his pardon came home but Saxwel! ftill Rtaycd with 
P owhahancto heare further of cher eſtates by this ſupply. Now alltheir plors Sith 
ſo well vnderſtood, they were his beſt adyantages ro ſecure vs from any trechery, 
could be done by them or theSalvages:which with facility he could revenge when 
he would, becauſe allthoſe countryes more feared him then Powhatan, and hee 
lad fuch parties with all his bordering nejghbours: and many of che ret for loue 
or feare would hauedoneany thing he would haue cthem,vpon any Ie Soi: 
choug 
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though thele fagitiues had done all they could to perſwade Powhatan, King ſames 
would kill Szz7hy tor viing him and his people ſo vakindly. 

By this you may lee tor all chole crotles, crecherics, and difſentivns, how hee 
wreltled and overcame ( without bloudihed ) all that happened : alſ@ what good 
was done 3 how few dycd z what food the Countrey naturally atioord<cch g what 
ſmall cauſe there js men ſhould ſtarue, or be murthered by the Salvages, that haue 
diſcrenon to mannage them with courage and induſtric. The wo hrit years, 
though by his adycncures, he had oft brought che Salvages to acraRablecrade, yer 
you ice how the envious authoritic cver crotſed him, and fruſtrated his belt ende- 
vours.But it wrought in him that experience and eſtimation amongſt the Salyages, 
as otherwiſe it had bin impoſſible,he had evet effe&ed that he did/Notwichſtanding 
the many miſerable, yet generous and worthy adventures,he had ofc and long cn- 
dured inthe wide world, yet in this caſc he was againeto learne his LeAure by cx- 

ericnce, Which with thus much adoe having obtained, it was his ill chance to 
end, when he had bur onaly le:rned how to begin. And though he letr choſe yn- 
knowne difficulties ( made ca(je and familiar ) ro hs vnlawfull ſuccellors, (who 
onely by luing in /ames Towne,preſumed to know more then all the world could 
dire& them:) Now though they had all his Souldiers, with a tripple power, arid 
twice tripplc better meaneszby what they hauc done 1n his abſcace,cthe world may 
ſee wharthey would haue done in his preſence, had he not preventcd their indit- 
cretions : it doth juſtly proue, what caule he had to ſendthem tor Exg/ard, and char 
hewas neither fatious, murinous;nor dilhone(t, But they have made uc more phaine 
ſince his rerurne for England ; having his abſolute authoritic freely 1n cheir 
power,with all the advantages and opporcunitie that his labours had ctfe&ed: As 1 
am ſorry cheir ations haue made it ſo manifeſt, ſo I am vnwilling to ſay what rea= 
ſon doth compell me, but onely ro make apparant the truth, leatt I ſhould feeme 
parciall, reaſonleltle, and malicious.

TTO redrctlethoſe jarres and ill proceedings, the Treaſurer, Councell, and 
Company of Yirginsa, fior finding that rerurne, and profit chey expected ; 
and them 1ngaged there, not having meancs to ſubſiſt of themichues;made 

-- -meanes to his Maieſtic, to call in cheur Commitlion, and rakea-new in their 
owne names, as in theirowne publication, 1610. you may reade at large, avis 
thus annihilated the old by vertuc of a Commiſhon made to the right Honours- 
ble, Sir Thomas Wet, Lord dela Warre, to be Generall of /mginiazSir Thomas Gate, 
his Licutenant z Sir George Somers, Admirall z Sir Themas Dale, high Marfhall x Sir 


 Fardinando Waixmen, Generall of the Horſezand o all other offices ro: many. other 
Worthy Gentlemen, for their lines: ( though not any of 'them had cycr-becnc in 


Upginis except Captainc Newport,who was alſo by Patent made vice-Admirall;) 


thoſe noble Gentlemen drew in fuch great ſurnmes- of .-moriey, thar'they ſenc 


Sir Thomas Gates, Sir George Somers, and Captaine Newpert with nine thippes, and 
fine httndred people, who had each of them aCommiſſion,;who fitht arrived to call 
1m the old, without the knowledge or confent of them, that had endured all thoſe 
former dangers to bear the path, not any regard had at all of them. All things bein 

ready, becauſe thoſe three Capraines could not agree for place, it was Plus 62, 
they ſhould goeall in oneſhip,to allcheitthree Commiſſions were inthar Ship with 
them called the Sea-Pentwre., 'T hey fer ſayle from Englarmil in May 1609; Aſmall 


''Carch periſhed at Sea in a Hericano: the Admiral with xn. hundred and fifticmen, 


with the two Knights, andtheir new Commiſſion, their Bils of Loading, wich all 
manner of directions, and the moſt part of their proviſion arrived not. With the o- 
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ther ſcaven Ships as Captaines arrived Rar/ifſe, whole right name (28 is ſayd) was 


Sicklemore, CMartin, and Arther, with Captaine Wood, Captiince Webbe, Capraine 
CMHoone, Captaine King, Capraive Davz, and divers Gentlemen of good meanes, 


and great parentage, Butthe firſt as they had becne troublclome ar Sea, began a+ 
gaineto marreall aſhore : for though (as is ſaid )they were formerly ſent for &»g- 


land, yer now returning againe, graccd by the titles of Caprtaines of the pallengers, 
ſeeing the Admirall wantin g2and great probabilitie of her lofſe,ſtrengrhened them- 


(clues with thoſe new companies, to exclaiming againſt Captaine Smrh, that rhey 
mortally hated him ere ever they ſaw him. Who ynderſtanding by his Scouts the 
arrivall of ſuch a Fleet, little dreaming ot any ſuch ſupply, ſuppoſed them Spany- 
ards. Bur he quickly ſo determined and ordered our attaires, as we little feared their 
Arriva!l, northe fuccelle of our incounter z nor wete the Salvages any way negli- 
om for the moſt part, to ayd and aſſiſt vs with their beſt power, Had it fo beene we 

ad beenc happy ; for we would not haue truſted chem bur as our focs, where re- 
ceiuing them as our Countreymen 3nd friends, they did what they could ro mur- 
ther our Preſident, to {urpriſethe Store, the Fort, and our lodgings, to vſurpe the 
government, and make vs all cheir ſervants and ſlaues, till they could confume vs 


and our remembrance ; and rather indeed to ſupplant vs then ſupply vs, as maſter 


William Box an honeſt Gentleman in this voyage chus relateth. 

In the tayle of a Hericano wee were ſeparated fromthe Admirall,which alchough 
it was but the remainder of that Storme, there 1s ſcldome any ſuch in Englara, or 
thoſe Northerne parts of Exrope. Some loſt their Maſts, ſome their Saytes blowne 
trom their Yards ; the Seas ſo over-raking our Ships, much of our prouiſion was 
ſpoyled, our Fleet ſeparated, and our men licke,and many dyed, and in this miſera> 
ble eſtate we arrived in Virginia. 


Bur in this Storme, 


When ratling Thunder ran along the Clouds | 

Did not the Salers poore, and Maſters proud 

A terror feele as firucke with feare of God? 

Did not their tremblmg ioynts then dread his rod ? 
Leaſt for fonle deeds and black month'd blaſphemies, 
The rufull time be come that vengeance cryes. 


Toa chouſand miſckiefes thoſe lewd Capraines led this lewd company,wherc- 


_ in weremany vnruly Gallants/packedthither by cheir friends co eſcape ill defti- 


nies,andthofe would diſpoſe and derermine of the governmenr,lometimes to one, 
che next day to another;ro day the 01d Commiſſion mult rule,to mortow the new, 
the nextday neither, in fine they would rule all, or ruine all: yerin charitje we muſt 
endurethem thus to deſtroy vs, or by correCting their follies, hauc brought the 
worlds cenſure vpon.vsto be guiltieof their blouds, Happichad we becne hadihey 
- ver:arrived, and we for cver abandoned, and as we were left to our fortunes: for 
on carth for the number was never more confuſion, or miſery, then their fa&tions 
occaſioned; -: Tire? . 
The'Prefident ſeeing'the deſire thoſe;Braues hadto rule ;ſecing how his autho- 
ritiewas 6: vnexpectedly changed,would willingly haue left all,and hauercrurned 
for E#g/end,Buct ſccing chere was ſmall hope this new Commiſſion would arriue, 
longer he would not tuffer thoſe fathious Hoes to proceede, It would be too tedi- 
ous, to ſtrange, and alinoſt incredible; hould ] particularly relate the infinite 
dangers, plors,and praftices,he daily.cſcaped amongſt this fatious crewzthe chietc 
whereof he quickly layd by the heeles, will his leafure bercer ſerved to doe them iu- 


ſtice-:.andto takeaway all occaſions of 'further miſchicke, Maſter Percie had hisze- 


grancedrorcturne for England, being very ſicks; and MF ef with an hun- 


o 'dredandrwenticofthe beſt he could chuſc,heſent corhe Falles; Ifartin with neare 


as many 0 Nand/armm, with their dac proportions of all proviſions according 40 


their numbers, Now 
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| Now the Preſidents yearc being neare expired, he made Captaine Afartin Preſ1+ 
gen ro follow rhe order tor the cle&tion of a Prelidenc every yeare:bur he knowing 
his owne inſufficiency, aud che companies vitowardnelle and hrtle regard of hitn, 
within chrec houres after reſigned it againe ro Captaine Snth, and at Navd/amund 
thus proceeded, The people being contributers vied hun kindly ; yer fuch wes his

iealous teare, in the midft of their mirth, he did ſurpriſe this poore naked King, 
with his Monuments, houſes, and che Iſle he inhabited, and there fortified him- 
ſclfc ; but {o apparantly diftrated with teare, as imboldened the Salvages ro atlaulr 
bim, kill his men, releaſerheir King, gather and carry away a thouſand buſhels of 
Corne, he not once offcring to incercept them ; bur {cnt ro the Prelidenc then ac che 
Falles tor thirtie good ſhotz which trom /awes Townc immediately was {ent him. 
But he lo well jmployed chem they did iuſt nothing, buc recurned complaining of 
his cenderuelſe:yet he came away with them to /ames Towne,leauing his company 
to their forrunes,— | RD ad Make = 
Here I cannot omit the courage of George Ferreſt, that had ſemienteene Arcowes 
ſticking in him,and one ſhortchrough him, yer Jiucd lixe or ſeauen dayes, as if he 
had ſmall hurt, chen for want of Clururgery dyed. | HY 
Maſter F:{t having ſeated his men by the Falles, preſencly returned to reuiſic 
Tames T owne: the Prelident followed him to fee that company ſeared ; merhim by 
the way, wondcring at his fo quicke returne ; and found his company planted ſo 
inconſ{1derately, 1n a place not onely ſubicEt ro che rivers inyndation,buc round ins 
vironed with many intollerable inconueniences, NE WEL | 
_. For remedie whereof he preſently ſent to Powhatan to ſell him the place called 
P owhatan, promiling to defend him againitche Afonacans. And theſe ſhould be his 
Conditions ( with his people) to reſjgne him the Fort and houſes, and all char 
Countrey for a proportion ot Copper ; thar all ſtealing offenders ſhould be ſen 
him, thereto recciue their puniſhment ; that every houteas a Culkome ſhould pay 
him a Buſhell of Corne for an inch ſquare of Copper, and a proportion of Pocones, 
25 a yearely cribute ro King /ames for their protection, as a dune ;' whar clie they 
cou1d ſparc to barter at cheir beſt diſcretions, © — - £0 
\ Bur both this excellent place and thole good Conditions did choſeFfuries refuſe, 
contemning both him, his kinde'cire and authoricie. So much they depended on 
the Lord Generals new Commiſſion, as they regarded none: the worſt they could. 
docto ſhew rhcir ſpights they did z fuppoling all the Afexacars Country, gold zand 
none ſhould comethere bur whom they pleaſed. I doe more then wonderco thinke 
how onely with fiue men, hecither durſtor would adyenture as he 6id, (knowing 
kow greedic they were of his bloud) ro landamongft chem, and commirto jmpri- 
fonment all the Chictraincs ot choſe murinies,'till by their mulcirudes being an 
hundred and ewentic they forced him to retyre:yer in thar interim he ſurpriſed one 
of their Boatcs, wherewith he returncdrotheir ſhip; wherein deed was their proui- 
ſion, which alſo he tooke, and well it chanced he found the Marriners 1o craftable 
and conſtant, or there had beene ſmall pofſibilitic he had ever eſcaped. There were 
divers other of berter reaſon and experience, that fromtheir firſt landing, hearing 
the gencrall good report of his old Souldiers, and ſeeing with their eyes his ations 
fo well mannaged with difcretion, as Capraine ood, Captaine Webbe, Cap. Hoone, 
Captaine Fitz ſames, Maſter Willians Pawell, Maſter Partridge, Maſter White, 'and 
divers others, when rhey perceiued the malice of Rgrhffe and Archer, and their fac« 
tion, Icft their companies, and ever reſted his faithfullfriends, But che worſt was 
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thar the poore Salvages, thar daily brought in their contribution ro the Preſidene, me: 

tizar diſorderly company ſo tormented hoſe poore ſoules, by ficaling their corne, peace with . 
robbing their gardens, bearing them, breaking their houſes and keepmg ſome pri- the Salvages, 
ſoners;thar they daily complaincd ro Captaine Smith, he had brought them-for arche Falles: 


ProreGtors, worſe cnemies then the Xſonacns chemfelues: which rhough ill then, 
tor 1115 loue they had endured, they deſired p:rdon it hereafter chey defended theme 
{clues ; lincshe would notcorrerhem, as they had long expected he would. So- 
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much chey importuned him co puniſh cheir miſdemeanors, 2s they offered (if he 
would leade them ro fight for him againſt them. Bur having ſpent nine dayes in 
ſceking to reclaime them ; ſhewing them how much they did abuſe chemſclues 
with theſe great guilded hopes of the South Sea Mines, commodiries, or vitories, 
they Jo madly conceaved ;then ſeeing nothing would prevaile, he fer fayle for 
[ames Towne. 


Thus oft we ſee from ſmall greene wonnas, and from alittle griefe, 
A greater ſore and ſichneſſe grow», then will admit reliefe : 


For thus themſelwes they dia begwile, and with the reſt play d theefe., 


Now no ſooner was the Ship vnder ſayle, but the Salvages afſaulted thoſe liune 
dred and twentie in their Fort, finding ſome ftragling abroad in the woods: they 
ſlew many, and ſo afftighted chereſt, as their priſoners e{caped, and chey ſafely re- 
tyred, with the ſwords and cloakes of thoſe chey had flaine, But ere wee had ſayled 
halfea league, our ſhip grounding, gaue vs once morelibertie roſummon chem tro 
a parley z where we found them all to (trangely amazed with this pooreſilly atTaulc 
of twelue Saluages, that they ſubmitted cheinfelues vpon any tearmes co the Preſi- 
dents mercy ; who preſently put by the heeles (3xe or teauen of the chicte offenders: 
the reſt he (cated gallantly at Powhatay, in thar Salvage Fort, readie built, and prer- 
tily fortified with poles and barkes of trees, ſufficientto haue defended them from 
all the Salvages in Virginia, dry houſes for lodgings and necre two hundred ac- 
cres of ground ready to be planted, andno place we knew ſo ſtrong, fo pleaſant 
and delightfull in /girrafor which we called it Non-ſuch, The Salvages alfo hee 
as gy appcaled, redeliuering to either party their tormer Jolles. Thus all were 
triends, 

New officers appointed to command, andthe Preſident againeready to depart, 
at that inſtant arrmed Captaine Feſt, whoſe gentle nature ( by the perſwaſi- 
ons and compaſſion of thoſe mutinous priſoners, alleaging they had onely done 
this forhis honor) was ſo much abuſed, that to regaine cheir old hopes, new cur- 
boyles did ariſe. For they a-ſhore being pollelled of all there viQuall, munition, 


| and cuery thing, grew to that height intheir former faCtions, as the Preſidenc 
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left them rotherr fortunes: they returned againe to the open ayre at Feſts Fort, a- 
bandoning Mor ſxch, and heto [ames towne with his beſt expedition, butthis hap- 
ned himin that Journey, 

.. Sleeping in his Boate,( for theſhip was returned two daics before) accidenrallie, 
one fired his powder-bag, which torethe fleſh from his body and thighes, nine or 
reninches ſ{quarein a molt pittifull manner ; but to quench che cormenting fire, 
frying him in hiscloaths heleaped over-boord into the deepe river,where ere ch 
could recoucr him he was neere drowned. In thiseſtate without either Chirurg- 
an, or Chirurgery he was to gocneere an hundred myles. Arriving at /ames towne, 
cauſing all things to be prepared for peace or warres to obtaine proviſion, whileſt 
thoſe . Ck were providing,Ratliffe, Archer,S the reſt of their Confederates, being 
to cometo theirtrialsz their guiltie conſciences, fearing a iult reward for their de- 
ſerts, ſeeing rhe Prelident, vnable to ſtand, and neere bereft of his ſenſes by reaſon 
of his torment, they had plotted to have murdered him in his bed. Buc his 
heart did faile himthat ſhould haue giuen fire to that mercilefle Piſtoll, So nor fin- 
ding that courſe to be the belt, they 10yned together to vſurpe the government, 


_ thereby to eſcapetheir puniſhment . The Prelident, had norice of their proies, 
_ the which co withſtand,though his old ſouldiers imporruned him but permit them 


to take their heads that would reſiſt his command, yet he would nor ſuffer them, 


. but ſent for the Maſters of the hex i and tooke order with them for his returne for 


England. -Sceing there was neither Chirurgian, nor Chirurgery in the Fore to 
curc hishurt,and the ſhips to depart the next day,his Commiſſon co be ſupprelled 
he knew not why, himſclfc and {ouldiers to be rewarded he knew not how, and 2

new commitlion granted they knew not to whoun(che which diſabled that authori- - 


ty he had, as made thein preſumelo oftto thoſe imutinies as they d1d:) belides to 
grievous were his wounds,and {0 crue}l his rorments(tew expetting he couid liuc) 
nor was hceable to follow his butines co regaine what they had Joſt, ſuppretle 
thoſe tations, and range the countries tor provition as he untended; and well he 
knew 1 thoſe attaires his owne ations and preſence wasasrequilit as hisdireQtions, 
which now could not be, he went preſently abroad, reſoluing there co appoint 
chem governours, and to take ord-r tor the muriners, but he couid finde none hee 
chought fit for 1t would accept it. In the meane time, lecing him gone,they perſwa- 
ded Matter Percy to ſtay, who wasthen to goe tor England, and verhar Prelident. 
Wichin lelle chen an houre was this mutation begun and concluded. For when the 
Company vnderſtood Smith would leaue chemy& faw the reſt in Armes called Pre- 
ſidencs & Councellors, divers began to tawne on thoſe new commanders, that now 
bene ail cheir wits co ger him refigue chem his Commiſſion ; who atter much adoe 
and many bitter repalſes z that their contation (which he rould chem was at their 
elbowes)(hould not beattributed to him, for leauing che Colony without a Come 
m:{ſion, he was not ynwilling chey ſhould fteale n, but never would he giue it ro 
fuch as chey, 


And thus, Stravge violent forces drew vs on unwilling :

{hat notwithſtanding we imbrace the worſt, 


But had that vnhappie blaſt not hapned, he would quickly have qualified rhe 
heate of chote humors, and tations, had the ſhips bur once letr them aud vs to our 
forcunes zand have made that proviſion from among the Salvages, as we neither 
feared Spanard, Salvage, nor tamine znor would haue left F:rginza, nor our lawtull 
auchoririe, but ar as deare a price as we had bought it, and payd for it. Whar ſhall 1 
{ay bur thus, we left him, thar 1n all his ot, made luſtice his fir{t guide, 
and experience his ſecond, even hating, baſenelle, ſloath, pride, and indigrutie,more 
then any dangers ; that neuer allowed more for himſelte, chen his ſouldiers with 
him ; thac vpon no danger would ſend chem where he would not lead them him- 
{elfe ; that would never ſee vs want, what he cither had, or could by any meanes 
get vs ; that would rather want then borrow, or ſtarve then nor pay ; that loued ac- 
non more then words, and hated falſhood and coverouſneile worle then death x 
whoſe adventures were our liues, and whoſe lollc our deaths. 

Leaving vs thus with three ſhips, ſeaven boats, commodiries readie ro trade, the 
harveſt newly gathered, ten wecks proviſion in the ſtore, foure hundred nintie and 
od perſons, twentie-foure Peeces of Ordnance, three hundred Muskets, Snaphan- 
ces, and Firclockes, Short, Powder, and Match ſufficient, Curats,Pikes,Swords,and 
Morrios,more then men;the Salvages,their language,and habitacions well knowne 
to an hundred well trayned and expert Souldiers z Nets for fiſhing ; Tooles of all 
fortsto worke ; apparell co ſupply our wants z (ix Mares and a Horle ; five or (ixe 
hundred Swine ; as many Hennes and Chickens ; ſome Goats ; ſome ſheepe z what 
was brought or bred there remained. But they regarding nothing but from hand 
to mouth, did conſumethat wee had, tooke care tor nothing, but to perte& ſome 
colourable complaints againſt Captaine Smith. For effeing whereof three weekes 

longer they ſtayed the Ships, till they could produce them. That time and charge 
might much better haue beene ſpent, bur it ſuted well with che reſt of cheir'di{- 
exetions, 

Beſides [ames towne that was ſtrongly Pallizadoed,containing ſome fiftie or (ix- 
tic houſes, he left fiue or Gxe other ſeverall Forts and Plantations:though they were 
not ſo ſumptuous as our ſuccetfors expeRed, they were better then they provided 
29y for vs. All thistume we had bur one Carpenter in the Countrey, an _ 0-

thers that could doe lictle, bur deſited to be learners: cwo Blackſmiths ; two ſaylers, 
& thoſe we write labourers were for mait part foormen,and {uch as they chat were 
Adventurers brought to attend chem, or tuch as they could perlwade to goe with 
them, that neuer did know what a daycs worke was, except the Dwtth-men 2nd 
Poles, and ſome dozen other, For all the reit were poorc Gentlemen, Tradlinen, 
Serving-men, libertincs, and ſuch like, ter. cimes more fir to ſpoyle a Common« 
wealth, then cither begin one, or but helpe tomaintaine one, For whea neither the 
feare of God, nor the law, nor fhame, nor di{pleaſure of their friends could rule 
them herc,there is ſmall hope ever to bring one in rweniie of them ever to be good 
there, Notwithſtanding, 1 confeile divers amongit them, had better mindes and 
grew much more induitriousthen was expected: yet ren good workemen would 
hauc done more ſubſtantiall worke in aday, hen ten of them in a weeke, Therefore 
men may rather wonder hoy we could doe {o much, then vie vs ſo badly, becauſe 
we did no morc, bur leauethoſe examples ro make ochers beware, andthe fruits of 
all, we know notfor whom, EE | | 

But to ſcethe juſtice of God vpon theſe Durch-men;Ualao before ſpokeof,made 
a ſhift to ger for England, where perſwading the Merchants what rich Mines he had 
found, and great ſervice he would doe them, was very well rewarded, and returned 
with the Lord La Warre: but being found a mecre Impoſtor, he dyed molt miſera« 
bly. Adam and Francis his two conſorts were fled againe to Powhatan, to whom 
they pronulſed at the arrivall of my Lord, what wonders they would doc, would he 
ſ aff them but to goe to him. Bur the King ſeeing they would be gone, replyed z 
You that would haue betrayed Captaine Smith ro-mee, will certaincly betray me to 
this great Lord tor your peace: ſo cauſed his men to beat our ther braines, 

To conclude, the greateſt honour that cyer belonged ro the greateſt Monarkes, 
was the inlarging ther Dominions,and ereting Common-weales, Yet howſocyer 
any of them haue attributcd tothem(ſclues, che Conquerors of the world: there is 
more of the world neyer heard of them, then ever any of chem all had'in ſubicAte 
on : for the Medes, Perſians, and Aſſyrians, never Conqueredall Aſia, northe Gree 
cians but part of Europe and Aſie. The Romans indeed had a greatpart of both,as well 
as Affrica:but as for all the Northerne parts of Exrope and A/ra,che mterior Southern 
and Weſterneparts of Africa,all America & Terra incognita;they were all ignorant : 
nor is our knowledge yer burſuperficiall. That cheir beginnings, ending, and limi- 
tations were proportioned by the Almightic 15 moſt cyident; bur to conſider of 
what ſmall meanes many of them haue begun 1s wonderfull, For ſome write that c= 
ven Rome her (clfe, during the Raigne of Remnlns, exceeded not the number of a 
thouſand houſes, And Carthage grew ſo great a Poxentate,thar at firſt was but incir« 
culed in the thongs of a Bulls skinne;, as to fight with Rowe for che Empire of the 
world. Yca Venice at this time the admiration of che earth,wasar firſt bura Mariſh, in- 
habited by poore Fiſhermen. Andlikewiſe Ninivie,Thebes, Babylon, Pelus, Troy, A- 
thens, Hycena and Sparta, grew from ſmall beginnings to be moſt famous States, 
though now they rctaine little more then a nzked riame, Now this our yong Come 
mon-wealth in Firginia, as you haue read once conſiſted bur of 38 perſons, and in 
two ycares increaſed butto 2oo, yet by this ſmall'meanes ſo highly was approved 
the Plantation in 721244, as how many Lords, with worthy Knights, and brauc 
Gentlemen prerended to ſee it, and ſome did, and now after the expence of (ifreene 
yeares more, and {uch maſſic ſummes of mien and money, grow they diſanitnared ? 
If werruely conlider our Proceedings with the Spanyerds, and thereft, we haue no 
reaſon to deſpayre. for with ſo ſmall charge, they never had cither greater Diſcove- 
ries, with ſuch cerraine rtyals of more ſeverall Commodiries,then in this ſhort rime 
hath beene returned from Uirgizia, and by much leiſe meanes. New England was 
brought our of obſcuritie, and affoorded fraught for neare 200 ſayle of ſhips, where 
there 15 now erefted a brauc Plantation. For the happines of Summer /ſier.they are 
nd leſſe then either, and yet choſe haut had afar leiſe, and a more difticule begin» 
ping,then either Rowe, Carthage, or Venice,

What happened in the firſt gonernment after the alteration in the 
time of Captaine George Picrcie their Gonernonr. 


9 H E day before Captaine Smith recurned for England with 
che ſhips, Capraine Dax arriued in a ſmall Pinace, with 
ſome l1xteene proper men more: .To theſe were added a 
company from [ames rowne, vader the command of Cap- 
traine ſohn Sickelmore alias Ratliffe, to inhabit Point Com 

ferr. Captaine Zartin and Capraine weſt, hauing loft 
cheir boats and ncerchalfe cheir men among the Saluages, 

| werereturned to [ames towne z for the Saluages no ſooner 
vnderſtood Smith was gone, bur they all reuolted,and did ſpoile and murther all 
they incountered. Now wee wereall conſtrained ro live oncly vn char Smirh had 
oncly for his owne Companie, for che reit had conſumed their proportions, and 
now they had twencie Preſidents with all cheir appurtenances : Maſter Pzercie 
our new Preſident, was ſo icke hee could neither goe nor ſtand. Bur ere all was 
conſumed, Capraine Weſt and Capraine Siche/more, each with a ſmall ſhip and 
chircie or tortie men well appointed, ſought abroad'to trade. Sicke/more ypon the 
confidence of Powhatan, with abour thirric others as careletle as himſelte, were 
all ſlaine, onely Teff-ey Shortridge eſcaped, and Pokahontas the Kings daughter 

faucd a boy called Henry Spilmar, that liued many yeeres after, by her meanes, a- 
mongſt che Patawomehkes. Powhatan ftill as he found meanes, cut off cheir Boars, 
denied chem trade, ſo that Capraine zeſt ſer ſaile for England. Now we all found 
che loile of Capraine Smith, yea his greareſt maligners could now curſe his lofle: 
asfor corne, prouiſion and contribution from the Saluages, we had nothing bur 

mortall wounds, with clubs and arrowes ; as for our Hogs, Hens, Goats,Sheepe, 

Horſe, or what liued,our commanders, officers & Saluages daily conſumed chem, 
ſomeſmall proportions ſometimes we taſted, till all was deuoured ; then ſwords, 
armes, pieces, or any thing, wee traded with the Saluages, whoſe cruell fingers 
were ſo oft imbrewed in our blouds, that what by their crueltie, our Gouernours 
mdiſcretion, and the loſle of our ſhips, of fiuc hundred within ſix moneths after 
Capraine Smiths departure, there remained not paſt ſixtic men, women and 
children, moſt miſcrable and poore creatures z _ choſe were preſcrued for the 
moſt part, by roots, herbes, acornes, walnuts, berries, now and then alittle fiſh : 
they chat had ſartch in thefe extremities, made no ſmall vſe of it ; yea, euen the 
very skinnes of our horſes, Nay, ſo great was our famine,that a Saluage we ſlew, 
and buried, the poorer ſort tooke him vp againe and eat him, and ſo did diuers

one another boyled and ſtewed with roots and herbs : And one amongſt thereſt 
did kill his wife, powdered her, and had caten parc of her before it was knowne, 
for which hee was executed, as hee well deſerued ; now whether ſhee was berter 
roaſted, boyled orcarbonado'd, I know nor, bur of ſuch a diſh as powdered wife 
I never heard of. This was that time, which ſtill ro this day we called the ſtaruin 
time z it were too vile to ſay, and ſcarce to be belecued, what we endured: butthe 
occalion was our owne, for want of prouidence, induftrie and gouernment, and 
not the barrennelſe and defeR of the Countrie, as 1s generally ſuppoſed ; for till 
thea in three yeeres, for the numbers were landed vs, we had neuer from England 
prouilion ſufficient for ſix monerhs, though it ſeemed by the bils of loading ſuffi 
cient was ſent vs, ſuch a glutron is che Sea, and ſuch good fellowes the Mariners; 
we as little taſted of the great proportion ſent vs, as they of our want and mile. 
ries, yet notwithſtanding they cuer ouer-ſwayed and ruled che bulineſle, though 
weenduredall that is ſaid, and chiefly lined on what this good Countrie naturally 
afforded ; yet had wee beene cuen in Paradice it ſelte with theſe Gouernours, it 
would not haue beene much better with vs; yet there was amongſt vs, who had 
they had the gouernment as Captaine Smith appointed, bur that they could not 
maintaine it, would ſurely haue kept vs from choſe extremities of miſeries, This 
in ten daies more, would hauc ſupplanted vs all with death, 

But God that would not this Countric ſhould be vnplanted, ſent Sir Thomas 
Gates, and Sir George Sommers with one hundred and fittic people moſt happily 
preſerued by the Bermudas to preſerue vs : ſtrange it 1s to ſay how miraculouſly 


they were preſerucd in alcaking ſhip, as at large you may reade in the inſuing 
Hiſtoric of choſe Ilands,

Hen theſe rwo Noble Knights did ſee our miſeries, being but 
ſtrangers in that Countric, and could vnderſtand no more of the 
cauſe, but by coniefure of our clamours and complaints, of ac- 


culing and exculing one another : They embarked vs with them- 
ſelues, with che beſt meanes chey could,and abandoning [amestowne, ſet ſaile for 


England, whereby you may ſee the euent of the gouernment of the former Com- 
manders left to themſclues; although they had liued there many yeeres as for- 
merly hach becne ſpoken (who hindred now their proceedings, Captaine Smith 
being gone, 

Atnoone they fell cotheIle of Hogs, and the next morning to 11ulbery point, 
at What time they deſcried the Long-boat of the Lord /a/are, tor God would not 
haue it ſo abandoned. Forthis honourable Lord, then Gouernour of the Coun- 
trie, met them with chree ſhips exceedingly well furniſhed with all neceffaries 
ficting, who againereturned them to the abandoned [awes towne. Ont of the 
obſernations of William Simmons Doftor of Dininitie,

H: Lordlhip arriucd the ninth of Iunc 16 10. accompanied with Sir 


Ferdinando Wayaman, Captaine Houlcroft,Captaine Lawſon, and diuers 

other Gentlemen of ſort ; the tenth hecame vp wich his fleet, went on 

ſhore, heard a Sermon, read his Commiſſion, and entred into conſul- 
tation for the good of the Colonie, in which ſecret counſell we will alictle leaue 
them, chat we may duly obſerue the reuealed counſell of God. Hee that ſhall bur 
turne vp his cic, and behold che ſpangled canopie of heaucs, or ſhall but caſt 
downe hiseie, and conſider the embroydercd carpet of the earth, and withall 
ſhall marke how the heauens heare the carth, and the carth the Corne and Oile, 
and they rclieue che neceffities of man, that man will acknowledge Gods infinite 


prouidence:;

Prouidence : But hee that ſhall further obſerue, how God inclineth all caſuall 
cuents ro worketheneceſlary helpe of his Saints, muſtneeds adorethe Lords in- 
finice goodnelle ; neuer had any people more iuſt cauſe, ro caſtchemſelues ar the 
ycry foor-ſtoole of God, and to reuerence his mercie,than this diſtretſed Colonies 
for if God had not ſentSir Thomas Gates from the Bermnudas, within foure daies 
they had almoſt beenefamiſhed , if God had nor dire&ed the heart of that noble 
Knight to ſauethe Fort from hiering at their ſhipping, for many were very im- 
-portunateto haue burnt it, they had beene deſticute of a-preſent harbour and ſuc- 
cour ; if they had abandoned the Fort any longer time, and had not ſo ſoone re- 
curned, queſtionleſſethe Indians would haue deftroied the Fort, which had beene 
che meanes of our ſafeties amongſt them and a terror, If chey had ſet ſaile ſooner, 
and had lanched into the vaſt Ocean,who would haue promiſed they ſhould hauc 
incountered the Fleet of the Lord /a Ware, eſpecially when they made for New 
7:1:14 land, as they intended, a courſe contrarie to our Nauic approaching. lf the 
{0:4 /1 Ware had not brought with him a yeeres prouiſion, what comfort would 
140 poore ſoules haue receiued,to haue beene relanded to aſecond diftrution? 
i iis was thearme of the Lord of Hoſts, who would haue his people patle the 
red Sea and Wildernetle, and then to polletſe the land of Canaas : It was diuine- 
ly ſpoken of Heathen Socrates, If God for man be carefull, why ſhould man bee 
oucr-diſtruſttull? for he hath ſo tempered checontrary qualities of che Elements, 


That neither cold things want heat , nor moiſt things dry, 
Nor {ad things ſparits, to quicken them thereby, 

Yet make they muſicall content of comtrarietie , 

Which conquer d, knits themin ſuch links together, 
They doeeprodate enen all this whatſoener. 


TheLord Gouernour, after mature deliberation, delivered ſome few words co 
the Companice, laying iuſt blame vpon chemyfor their haughtie vanities and ſlug- 
iſh ;dlenefle, earneſtly increating them to amend thoſe deſperate follies, Icſt hee 
Thould be compelled to draw the {word of Iuſtice,and to cur off ſuch delinquenes, 
which he had rather draw, tothe ſhedding of his vicall bloud, co proceet them 
from iniuries ; heartning them wich relation of that ſtore hee had brought with 
him, conſticuting officers of all conditions, co rule ouer them, allocting cucry 
man his parcicular place, to watch vigilancly,and worke painfully: This Graion 
and direQion being recczued with a generall applauſe, you might ſhortly behold 
the idle and reſtic diſeaſes of adiuided multirude, by the vnicic and authoricie of 
chis gouernment to beſubſtantially cured. Thoſe that knew notthe way ro good- 
nellc before, but cheriſhed ſingularitie and faRion, cannow chalke outthe path 
of all reſpeRtiue dutic andferuice 2 cuery man endeuoureth to outſtrip other in 
diligence : the French preparing to plant the Vines, the Engl: labouring in the 
Woods and grounds z cuery man knoweth his charge, anddiſchargerth he ſame 
with alacricie, Neither let any tnan be diſcouraged, by the relation of their daily 
labour (as chough the ſap of their bodies ſhould bee ſpentfor other mens profit) 
the ſetled times of working, to effect all chemſelues, er as the Aduenturers need 
deſire, required no more paines than from {1xof the clocke in the morning, 'vn- 
till cen, and from two in theafrernoone, till foure, at both which cimes theyare 
prouided of ſpiricuall and corporall rcliefe, Firft, they enter into the Church, 
and maketheir praiers vnto God, next they returne to their houſes and receiue 
their proportion of food, Nor ſhould it bee conceived rhac chis bulineſle exclu# 
deth Genelemen, whoſe breeding neuer knew whar a daics labour meant, for 
though they cannot digge,vſerthe Spade, nor prattice the Axe,' yer may the ftai- 
cd ſpirits of any condition, finde howto imploy the force of knowledge, rhe ex- 
erciſe of counſel], rhe operation and power of their beſt breeding and qualicies, 
The houſes which are built, are as warme and dcfenſiue againſt wind and

weather,as if they were tiled and ſlated,being couered aboue with ſtrong boards, 
and ſome matted round with Indian mats. Our forces are now ſuch as arc able to 
tame the furie and trecherie of the Saluages: Our Forts aſſure the Inhabitants, and 
fruſtrate all aſſaylants, And toleaue no diſcouragement inthe heart of any, who 
perſonally ſhall enter into this great ation, I will communicate a double com. 
tort ; firſt, Sir George Sammers, that worthy Admirall hach vndertaken a dange- 
rous aduenture for the good of the Colonie, 

Vpon the 15. of Iune, accompanied with og Samnel eArgall, heeretur. 
ned in two Pinaces vnto the Bermudas, promiling (if by any meanes God will 
open a wayto that land of Rocks)chat he would foonercturne with [1x moneths 
prouiſion of fleſb ; with much crofle weather at laſt hee there ſafcly arriued, but 
CaptaineeArga! was forced backe againe to /amesrowne, whom the Lord De 
la Ware notlong after ſent tothe Riverof Patawomeke, to trade for Cornez where 
finding an Engliſh boy,one Henry Spilman, a young Gentleman well deſcended, 
by thoſe people preſcrued from the furie of Powhatan, by his acquaintance had 
ſuch good vſage of thoſe kindeSaluages,that they fraughred his ſhip with Corne, 
Wherewith he returned to [amestowne. 

. The other comfort is, that the Lord /a Ware hath built two new Forts, the 
one called Fort Herry,the other Fort (harles,in honour of our moſt noble Prince, 
and his hopefull brother, vpon a pleaſant plaine, and nearc a little Riuller they 
call Southampton River z they ſtand in a wholſome aire, bauing plentie of Springs 
of ſweet water, they command a great circuit of ground, containing Wood, Pa- 
fturc and Marſh, with apt places for Vines, Corne and Gardens z in whichForts 
it1s reſolued, that all thoſe that come out of Eng/and,ſhall be at their firſt landing 
quartered, that the weariſomneſle of the Sea, may bee refreſhed in this pleaſing 
part of the Countrie, and Sir Thomas Gates hee ſent for Engl/and, Burtocorrett 
ſome injuries of the Paſpabegs, he ſent Captaine Pearcie, Maſter Stacy, and fiftie 
or threeſcore ſhot, wherethe Saluages flying, they burnttheir houſes, rooke the 
Queene and her children priſoners, whom nor long after they ſlew. 

The fertilitic of the ſoile, the cemperature ofthe climate, the forme of gouern- 
ment, the condition of our people, their daily inuocating'ot the Name of God 
being thus expreſſed; why ſhould the ſuccelle, by the rules of mortall udgement, 
bee diſparaged ? why ſhould not therich harueſt of our hopes be ſeaſonably expe- 
Qed? | dare ſay,that the reſolution of Ceſar in France, the deljgnes of Alexaxder, 
the diſcoueries of Hernando Cortes in the Welt, and of Emanuel King of Poy« 
1:4g4l in che Eaſt, were not encouraged vpon fo firme grounds of ſtate and 
poſh1bilitie. 

But his Lordſhip being at the fales, the Saluages aſſavlced his troopes and ſlew 
chreeor fourcof his men, Not long after, his Honour growing very licke, he re- 
turned for England the 28. of March ; in the ſhip were abour hue and fiftie men, 
but ere we arriued at Fya/l, fortieof vs were ncare {icketo death, of the Scuruie, 
Callenture,and other diſeaſes : the Gouernour ng Engliſo-man, kindly vſed 
vs, but ſmallrcliefe we could ger, but Oranges, of which we had plenty, whereby 
within cight daies weerecouered, and all were well andſtrong by that they came 
uo England.

The Counſell of Yirginia finding che ſmalneſle of that returne which they 
hoped ſhould haue defrayed the charge of a new ſupply, entred into a deep con- 
ſulcation, whether it were fit ro enter into anew Contribution,or in time to ſend

notto-cenſure me, in point of duric, and todifcourſe and queſtion the 

reaſon, thoughthey apprehend nor the true cauſe of my recurne, I am 
forced our of awillingnelle co farisfic cuery man, to deliter vnto your Lord(hips 
and the reſt of this aflemblie,in-whar ſtate I-haue Tiued cuer ſince my arrivall co che 
Colonic, what hath beene rhe iuſt cauſe of my ſudden departure, and on what 
ecarmes I haueletrthe ſamegtherather becauſe I perceiue, that ſincemy. comming 
into England, ſuch a coldnelle and irreſolution is bred in many of the Aduentu- 
rers, that ſomeof rhem ſeeke ro withdraw their payments, by which the aftion 
muſt be ſupported, making this my returne colour of their needlelJe backward- 


N A* Lords, now by accident returned from my charge at Finginia, 'con- 


nelſe and vniuſt protra&tion : which that you'may the berter vnderſtand, I was, 


welcomed to. /ames towne by a violent ague'; being cured of it, within three 
weekes after] beganto be diſtempered with other gricuous ſicknetles which ſuc- 
celſtuely and ſeuerally aflailed me, for beſides a relapſe into the former diſcaſe, 
which with much more violence held me more than a moncth, and brought me 
ro greater weaknefſle ; the flux ſurpriſed mee, and kept: memany daies, then the 
crampealſaulred my weake body with ſtrong-paines,andafter,the gour; all choſe 
drew meto that weaknelle, being vnable ro-ftirre, broughtvpon me che ſcuruie, 
which though in others it be afſickneffe of ſlorhfulnetle, yer was icin mean cffe&t 
of weakneſle, which neuer lefr me, tillI was ready to leauie theworld. 

In theſe extremities I reſolued ro conſult with my friends, who finding nature 
ſpent in me, and my body almoft conſumed, my paines likewiſe daily increaſing, 
paue me aduiceto preferrea hopetull recoucrie, before an affured ruine, which 
muſt neceſſarily haue enſued, had I lived bur twentie daiee longer in Virginia, 
wanting atthat inſtant both food a= Fhylicke, firto remedie fuch extraordinary 
diſeaſes z wherefore 1 ripped my ſelte with DoQor Bohun and Captaine Argal, 
for M:«s; in the Welt [ndizs,but being crofſed with Southerly winds,] was for- 
ced to ſhape my courſe for the Weſterne Iles, where found hielpe for my health, 
and my ſicknetle allwaged, by the meanes of freſh dyer, eſpecially Oranges and 
Limons, and vndoubted remedic for that diſeaſe : then F intended to haue re- 
turned backe againe to Yirginia, but I was aduiſed norto hazard my ſelfe, be- 
fore I had perfeAly recoucred my ſtrength : ſo I came for Exgland; in which 
accident, I doubt not but men of indgement will imagine, there would more 
preiudice haue happened by my death chere, chan 1 hopecan doe by my recurne. 

For the Colony l left it te the charge of Capraine George Piercie, a Gencle- 
man of honour aud reſolution, vntill the comming of Sir Thomas Dale, whoſe 
Commiſſion was likewiſe to bee determined vpon the' arriuall of Six Thomas 

Gates, according to the order your Lordſhips appointed : the number F left were 
about two hundred, the moſt in health, and: prouided of ar leaſt ten moneths 
victuall,and the Countric peopletraQtable and friendly. What other defets chey 
had, I found by Sir Thomas Gates at the Cowes ; his Fleet was ſufficiently fur- 
niſhed with ſupplies, but when it ſhall pleaſe God that Sir Thomas Dale, and Sir 
Thomas Gates ſhall arrive in Virginia with the extraordinarie ſupply of 100.Kine, 
and 200.Swine, beſides ſtore of other prouiſion, for the maintenance of che Co- 
lonie, there will appearetharſuccefſ[c in the a&tion, as ſhall giue no man cauſe of 
diſtruſt, char hath already aduentured, but incourage every good minde to further 
ſo good a worke, as will redound bothto the glory of God, to the creditof our 
ration, 
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nation, and the comfort of all thoſerhat hauc beene inſtruments in the furthering 
of it, Ont of the Lordla Wares diſcourſe, publiſhed by Autheritie, 1G 11. 


The government ſurrendred to Sir Thomas Dale, whoarriuedin 
Virginia the tenth of May, 1611,0ut of Maſter Hamors Booke-, 
Bu all other prouiſions necel{arie for a yeere z all which. arriued well the 

tenth of May 161 1. wherehe found them growing againe eo their former 
eſtateof penuric, being ſo improuidenc as not to put Corne intheground tor 
their bread, but crufted ro the ſtore, then furniſhed but with three moneths pro- 
uiſiong his firſt care therefore was co imploy all hands abour ſerting of Corne, ar 
the ewo Forts at Kecowughtan, Henry and Charles, whereby, the ſeaſon then nor 
fully paft, though about the end of May, wee had an indifferent crop of good 
rne. 

This buſineſſe taken order for, and the care and truſt of ic committed to his vn- 
der-Offcers, to /ames rowne he haſtened, where moſt of the companie were at 
their daily and vſuall works, bowling in the ſtreets; theſe hee imployed about 
neceſlaric workes, as felling of Timber, repayring their houſes ready co fall on 
their heads; and prouiding pales, poſts and railes, ro impale his purpoſed new 
rowne, which by reaſon of his ignorance, being bur newly arriued, hee had not 
reſolucd where to ſeat; thereforeto better his knowledge,with one hundred mcn 
he ſpent ſome time in viewing the Riuct of Nauſamnrd, in deſpight of the /- 
dians then our enemies; then our owne Riuer to the Fales, where vpon a high 
land, inuironed with the maine Riuer, ſome twelue miles from the Fales,by 
efrſabattoch ; he reſolucd to plant his new towne. 


It was no ſmall crouble to reduce his people ſo timicly to good order, being of 
ſoill a condition, as may well nnd; his ſcucritie and ſtrit imprinted booke 


Efore the Lord /aWare arriued in England, the Councell and Companie 
had diſpatchedaway Sir Thomas Dale with three ſhips, men and catrell, 


_ of Articles; then needfull with all extremitie to be executed3 now much mitiga- 


ted 3 ſoas if his Lawes had not been ſo ſtrily executed, I ſee not how the vtter 


ſubucrſion of che Colonie ſhould haue beene preuented, witneſle zebbes and 
Prices deligne the firſt yeere, ſince that of -4bbers, andothers, more dangerous 


than the former, 'Here I entreat your patience for an Apologie, though not 2 
pardon. This leffrey Abbots, how euer this Auchor cenſures him, and the Go- 
uernour executes him, know he had long ſerued both in /reland and Nether- 
lands, here hee was a Sargeant of my Companie, and I ncuer ſaw in Virginia a 
more ſufficient Souldier, lefle turbulent, a better wit, more hardy or indutfrious, 
Ror any more forward tocut off themthat ſought to abandon the Countrie, or 
wrong the Colonics how ingratefully choſe deſerts might bee rewarded, enuicd 
or neglected, or his farre inferiors preferred to ouer-top him, I know not; buc 
ſuch occaſions might moue a Saint, much morea man, to an vnaduiſed paſſionate 
impatience, but how cuer, it ſeemes he hath beene puniſhed for his offences, that 
Was neuer rewarded for his deſerts. And cucn this Summer Cole and Kitchins 
plot with thtce more, bending their courſe to Ocanaboway, fiue daics iourncy 
from vs, where they reportare Spaniards inhabiting. Theſe were cut off by the 
Saluages, hired by ys co hunt them home to receiuetheirdeſerrs :*SoasSir Tho- 
4s Dale hath not. beene ſo tytannous nor ſeuere by the halfe, as there was occa- 
ſion, and iuftcaufefor ir, and though the manner was not vſuall, wee were rather 
to haucregard ro thoſe, whom we would hauerterrified and made fearcfull to com- 
mic the like offences, than to the offenders juſtly condemned, for amongſt chem 

ſo hardned in cull, che feare of a cruell, painfull and vnuſuall death more rc- 

ſtraines them, than death it ſelfe. Thus much I haueproceeded of his cndeuours, 

vntill the comming ofSix Thomas Gates, in preparing himſclfe to proceed as he

Thomas Dale acquainted him what he had doneand wharhe intended, riuall of Sir Tho-

three hundred and fifciemen,ſuch as himſeife made choice of. In the be- 
ginning of Sep:ember, 1611, hee ſet ſaile, and arrined where hee intendedro 
build his new cowne ; within ten ortwelue daies he had inuironed it with a pale, 
andin honour of our noble Prince Henry, called ir Henrico, The nextworke he 
did, was building ac each corner of the Towne, a high commanding Watch- 
houſe, a Church, and Store-houſes ; which finiſhed, hee began to thinkevpon | 
conuenient houſes for himſelfe and men, which with all poſſible ſpeed hee could 
he effected, to the great content of his companice, and all the Colonie. 


This cowne 1s {1ruared vpon anecke of a plaine riling land, rhree parts inuli- The building of 


roned with che maine Riuer, the necke of land well impaled, makes ithike an ITlez Hemico. 


It hath chreeſtreers of well framed houſes, a handſome Church, and the founda- 
tion of a better 1a1d, to bee built of Bricke, beſides Store-houſes, Watch-houſes, 
and ſuch like : Vpon the verge of the Riuer there are fiue houſes, wherein live 
the honeſter ſorr of people, as Farmers in- England, and: they keepe continuall 
centinell for the cownes ſecuritie, Abour two miles from' che rowne, inro the 
Maine, 13 another pale, neere two miles inlengrh, from Riuer co River, guarded 
wich ſeucrall Commanders, with a good quanritie of Corne-ground impailed, 
ſufficiently ſecured to maintaine more than | ſuppoſe will come this three yeeres. 
On the other (ide of the Riuer, for the ſecuritic of the towne, is intended to be 
impaled for the ſecuritic of our Hogs, about two miles anda halfe, by che name 
of Hope in Faith, and Coxendale, ſecured by fiue of our manner of Forts, which 
are but Paliſadoes, called' Charitie Fort, Mount Malads; a gueſt houſe for licke 
cople, a high ſear and wholſomeaire, Eliſabeth Fort, and Fort Patience : And 
a. hath Maſter /-9itaker choſen his Parſonage, impaled a faire framed Parſo- 
nage, and one hundred acres called Roche hall, bur theſe are not halfe finiſhed, 
About Chriſtmas following, in this ſame yeere 161 1. in regard of the injurie 
done vs by them of Apamatuck,Sir Thomas Dale,withour the lotle of any, except 
ſome few Saluages, tooke it and rheir Corne, being bur fue miles by land from 
Henrico, and conſidering how commodious it might befor vs, reſolued co pol- 


ſefſe and plant ir, and ar the inſtanc called ic the new Bermndas, whereunto hee The building the 


hath laid ou: and annexed to the belonging freedome and corporation for euer, Bermudae. 


many miles of Champian and Woodland ground in ſeuerall hundreds, as the 
vpper and nether hundreds, Rochdale hundred, Weſt Sherly hundred, and Digs 
his hundred. Inthe nether hundred he firſt began to plane, for thereis the moſt 
Corne-ground, and with a pale of two miles,cut ouer from Riuer to Riuer,where- 
by we haue ſecured eight Eng/i/s milesin compalle z vpon which circuit, within 
halfe a mile of each other, are many faire houſes already built, beſides particular 
mens houſes neereto the number of fiftie. Rochdale, by a crolle pale welnigh 
foure miles long, is alſo planted with houſes along the pale, in which hundred 
our Hogs and Carrell have rwentie miles circuit to graze in ſecurely, The buil- 
ding of the Cirie is referredtill our harueſt be in, which heintends to makeare- 
treat againſt any forraigne enemic. h 
About fifrie miles from theſeis [ames towne, vpon a fertill penin/wle, - -4 
thoug 
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though fomerly ſcandaled for an vnhealchfull aire, wee finde it as healchſull as 
any other:part of the Countrie z it hath two rowes of houſes of framed timber, 
and ſome of them two ſtories, and a garret higher,three large Storc-houſes ioined 
cogether'in length, and hee hath newly ſtrongly impaled cherowne. This Ile, 
and much ground about it, is much inhabired : To Kecowghtan we accounted ic 
fortie miles, where they liue well with halfe chat allowance thercſt haue from the 
ſtore, becauſe of the extraordinaric quancitie of Filh, Fowle and Deere; as you 
may reade atlarge in the Diſcoucries of Captaine Smith. And thus | haue truly 
related vnto you che preſent eſtare of thar ſmall part of Yirgina wee Irequenc 
and polleſle, | 

Since there was a ſhip fraughted with prouiſion, and fortie men z and another 
lince then wich the like number and prouifion, to ſtay rwelue moneths in the 
Countrie, wich Captaineergal, which was ſent not long after. After hee had 
recreated and refreſhed his Companie, hce was ſentto the River Patawomeake, 
to trade for Corne, the Saluages about vs hauing ſmall quarter, bur friends and 
foes as they found aduantage and opportunitic : But to cenclude our peace, thus 
it happened, Captaine eArgal, hauing centred into a great acquaintance with [4- 
pazaws, an old friend of Captaine Smiths, and foto all our Nation, euer ſince hee 
diſcoueredthe Countrie: hard by him there was Pocahontas, whom Captaine 
Smiths Relacionsinticuleth the Numparell of /*rgizia, and chough ſhe had beene 
many times a preſeruer of him and the whole Colonie, yer till this accident ſhee 
was neuer ſcene at ſames towne (ince his departure, being at Patawomeke, asir 
ſeemes, thinking her ſelfe vaknowne, was ealily by her friend [apazaws perſwa- 
ded ro goe abroad with him and his wifeto ſee the ſhip, for Captaine Argel! had 
promiſed him a Copper Ketcle to bring her but ro him, promiling no way to 
hurt her, bur keepe her till chey could conclude a peace with her father ; che Sal- 
uage for chis Copper Kettle would haue done any thing, it ſeemed by the Rela- 
tion z for though ſhe had ſcene and beene in many ſhips, yer hee cauſed his wiſe 
to faine how deſirous ſhe was to ſce one, and that hee offered ro beat her for her 
importunitric, till ſhe wepr. Burtaclaſt he cold her, if Pocahontas would goe with 
her, hee was content : and thus they becraicd the poore innocent Pocahontas a- 
boord, wherechey wereall kindly feaſted in the Cabbin, [apazaws treading off 
on the Capcaines foot, ro remember he had donehis part, the Capraine when he 
ſaw his time, perſwaded Pocahontas to che Gun-roome, faining to haue ſome 
conference with [apazaws, which was onely that ſhe ſhould nor percciue hee was 
any way guilrcie of her captiuirie : ſo ſending forher againe, hee cold her before 
her friends, ſhe muſt goe with him, and compound peace betwixc her Countrie 
and vs, before ſhe eucr ſhould ſee Powhatan, whereat the old lew and his wife be- 
gan to howle and cric as faſt as Pocahontas, that vpon the Capraines faire perſwa- 
lions, by degrees pacifying her ſelfe, and [apazaws and his wife, with che Kettle 
and other tozes, went merrily on ſhore, and ſhee to /ames rowne, A mellenger 
forthwith was ſencto her father,that his daughter Pocahontas he loued ſo dearely, 
he muſt ranſome wich our men, ſwords, pceces, tooles, &c. hee trecherouſly 
had ſtolne. 

T his vawelcome newes much troubled Powhatar, becauſe hee loued both his 
daughter and our commodiries well, yer it was three moncths after ere hee recur- 
ncd vs any anſwer ; then by the perſwaſion of che Councell, he returned ſeuen of 
our men, with each of them an vnſcruiceable Musket, and ſent vs word, that 
when wee would deliuer his daughter, hee would make vs ſatisfaQtion for all in- 
iuries done ys, and glue vs fiuchundred buſhels of Corne, and for cuer be friends 
with vs. That heſent, werecciued in parc of payment,and returned him this an- 
ſwer: Thathis daughter ſhould be well vſed, but we could not belecue the reſt of 
our armes were cither loſt or ſtolne from him, andthereforerill heeſent them,we 
would keepc his daughter, 

This anſwer,it ſcemed,much diſpleaſed himyfor we heard no more from A a

appointed, went vp 1ato his owne River, to his chicte babitation, with his 
daughter z with many ſcornfull brauado's they affronced vs, proudly demanding 
why wee camethither z our reply was, Wee had brought his daughter, and to re- 
cciue the ranſome tor herthat was promiſed,or co haue ic pertorce. They nothing 
diſmayed cherear, told vs, We were welcome if wee came to bght, torthey were 
provided for vs, buraduiled vs, if wee loucd our lives to retire z elferthey would 
vie vs as they had done Caprtaine Rarchiffe : We told them, wee would preſently 
hauea better anſwer z bur we were no ſooner within ſhot of che ſhore chan chey 
ler flietheir Arrowes among vs in the ſhip, 

Being thus juſtly prouoked, wee preſently manned our Boats, went on ſhore, 
burned all their houſes, and ſpoiled all they had we could finde , and ſoche nexc 
day proceeded higher vp the Riuer, where rhey demanded why wee burnt their 
houſes, and wee, why they ſhor at vs: They replyed, it was ſome ſtrapling Sal- 
vage, with many other excuſes, they intended no hurt, bur were our friends : We 


cold chem, wee came not to hurrthem, bur vilir chem as friends alſo. Vpon this 
we concluded a peace, and forthwith they diſpatched metlengers to Powhatan, 
whoſe anſwer, they rold vs, wee mutt expect foure and ewentie houres ere the 
metlengers could rerturne : Then chey cold vs, our men were runne away for 
feare we would hang chem, yet Powhatans men were runneafter them as for our 
Swords and Pecces,they ſhould be brought vs the next day, which was only but 
ro delay time; for chenext day they came nor, Then we went higher,toa houſe 
of Powhatans, called Matchor, where we ſaw aboutfoure hundred men well ap- 
pointed ; here they dared vs to come on ſhore, which wee did z no ſhew of feare 
they made ar all, nor offered torelitt our landing, but walking boldly vp and 
downe amongſt vs, demandcd to conterre with our Caprtaine,ot his comming in 
chat manner, and to haue truce till they could but once more ſend to their King 
to know his pleaſure, which if ic were not agreeable to their expeRacion, then 
they would fight with vs, and defend their owne as they could, which was buc 
onely todeferretherime, tocarric away their prouifion z yer wee promited chem 
erucerill the next day at noone, and then if chey would fight wich vs,they ſhould 
know when we would begin by our Drums and Trumpets. 


Vpon this promiſe, two of Powhatans ſonnes came ynto vs to ſee their liſter, 


at whoſe ſight, ſecing her well, though rhey heard co thecontrarie, they much 
reioiced, promiſing they would perſwade her father to redeeme her, and for euer 
be friends wichvs. And ypon this, the rwo brethren went aboord wich vs, and 
we ſent Maſter [ohn Ro{feand Maſter Sparkes to Powhatan, ro acquaint him wich 
the buſinclle z kindly chey were entertained, but not admitted the preſence of 
Powhatan, but they ſpoke with Opechancanonugh, his brother and ſuccetlor ; hee 
promiſed ro docthe belt he could to Powhatan, all might be well. So ic being 
Aprill, and cime ro prepare our ground and ſer our Corne, wereturned to [ames 
Towne, promiſing the forbearance of cheir performing cher promiſe, ill che 


next harueſt, 

| Long before this, Maſter oh» Rolfe, an honeſt Gentleman, and of good beha- 
uiour, had beene in loue with Pocahontas, and ſhe with him,which-chiog ar chac 
inſtant] made knowne toSir Thomas Dale by aletter from him, wherein hee in- 
treated his aduice, and ſhe acquainted her brother with ic, which reſolution Sir 
Thomas Dale well approucd : the brute of this mariagecame ſoone to the knaw- 
ledge of Powhatan,a thing acceptablcto him,as appeared by his ſudden conſent, 


tor wichin ten daies he ſent Opachiſco, an old Vncle of hers, and two of his ſons, 


roſeethe manner of the mariage, and co doe in that behalfe what they were re- 
queltcd, forthe confirmation thereof, as his deputicz which was accordingly 
done about the firſtof Aprill : And cuer (ince wee haue had friendly crade and 
commerce, as well with Powhatan himſelfe, as all his ſubicRs, FF 
Belides.

Beſides this, by the meanes of Powhatan, we became in league with our nexx 
neighbours, the Chicahamanias, a luſtic anda daring people, irce of chemſclues, 
Theſe people, ſo ſoone as they heard of our peace with Powhatay, ſent rwo mel. 
ſengers with preſents to Sir Thom Date,and offered him their ſeruice, exculin 
all tormer iniuries, hereafter they would euer be King ſames his ſubieRs, and re. 
linquiſh the name of Chickahamaria, to be called T aſſanteſſus, as they call vs,and 
Sir ſhomas Dale there Gouernour, as the Kings Deputie z onely they delired © 
be gouerned by their owne Lawes, which is eight of their Elders as his ſubſti- 
rutes. This offer he kindly accepted, and appointed the day hee would cometg 
vilic them, 

W hen the appointed day came, Sir Thomas Dale and CaptaineeArgall with 
fifcie men well appointed, went to ( hickabamania, where wee found the people 
expeCting our comming, they vſcd vs kindly,and chenexc morning fate in coun- 
ſell, ro conclude their peace vpon thefe conditions : 

Firſt, they ſhould for ener bee called Engliſhmen, and bee true ſubiefts to King 
lames and bis Deputies, 

Secondly neither to kill nor detaine any of our men,nor cattell, but bring them bome, 

Thirdly, to bee alwaes ready to furniſhvs with three hundred men, againſt the 
Spaniards or any. 

Fourth.ly, they ſhall not enter cur townes, but ſend word they are new Engliſhmen, 

Fiftly, that encry fighting man, at the beginning of barueſt, ſpall bring to our ſtore 
two buſbels of Corne, for tribute, for which they ſhall rec:ine ſo many Hatchets, 

Laſtly, the eight chiefe men ſpould ſ+e alithis performed, or receine the puniſhment 
themſelues : for their diliger:ce they ſhould haue a red coat, a copper chaine, and King 
Tames hi pifture, and be acconnted his Noblemen, 

All this they concluded wich a generall aſent, and a great ſhour ro confirmexc x 
then one of the old men began an Orartion, bending his ſpecch firſt ro che old 
men, then tothe young, and chen roche women andchildren, co makerhem va: 
derſtand howſtriftly they were to obſeruetheſe conditions,and we would defend 
them from the furic of P-whatay, or any enemie whatſocuer, and furniſh chem: 
'with Copper, Beads, and Hatchers ; bur all chis was rather for feare Powhatan 
ang we, being ſo linked rogecher, would bring chem againe to his ſubicionz 
the which to preuent, they did rather chuſe to be protected by vs, than cormen- 
ced by him, whom'they held a Tyrant. And thus wee recurned againe to [ames 
rowne, 

When our people were fed out of the common ſtore, and labourcd iointly tos 
pether, glad wis hecould ſlip from his Jabuvur, or ſlumber ouer his caske he cared 


nor how, nay, the moſt honeſt among chem would hardly take ſo much crue 


9 v2 in a weeke,/as now forthemſclues chey will doc in a day,neither carcd they 
or the increaſe; preſuming chat howſoeucr the harucſt proſpered, the gencrall 
Rore muſt mainraine' them, ſo that wee reaped not'ſo much Corne from the la» 
bours of thirtie, as nowthree or foure doe prouide'for themfelues, To preuenc 
which, Sir Thow4sDale hath allocred cucry man chree 'Acres of cleare ground, 
in the nature of Farmes, except the Bermudas, who zre exempred, bur for.one

Ir Thomas Dale vnderſtanding there was a plantation of Frenchmen in the Capraine Arpaly 
north part of Yirginia, about the degrees of 45. ſenc Captaine Argallto voyage to Port 
Port Rojalland Santa ( rux,where finding the Frenchmen abroad diſper- *0jai- 
ſed in the Woods, ſurprized their Ship and Pinnace, which was butnewly 
come from France, wherein was much good appare], and ocherprouiſion, which 
he brought ro /ames cowne, but the men eſcaped, and lued among the Saluages 
of thoſe Countries, 

[pleaſed Sir Thomas D ale, before my returnero England, becauſe would be \, g, 4 

able to ſpeake ſomewhatof my owne knowledge, to giue mee leaue to viſit Pows Sir Thomas Smith 
hatas and his Court : being provided, I had Thema: Sal/xage with mee, for my Treaſwer. 
Interpreter, with him and two Saluages for guides, I went from the Bermuda in 
the morning, and came to Hatcher chenexrt night, wherethe King lay vpon the 
Riuer of Pamavukez his enterrainment was ſtrayge tome,the boy he knew well, 
and told him z My child, I gaue you leaue,being my boy, to goe {ee your friends, 
and theſe foure yeeres | haue not ſcene you, nor heard of my owne man Names 
tack | ſent to England, though many ſhips lince haue beene returned thence : 
Hauing done with him, hee began with mee, and demanded for the chaine of 
pearle heſent his brother Sir Thowas Dale ar his firſt arriuall, which was a token 
betwixt them, when euer hee ſhould ſend a meſſenger from himſelfe ro him, 
he ſhould weare that chaine abour his necke,fince the peace was concluded,others 
waies he was to binde him and ſend him home. 

Ic is true Sir Thomas Dale had ſent him ſuch word, and gave his Page order to Maſter Hamurs

ze was ſufficient z with which anſwer he was contented, and fo conducted ystro 

his houſe, where was a guard of two hundred Bow-men, that alwaies attend his 
perſon. Thefirſt thing he did, heoffered me a pipe of Tobacco, then asked mee 

how his brother Sir Thomas Dale dic, and his daughter, and vnknowne ſonne, 

and how they liued, loued and liked ; I cold him Þis brother was well, and his 
daughter ſocontented,ſhe would not liueagaine with him ; whereat he laughed, 

and demanded the cauſe of my comming : I cold him my meſſage was private, 

and I was to deliuer it onely to himſelfe and Papaſchicher, one of my guides that 

was acquainted withit ; inſtantly he commanded all out of the houſe, bur onely 

his two Queenes, that alwaies (it by him, and bade meſpeake on, 

| cold him, by my Interpreter, Sir Thomas Dale hach ſent you two pieces of His meſſ:ge to 
Copper, fiue ſtringsof white and blueBeads, fiuewoodden Combes, ten Fiſh- Powbatan, 
hookes, a paire of Kniues, and that when you would ſend for it, hee would giue 
you aGrind-ſtone all chis pleaſed him : bur then I told him his brother Dale, 
hearing of che fame of his youngeſt daughter, deſiring in any caſe he would ſend 
her by me vnto him,in teſtimonte ot his loue,as well for that heintendedto matry 
Her, as the dclire her ſiſter had ro ſee her, becauſe being now one people, and hee 
deſirous for euer to dwell in his Countrie, he conceiued there could nor be a trucr 
allurance of peace and friendſhip,thanin ſuch a naturall band of an vniced vnion.

I needed not entreat his anſwer by his oft interrupting meein my ſpeech, and 
preſently with much gravitie hethus replyed, 

I gladly accept your ſalute of loue and peace, which while T liue,I ſhall exaQtly 
keepe, his pledges thereof I receiue withno leile chanks, although they arenor 
ſo ample as formerly he had recciued ; burfor my daughter, I haue fold herwith- 
in this few daies to a great Werowance, for two bulhels of Rawrenoke, three 
daics iournic from me. [| replyed, I knew his greatneſle 1n reſtoring the Rawre- 
noke, might call her againero gratific his brother, and the rather,becauſe ſhe was

reſolued vpon no termes to pur himſelfe into our hands, or come amongſt vs;

That I deſire no former atſurance of his friendſhip, than the promiſe hee hath 
made, from me he hath a pledge, one of my daughters, which ſo long as ſhe lives 
ſhall be ſufficient, when ſhe dies, he ſhall haue another : I holdit not a brotherly 
wy: to delire to bereaue me of my two children at once. Farther,tell him though 

c had no pledge at all, hee need not diſtruſt any iniurie from me or my people; 
there haue beene too many of his men and mine flaine, and by my occaſion there 
ſhall neuer be more, (I which haue power to performe 1t, have ſaid it) although 
I ſhould haue iuſt cauſe,for I am now old,8& would gladly end my daies in peace; 
if you offer meinwrie,my countric is largeenough ro goe from you: T hus much 
I hope will fatisfic my brother, Now becauſe you are wearie, and [ ſ|cepic, wee 
will thus end. So commanding vs vittuall and lodging, wereited that nighr, and 
the next morning he cameto vilit vs, and kindly conducted vs tothe beſt cheere 
hee had. © Wiltam Parker. | 

While I here remained,by chance came an Englii/5mar,whom there had beene 

ſurprized three yeeres agoe at Fort Henry, growne ſo like, both in complexion 
and habir like a Saluage, | knew him not, but by his tongue: hee delired mee ro 
procure his libertie, which 1 intended, and fo farrevrged Powhatan, that he grew 
diſcontented, and told mee, You haue one of my daughters, and] am content, 
bur you cannotſce one of your men with mee, but you muſt hauc him away, or 
breake friendſhip ;z if you mult needs haue him, you ſhall goc home withour 
guides, and if any euill befall you, thanke your ſclues : I cold himT would, burif 
| rerurnednot well, hce muſt expeR areuenge, and his brother might haue juſt 
cauſe ro ſuſpethim. So in paſhon he lett mecill ſupper, and chen gaue me ſuch 
as hee had with a cheerefull countenance : About midnight hee awaked vs, and 
promiſed in the morning my returne with Parker; but I muſt remember his bro- 
cher to ſend him ten great pieces of Copper, a Shauing-knite, a Frowe, a Grind- 
ſtone, a Ner,Fiſh-hookes,and ſuch roics z which left I ſhould forger,he cauſed me 
write inatable-booke he had z how euer he got it, it was a faire one, I delired hee 
would giueirme; hetold me,no,it did him much good in ſhewing to ſtrangers, 
ycrin the morning when we departed, hauing furniſhed vs well wich proutfion, 
he gaue each of vs a Bucks skin as well dreſſed as could be, and ſent two more to 
his ſonne and daughter : And ſowereturned to [amestowne. Writes by Mafter 
Ralph Hamor and [ohn Rolph. 

I haue read the ſubſtanceof this relation, in a Letter written by Sir Thomas 
Date, another by Maſter Whitaker, and a third by Maſter 7ohn Relfe 5 how care- 
full chey were to inſtru herin Chriſtianity, and how capable and deſirous ſhee 
was thereof, after ſhe had beene ſome time thus tutored, ſhee neuer had deſire to 

oe to herfather, nor could well endure the {ocicty of her owne nation: the true 
affetion ſhe conſtantly bare her husband was much, and theſtrange apparitions 
and violenc paſſions he endured for her loue, as hedeeply proteſted, was wonder- 


full, 
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ful,and ſhe openly renounced her countries jdolatry,confetled the faith of Chrift, 
and was baprized, but cicher rhe coldnelle of the aduenturers, or the bad vſage of 
that was colleed, or both, cauſed this worthy Knight to write thus, Oh why 
ſhould ſo many Princes and Noblemen ingage themſclues, and thereby inter- 
medling herein, haue cauſed a number of ſoules cranſport themſelues , and 
be tranfported hicher ? Why ſhould they, I ſay, relinquiſh chis'ſo glorious. an 
aCtion ; torif their ends be ro build God a Church, they ought to perſcuere ; if 
otherwiſe, yer therr honour ingageth them to be conſtanc 3 howſoeuer they ſtand 
affketed, here js enough rocontenc them, Theſe are the chings haut animated 
me to ſtay a little ſeaſon from them, 1am bound in conſcience to returne vnto; 
leaving all contenring pleaſures and mundall delights, to reſide here with much 
turmoiie, which I will racher doethan fee Gods glory diminiſhed, my King and 
Country diſhonourcd, and theſe poore ſoules | haue in charge reuijued, which 
would quickly happen ifI ſhould leave them ; ſo few I haue with me fit to com- 
mand or manage the buſinetle : Mafter Whiraker their Preacher complaineth, 
and much muleth, that ſo few of our Engliſh Miniſters, that were ſo hor. 
apainft the ſurplice and ſubſcription come hether, where neither 1s ſpoken of, 
Doe they not wilfully hide their talents, or keepe themſeluesat home, for fears 


of loling a few pleaſures; be there not any among chem of 17oſes his minde, and' 


of the Apoſtles,that forſooke all to follow Chriſt, bur I refer them to the Iudge of 
all hearts, andco the King that ſhall reward eucry one according to his talent.

T is apparent to the world, by how many former Proclamations, we manifeſt- 

ed our intents,to haue drawn out the grear ſtanding Lottery long before this,

aducntured therein, we thought good therefore for the auoiding all vniuſt 
and ſiniſter conſtruions,to reſolue the doubts of all indifferent minded,in three 
ſpeciall points for their berter ſatisfaQtion.

Capraine /awes 
Dawuzs the gouernor, immediatly gaue them one, but he wasno ſooner in the boar, 
bur away they wentwith him, Jleauing threeof their companions behind chem z 
chis ſudden accidenc occaſioned ſome diſtruſt, and a ſtri&t examination of thoſe 
cthreethus left, yer with as good vſage as our eſtate could afford them.

his proie&s,ro run away with a ſmall barke, which was apprehended, ſome exccu- 
red, and heexpetting butthe Hangmans curtelie, direGly confeiſed that two or 
<hrce Spaniſh ſhips was at Sea, purpoſely ro diſcouertheeſtare of che Colony,bur 
cheir Commifhion was not to be openedcill they arriued in the Bay, ſothat of any 
thing morc he was viterly ignorani, One of the Spantardsar laſt dyed, che other 
was tent for Englen4d,but this reprieued,rill Sir Thomas Dale hanged him at Seain 
his voyage homeward z the Engliſh Pilor chey carried for Spaine, whom after 4 
long time impriſonment, wich much ſure was returned for England.

crilege, ro wrong it bur a ſhilling, or excorr vypon che common ſou'dter a penny. 
But co the purpole, and to follow the Hiſtorie, 

M-.George Tearly now inueſted Deputic Gouernour by S'. Thomas Dale,appli- 
ed himſelfe for the moſt part in planting Tobacco, aschemoſt preſent commodi- 
tiechey could deuiſc for a preſent gaine,fo chat every man berooke himſcifeto the 
beſt place he could for the purpoſe; now though Sir Thomas Dal: had cauſed ſuch 
an abundanceof corne to be planted, that euery man had ſufficient, yer che ſup- 
plics were ſent vs, came ſo vnfurniſhed, as quickly eaſed vs of our fuperfluitic. 
To relicue cheir neceſſities, he ſent rothe Chickahamanias tor the tribute Corne 
Sir Thomas Dale and Captaine Argall had conditioned for with chem : But ſuch 
2 bad anſwer they returncd him, that hee drew together one hundred of his beſt 
ſhort, with whom he went to Chickehamaniaz the peoplein ſome places vied him 
indiffcrently, but in moſt places with much ſcorne and contempr, telling him he 
was but Sir Themas Dales man,and they had payed his Maſter according to con- 
dition, but to giue any to him chey had no ſuch order, neicher would they obcy 
him as they had done his Maſterzafter he had told chem his authoritie,and char he 
had che ſame power to enforce them that Dale had, they dared him to come on 
ſhore ro fight, preſuming more of his nor daring, than cheir owne valours. Tearly 
ſeeing their inſolencies, made no great difficulcie to goe on ſhore at Ozinies, and 
they as little toincouncer him:but marching from thence towards Mamanahunt, 
they put chemſclues inxhe ſame orderthey ſee vs, lead by their Captaine Kiſſana- 
comen, Gouernour of Ozmies, & ſo marched cloſe along by vs,cach aschreatning 
other who ſhould firſt begin. But that night we quarcered againſt Mamanahunt, 
and they palledthe Riuer. Thenext day we followed them z chereare few places 
in Virginia had then more plaine groundcogerher, nor more plentic of Corne, 
which alchough ir was bur newly gathered, yer chey had hid ic inthe woods 
where we could not finde it: a goodcime we ſpent thus in arguing the cauſe, che 
Saluages wichour feare ſtanding in croupes amongſt vs, ſeeming as if their counte- 
nanceshad beene ſufficientto dant vs: what other praQtiſes they had I know nor, 
burto preuent the worſt, our Capraine cauſcd vs all comake ready, and vpon the 
word, to ict flie among them, where he appoinced : others alſo he commanded 
to ſeize on them they could for priſoners; all which being done according ro our 
direion, the Capraine gauc the word, and wee preſently Giſcharged, where 
tweluclay, ſome dead, thereſt for life ſprawling on the ground, cwelue more we 
taoke priſoners, two whereof were brothers, rwo of their eight Elders, the one 
'tooke by Sergeant Boothe, the other by Rybert a Polontan ; Neere one hundred 
buſhels of Corne we had for their ranſomes, which was promiſed the Souldiers 
for a reward, but it was not performed : now Opechankanongh had agreed wich 
our Captainefor che ſubicRing of choſe people, chatneither hee nor 'Powhar.m 
could cuer bring to their obedience, and that he ſhould make no peace with them 
without his aduice : in our returne by Oz4#zizs with our priſoners wee mer Ope- 
chankanowgh, who with much adoe, tained with whar paines hee had procured 
cheir peace, the which to requice, they called him che King of Ozn:es, and 
brought him from all parts many preſents of Beads, Copper, and ſuchtraſhas 
they had 3 hereas at many other cimes wee were beholgding ro Captaine Henry 
Spilman our Interpreter, a Gentlemanhad lived long time in chis Countric, and 
ſomecimes a priſoner among the Saluages, and done much good ſeruice, rhough 
but badly rewarded, From hence we marcht cowards Zames rowne, we had aches

Boatsloaded with Corne and other luggage, the one of them being more wil- 
ling to be ac /ames rowne with che newes than the other, was oucrſer, and eleuen 
men Caſt away with the Boat, Corne and all their prouiſion z notwithſtanding 
this pur all the reſt of the Saluages in that feare, eſpecially in regard of the great 
league we had with Opechankanongh, that we followed ourlabours quietly,and in 
ſuch ſecuritie, that divers ſaluages of other Nations, daily frequented vs with 
what prouiſions they could ger, and would guideour men on hunting, and ofc 
hunt for vsthemſelues. Captaine Tearly had a Saluage or two fo well crained vp 
to their peeces, they were as expert as any of the Engis/h, and one hee kept pur- 
poſely co kill him fowle, There were diuers others Fad Saluages in like manner 
tor cheirmen. Thus we liued cogether, as if wee had beene one people, all the 
time Captaine 7earley ſtaied with vs, but ſuch grudges and diſcontents daily 
increaſed among our ſelues, char vpon che arriuall of Captaine eArgal, ſent by 
the Councell and Companie to bee our Gouernour, Capraine Yearley recurned 
for Englandinthe yeere 1617. From the writings of Captaine Nathaniel Powell; 
William Cantrill, Sergeant Boothe, Edward Gurganey. 

During this time, the Lady Rebecca, alias Pocahontas, daughter to Powhatan, 
to ſpeake ſuch Eng/5bas might well bee vnderſtood, well inftruted in Chriſtia- 
nitie, and was become very formall and ciuill afcer our Engh/» manner ; ſhee had 
alſo by him a childe which ſhe loued moſt dearely, and the Treaſurer and Com- 
pany tooke order both for the maintenance of her and it, beſides there were di- 
uers perſons of greatrankeand qualitic had beene very kindeto her z and before 
ſhe arriued ar London,Captaine Smith to deſerue her former courtefies, made her 

ualities knowne to the Queenes moſt excellent Majeſtic and her Court, and 
Writ a little booke to this ette& rothe Queene ; An abftra whercof followeth, 


To the moſt bigh and vertuous Princeſſe Qucene Anne 
of Great Brittanie-, 


Moſt admired Queene, 
T* loue I bcare my God, my King and Countric, hath ſo oft embol- 


dened mee in the worſt of extreme dangers, that now honeltie doch 
conſtraine mee preſume thus farre beyond my ſelfe, to preſent your 
Majeſftie this ſhort diſcourſe : if ingraticude be a deadly poyſon to all ho- 
neſt vertues, I muſt bee guiltie of that crime 1t 1 ſhould omic any meanes to bee 
thankfull.

Thar ſometen yeeres agoe being in Yirginia, and taken priſoner by the power 
of Powhatan their chiete King, I recetued from this great Saluage exceeding 
great courtelie, eſpecially from his ſonne Nantaquars, the moſt manlieſt, come- 
licſt, boldeſt ſpirit, I euer ſaw in a Saluage, and his liſter Pocahontas, the Kings 
meſt deare and wel-beloued daughter, being but a childe of ewelue or thirteene 
yceres of age, whoſe compaſſionate pirifull heart, of my deſperate eſtare, gaue 
me much cauſe to reſpe& her : I being the firſt Chriſtian this proud King and his 
grim attendants cuer ſaw : and thus inthralled1n cheir barbarous power,l cannot 
ſay Ifelt the leaſt occaſion of wantthat was in the power of thoſe my morrall foes 
to preuent,notwithſtanding al cheirthrears. After ſome (1x weeks fatting amongſt 
thoſe Saluage Courtiers, at the minuteof my execution,ſhe hazarded the beating 
out of her owne braines to ſaue mine, and not oncly that, but ſo preuailed with 
her father, that I was ſafely conduced to [amesrowne, where] found abour eight 
and thirtic miſerable pooreand ſicke creatures, to keepe polleſhon of all choſe 
large territories of Yirginia, ſuch was the weakneſle of this pooxe Common- 
wealth, as had the Saluages not fed vs, we dire&tly had ſtarued, 


And thisrclicte, moſt gracious Queene, was commonly brought vs by 4s

Lady Pocahontas, notwithſtanding all theſe paſſages when inconitant Fortune 
turned our peace to warre, this tender Virgin would {lll not ſparero dare co vilir 
vs, and by her our 1arres haue beene oft appeaſed, and our wants ſtill ſupplyed , 
were itthe policie of her facher thus to imploy her, or the ordinance of God thug 
to make her his inſtrument, or her extraordinaric atteE&tion to our Nation, I know 
not: but of this | am ſure , when her father with the vemoſt of Jus policie and 
power, ſoughtto ſurprize mee, hauing but eizghteene with mee, the darkenighr 
could not attright her from comming through the irkeſome woods, and with 
watered eies gaue meintelligence, with-her beſt aduice to eſcape his furie z which 
had hee knowne, hee had ſurely flaine ker. [amestowne with her wild traine ſhe 
as freely frequented, as her fathers habitation z and during the time of rwo or 
three yecres,the next vnder God, was {till the inſtrument to preſeruethis Colonic 
from death, famine and vtter confuſion, which it in thoſe times had once beene 
dilſolued, Virginia might haue line as it was at our firſt arriuall ro this day, Since 
then, this bulinelle hauing beene turned and varicd by many accidentsfrom thac

_ about two yeeres after ſhee her ſelte was taken priſoner, being ſo detained neere 


two yceres longer, the Colonic by that meanes was reltcued, peace concluded, 
and atlaſt reiefting her barbarous condition, was marted to an Englyh Genile- 
man, with whom ac this preſcnt ſhe 15 in Englaxd the firſt Chriſtian cuer of char 
Nation, the fiſt V2rgintan euecr ſpake Engliſh, or had a childe in mariage by an 
Englhmar, a matter ſurely, if my meaning bee cruly coniidered and well vader- 
Rood, worthy a Princes vnderſtanding. 

T hus moſt gractous Lady, I haue related to your Maieſtie, what at your beſt 
leaſure our approucd Hiſtories will account you at large, and done inthe cime of 
your Maieſties life, and howeuer this might bee preſented you from a more wor- 
thy pen, 1t cannot from a more honeſt heart, as yet neucr begged any thing of 
theſtace,or any,and it is my want of abilitie and her exceeding delert,your birch, 
meanes and auchortrie, hir birth, vertue, want and ſimplicitie, doth make mee 
thus bold, humbly to beſeech your Miieſtie to take this knowledge ofher,though 
it be from one ſo vnworthy to be the reporter, as my ſclfe, her husbands eftace 
not being able to make her fitto atrend your Maieſtie : the moſt and leaft I can 
doe, is to tell you this, becauſe none ſo oft hath tried it as my ſelfe, and the rather 
being of ſo great a ſpirit, how cuer her ſtature: if ſheſhould not be well receiued, 
ſecing this Kingdome may rightly haue a Kingdome by her meanes; her preſenc 
loue to vs and Chriftianicie, might turne ro ſuch ſcorne and furie, as to diuert 
all chis good to the worſt of cuill, where finding fo great a Queene ſhould doe 
her ſome honour more than ſhe can imagine, for being ſo kinde to your ſeruants 
and ſubiets, would ſo rauiſh her wich content, as endeare her deareſt bloud to 
effeft thar, your Maieftic and all che Kings honeſt ſubiets molt earneſtly deſire; 
And ſo I humbly kitle your gracious hands, | 

Being about this time preparing to ſer ſaile for New-Emnglard, I could not tay 
todoe her that ſeruice I deſired, and ſhe well deſerued ; but hearing ſhee was at 
Branford with diuers of my friends, I went to ſeeher : After amodeſtſalutation, 
without any word, ſhe turned about, obſcured her face, as not ſeeming well con« 
rented ; and inthat humour her husband, with diuers others, we all left her two 
or three houres, repenting my ſelte ro haue writ ſhe could ſpeake Eng/i/h, Bur 
not long after, ſhe began toralke, and remembred mee well what courtelics ſhee 
had done: ſaying, You did promiſe Powhatan what was yours ſhould bee his, and 
he thelike toyou z you called him fatherbeing 1n his land a ſtranger, and by the 
ſamereaſon ſo muſt I doe you : which though [ would haue excuſed; I durſt nor 
allow of thattitle, becauſe ſhe was a Kings daughter ; with a well ſet countenance 
ſhe ſaid, Were you not afraid to come into my fathers Countrie, and cauſcd feare 
in him and all his people (but mce) and feare you here I ſhould call youfather 3 : 
re 
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cell you then I will, and you (hall call mee childe, and ſo I will bee for euer and 
eucr your Countrieman. They did cell vs alwaies you were dead, and 1 knew no 
other till I came to Plimnth y yer Powhatan did command YVrtamatomakkin to 
ſecke you, and know the truth, becauſe your Countriemen will lie much, 

This Saluage, one of Powhatans Councell, being amongſt chem held an vn- 
deritanding fellow z the King purpoſely ſent him; as they ſay, ro numberche 
people here, and informe him well what wee were and our ſtate. Arriuing at P/i- 
mth, according to his direftions, hegota long ſticxe, whereoh by notches hee 
did chinke to haue kept the number of all the men hee could ſee, but he was 
quickly wearie of chattaske : Comming to London, where by chance [ mer him, 
hauing renewed our acquaintance, where many were deſirous to heareand ſce his 
behautour, hee rold me Powhatan did bid him to finde me out, roſhew him our 
God, the King, Queene, and Prince, I ſo much had told chem of : Concerning 
God, I rold him the beſt I could, the King I heard he had ſcene, and thereſt hee 
ſhould ſce when he would ; he denied euer to haue ſcene the King,till by circum- 
ſtances he was ſatisficd he had: Then hereplycd very ſadly, You gaue Powhatan 
a white Dog, which Powhatan fed as himſelfe, but your King gaue me nothing, 
and] am beccerthan your white Dog. | 

The (mallcime I ſtaid in London, diuers Courtters and others, my acquain- 
tances, hach gone with mee to ſee her, thatgenerally concluded, they did thinke 
God had agreat hand in her conuerſjon, and they haue ſcene many Engliſp La- 
dies worle WT proportionedand behauioured, and as ſince I haue heard, ir 
pleaſed both che King and Queenes Maeſtic honourably co cfteeme her, accom- 
panied wich that honourable Lady the Lady De /a Ware, and that honourable 
Lord her husband; and diuers other perſons of good qualities, both publikely 
arthe maskes and otherwiſe, to her great ſatisfattion and content, witich doubt- 
telJe the would hauc deſerued, had ſhe liued to arriue in Virginia, 


The government deuolued to Captaine Samuel Argall, 16 17. 
FT Treaſurer, Councell and Companiehauing well furniſhed Captaine 


Samnel Argall, the Lady Pocahontas alias Rebecca, with her husband 

and others, in the good ſhip called the George,ir pleaſed God at Granes- 

end rotakethis young Lady ro his mercie, where ſhee. made not more 

forrow for her vaexpe&Red death, than joy rothe beholders; co heare and ſec her 
make {o religious and godly an end. Her little childe Thomas Rolfe therefore was 
left at Plimorh with Sir Lewss Stukly, that defired che keeping of it, Captaine 
Hamar his vice- Admirall was gone before, but hee found him at Pi1morh, In 
March they ſer ſaile 1617. and in May he arrined at James towne, where hee was 
kindly entertained by Captaine Yearley and his Companicin a martiall order, 
whoſc right hand file was led by an [ndian. In Iames townehe found but five or 
ſix houſes, che Church downe; the Palizado's broken, the Bridge in pieces, the 
Well of freſh water ſpoiled ; the Score-houſe they vſed for the Church, the mar- 
ket-place, and ftreers, and all other ſpare places planted wich Tobacco, the Sal- 
uages as frequent in their houſes as themſelues, whereby they were become 
expert in our armes, and had a great many in their cuſtodieand polleflion, che 
Colonic diſperſed all about, planting Tobacco, Capraine Argal! nocliking thoſe 
proceedings, al:ered them agreeable to his owne minde, taking the beft order he 
could for repairing thoſe defe&s which did exceedingly trouble vs; we were con- 
ſtrained cuery yeere to build and frepaire our old Cottages, which were alwaies 
a decaying inall places of che Countrie, yea, the very Courts of Guard builc by 
Sir Thozizs Dale, was ready to fall, and the Palizado's not ſufficient ro keepe our 
Hogs. Their number of people were about 4060. but nor paſt 2o0,fic for hus- 
bandry and tillage ; we found there in all one hundred ewentie eight catrell, and 
foureſcore and eight Goats, beſides innumerable numbers of Swine, and good 
R 2 plentie 
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1000. buſhels of plentie of Corne in ſome places,yer the next yeere the Capraine ſent our'a Frigac 

Carne fromthe anda Pinnace, that anal vsneere {ix hundred buſhels more,which did greatly 

vraages. rclieue the wholeColonie : For from the tenants wee ſeldome had abouetoure 
hundred buſhels of rent Cornerto the ftore, and chere was not remaining of the 
Companies companie, paſt foure and fiftie men, women and Children. 


1618. This yecre hauing planted our fields, camea great drought, and ſuch a cruel! 
Sir Thomas Smith ſtorme of haile, which did ſuch ſpoile both ro che Corne and Tobacco, that wee 
Treaſurer. reaped but ſmall profic, the Magazine that came in the George, being five mo- 


nethsin herpaſſage, proued very badly conditioned, bur ere ſhe arriued, we had 
gathered and made vp our Tobacco, the beſt at three ſhillings che pound, thereſt 
at cighteene pence, 

" Toſupply vs,the Councell and Company wich all poſſible care and diligence, 
furniſhed a good ſhip of ſome two hundred and fiftie cunne, with ewo hundred 
people and the Lord /a Ware, They ſer failein Aprill, and tooke heir courſe by 
che weſterne [les, where the Gouernour of the [le of Saint Michael recciued the 
Lord {a Ware, and honourably teaſted him, with all the content hee could giue 
him. Going from thence, they were long troubled wich contrary winds, in 

| which time many of chem fell very ſicke, thirtie died, one of which number was 
The death of the that moſt honourable Lord Goucrnour the Lord /a}#are, whoſe moſt noble ard 
——— generous diſpoſition, is well knowne to his great coſt, had beene moſt forward 
in this buſinetle for his Countries good : Yet this tender ſtate of Virginia was nor 
growne to that maturicie, comaintaine ſuch ſtare and pleaſure as was fit for ſuch a 
perſonage, with fo brauc and great attendance : for ſome ſmall number of ad- 
ucntrous Gentlemen co make diſcoueries, and lie in Garriſon, ready vpon any 
occaſion to keepe ip feare the inconſtant Saluages, nothing were more requilite, 
bur to hau& more to wait & play than worke, or more commanders and officers 
than induſtrious labourers was not ſo neceſ[arie : for in Yirginia, a plaine Soul- 
dier chat can vſe a Pick-axe and ſpade, is better than fiue Knights, alchough they 
were Knights that could breake a Lance z for men of great place, not inured to 
thoſe incounters z when they findechings nor ſutable, grow many times ſo diſ- 
contented, they forget chemſclues, & oft become ſo carelelle, that a diſcontented 
melancholy brings them to much ſorrow, and to others much miſerie. Ar laſt 
they ſtood in for the coaft of New-England, where chey mer a ſmall Frenchman, 
rich of Beucrs and other Furres. Thongh wee had here bur ſmall knowledge of 
Thes are refie... £8 coaſt nor countrie, yetthey tooke ſuch an abundance of Fiſh and Fowle, and 
hay Agric Eng- fo well refreſhed chemiclues there with wood and water, as by the helpe of God 
land. thereby, hauing beene at Seaixteene weekes, got to Virginia, who without this 
relicfe had beene1n greac danger to periſh, The French-men made them ſuch a 
feaſt, wich ſuch an abundance of varicticof Fiſh, Fowle and Fruits, as they all ad- 
mired, and little expeRed that wild wilderneſſe could affoord ſuch wonderfull 
abundance of plentie. In this ſhip came abouc rwo hundred men, bur very liccle 
proviſion, and the ſhip called che Treaſurer came in againe not long after with 
fortie pallengers z the Lord /a Wares ſhip lying in Virgivia three moneths, wee 
vitualled her wich threeſcore buſhels of Corne, and eight Hogsheads of fleſh, 
beſides other vifuall ſhe ſpent whileſt they carried there : this ſhip brought vs ad- 
uice that great multitudes werea preparing in England to bee ſent, and relied 
much ypon that viRtuall chey ſhould finde here : — pon our Capraine called 
a Councell, and writ to the Councell here in England the cſtate of the Colonie, 
and what agreat miſerie would inſue, if they ſene notprouilion as well as people; 
and what they did ſuffer for want of skiltull husbandmen, and meanes to ſer 
cheir Ploughs on worke, hauing as good ground as any man can deljre, and 
abour fortie Bulls and Oxcen , but they wanted men to bring chem to 1+ 
bour, and Irons for the Ploughs, and harneſle for the Cattell, Some thirtie 
or fortle acres wee had ſowne with one Plough, but it ftood ſo long on the 
ground before ir was reaped, it was moſt ſhaken, and che reſt ſpoiled with "4 
Catcell, 
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Cattell and Rats in che Barne, but no better Corne could bee forthe quantitie. 
Richard Killingbeck being with che Captaine at Kekowghtay, delired leaue to 
returne to his wife at Charles hundred, hee went to James rowne by water, there 


ra 


he gotfoure more to goe with him by land, but it proued that he intendedto goe 
FF with the /ndies of {hickahamana, where making ſhew of the great quan- 


ticie of erucke they had, which the Saluages perceiuing,, partly for their trucke, 
partly for reuenge of ſome friends they pretended ſhould haue beene ſlaine by 
Captaine Tearlcy, one of them with an Engliſh peece ſhoe Kullingbeck dead, the 
other Saluages aſlaulced the reſt and ſlew them, ſtripped them, and tooke 
whar they had : But fearing this murcher would come to light, and might cauſe 
chem ro ſuffer for it, would now proceed corhe perfeRtion ot villanicy for preſent- 
ly chey robbed their Machacomocko houſe of the rowne, ftole all che [ndiar 
treaſure chereour, and fled into the woods, as other [ndians related. On Sunday 
following, one Farfax that dwelr a mile from che rowne, going to Church, letr 
his wife and three ſmall children {afe at home, as he thought,and a young yourh: 
ſhe ſuppoling praier to be done, left the children,and went to meet her husband z

preſently after came chree or foure of thoſe fugitiue Saluages, entred the houſe, 
and flew a boy andchree children, and alſo anocher youth thar ſtole our of che 


in praicr time, mecring them, was likewiſe murdered. Of this diſaſter 
taine {cnt to Opechankanough tor ſatisfation, but he excuſed the matter, 


aSalcogerher ignorant of it, ar rhe ſame cime the Saluages that were robbed were 
complaining to Opechankarough, and much feared che Engliſh would bee reuen- 
ged on them, ſo that Opechankanoxgh ſent to Captaineefrgal, ro allure him the 
peaceſhould neuer be broken by him, defiring that he would nor reuenge the in- 
mricof thoſe fugiciues vpon the innocent people of that rowne, which towne 
he ſhould haue, and ſent him a basket of earth, as potlefſhon giuen of it, and pro- 
miſecd, ſo ſoone as poſſibly they could catch cheſe robbers, to ſend him their 


heads for ſatisfaftion, but he neuer performed it, 
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C 


Oncerning the ſtate of our new Common-wealth, it is ſomewhat bette- 
red, for we haue ſufficient to contentour ſclues, though nor in ſuch abun- 
dance asis vainly reported in England, Powharan dicd chis laſt Aprill, 
yet the /adians continue in peace, [ropatin his ſecond brother ſucceeds 


him, and both hee and Opechankanough haue confirmed our formerleague. On 


the eleuenth of May, abour ten of theclocke in the night, happencd a moſt feare- 


full cempeſt, bur ir continued nor paſt halfe an houre, which powred downe 
haileftones cight or nine inches abour, thar none durſt goc out of their doores, 
and chough it core the barke and leaues of the trees, yer wee finde not they hurc 
either man or beaſt ; ic fell onely about [ames rowne, for bur a mile to the Eaſtzand

ro the Welt there was no halle at all. Thus jn peace cuery man followed 


his building and planting wichour any accidents worchy of note, Some priuate 
differences happened berwixt Captaine Bruſterand CapraineeFrgall, and Cap- 


tainesLroall and che Companichere in England; bur of them 1 am nor fully 
informed, neicher are chey herefor any vſc, andcherefore vnfit to be remembred, 
In December one Captaine Stallmngs, an old plancer inthoſe parts, being imploy- 
ed by themof the Welt countrie for a fiſhing voyage, in New-England, fell toule 
of a Frenchman whom heetooke, leauing his owne ſhip to returne for England, 
himſelfe with a ſmall companie remained in the French barke, ſome ſmall time 


after vponthe coaſt, and thence recurned to winter in Virginia, 
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The gouernment ſurrendred to Sir George Yearley. 


. prinatly from Eng/and abour Eaſter for Captaine e4rgall, who taking order 
for his affaires, within fourec or fiue daies returned in her, and left tor his 
Depury, Captaine Nathaniel! Powell, On the eighteenth of Aprit, which 
was butten or twelue daics after, arriued Sir George Tearley, by whom we vnder- 
ſtood Sir Edwin Sands was choſen Treaſurer, and Maſter Tohn Farrar bis Deputy, 
and what gtear ſupplies was apreparing to be ſent vs, which did rauiſh vs ſo much 
With ioy and content, wethought our ſclues now fully ſatisfied, for our lon 
roile and labours, and as happy men asany1n the world. Notwithſtanding,ſuch 
an accident hapned Capraine Sra/ings, rhe next day his ſhip was caſt away, and 
he notlong after ſlainein a priuate quarrell, Sir George Nearly ro beginnehisgo« 
uernment, added to be of his councell,Capraine Francs Weſt,Captaine Nathani- 
el Powell;Maſter Iobn Pory,Maſter Tobn Relfe,and Maſter William Wicham,and Ma 
ſter Samuel Macothe, and propounded to haue a generall aſſembly with all expe- 
dition, Vpon the twelfth of chis Moneth, came in a Pinnaceof Captaine Zar- 
grancs, and onthe ſcuenteench Captaine Lownes, and one Maſter Evans, who in« 
rended to plant themſelues at Wararkoyach, bur now Opbechankanowgh willnor 
come at vs, that cauſes vs ſuſpe& his former promiſes, 

In May came in the argaret of Briſtoll,with foure and thirty men, all well and 
in healch, and alſo many deuout gifts, and we were much troubled in-examining 
ſome ſcandalous letters ſent into Exgland, to diſgrace this Country wich barren- 
nelle, to diſcourage the aduenturers, and fo bring it and vsto ruine andconfuli- 
on ; notwithſtanding, we finde by them of beft experience, an induſtrious man 
not other waies imploied,may well tend foure akers of Corne,and 1000. plants of 
Tobacco, and where they ſay an aker will yceld butthree or foure barrels,we haue 
ordinarily foure or fiue, but of new ground ix, ſeuen, and eight, and a barrell of 
Peaſe and Beanes, which we eſteeme as good as two of Corne, which 1s after thir- 
ty or forty buſhels atf aker, ſo that one man may prouide Cornefor hue, and ap- 
parell for two by the profic of his Tobacco they ſay alſo Engliſh Wheat wall 
yeeld but {ixteene buſhels an aker, and we haue reaped thirty : belides ro ma- 
nurethe Land, no place hath more white and blew Marble than here, had we but 
Carpenters to build and make Carts and Ploughs, and skilfull men that know 
how to vſe them, and craine vp ourcattell ro draw them, which though we inde- 
uour to effeR, yet our want of experience brings but little to perteRion but 
planting Tobaco, and yerofthat many are ſo couerous to haue much, they make 
lictle good; beſides thereare ſo many ſohiſticating Tobaco-mungers in England, 
were itneuet ſo bad, they would ſell it for Verinas, and thetraſh char remainech 
ſhould be Virginia, ſuch deuiliſh bad mindes we know ſome of our owne Coun- 
etry-men doe beare, not onely to the buſinetle, bur alſo ro our mother Exg/and her 
ſclfe; could they or durſt they as freely defame her. 

The 25. of [une came in the Trial! with Corne and Cattell all in ſafety, which 
tooke from vs cleerely all feare of famine z then our gouernour and councell cav- 
ſed Burgelles to be choſen ih all places, and met at a generall Aſſembly, where all 
matters were debated thought expedient for the good of che Colony, and Cap- 
tainc Ward was ſent to Monabiganin new Exgland, to hh in May, and returned 
chelatter end of May, but to ſmall purpoſe, for they wanted Salc : the Georgealſo 
was ſent toNew-found-land with the Cape Merchant,there ſhe bought fſh,that de- 
fraied her charges, and made a good voyage in ſ{ruen weckes, Aber the laſt of 
Auguſt came in a dutch man of watre chatfold vs twenty Negars, and /apaz,95 
King of Patawomeck,came to [amestowne,to deſiretwo ſhips co come tradein his 
Riuer, for a more plentifull yeere of Corne had not beene in a long time, yer very 
contagious, and by the trechery of one Poxle, in a manner rurned heathen, wee 
were 
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were very icalous the Saluages would ſurprize vs. The Gouernours haue boun- 
dcd toure Corporations z which is the Companies, the Vniuctlicy, the Gouer. 
nours and Glcabe land : Enſ1gne 14. Spencer,&& Thomas Barret a yergeanc, wich 
{ome others of theancient Planters being ſer free, wearethe firſt farmers that wene 
forth, and haue choſen places totheir content, ſo that now knowing their owne 
land, thcy ſtrive who ſhould exceed in building and planting, The fourth,of 
Noucmber the Bona noua came in with all her people lutty and well ; notlongt- 
ter one Maſter Dirmer (cnt out by ſome of P/1morh for New-E gender | fa 
Barke of fiuetunnes, andrecurned the next Spring z notwithſtanding 11Frtt- 
mours of the vnwholſomnelle of [ames towne, the new commers thar: were 
planced at old Paſpabeghe, liccle more then a mile from ir, had cheir healchs becrer 
then any in the Country. In December Cap:aine ard returned from Pataws- 
mech, che people there dealt fallly with him, fo that hee tooke $90, buſhels of 
Corne from them perforce. Capraine Woddiffe of Briſtol came in not long after, 
with all his people luſty and in healch, and we had ewo particular Governors ſent 
vs, vader thercitles of Deputies ro the Company, the one to hayecharge of che 
Colledge Land:, the other of the Companies: Now you are to vaderſtand, that 


becauſe there have beene many complaints againſt che Gouernors, Captaines,, 


and Othcers in /rginia, for buying and ſeiling men and boies, or to b:e ſer 
ouer from one to another for a yeerely rent, was heldin England a thing moſt in- 
colerable, or that therenancs or lawtull ſeruants ſhould be pur from their places, 
or abridged their Covenants, was ſo odious,that che very report thereof broughc 
a great {candall tothe generall ation, Tne Councell in Exg/and did ſend many 
good and worchy inſtrutions tor the amending thoſe abuſes, and appointed a 
hundred men ſhould at che Companies charge be allotted and prouided to ſerue 
and attend the Gouernour during the time of his gouernment, which number he 
was to make good at his departure, and leaueto his Succeſſor inlike manner, fifry 
to the Depury-Gouernour of che College land, and fifty ro the Depury of the 
Companies land, fifcy to che Treaſurer, to the Secrctary five and ewenty, and 
more to the Marſhall and Cape merchanty which they are alſo to leauero their ſuc- 
cc{ſors, and likewile co euery particular Ofhcer ſuch a competency, as hemight 
live well in his Ofhce, withour opprelſing any vader their charge, which good 
law I pray God it be well obfcrued, and then we may truly ſay in Virgizia, we arc 
the molt happy people in the world. By we Tohn Rolfe, 

There went this yeere by the Companies records, 11, ſhips, and 1216. Pper- 
ſons to be chus diſpoſed on: Tenants for the Gouernors land foureſcore, belides 
fifry ſent the former ſpring z for the Companies land a hundred and thirty, for 
the College ahundred, tor che Glebe land fifty, young women <0 niake wiues 
ninety, ſeruanics for publike ſeruice fifty, and fifty more whoſe labours were to 
bring vp thirty of theinfidels children, the reſt were ſent ro private Plantations, 

Two perſons vnknowne haue giuen faire Plate and Ornaments for two Com- 
munion Tables, che one at the College, the other ar che Church of Mifſtris 1a- 
ry Robinſon, who towards the foundation gauerwo hundred pound. And another 
vnknowneperſon ſentto the Treaſurer five hundred and fifry pounds, for the 
bringing vp of the faluage children in Chriſtianity, Maſter N:cholas Farrar de- 
ceaſed, hath by his Will giuen three hundred pounds to the College, to be paid 
when there ſhall be ren young Saluages placed inir, in themeane time foure and 
ewenty pound yeerely to bee diſtribured vnro three diſcreet and godly young 
men in che Colony, to bring vp chree wilde young infidels in ſome goodcourtc 
of life, alſo chere were granted clcuen Pattents, vpon condition to tranſport peco- 
Ple and cattle to increaſe the Plantations,

A deſperat Sea-fight at the Ile of Dominica. 


A deſperat Sea-fight betwixt two Spaniſh men of warre, and a 
ſmall Engliſh ſhip, at the Ile of Dowzinica going to Yirginza, 
by Captaine Anthony Cheſter, 


Auing taken our iourney towards Y:rginia in the beginning of Februa- 
H: za ſhip called che Margaret and [ohn, of onc hundred and (ixtytuns, 


cight Iron Peeces and aFalcon,with cightic Paſſengers beſides Sailers; 

After many tempeſts and foule weather, about the fourctecnth of 
March we were inthirtcenedegrees and an halfe of Northerly laticude, where we 
deſcried a ſhip at hull zit being bur afaire gale of wind, we edged towards herto 
ſee what ſhe was, bur ſhepreſently ſer ſaile, and ran vs quickly ont of ſight : This 
made vs keepe our courſe for WHertalina, and the next day paſſing Dominica, we 
came toan anchor at Gzardalxpo, to take in freſh water, Six French-men there 
caſt away fixtcene moneths agoe came aboord vs ;zthey told vs a Spaniſh man of 
Woarre but ſeuen daies before was ſeeking his conſort, and this was ſhe we deſcri- 
ed at hull. Ar Jexis we intended to refreſh our (clues, hauing beene elcuen 
weeks peſtered in chis vawholſome ſhip z but there we found two tall ſhips with 
the Hollanders colours, but neceſlitic forcing vs on ſhore,we anchored faire by 
chem, and in friendly manner ſentro hale them : but ſeeing they were Spaniards, 
retiring to our ſhip, they ſent ſuch a volley of ſhot afrer vs, that ſhot the Boat, 
ſplicthe Oares, awd ſome thorow the clothes, yerneta man hurt z and then fol- 
lowed with their great Ordnance, that many times ouer-racked ourſhip,which be- 
ing ſo cumbred with the Paſſengers prouiſions, our Ordnance was not well fic 
red, norany thing as it ſhould haue beene, Bur perceiuing what they were, we 
ficred our (clues the beſt we couldto preuent a miſchiefe, ſeeing them warp theme 
ſclues tro windward, wethought it not good to be boorded on both ſides at an 
anchor, we intended to ſet ſaile, but that the Vice-Admirall battered ſo hard our 
ſtar-boord (ide, that we fell ro Fir buſineſle, and anſwered theirvnkindneile wich 
ſuch faire ſhot from a Demiculuering, that ſhot her berweene'wind and water, 
whereby ſhe was glad to leauevsand her Admirall together, Comming faire by 
our quarter, he tookein his Holland flag, and pur forth his Spaniſh colours, and

We quietly and quickly anſwered him, both what wee were, and whicher 
bound, relating the effe@ of our Commiſhon, and the cauſe of our commin 
rhicher for water, and not to annoy any of the King of Spaines SubieRts, nor any. 
She commanded vs amaine for the King of Spaine,we replied with inlarging the 
particulars what friends both the Kings our Maſters were,and as we would doe no 
wrong, we would take none, They commanded vs aboord to ſhew our Com- 
miſſion, which we refuſed, but if they would ſend their Boat to vs willingly they 
ſhould ſee ir. Bur for anſwer they made two great ſhot at vs, with a volley of 
ſmall ſhor, which cauſed vs te leaue thedecks ; then with many ill wordsthey laid 
vs aboord, which cauſed vsto raiſe our maine faile, and giue the word to our 
ſmall ſhot which lay cloſe and ready, that paid them in ſuch ſorr, they quickly re- 
cired, Thefight continued halfe an houre, as if we had beencinuironed with fire 
and ſmoke, vnrtill they diſcoucred the waſte of our ſhip naked, where they braue- 
ly boorded vs loofe for loofe, haſting wich pikes and ſwords co enter, buc ir plea- 
ſed Godſo to dire& our Captaine, and encourage ourmen with yalour, that our 
pikes being formerly placed ynder our halfe deck,and certaine ſhot lying cloſe for 
that purpoſe vnder the Port holes, encountred them ſo rudely, that their fury 
was not onely rebated , but their haſtinetle intercepted, and their whole com- 
pany beaten backe, many of our men were hurt, but I am ſure they had cwo 
for one, 

In che end they were violently repulſed, vatul chey were reinforcedto charge

agrin*dy their commands, who ſtanding vpon their honors, thought ira great 
indiguity-ro be ſo aff:onced; which canlced a fecond charge, and that anſwered 
with a feeond beatirig backe': whereat the Capraine grew turaged,and conſtrained 
chew co'comneon aguine afreſh, which they did ſo ctfeQually, char queſtionletle 
ic had wrought analceration, if the God thac roffeth Monarchies , and teatech 
Mountaines, had nor caught vs to tofſe our Pikes with profperous cuents, and 
powred our a volley of ſmall hor amongſt them; whereby thar valiane Comman- 
der was {laine, and many of his Souldiers dropped dowiie likewiſe on the rop of 
the hatches. This weſaw wich our cies; and rezoyced with itar our hearts, fo thar 
we might perceive good fuccetſe comming on, our Captaine preſenclytooke ad- 
uantage of their diicomficure; though wich much comſeration of that reſolute 
Capcaine, andnot onely plied them againe with our Ordnance , bur had more 
ſhoc vader the Pikes, which was beſtowed to good purpoſe, and amized our ene- 
mics with'che ſuddenneffe, LATE 
: |Amony(therclt, one Lucas, our Carpenters Mate, truſt nor be forgotten, who 
perceiuing away how to annoy them ; As they were thus puzled and in a confuli- 
on, drew out a Miniog vnder che halfe decke; and there bent it vpon chem in 
fuca a manner, that when it Was fired, the caſes of ftones and pecces of Iron fell 
vpon them ſo thick, as cleared the decke, and ſlew many, and in ſhorttime we ſaw 
tew a(lailants, buc ſuch as crepr from place to place covertly from the fury of our 
thor, which now was thicker than cheirs:tor althoughas far as we may comend our 
cnemies,they had dotic ſomething warthy of commendacions;yer cicher wanting 
men, or being overtaken with the ynlooked tor valour of our men; they now be- 
gan to ſhrinke; and giue vs leaueto be wanton with ouraduantage. Yer we could 
onely vſc bur foure peece of Ocdnances, but they ſerued the tutne as well as all 
the ref? : for (he was ſhot ſo oft berweene wind and water, we ſaw they were wil- 
ling to leaue vs, but by reaſon ſhe was faſt in the latch of our cable, which in haſte 
of weighing our anchor hung alookg, ſhq could notcleare her ſelfe as ſhe wrought 
to doe, till one cut the Cable with an axe, and was flaine by freeing vs. Hauing 
beeneahoord vs two houres and an halte, ſeeing her {clfe cleere, all the ſhot wee 
had plaied on both (ides, which laſted rill we were out of ſhor; then we diſcouecred 
the Vice-Admirall comming to her aſſiſtance, who began afarre offto ply vs with 
their Ordnances, and put vs1n minde we had another worke in hand. Whereup- 
on we ſeparated the dead and hurt bodies, and manned the ſhip with thereſt, and 
were ſo well incouraged wee waited them amaine. The Admirall ftood aloofe 
off, and the other would not come within Falcon ſhor, where ſhe lay bactering vs 
till ſhecrecciued another paiment from a' Demiculuering, which made her beare 
with theſhorefor ſmooth water romend her leakes. The next morning they both 
came VP againe with vs, as if they had derermined to deuovr vs at once, but it ſee- 
med it was but a brauado, thongh they forſooke not our quarter fora time within 
Musker ſhot; yerall the night onely they kept vs company, but made nora ſhor. 
During which time we had leaſure to prouide vs bercer chan before: bur God be- 
thanked they made onely but aſhew of anocher allaulr, ere ſuddenly che Vice-ad- 
mirall fell a tarne, and the ocher lay ſhaking in the wind,and ſo they both lefr vs. 
The fight continued (ix houres, and was the more vnwelcome, bectufe we were 
{o ill prouided, and had no intent to fight, nor giue occalion ro diſturberhem. As 
for the loſſe of men, if Religion had not taught vs what by the prouidence of God 
is brought to palle, yer daily experience might informe vs, of the dangers of 
wars, and perils ar ſca, by ſtormes tempeſts, ſhipwracks, encounters with Pirats, 
meeting with enemies, crolſe winds, long voiages, vnknowne ſhores, barbarous 
Nations,and an hundred inconueniences,of which humane pollicies are not capa- 
ble, nor mens conieRures apprehenſue, We loft Door Bohwn, a worthy valiane 
Gentleman, (along time brought vp amongſtthe molt learned Surgeons , and 
Phyſicions in Netherlands, =Y this his fecond tourney to Virginia: ) and feuen 
Gaincour right,two dicd ſhorcly of their wounds z{1xteenc was ſhor, whoſe _

God bethanked was recoucred without maimey and now ſetled in Virgizia : how 
many they loſt we know nor, but we ſaw agreat many lie on the decks, and their 
skyppers runne wich bloud, chey wereabourchree hundred tunnes apecce, each 
{ixteene or rwentic Brafle-peeces, Capraine Cheſter, who in this fight had beha» 
ucd himſclfe like a moſt vigilanc, reſolute, and a couragious ſouldier, as alſo our 
honeſtand valiant maſter, did ſtill ſo comforc and incourage vs by all che meanes 
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they could,ar laſtco all our great contents we arriuedin /arginia,and from chence 


returned ſafclyro England,

l hampron, being pleaſed to take vpon him the title of Treaſurer,and Mz» 
ſer /ohn Farrar his Deputy, with ſuch inſtruQions as wereneceſlary, 

and admonitions to all Officers to take heede of extortion, ingroling 
commodities, foreſtalling of markets, eſpecially ro haue a vigilant care, the fa- 
miliarity of the Saluages liuing amongſtrhem made them not way to betray or 
ſurprize them, for the building of Gueſi-houſes to relieuethe weake in, and that 
they did wonder in all this:time they had made no diſcoueries,nor knew no more 
chen the very place whereon they did inhabir, nor yer could cuer ſee any returne 
for all this continuall charge and trouble, therefore they ſentto be added to'the 
Councell ſeuen Gentlemen, namely MF. Thorp, Captaine Nuce, M*, Tracy, Cap- 
taine Middleton, Captaine Blount, MF. Tohn Pountas,and Me. Harwood, with men, 
munition,and all things thought ficeing, but they write from Yirgin4a, many of the 
Ships were ſo peſtred with diſcaſcd people, & thronged together in their paſlage, 
there was much ſickneſle and a great mortality,whertore they deſired rathera few 
able ſufficient men well prouided, then great multitudes, and becauſe there were 
few accidents of note, but priuate aduertiſements by letters, we will conclude 
this yeere,and proceedto the next. Collefed out of the Conncels letters for Virginia, 
The inſtructions and aduertiſements for this ycere were both from England 
and Virginia, much like thelaft; only whereas before they had euer a ſuſpicion of 
Opechankanough,and all the reſt of the Saluages, they had an eye ouer him more 
then any,but now they all write ſo confidently of their atſured peace with the Sal- 
uages, there is now no more feare nor danger either of their power or trechery,{o 
that euery man planteth himſelfe where he pleaſcth, and followeth his buſineſle 
ſecurely. Butthe time of Sir George Tearley being neereexpired, the Councel as

pm:d# choiſe of a worthy young Gentleman Sir Francs What to ſucceed him, 
whom they torchwith furniſhed and prouided,as they had done his Predecetlors, 
wich all che necetlary inſtruftions all rheſe times had acquainted them for che 
conuerſton of che Saluages, che ſuppreſſing of planting Tobacco, and planting of 
Corne, not depending continually to be fupplied by the Saluages, biir in caſe of 
neceſlicy rotrade with them, whom long ere this, it hath beene promiſed and 
expected ſhouid haue becne fed and rehieued by the Engliſh, nor theEngliſh by 
them z and carefully ro redrellc all the complaints of the needlelTe morcality of 
their people, and by all diligence ſecke to ſend ſomerching home to ſatisfie the 
Aducncurers, tharall this time had only liued vpon hopes, grew 1o weary and diſ- 
couraged, thar it muſt now be ſubſtance char muſt mainraine their proceedings,& 
nor letters, excuſes and promiſes z ſeeing rhey could ger ſo'muchand ſuch greac 
cltares for chemſclucs, as to ſpend afcer the rate of i o0. pounds,2,3,4,5,6,7,8;59, 
10.nay ſome z000. or 3000. pounds yearely,that were not worch1lo many pence 
when they went to YVirgina.can ſcarce containethemſelues either in dict,apparell, 
gaming, and all manner of ſuch ſuperfluiry, within aletſe compalle than our 
curious, coſtly, and conſuming Gallants here in Exgland, which cannor poſſibly 
be there ſupported, but either by oppreſſing the Comminalty there, or decci- 
ving the generality here (or both.)

Hee much wondercd at our Bible, but much more to heare ic 
was the Law of ourGod, andrhefirſt Chapter of Geneſis expounded of Adam 
and Exe, and ſimple mariage; to which hereplyed, hee was like Adam in one 
thing, for he neuer had but one wite at once ; bur he, as allche reſt, ſeemed more 
willing of other diſcourſes they becter vnderſtood. The next day the ewo Kings 
with cheir people, came aboord vs, but brought nothing according to promile; 
ſorhat Enſſene Saluage challenged Namenacw the breach ofthree promilſes,viz, 
not in giuing hima Boy, nor Corne, though they had plentie, nor 1ſontapaſſa 
fugitiue, called Robert Marcum, that had lived $5. yeeres amonglt thoſe northerly 
nations, which hee cunningly anſwered by excuſes. #omanate it ſeemes, was 
guilcleſTe of chis falſhood, becauſe hee ſtaied alone when the reft were gone, [ 
asked him if he deſired to bee great and rich 4 heanſwered, They werechings all 
men aſpircd ynto : which I cold him he ſhould be, if he would follow my coun- 
ſell, ſo he gaue me two tokens, which being returned by a mellenger, ſhould (uf- 
ficeromake him confident the metTenger could not abuſe vs. 

Somethings being ſtolne from vs, he rooke ſuch order that they were preſent- 
l; reſtored, then we interchanged preſents : in all things hee much admired our 
diſcretions, and gaue vsa guide that hee called brother, ro conduR vs vp the 


Riuer: by the way we met with diuers thar ſtil could vs of Marcum:and though it 


was in Oftober, we found the Countrievery hot, and their Corne gathered be- 


The rrecheric of fore ours at /ames rowne., The next day we went to Paccamaganart, and they di- 


reed vs to Aſſacomoce, where their King {aſſatowap had an old quarrell with 
Enſigne Saluage, bur now ſeeming reconciled, went with vs,with another Wero- 
wance towards Mattapanient, where they perſwaded vs aſhore vpon the point 
of a thicket z but ſuppoling ir ſome trecherie, we returned to our boat : farre we 
had not gone from the ſhore,but a multitude of Saluages ſallicd out of the wood, 
with all che i]l words and fignes of hoftilitiethey cond, When wee ſaw plainly 
their bad intent, weeſer the rwo VWerowances ar libertie, that all tkis while had 
line in the Cabbin, as not taking any notice of cheir villanie, becauſe we would 
conuert them by courtelie, Leauing them as we found them, very ciuill and ſub- 
till, wee returned the ſame way wee came, to the laughing Kings on the Eaſterne 
ſhore, who told vs plainly, Namanicus would alſo haue allured him into his 
Countrie, vndcr colour of trade to cut his throat, Hee told vs alſo Opechanca- 
mough had imployed Onianimo to kill Salnage, becauſe he brought thetrade from 
him to the Eaſterne ſhore, and ſome diſgrace hee had done his ſonne, and ſome 


| thirtcene of his people before one hundred of thoſe Eaſterlings in reſcuing 


Thomas Graues whom they would haue flaine, where hee and three more did 
challenge the thirtecene Pamavykes to fight, bur they durft nor; ſothat all thoſe 
Faſterlings ſo derided them, that they came there no more. 

This Thomas Salnage, it is lixteene yeeres lince he went to Virginia, being a 
boy, hee was left with Powhatan, for Namortacke to learne the language, and 
as this Author affirmeth, with much honeftic and good ſuccelſe harh ſerued the 
publike withour any publikerecompence, yet had an arrow ſhot through his bo- 
dy in their ſeruice, This laughing King at Accomach, tels vs the land is not two 
daies iourny ouer in the broadeſt place, but in ſome places a man may goc in halfe 
4day, betwixt the Bay and the maine Ocean, where inhabit many people, ſo that 
by the narrownelle of the Land there is not many Deere, but moſt abundance of 
Fiſh and Fowle. Kptope his brother rules as his Lieutenant, who ſeeing his 
younger brother more affe&ed by the peoplethan himſclfe, freely reſigned him 
the moitic of his Countrie, applying himſelfe onely ro husbandry and hunting, 
yet nethingnegleAed in his degree, noris hee carelelſeof any thing concernes 
che Rate, but as a vigilant and faichfull Counceller, as hee is an affeRionated 

brocher, 
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Brother, bearing the greater burden in gouernment, though the leſſer honour, 
where cleane contrary they on the Weſterne ſhore, the younger beares the 
charge, and the elder the dignitic. Thoſe are the beſt husbands of any Sal- 
uages we know : for they prouide Corne to ſeruethem all the yeare,yer ſpare zand 
the other nor for halte the yeare, yer want. They are the ol cull and cratable 
people we haue met with, and by little ſticks will keepe as iuſt an account of their 
promiſes, as by atally. In cheir mariages they obſerue a large diſtance, as well in 
aftinitic as conſanguinitiez nor doe they vſc char deuilliſh cuſtome in making 
black Boyes.There may be on this ſhore about two thouſand people: they on the 
Weſt would inuade them, but that they want Boats to crolle the Bay, and fo 
would diuers other Nations, were they not proteted by vs. A few of the We- 
ſterly Runnagados had conſpired againſt the laughing King , but fearing their 
treaſon was diſcouered, fled to Smiths les, where they made a maſſacre of Deere 
and Hogges ; and thence to Rickahake , betwixt (ſapeack, and Nanſamund, 
where they now are ſeated vnder the command of 1royatin, and ſo I returned to 
Tames Towne, wherel found the gouernmentrendred to Sir Francs Wyar. InFe- 
bruary alſo hetrauclled co the South Riuer Chawoneck, ſome lixtic miles ouer 
land, which he foundto beavery fruirfull and pleaſant Country, yeelding two 
harueſts in a yeare, and found much of the Silke graſle formerly ſpoken of , was 
kindly vicd by the people, and fo returned, 


Captaine Each ſent to build a Fort to ſecure the Countrey. 


T was no {mall content to all the Aduenturers to heare of the ſafe arivall of 
E thoſe ſhips and companies, which was thought ſufhicient to have madea 
Plancation of chemſelues : and againe to ſecond them,was ſent Captaine Each 
in the eLbrgale, a ſhip of three or foure hundred tunnes, who hath vuderta- 
ken to make a Block-houſe amongſt rhe Oyſter banks, that ſhall ſccureche River, 
The furniſhing him wich Inſtruments,coſt three hundred pounds; but che whole 
charge andthe ſhips recurne,will be neere two thouſand pounds. In her went Cap- 
taine Barwicke with fiue and twencie men for the building ſhips and Boats, and 
not other waies to be imploied : and alſoa ſeleted number to build the Eaſt /- 
die Schoolc,bur as yet from Yirginsa little returnes but priuate mensTobacco,and 
faire promiſes of plentic of Iron, Silke, Wine, and many other good and rich 
commodities, beſides the ſpeedy conuerlion of the Saluages , thar at firſt were 
much diſcouraged from liuing amongſtchem, when they were debarred the vſc 
of their peeces ; therefore it was diſputed as a matter of State, whether ſuch as 
would liue amongſt them ſhould vſe them or not, as a bait to allurethem z or ar 
leaſt ſuch as ſhould bee called to the knowledge of Chriſt, But becauſe it was a 
greattroublctor all cauſes to be brought to /amer Towne for atriall, Courts were 
appointed in conuenient places to relecue them : but as they can make no Lawes 
in Virginia till they be ratified here; ſo they thinke it bur reaſon, none ſhould bee 
inaecd here without their conſents, becauſe they onely feele them, and muſt live 
vnderthem. Still they complaine for want of Corne, but what muſt be had by 
Trade,and how vnwilling any Officer when he leaueth his place,is to make good 
his number of men to his Succeſſor, but many of them during cheir times to hel 
themſclues, vndoes the Company : for the ſeruants you allow them, or ſuch as 
they hire, chey plant on their priuate Lands, not vpon that belongeth to their 
office, which crop alwaies exceeds yours, beſides thoſe which are your tenants to 
halfes, arc forced to row them vp and downe, whereby both you and they loſe 
more then halfe, Nor arcchoſe officers the ableſt or beſt deſeruing, bur maketheir 
experience ypon the companies coft, and your land lies vamanured to any pur- 
poſe, and will yeeld as liceleprofitto your next new officers, 
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The maſſacre pon the two andtwentieth of March. 
T: c Prologucto this Tragedy; is ſuppoſed was occaſioned by Nematr a: 


now, otherwiſe called ack of the Feather, becauſe hee commonly wag 

moſtſtrangely adorned with them ; and for his courage and policy, was 

accounted amongſt the Saluages their chiefc Captaine; and immorrall 
from any hurt could bee done him by the Enmgh(h, This Captaine comming to 
one Morgans houſe, knowing he had many commodities that hee delired, per« 
ſwaded Morgan to goe with him to Pamanketo trucke, but the Saluage murde- 
red him by the way z and after rwo or three daies returned againe to Morgans 
houſe, where he found wo youths his Seruants; who asked for their Miſter: /ack 
replicd dire&ly he was dead; the Boyes ſuſpeCting as it was,by ſeeing him weare 
his Cap, would haue had him to Maſter 7 horp : Bur [xck ſo moued theit patience, 
they ſhot him, ſo he fell cothe ground, put him 11 a Boat co haue him bctore the 
Gouernor, then ſeucn or eight miles from chem, Bur by the way /ack findingthe 
pangs of death vpon him, deſired of the Boyes two things ; the one was, that 
they would not make it knowne hee was f]aine with a bullcerzthe other, to bury 
him amongſt che Engl. Acthelofle of this SaJuage Opechankanowgh much grie. 
ucd and repined, with great threats of reuenge z bur the Ergo recarned him 
ſuch terrible anſwers, that he cunning]y difſembled his intent, wich the greateſt 
{ignes he could of louc and peace, yer within fourerecne dates after heated what 
tolloweth, 

Sir Francs What at his arriuall was aduertiſed, he found che Countrey ſerled 
in ſuch a firme peace, as moſt men therethoughr ſure and vnuiolable, nor onely 
inregardof their promiſes, bur of a neceſlicie. The poore weake Saluages being 
cuery way bettered by vs, and ſafcly ſhelrred and detended, whereby wee might 
freely follow our buſineſle: and ſuch was the conceir of this conceired peace, as 
that chere was ſeldome or neuer a ſword,and ſeldomer a pecce, except for a Deere 
or Fowle, by which atſurances the molt plantations were placed ftraglivgly and 
ſcatteringly, as ac' oice veine of rich ground inuited them, and turther from 
neighbours theb cr. Their houſes generally opento the Saluages, who were 
alwaies friendly fed at cheir rables,and lodged in their bed-chambers, which made 
the way plaine to effe& their intents, and the conuertion of che Saluages as they 
ſuppoſed, : | 

Having occaſionto ſend to Opechankanough about the middle of March, hee 
viedhe Mellenger well, and told him heheld the peace ſo firme;the sky ſhould 
fall or he diflolucd it 3ycrſuch was tne treachery of thoſe people, when they had 
contriuedour deſtruQtion, cuen buttwo dates before the mallacre, they guided 
our men with much kindnefle thorow the woods, and one Browne that liucd as 
mong them to learne the language; they ſent home to his Maſter yea, they bor- 
rowed our Boats to tranſport themſclues ouer the Riuer,to conſult on the deuillifh 
murder that inſued, and of our vtter extirpation, which God of his mercy (by 
the mcanesof one of rhemſclues conuerted co Chriſtianitie ) preuenced, and as 
well on the Friday morning thar fatall day , being the two and ewentieth of 
March, as alfo in the cuening before, as at other times they came vnarmed into 
our houſes, wich Deere, Turkies, Fiſh, Fruits, and other prouiſtons to ſell vs, yea 
in ſome places far downe at breakfaſt with our people, whom immed{:atly wich 
their owne tooles they [lew moſt barbarouſly, nor ſparing either age or ſex, man 
woman or childe, ſo ſudden in their execution ; that few or none diſcerned the 
weapon or blow that brought chem to deſtruftion : In which manner alſo they 
flew many of our people ar ſeuerall works in the fields, well knowing in what 
places and quarters cach of our men were, in regard of their familiaricie with vsg 
for the cttcQing that great maſter-peece of worke their conuerlion ; and byrt!:is 
raeanes fell chat tatall morning vnder the bloudy and barbarous hands of = pcr- 
es 1910ug 
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fdious and inhumane people, three hundred forty, ſeuen men, women and chil- 
dren, moft by cheir owne weapons, and nor being content with their lives, they 
fell againe vpon the dead bodies, making as well as they coulda freſh murder, 
defacing, dragging, and mangling their deadcarkaſcs into many peeces, and ca- 
rying ſome parts away in derilion, with baſe and brutiſh triumph. 

Neither yer did the!e beaſts ſpare choſe amongſt che reft well knowne vnto 
them, from whom they had daily recejued many benefits, but ſpighctully alfo 
maſſacred them without any remorſe or piticz being in this more fell then Lions 
and Dragons, as Hiſtories record, which haue preſerved their BenetaQrs z ſuch 
is che force of good deeds, though done to cruell beaſts, ro take hymanitievpon 
them, but theſe miſcreants put on a more vanaturall brutiſhnelle chen beaſts, as 
by thoſe inſtances may appeare. Er 

T hat worthy religious Gentleman M, George Thorp, Depvric to the College 
lands,ſometimes one of his Maieſtics Penſjoners,& in command one of che prin- 
cipall in Yirgizia; did fo truly affect cheirconuerlion, that whoſocuer vnder him 
did them the leaſt diſpleaſure, were puniſhed ſeucrely. He thought nothing too 
deate for them, he never denied them any thing, in ſo much char when chey com- 
plained that our Maſtiues did feare them, he ro content chern in all chings, cauſed 
ſome of them to be k1Jled in cheir prelence,to the great difpleaſurcof the owners, 
and would hauc had all the reſt guelc co makerhem the milder, might he haue 
had his will. The King dwelling but in a Cottage, he builc him a fairchoiuſe ate 
cer the Engliſh faſhion, in which he rooke ſuch pleaſure, eſpecially iu cke locke 
and key, which he ſo admired, as locking and vnlocking his doore a hundred 
times a day, he chought no deuice in the world comparable to it. * " 
_ Thus infiguating himſelfe intro this Kipgs fauour tor his religious purpoſe, he 
conferred ofc with him about Religion, as many otker in this formerDiſcourſe 
had done, and this Pagan confelled to him as he did ro chem, our God was bet- 
ter then theirs, and ſeemed to be much pleaſed with ther Diſcourſe, andof his 
company, and to require all thoſe courtclies z yer this viperous brcod did, as 
the ſcquell ſhewed,, nor onely murder him, bue wich ſuch ſpight and ſcorne 
abuſed his dead corps as is vnficeing to. be heard with ciuill eares, One ching [ 
cannot omit, thar when chis good Gentleman vpon his fatall houre, was warned 
by his man, who perceiving ſome treachery intended by choſe helt-houns, ro 
looke to himſclfe, and withall ran away for feare he ſhould be apprehended, and 
ſo ſaved his owne life z yer his Malter out of his good meaning was ſo void of 
ſuſpition and full of confidence,they had (laine him,or he could or Would belecue 
they would hurt him. Captaine Nathaniel Powell one of the firſt Planters, a vali- 
ant Souldier, and not any in the Countrey better kngwne amonelt them ; yer 
ſach was the error of an ouer-conceited power and proſperitie, and their ſitnpli- 
cities, they not onely {lew him and his family, but burcher-like haglcd their bos 
dies, and cut off his head, to exprelle their vcrermoſt heighr of cruelty. Another 
of the old company of Captaine Smith, called Nathanze! Cayſie, being cruelly 
wounded, and the Saluages about him, with an axe did clcaue one of their heads, 
whereby the reft fled and heeſcaped : for they hurt not ahy that did cither Goht or 
ſtand ypon their guard. In one place where there way but two men that had war: 
ning of it,they defended the houſe againſt 60,or more that allaulcedic M, B 2/45»; 

atWarraskoyack,his wife being ſo wpunded,ſhe lay for dead,yet by his oft diſchar- 
ging of his peece, ſaued her,his houſe, himſelfe, & diucrs orhers. Arche ſame time 
they came to one Maſter Hari/oxs houſe, neerc halfe a mile from Baldwines, where 
was Maſter Thomas Hamer wich [ix men, and eighteene or ninerecne women and 
children. Here che Saluages wi:h many preſents and faire perſwaſions, fained 
they came for Capr. Ralfe Hamerto goto their King, then hunting in the woods, 
preſently they ſentto him, but he not comming as they expetted, ſer fire of a To- 
bacco-houſe, and thencameto tell chem in the dwelling houſe of it co quench 
I: ; all che men ran cowards it, but Maſter Hamer not ſaſpetting any thing, whom 
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theSaluages purſued, ſhot chem full of arrowes, then beat out their braines, Ha- 
wer hauing finiſhed a letter hce wasa writing, followed after co ſee what was 
the matter, but quickly they ſhor an arrow in his back, which cauſed him rerurne 
and barricado vp the doores, whereupon the Saluages ſer fire on the houſe. Ha- 
riſons Boy finding his Maſters peece loaded, diſcharged ic ar randome, ar which 
bare report che Saluages all fled, Baldwin ſtill diſcharging his peece, and M* Ha- 
mer with two and twentie perſons thereby got to his houſe, leauing their owne 
burning. Inlike manner, they had fired Lieutenant Baſſe his houſe, with all che 
reſt there abour, ſlaineche people, and ſolefc chat Plantacion, 

Captaine Hamer all this while not knowing any thing, comming to his Bro. 
ther chat had ſenc forhimtogo hunt with the King,meeung the Saluageschaſing 
ſome,yet eſcaped,rerired to his new houſe then a building,from whence he came; 
there onely with ſpades, axcs, and brickbats, he defended himſelfe and his Com- 
pany till che Saluages departed, Not long after, the Maſter from che fhip had ſenc 
{1x MusKketiers, with which he recoucred their Merchants ſtore-houſe, where he 
armed ten more, and fo withthirtie more vnarmed workmen, found his Brother 
and the reſt at Baldwins : Now ſecing all chey had was burnc and conſumed, 
they repaired co /ames Towne withtheir beſt expedition z yer not far from Mar- 
tis hundred, where ſeuenty three were (laine,was a liccle houſe and a ſmall family, 
that heard not of any of this till rwo dates after. 

All choſe, and many others whom they haue as maliciouſly murdered, fought 
the good of thoſe poore brures, that thus deſpiſing Gods mercies, muſt needs 
now as Miſcreancs be correed by Juſtice : co which leaving them, I will kniccto- 

ether the thred of this diſcourſe, Ar the time of the maſſacre, there werethree or 
tourc ſhips in ames River, and one in the next, and daily more to come in, as 
there d1d within fourercene daics after, one of which they indeuoured to haue 
ſurpriſed : yet were the hearrs of the Engliſh euer ſtupid, and auerted from be- 
lecuing any ching might weaken their hopes, to win them by kinde vſagero 
Chriſtianitie, Bur diuers write from thence, that Almighty God hath his great 
workeinthis Tragedy, and will chercofit draw honor and glory to his name, and 
a more flouriſhing eſtate and faferic to themſelues, and with more ſpeed to con- 
uert che Saluage children ro himſeltfe, ſince he ſo miraculouſly hath preſerued the 
Engliſh ; there being yer,God be praiſed,cleuen parts oftwelue remaining,whoſe 
carcleilc neglect of cheir owne ſafeties, ſeemes to haue beene the greateſt cauſe of 
their deſtructions : yet you ſee, God by a conuerred Saluage that diſcloſed the 
plor, ſaucd the reſt, and che Pinnace then in Pamavukes River , whereof ( ſay 
they ) chough our ſinnes made vs vaworthy ef ſo glorious a conuerſion, yet his 
infinice wiſdome can neuerthelelle bring it to paſle, and in goodcime, by ſuch 
meanes as we thinke moſt vnlikely : for in the deliyery of { 00 chat ſuruiue, no 
mans particular carcfulneſſe ſaued one perſon, but the meere goodncileof God 
himſelte, freely and miraculouſly preſeruing whom he pleaſed. 

The Letters of Maſter George Saxds, a worthy Gentleman, and many others 
beſides them rerurned, brought vsthis vnwelcome newes, that hath beene heard 
at large in publike Court, that the /»dians and they lived as one Nation, yer by 
agenerall combination in one day plotted to ſubuert che whole Colony, and at 
oneinſtane,though our ſeuerall Plantations were one hundred and fortic miles vp 
on Riucr on both lides. 

But for the better vaderſtanding of all things, you muſt remember theſe 
wilde naked natiues liue not in great numbers togerher, but diſperſed, common- 
ly in thirtic, forrie, fifric, or fixtic in a company. Some places haue two hundred, 
few places more, but many lelle z yerthey had all warning giuenthem one from 
another in all their habitations , though farre aſunder , ro mcer at the day and 
houre appointed tor our deſtrution at al our ſeuecral Plancacions;ſorbe direfted ro 
one place, ſome ro another, all to be done at thetime appoinced, which they did 
accordingly : Semeentring their houſes vnder colour of trading, ſo cooke their 

aduancage ; 
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How Pace diſcouered the maſſacre. 


advantave z othcrs drawing vs abroad vnder faire precences, aid the reſt ſuddenly 
falling vpon thoſe chat were ar their labours. 

Six of the counſell ſuffered vnder this treaſon, and the laughter had beene 
vniuerſall, if God had not put irinro the heart of an. /*dras , who lying in the 
houſe of one Pace, was vrged by another /ndian lis Brocher, that lay wich him 
che night before to kill Pace, as he ſhould doe Perry which was his friend, being 
ſo commanded [rom their King z teliing him alſo how the next day the cxecuci- 
onſhonid be finiſhed: Perrys /ndian preſently aroſe and reueales it ro Pace, that 
vicd him as his ſonne ; and rhus chem that eſcaped was ſaued by this one con- 
uerted [nfidell, And though chree hundred fortic ſeuen were ſlaine, yetrhouſands 
of ours wae by the meanes of this alone thus preſerued; for whichGods name be 
praiſed for ever and cuer, . 

Pace vpon this, ſecuring his houſe, before day rowed to James Towne, and 
told the Goucrnor of it, whereby they were preyented, and at ſuch other Planca- 
cions as politbly intelligence could be giuen ; and where they ſaw vs vpon out 
guard, at the[ighcof a peece they ranne away z bur the reſt were moſt laine, theit 
houſes burnt, fuch Armes and Munition as they found they tooke away , and 
ſome carcell alſo chey deſtroied. Since wee finde Opechankanongh the laſt yearc 
had praRiſed with a King on the Eaſterne ſhore,ro furniſh him with a kind of poi- 
fon , which onely growes in his Country to poiſon vs. But of this bloudy ate 
neuer gricfe and ſhame poſle(Jed any people morethen themſelues,ro be thus bur- 
chercd by ſo naked and cowardly a people,who dare nor ſtand che preſenting of a 
{tate in manner of a peece,nor an vncharged peece in the hands of a woman. (But 
I muſt cell choſe Auchors, though ſomemighr be thus cowardly, there were ma- 
ny of them had better ſpirits. ) 

Thus kaue you heardche particulars of this maſſacre, which in thoſe reſpeRs 
ſome fay will be good for the Plancation; becauſe now we hauc inſtcauſeto de4 
troy them by all mcanes poſſible : bur thinke ic had beene much better it had 
neuer happened, for they haue giuen ys ati hundred times as iuſt occaſions lon 
agoc to ſubiett chem, ( and I wonder] can heare of none bue Matter Stockam 
and Maſter Whiraker of my opinion.) Moreouer; where before we were croubled 
in clecring the ground of great Timber, which was to them of ſmall vſc : now 
we may take their owne plaine fields and Habitations; which are the pleaſanreſt 

laces in che Countrey. Beſides, rhe Deere, Turkies, and other Beaſts and 
Fowles will excecdingly increaſeif we beat the Saluages our of the Countrey, for 
at all cimes of che yearechey neuer ſpare Male nor Female, old nor young, egges 
nor birds, far nor leane, in ſeaſon or out of ſeaſon with them, all is one. The hike 
they did in our Swine and Goats, for they have vſed co.kill cighc in tenne more 
then we, or elſe che wood would moſtplencifully abound with viQtuall ; belides 
it is moreeaſic to ciuilize chem by conqueſtchen faire meanes ; forthe one may 
be made aronce, bur their ctutlizing will requirea long tithe and much induſtry, 
The manner how co ſuppreſle them is ſo often related and approucd , I omit it 
here: And you haue twenty examples of the Spaniards how they got the Weft- 
Indies, and forced the treacherous and rebellious Infidels ro doe all manner of 
drudgery worke and {lavery for chem, themſclues living like Souldicts vpon the 
fruirs of their labours. This will make vs more circumſpeR, and be an example 
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yearcs ag0cas now.) 


Thus vpon this Anuill ſhall wee now beat our ſelues an Artmourof proofe His Maicftics 
hereafter to defend vs againſt ſuch incurſions, and euer hereafter make vs more #***

good ren doe thinke neuer the worſe of the buſinetTefor all theſe diſaſters, 
What growing ſtate was there cuer in the world which had not thelike 3 
Rome grew by oppreflion,zand roſe vpon the backe of her enemies: and the Spa- 


' niards have had many of thoſe counterbuffes, more than we. Columbus, vpon 
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his returne from the We/t-[ndies into Spaine, having left his people with the [n« 
dies, in peace and promiſe of good vſage amongſt them, ar hys returne backe 
found nor one of them liuing, bur all treacherouſly flaine by che Saluages, After 
this againe, when the Spanith Colonies were increaſed to great numbers, the /x- 
dians trom whom the Spaniards fortrucking ſtuffe vſed ro haue all their corne, 
generally conſpired together to plant no morear all, intending chereby to famiſh 
chemzthemſclues liuing in che meane time vpon Catlaua, a root to make bread, 
orely then knowne to themſelues. This plot of cheirs by the Spariards ouer- 
Gghr, that fooliſhly depended vpon ftrangers for their bread, rooke ſuch efteR, 
and brought them ro ſuch miſery by the rage of famine, that they ſpared no vn- 
cleane nor loathfome beaſt, no not the porſonous and hideous Serpents, bur car 
them vp alſo, deuovring one death to faue them from another z and by this 
meanes their whole Colony well-neerc ſurfered, ſickned and died miſerably, and 
when they had againe recouered this lolle, by their incontinency an infinite num- 
ber of them died on the Indian diſcafe, we call the French Pox, which at firſt be- 
ing a ſtrangeand an vaknowne malady , was deadly vpon whomſfocuer ichgh- 
ted : then had they alittle flea called Nigua, which got berweene the skinne and 
the fleſh before they were aware, and there bred and multiplied, making {wel- 
lings and putrifaRions, to the decay and lofle of many of their bodily members, 
Againe, diuers times they were neere vndone by their ambition, faQtion, and 
malice of the Commanders. Columbus, to whom they were alfo much behol- 
den,was fent with his Brother in chaines into Spainez and ſome other grgit Com- 
manders killed and murdered one another, Pi22.470 was killed by Aimagres 
ſonne, and him Vaſco beheaded, which Vaſco was taken by Blaſs, and Bla(co 
was likewifertaken by Pizz,2r0; Brother: And thus by their couctous and ſpights- 
full quarrels, chey were ever ſhaking the maine pillars of their Common-weale, 
Theic and many more miſchietes and calamicies hapned chem, more then ever 
didto vs,and at one time being euen at thelaſt gaſpe, had rwo ſhips notarriued 
with ſupplics as they did, they were ſo difheartned, they were aleauing the Coune 
trey : yet we ſce f6rall thoſe miſcries they haue attained to their ends ac laft, as is 
maniteſt roall che world, both with honour, power, and wealth : and whereas 
before few-could be hircd to goe to inhabir there, now with great ſute they muſt 
obraine ir z but where there was no honeſty, nor equity, nor fanRitie, nor veritie, 
nor piccac, nor good ciutlicie in ſuch a Countrey, certainly there can bee no ſta» 
bilie, j 
Thereforelet vs not bedifcouraged,bnt rather animated by thoſe concluſionsy 
ſeeing we are ſo well atſured of the goodnefle and commodities may bce had in 
Virginia,noris it tobe much doubted here 3s any want of Mines of moſt ſorts, no 
nor of thericheft, as is well knowne to fome yet liuing that can make it manifeſt 
when time fhall ferue : and yerto thinke that gold and filuer Mines are in a coun- 
try otherwiſe moftrich and fruitful, or the greateſt wealth in aPlancation, is but a 
popular error, asisthat opinion likewiſe, that the gold and (iluer is now the grea- 
reſt wealth of the Weſt Indies at this preſenc, Truc it is indeed, thatin thefirſt cons 
queſt the Spaniards got great and mighty ſtore of treaſure from the Natiues, 
which they in long fpace had heaped together, and in thoſe times the Indians 
ſhewed them entire and rich Mines, which now by therelations of them that haue 
beenerhere, are exceedingly wafted, fo that now the charge of petting thoſe Me- 
eals is growne exceffiue, beſides the confuming the lives of many by their peſti- 
Tent ſmoke and. vapoursin digging and refining them, ſothar all chings conlide- 
red, thecleere gaines of thoſe metals, the Kings part detraied, to the Aduenturers 
1s bat ſmall, and nothing neere ſo much as vulgarly is imagined ; and were jt not 
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for other rich Commodities there that jnrich chem, thoſe of the Contration 
houſe wereneuer able ro ſublilt by che Mines onely ; tor che greateſt part of their 
Commodities are partly naturall, and partly tranſported from other parts of the 
world,and planted in the Weſt- /ndies,as in their mighty wealth of Sugarcanes, be- 
ing firſt tranſported from the Canaries; and in Ginger and other things broughe 
out of the Faſt-Indies,in their Cochancle,Indicos, Cotton,and their infinice ſtore 
of Hides, Quick-(tluer, Allum, Woad, Brafill woods,. Dics, Paints, Tobacco, 
Gums, Bilmes, Oiles, Medicinals and Perfumes, Satſaparilla, and' many other 
phylicall drugs : Theſeare the meanes whereby they raiſe thar mighty charge of 
drawing out their gold and (iluer tothe grear & cleare revenue of their King. Now 
ſeeing the moſt of thoſe commodiries, or as vicfull, may be had in Yrrginia by the 
ſame meanes, as I haue formerly ſaid ; let vs with all ſpced take che priority of 
time, where alſo may be had the priority of place, in chuling the beſt ſears of che 
Country, which now by vanquiſhing the ſaluages, is like to offer a more faire 
and ample choice of fruittull habirations, then hicherto our genclenetle and faire 
comportiments could attaine vnto,

F His lamentableand ſo vnexpeRed a diſtaſter cauſed them all beletue the opt- 
nion of Maſter Srocham, and draue chem all to their wits end: it was ewenty of 
thirty datesere they could reſolue what to doe, bur ar laſt ir was concluded, all 
the petty Plantations ſhould be abandoned, and drawne onely to make good five 
or {ix places, where all their labours now for the moſt parc muſt redound co the 
Lords ofthoſe Lands wherethey werereſident, Now for want of Boats, it was 
impoflible vpon ſuch a ſudden to bring alſo their cactle, and many ocher things, 
which with muchtime, charge and labour they had then in poileflion with 
them z all which for the moſt pare attheir departure was burnt, ruined and de- 
ſtroyed by the Saluages, Only Miſter Gookins ar Nuports-newes would not obey 
the Commanders command inthat, though hee had ſcarce fiue and thirty of all 
ſorts with him, yerhechovght himſelfe ſufficient againſt what could happen, 
and ſo didto his great creditand thecontent of his Aduenturers, Maſter Sum» -/ 
Torden gathered together but a few of the traglers about him at Beggers-buſk, 
where he fortified and liued in deſpight of the enemy. Nay, Miſtrifſe 'Pro@tor, 2 
proper, cull, modeſt Gentlewoman did che like, rill pertorce che Enghil, Oth- 
cers forced herand allchem with her to goe with them, or they would fire her 
houſe themſelues, as the Saluages did when they were gone, in whoſe deſpight 
they had kept it, and what they had amoneth orthree weekes afrer the M-tacic 
which was to their heartsa griefe beyond compariſon, to loſe all they [12d 1n that 
manner, onely to ſecure others pleaſures. Now here in Eag/andic was thought, 
all choſe remainders might preſently haue beene reduced into fifties or hundreds 
in places moſt conuenient with whar.chey had, hauing ſuch ſtrong houſes as ch: y 
reported they had, which wich ſinall labour might haue beene made 1nu1nctble 
Caſtles againſtall che Saluages inthe Land, and then preſently raiſed a compar, 
as a running Armieto torment the Baroarocus and ſecure the ret, and ſo have hag 
all chat Country becwixt the Riuers of Powhatan and Pamavuke torange and {11 
ftainerhem eſpecially all the territories of Keconghran, Chiskatt and Paſpahege, 
from Oz.-nies to that branch of Pamavuke, comming from Toughtarnnd, which 
ftrairof land is nor paſt 4. or 5, miles, to hauc madea peninſula mueh broger 
then the Summer lles, inuironed with the broadcſt parts of choſe two maine R+- 
uers, which for plenty of ſuch things as Yirgn1/a affords isnor to be exceeded, ind 
were it well manured, more then ſufficient for ten chouſand men. This, were ic 
well vnderſtood, cannot but be thought better then to bring fue or [ix jundred 
to lodge andliueon that, which before would not well receiue and maintaine a 
hundred, planting little or nothing, bur ſpend that they haue vpon hopes our 
' of England, onceuill begerting another, till che diſeaſe is paſt cure : Therefore ie 
is impoſſible but ſuch courſes muſt produce moſt fearcfull miſerics and ex'r-me 
extremiries;if it proue otherwiſe, [ ſhould be exceeding glad.1 confeile I am fome- 
what too bold to cenſure other mens' atiehs being nor preſenr, bur they hane 
doneasmuch ofme;yea many here is-Erg/and that were neuer there,& alſp many 
there that knowes little mote chen their Planeations, bur as they are informed 
and this doth rouch the glory of God, the honour of my Councry, and the pub- 
like good fo much, for whichthere hath beene ſo many faire prerences, that I 
hopenone will be angry for ſpeaking my opinion, ſeeing che old Proueybedoth 
allow lofersleaue to ſpeakey and Ds Barta ſaith,  arartrrg 
Enen 4s the wind the angry Ocean mones, 
Wane hunt cth anc, and Billet» Billow fhones, 
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(aptaine Nuſes Relation.

M »ngſtche multicude of cheſe ſeuerall Relacions, ic appeares Captaine Nuſe 

[ecing many of thediſticulries ro enſue,cauſed as much Corneco be planced 
as he could ac E/:z therths city,& though ſome deſtroyed char they had ſer,fearing 
ie would ſerueche Saluages for Ambulcadoes, cruſting co relecfe by trade, or from 
Easland, which hath cuer beene one cauſe of our miſcries, for from England wee 
haue nor had much, and fortrading, cuery one hath notShips, Shalops, [nterpre- 
ters, men and prouilions to perforime it, andchoſerhar haue, vic chem onely for 
their owne priuate gaine, not the publike good, ſothat our beginning chis yeere 
doch cauſe many todiftruſtche euent of thenexr, Here wee will leaue Capraine 
N«ſ:tor a while, lamencing the death of Cipcaine Nortoy, a valiant induſtrious 
Gencleman, adorned with many good qualities, beſides Phyſicke and Chirur- 
gery, which torthe publike good he freely imparted to all gratz, but moſt boun- 
rifully co che poore z and ler vs ſpeake a little of Capcaine Cro/daw amongſt rhe 
mid(t of choſe broiles in the River of Patawomeke, 

Bring in a ſmall Barke called che Elizaberh, vader the command of Captaine 
Spilman, at Cehacawone,a Saluageſtoleaboord chem, and told them of the Malla- 
cre, and chat Opechancanongh had plotted with his King and Country to becray 
chem alſo,which they refuſed, bur them of Wighcocemoce at the mouth of ctheriuer 
had vndertaken it; vponthis Spi/m4n went thicher, but che Saluages ſeeing his 
men ſo vigilancand well armed,they ſuſpeRted chem(ſclues diſcouered,and ro co- 
lour their guilt,the berter ro delude himyfo contented his deſire in trade, his Pin- 
nace was neerc fraughr ; bur __ no moreto be had, Croſovaw went to Pataws- 
wck. where he intended to ſtay and trade for himſelfe, by reaſon of the long ac- 
quainrance he had wich this King that ſo earneſtly entreared him now to be his 
friend, his countenancer, his Captaine and direQor againſt the Pazaticars, the 
Nacotchtanks,and Moyaons his mortall eacmics, Of this oportunity Croſhaw was 
glad, as well to ſatisfie his owne deſire in ſomeother purpoſche had, as co keepe 
the King as an oppolice to Opecbancanoxgh, and adhere him vnto vs, or ar leaſt 
makehim an inſtrument againſt our enemies ;ſo onely Elis Hill ſtayed with him, 
and the Pinnace returned to El/iz.4beths City z here ſhall they reſt alſo a licele, cill 
we ſee how this newes was entertained in England. 

It was no ſmall griefe.co the Conncell and Company, to vnderſtand of ſuch a 
ſuppoſed impollible lolle, as rhar ſo many ſhould fall by che hands of men fo 
contemptible zand yer hauing ſuch warnings, eſpecially by che death of Newar- 
tanow, whom the Saluages did thinke was fhot-free, as he had perſwaded them, 
hauing ſo long eſcaped ſo many dangers without any hurt. But now to leape out of 
this labyrinch of melancholy,all cis did not ſo diſcourage the noble aduenturers, 
nor diuers others ſtill co vndertake new ſeuerall Plantations, bur that diuers ſhips 
were diſpatched away,for their ſupplics and afliftance chought ſufficient. Yet Cap. 
taine Smith did intreat and moue them to pur in praiſe his old offer, ſeeing now 
it was time to:vſe both it and him, how ſlenderly heretofore both had beenere- 
garded, and becauſeir is not impertinentto the buſinciſe, jc is not much amiile to 
remember what it was, 
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lers by the next A7ichaelmas, with viftuall, munition, and ſuch neceſſary 
prouilion, by Gods afliftagce,we would endcuour to inforce the Saluages to 
leaue their Country, or bring chem in that feare and ſubieftion that every 
man ſhonld follow their buſineſle ſecurely, whereas now halfe their times and la- 


F you pleaſe I may be tranſported with a hundred Souldicrs and thirty Sai. 


' bours re ſpenit in watching and warding, onely to defend, bur a!rogether vnable 


to ſupprelle the Saluages, becauſe cuery man now being for himſeltc will be yn« 
wiiling to be drawne trom their parcicular labours, to be made as pack-horſes for 
all che reſt, without any certainty of ſome better reward and preferment then I cati 
vnderſtand any there can or will yet giuethem. 

Theſe] would imploy onely in ranging the Conntries, and tormenting the 
Saluages, and that they ſhould beas arunning Army ell chis were ctteed , and 
then tectle themſelues in ſome ſuch conuer*ent place, that ſhould ever remaine a 
gariſon of thar ſtrength, ready vpon any occalion againſt the Saluages, or any 
other for the defence of the Countrey, and to ſeeall the Engliſh well armed, and 
inſtru them their vſc. ButI would hauc a Barke of one hundred tunnes, and 
meanes to build (ixe or ſenen Shalops, to tranſport them where there ſhould bee 
occaſion.” 

Towards the charge, becauſc ir is for the generall good, and what by the maſ« 
facre and other accidents, Virgina is diſparaged, and many men and their purſes 
much diſcouraged, how euer a great many doe haſten to goe, thinking to bee 
next heires to all the former lolles, I feare they will not findeall things as they 
doe imagine z therefore leauing thoſe gilded concears, and diue into the true 
eſtate of che Colony ; I thinke if his Maicſtic were truly informed of their ne- 
ceſſicic, andthe benefit of this proicf, he would be pleaſcd ro giuethe cuſtome 
of Yirginia,and the Planters alſo according to their abilities would adde there- 
co ſuch a contribution, as would be fir tomainraine this gariſon till they be able 
to ſubſit, or cauſe ſome ſuch other colleQions to be made, as may pur it with all 
expedition in prafticez otherwife i 15 much to be doubted, rhere will neicher 
come cuſtome, nor any thing from thence ro Eng/and within theſe few yeares, 

Now if rhis ſhould be thought an imploiment more fic for ancient Souldiers 
there bred, then ſuch new commers as may goe with me ;z you may pleaſe to leave 
that ro my diſcretion, ro accept or refufe ſuch voluntaries, that will hazard their 
forrunes in the trialls of rheſe cucnts, and diſcharge ſuch of my company thacr 
had rather labour the ground then ſubdue their enemies : whar releefe I ſhould 
haue from your Colony I would fatisfic and fparethem (when | could) the like 
courteſie. Notwithſtanding thefe doubts, I hope to feede them as well as defend 
them, and yet diſcouer you hore land vnknowne then rhey all yer know, if you 
will grant meſuch priuiledges as of necefficy mult be'vſed, 

For agamnft any enemy we muſt be ready to execute the beſt car be deuiſed by 
your ſtate thete, bur northar they ſhall either cake away-my'men, or any thing 
elſe to imploy as they pleafe by vertue of cheir authority, andin that I have done 
ſomewhat for New-England as well as Firginia, fo F would dehire liberty and au- 
thority tomakethe beſt vſe I can of my beſt experiences, within che limits of 
glioſerwo Patents, and to bring them both in one Map, and the Countrics be. 
twixt them, giuing alwatesthat refpeR to rhe Gouernors and gouernment, as an 
Engliſhman doth in Scotl/azd, or a Scotchman in Englaxd, or as the regiments in 
the Low-countries doe tothe Gouernors of the Townes and Cites wherethey 
arc billiced, or in Garriſon, where though they liue with ther, and are . chcir

Prince and State dorh command them, and for my owne paines in particular I 
aske nor any thing but what I can produce from the proper labour of the 
Saluages,

Cannot ſay, it was generally for the. Company, for being publiſhed in their 
Court, the molt chat heard ir liked exceeding well of the motion, and ſome 
would hauc been very large Aduenturers inic,eſpecially Sir /ohn Brookes and 
Maſter Daxid Wyffin, bur there were ſuch diuiſions amongſtrhem, I could 
obtaineno anſwer bur this, the charge would betoo great z their ſtocke wasde- 
cayed, andthey didthinke che Planters ſhould doe that of chemſclueg it I could 
finde meanestoett: ir z they did chinke 1 might have leaue of che Company, 
prouided they might haue halfe the pillage, bur I thinke chere are not many 
will much ſtriuc tor that implozment, for except it be a liccle Corne at ſome time 
of che yeere is to be had, would not give twenty pound for all the pillage is co be 
got atnongſt the Saluages in twenty yeeres: bur becaufe they ſuppoled I ſpake on- 


ly for my owne ends, 1t were good thole vaderſtand prouidents tor the Compa- 


nies good they ſo rnuchtalke of, were ſenc thicher co make triall of their pro- 
found wiſdomes and long experiences. 

About thisc1me ally was propounded a propolition concerning a Sallery of 
fiueand rwenty t pounds to beraiſcdout of Tobacco, as a yeerely pen(i- 
on to bee paid to certaine Officers for the erefting a new office, concerning 
the ſole importation of Tobacco , belides his Maieſties cuitome, fraught, 
and all other charges. To nominate che vndertakers, fauourers and oppoſers, 
with cheir arguments (pro) and (can) would bee too tedious and necdleile 
being ſo publikely knowne z the which to eſtabliſh, ſpent a good part of that 
yeere, and the beginning of che next. This made many thinke wonders of 
Virginia, to pay ſuch penſions extraordinary to a few herethat were neuer there, 
and alſo in whact ſtate and pompe ſome Chictcaines and duuers of cheir alloci- 
ates liucin Y5rginia, and yer no money to maintaine a Garriſon, pay poore men 
their wages, nor yet fiue andrwenty penceto all the Aduenturers here, and very 
lictle co the moſt part of the Planters there, bred ſuch differcaces in opinion it 
was di{lolued. Ss gp | | | | 

Now letvs returneto Captaine Croſvaw at Patawomek,where he had not beene 
long ere Op-chancanough ſent two baskets of beads ro this King, to kill him and 
his man, aſſuring him ofche Maſſacre he had made, and thar before the end of 
two Moones there ſhould not be an Engliſhmanin all their Countries; this feare-= 
full mctlage che King rold chis Captaine, who replied, he had ſeenc both the co- 
wardiſe and trechery of Opechazcanough ſufficiencly tried by Caprtaine Smith, 
therefore his threats he fcared not, nor for his fanour cared, but would nakedly 
fight wich him or any of his with cheir owne ſwords ; if he were laine, he would 
leaue a letter for his Country men to know,thefault was his owne,nor the Kings; 
ewo daics the King deliberated vpon an anſwer, at laſt cold him che Engliſh 
were his friends, and the Saluage Emperour 'Op:itchapam now called Toya- 
tan, Was his brother, therefore there ſhould be no bloud ſhed berwixt them, 
ſo hee recurned the Preſents, willing che Pamavzkes to come no, more in 
his Country, leſt che Engliſh , though againſt his will, ſhould doethem any 
miſchieke, | Fs | 

Not long after, a Boat going abroad to ſecke out ſome relecfeamongſt the 
Plantations, by N«ports-newes met ſuch ill weather, chough che men were ſaued 
they loſt their boat, which the ſtorme and waves caft vpon the ſhore of Nand/a- 
mund, where Edward Waters one of thethreechar firſt ſtayed in Summer Iles, and 
found che great peecc of Amber-greece, dwelling in Virginia ar this Mallacre, 
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hee and his wife cheſe Nardſammrds kept Prifoners nll it chanced they found 
rhis Boar, at which purchaſe they ſo reioyced, according to their cultome ot tri. 
umph, with ſongs, dances and inuocations, they were fo buſted, that Waters and 
his wite found opportunity to ger ſecretly into their Canayw, and fo crolled che 
Riverto Keconghtan, which is nine or ten miles, whereat the Engliſh no lelle 
wondredand retoyced, then the Saluages were madded with diſcontent, Thuy 
you may ſee how many deſperate dangers ſome men eſcape, when others dic tha 
haue all things at their pleaſure, | 

All menthinking Captaine Cre/Saw dead, Capraine Famer arriuing with 4 
Ship and a Pinnace at Patawomebe, was kindly entertained both by him and the 
King z that Do» Hamar told the King he came for Corne: the King replied hee 


. had none, butthe Nacotchtanks and their confederats had, which were. enemies 


both to him and themzif they would fetch it, he would giue chem 40. or 50 choile 
Bow-men toconduct and aſhft them, Thoſe Saluages with ſome of the Engliſh 
they ſent,who ſo well played their parts, they flew 18. of the Vacorchranks,lome 
write but q. and ſome they had a long skirmiſh with them; wherethe Pataworncks 
were ſo cager of reuenge, they driuethem nor onely our of cheir towne, bur all our 
of {1ght through the woods, thustaking whart they liked, and ſpoiling che rell, 
they retired ro Patawomek, where they left Captaine Creſhaw, with toure men 
morc, the reſt ſet ſaile for ames towne, Captaine Cr2/hawnow with fhuc men aud 
himſelfe tound night and day ſo many Alarums, hcrecred into ſuch a conuenicne 
place,thar with the helpe of rhe Saluages, hee had quick)y fortified himfelte a- 
gainſt all choſe wilde enemies. Caprtaine N#ſe his Pinnaegmeeting Hamar by the 
way vnderſtanding all chis, came to ſec Captaine Croſoaw : after their beſt cncer- 
changes of courteſtes, Croſraw writ ro N#ſe theeſtate of the place where he was, 
bur vadaſtanding by them the poore eftare of the Colony, oftered ifchey would 
ſend him bur a bold Shallop, with men, armes and provilion for trade, the next 
Harucſt he would prouide them Cornelufficient, bur as yer it being burtchelarcer 
end of [une, there was little or none in all the Country. 

This being made knowne to che Gouernour and thereft, they ſcnt Captaine 
1adyſon with a ſhip and pinnace, and ſome ix and thirtic men; thoſe {roſeaw 2 
good time raught the ve of their armes, but recetuing a letter from Boyſe his 
Wife, a priſoner with ninetcene more at Pamavvke, to vic meanes to the Gouer- 
nour for their libertiez So hee dealt with this King, hee gor firſt cwo of his great 
men to goe with him to [/ames rowne, and eight daics after to ſend foure of his 
counſell ro: Pamavuke, thereto ſtay till he ſenc one of his two to them, to per- 
ſwade Opachankanonghto fend two of his with two of the P.:rawomekes, to treat 
abour thoſe priſoners, and the reſt ſhould remaine their hoſtage at Pamavukez 
butche Commanders, at Jamesrowne, it ſeemes, liked nor of it, and fo ſent che 
Patawomekes backe againe to their owne Countric, and Captaine Croſhaw to 
his owne habitation. 

All this time we haueforgot Captaine uſe, where welcft him but newly ac- 
quainted with the Maſlacre, calling all his next adioyning diſperſed neighbours 
rogether, he regardednort the peftring his ownehouſe, nor any thing to releeue 
chem, and withall ſpeed entrenched himſelfe, mounted three pecce of Ord- 
nance, ſo that within 14. daies, he was ſtrong enough to defend himfſclfe from 
all che Saluages, yer when viQuall grew fcant, fome chat would forrage withour 
order, which he puniſhed, neere occafioned a muriny, Norwithſtanding, he be- 
haued himſelfe ſo facherly and kindly co them all,they buile ewo houſes tor them 
he daily expeRed from England, a faire Well of freſh water mantled with bricke, 
becauſe the Riuer and Cricks arethere brackiſh or ſalc; in all which rhings he 
plaiedthe Sawyer, Carpenter, Dauber, Laborer, or any thing ; wherein though 
his courage and heart were ſtceled, he found his body was not made of Tron, tor 
hee had many ſickneſſes, and at laſt aDropſie, no leſle griefe to himſelfe, then 
ſorrow to his Wife and all ynder his gouernmene, Theſe crolles and loſſes were 
no 
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no ſmall increaſcrsof his malady, nor the thus abandoning our Plantations, the 


nd lolle of our Harueſt, and alſo Tobacco which was as our money; the Vineyard 
TH our Vineyerours had brought to a good forwardnelle, bruiſed and deſtroyed

)e- ſan of the late planting, the very Dogs did repaire to the Corne fields co ſeeke 
mm them as the men ill they were hanged ; and thisI proteſt before God is crue char 
cc, I haucrelaced, norto flatter Vaſe, nor condemne any, bur all the cime I haue1i- 
he ucd in Tir9ginza, T have ror ſeene nor heard that any Commander harh taken ſuch 
h continual! paines for the publike, or done ſo little good for himſelfe,and his ver- 
- tuous wife was no lelſe charitable and compaſſionate according ta: her power. 
en For my owne parc, although I found neither Malberies planted, houſes bwlcy 
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men nor victuall provided, as the honourable Aduenturers did promiſe mee in 
England z yer ar my one charge, having made cheſe prepararions, and the ſilke- 
Wormes ready to be couered, all was loſt, burmy poorehfe and cluldren, by the 
Mallacre,the which as God in his mercy did preferue,l continually pray wemay 
An Alaruw; ſpend to his glory. The 9. of September, we had an alarum, and rwo men at 
fourc flaine, their labours {laine z the Capraine, though cxtrerne licke, ſallied forch,but che Sal- 
uages lay hid in the Corne fields all night, where they deftroyed all they could, 
and kt|ledtwo men more, much miſchicfc they did tro Maſter Edward Hills carcle, 
yet he alone defended his houſe though his men were ſicke and could doe no- 
| thing, and this was our firſt affault ſincethe Mallacre. 
The kindnefic of About this time Capraine Hady/or patled by vs, hauing taken Priſoners, the 
the King of Pal2- King of Patawomek; his ſonne, and rwo more, andthus it happened z Madyſor 
a not liking ſo well ro live among cheSaluages as (7oſhaw did, buik him a (trong 
houſe wichin theForrt, ſo that they were not fo ſociable as before, nor did they 
much l;ke Poolerhe Interprer z many Alarums they had, bur ſaw no encmies : 
CHadyſon before his building went to Hoyaoncs, where hee got proutfion for a 
moneth, and was promiſed much more, fo he returned to Patawomek and built 
chis houſe, and was well vſcd by the Saluages. Now by the foure great men 
the King ſent to Pamavxke for the redemption of the Priſoners, IMadyſon fence 
them a letter, butthey could neither deliuer it nor ſeethem : ſo long they ſtayed 
that the King grew doubtfull of their bad vſage, that hee ſwore by the Skycs, if 
they returned not well, he would haue warres with Opechankanough lo long as he 
had any thing : at this time two of Mfadyſons men ranne from him, to finde chem 
he fent Maſter /obn Ypton and three more with an Indian guide to N.24r1ca, 
where they heard chey were, Atthis place was a King beat out of his Country | y 
' the Vecoſts, encmics to the Patawomeks; this expulſed King though he prot. t- 
fed much loue to the Patawomeky, yer hee loned not the King becauſe he would 
not helpe him co revenge his 1nturies, but to our Incerprecer -oole hee proteſted 
great loue, promiling if any treaſon were, he would reucale itz our guide condus 
E&tcdthis Banayro with them vp to Patawomek,and there kept: him ; our Pugitiues 
we found the Patawomeks had taken and brought home, and the foure great men 
rerurned from Pamavwke z not long after, this expulſcd King delired priuate 
conference wikh Poole, vrging him to fweare by his God neuer to reucale what kee 
would cell him, Poo/epromiſed he would nor 5 then quoth this King, thoſe grear 
men that went to Pamavuke,went not asyou ſuppoſe rhey pretended, but to con- 
tract with Opechankanough how to kill you all here, and theſe are their plots. 
A Sakianes Firſt, they will procure halfe of you to goe a fiſhing ro their furtheſt cowne, and 
policy. © there ſervpon them,and cut off the reſt ; if that faile, they will faine a place where 
are many ftrangers would trade their Furres, where they will perſwade halfe of 
you to goetrade, andthere murderyou and kill them art homey andif this faile al- 
fo, then they will make Alarums rwo nights rogerher, to tire you out with 
watching, and then ſet vpon you, yer ofall this, faid he, thereis none acquainted 
bucrthe King and the great Conlurer, 
Hadiſonrakes This being made known to the Caprain,we allſtood more punAually vpon our 
the Kingand guard, at which theSaluages wondcering,defired to knowthe cauſe z werold them 
kils 30.0: 49 weexpectcd ſome allault from the Pamavxkes, whereat they ſeemed contented, 
and the next day the King went on hunting with two of ourmen, and theorher 
a fiſhing and abroad as beforc, cill our Shallop returned from lames rowne with 
the ewo Saluages, ſent home with Captaine {+oſvaw : by thoſe rhe Goucrnour 
fent ro Madyſor, thatthis King ſhould ſendhimrwelue of his great men z word 
of this was fent co the King at anorher rowne where he was, who nor comming 
preſently with the MeiTenger, Madyſon conccired hee regarded not the meſlape, 
and intended as he ſuppoſed the fame treaſon, The next morning the King 
comming home, being ſent for, he came to the Captaine and brought him a dith 
of cheir daintieft fruit ; then the Capraine fained his returne to! [ames Ons; 190 
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King told him he might if he would, but deſired not co leave him defticute of 
aid, hauing ſo many enemies about him z the Captaine told him he would leaue 
a guard, buc increated his anſwer concerning the rwelue great men for the Gouer- 
nour ; the King replied, his enemies lay fo about him he could not ſpare them, 
then the Caprainedeſiced his ſonneand one other z my ſonne, ſaid che King, is 
goneabroad abour buſinctſe, bur the other you deſire you ſhall haue, and that 
other firs by him , bur chat man refuſed ro goe, whereupon Mady/o# wene 
forthand locked the doore, leauing the King, his ſonne, and foure Saluages, 
and five Engliſh men in the ftrong houſe, and ſerting vpon che rowne wich 
che reft of his men, flew thirty or torry men, women and children the King 
demanding the cauſe, Poole cold him the treaſon, crying out to intrear the 
Capraine ceaſe from ſuch cruelty : but hauing flainc and madeflye all in the 
cowne, hee returned, taxing the poere King of treaſon , who denied to the 
death not to know of any tuch matter, but ſaid, This ,is ſome plot of them 
chac told it, onely to kill mee for being your friend, Then Madyſon willed 
him, ro command none of his men ſhould ſhoot at him as he went aboord, which 
he preſently did, and ic was pertormed ; ſo Madyſon deparred, leading che King, 
hisſonne, and rwo more co his ſhip, promiſing when all his mea were ſhipped, 
he ſhould icturne ar libertic z norwichſtanding he bronght. chem ro [ames trowne, 
where they lay ſome dajes, and afier were ſent kome by Capcajne Hamer, chic 
tooke Corne tor their ranſome; and after ſer ſaile for New found Land. 


But, alas thecauſe of this was onely the 
Tocy vnderſtood, nor knew what was amiſſe, . 

Euer (ince che beginning of theſe Planrations,ir hath beene ſuppoſed the King 
of Spaine would inuadethern, or our Engliſh Papiſts indeuour ro di{lolue therm. 
Bur neither all che Counſcls of Sparne, nor Papiſts in the world could hauc de- 
uiſed a better courſero bring them all co ruine, then thus cro.abuſe their triends, 
nor could there euer haue beene a better plor, to haue ouerthrowne Opechanka-« 
zough then Captaine (hroſhaws, bad ic beene fully managed wich expedicion. 
Bur it ſeemes Godis angry co ſee Virginia made a ſtage where noching buc mur- 
der and indiſcrecion contends for victory. |, 

Amoneft che reſt of the Plantations all chis Suminer lictlewas done, bur ſecu- 
ring them{clues and planting Tobacco, which patles chere as current Silver, and 
by the ofc curning and winding ic, ſome growrich, buc many poore, notwith- 
ſtanding ten or cwelue ſhips or more hath arriued chere ſince the mallacre, al- 
chough ic was Chriſtmas ere any returned; and that returne greatly reuiued all 
mens longing expeCtation here in E-glard : for they broughr newes, that not- 
withſtanding their extreme licknetſe many were recouered, and finding the Sal- 
vages did nor much treble chem, except it were ſometimes ſome diſorderly 
ſtraglers they cutoff. To lull them the bercer in ſecuririe, chey ſought no revenge 
tillcheir Corne was ripe, then they drew togerher three hundred of the bet 
Souldiers they could , that would leaue their priuate buſinetle; and: aduenture 
themſclues amongſt the Saluages to ſurprize cheir Corne, vnder the evnduR of 
Sir George Tearley, qe bony in conuenienc ſhipping, and all things neceſ- 
fary for the enterpriſe , they. went firſt to Nandſamwnd, where the people ſer fire 
on their owne houſes; and ſpoiled whar they could, and then fled with wha they 
could carry ; ſo that theEngliſh did make no ſlaughter arhongſtthem for revenge. 

Their Corne fields being newly gathered, they turprifcd all they found , burnc 
the houſes remained vnburne, and ſo departed, Quartering about Keconghran, 
after the Watch was ſet, Samwell {ollyer one of the moſt ancienteſt Planters, and 
very well acquainted with their language and habication, tumors and conditi- 
ons, and Gouernor ofa Towne, when che Watch was fet going the round, vnfor= 
tunately by a Gentinell that diſcharged his peece, was flaine. EF 
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Thencethey ſailed to Pamavuke, the chiete ſear of Opechankanongh, the con- 
triuer of the mallacre: the Saluages ſeemed exceeding fearcfull, promiſing to 
bring them Sara, and thereſt of the Engllh yer living, with all the Armes, and 
what they had to reſtore, much deſiring peace, and to giuerthem any fſatisfation 
they could, Many ſuch deuices they fained to procraftinate thetimeten or twelue 
daics, till chey had got away their Corne from all the ocher places vp the Riuer, 
but that where the Engliſh kept their quarter: at laſt, when they ſaw all thoſe 
promiſes were bur deluſions, they ſeiſed onall che Corne there was, ſerfire on 
their houſes:and in following the Saluages that fled before the,ſornefeiw of thoſe 
naked Deuils had that ſpiric, they lay in ambuſcado, and as our men marched 
diſcharged ſome ſhot out of Engliſh pecces, and hurc ſome of them flying at their 
pleaſures where they liſted, burning their empty: houſes before them as they 
went to make chemiclues ſport : fo they eſcaped, and Sir George returned with 
Corne, where for our paines we had three buſhels apecce, but we were enioyned 
before we had it, to pay ten ſhillings the buſhell for traught and other charges. 
Thus by tkismeanes the Saluages are like as they report, ro endure no ſmall mi- 
ſery this Winter , and that ſome of our men arc recurned to their tormer Plan- 
tations, | 

What other pallages or impediments hapned in their proceedings, that they 
were not fully rcuenged of the Saluages betore they returned, I know nor, nur 
could euer heare more, but that they ſuppoſed they flew rwo, and how it was im- 
erp for any men to doe more then they did : yer worthy Ferdinando Conrtus 

ad ſcarce three nundred Spaniards to conguer the great Cite of Afcxico, where 
thouſands of Saltages dwelled in ſtrong houſes: but becauſe they were a ciuihzed 
5. had wealch, and choſe meere Barbarians as wilde as beaſts haue nothing z 

increat your patience to tell you my _ which if it be Gods pleaſure I ſhall 
nor liue to put in pratice, yer ic may be hereafter vſctull for ſome, but howſocuer 
I hope not hurtfull to any, and rhis ir is, | 

Had theſe three hundred men beene at my diſpoſing, I would haue ſent firſt 
one hundred to Captaine Rawley Chroſhaw to Patawomek, with ſome ſmall Ord- 
nance for the Forc, the which buc wich daily exerciling them, would haue ſtruck 
that louc and admiration into the Patowomeks, and terror and amazement into 
his enemies, which arenocfarre off, and moſt ſeated vpon the ocher (ide the Ri- 
uer, they would willingly haue beene friends, or haue giuen any compoſition 
they could, before chey would betortnenced with ſuch a viſible feare, 

Now thoughthey be generally perfidious, yer neceſlity conſtraines thoſe to 4 
kinde of conſtancy becauſe of their enemies, and neither my ſelfe char firſt found 
ehem, Captaine Arga/l, Chroſbow, nor Hamar, never found therhſclues in fifreene 
yeares trials : nor is it likely now they would baue fo hoſtaged their men, ſuffer 
ahe building of a Fort, and their women and children amongſt chem, had they 
intended any villany ; but ſuppoſe they had, who would haue delired a better, 
aduantage then ſuch an advertiſement, ro haue preparedthe Fort for ſuch an af- 
fault, and ſurely it muſt be a poore Fort they could hurt, much more cake, if chere 
were but fiue menin itdurſtdifſcharge a peece : Therefore a man not well know- 
ingtheir conditions,may be as wel too icalous as too carelcile;Such anocher Lope 
Skonce would I hauc hadat Oxawmarient, and one hundred men more to haue 
made ſuch another at Arguacke vpon the Riucr of Toppahanock, which is not paft 
thirtcene miles diftant from Oneawmanient : each of Which cwelue men would 
keepe, as well as twelve thouſand, and ſpare all the reſtro bee imploied as there 
ſhould be occalion. Andall this with theſe numbers might eatily haue beene 
done, if not by courtelie, yet by compulſion, eſpecially at thac time of Seprem- 
þer when all cheir fruits were ripe, their beaſts fat, and infinire numbers of wilde 
Fowle began co repaireto euery crecke, that men if chey would doe any thing, 
could not want vituall, This done, thereremainedyer one hundred who ſhould 
hauc done the like at Ozinicke, vpon the Riucr of Chickahamanis, not paſt _ 

miles 
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miles from the chiefe habitations of Opechankanough. Theſe ſmall Forts had 
beene cauſe ſufficient to cauſe all the Inhabicancs of each of thoſe Riuers to looke 
ro chemſelues. Then having ſo many Ships, Barks, and Boats in Virginia as 
there was at thar preſenr, wich whatfacility might you hauelanded two hundred 
and rwentie men, if you had butonely fiue or {ix Boats in onenight; forty to 
range the branch of Marraparyent, fortie more that of Toxghtanuxd, and fortie 
more to keepe their randiuous at Pamavzke it ſelfe. All which places lie ſo neere, 
they might heare from each other within toure or fiue houres, and nor any of 
rholc ſinall parries, it there were any valour,difcretion,or induftry in chem, but as 
ſufficient as foure chouſand, eo force them all to contribution, or take or ſpoile all 
they had. For hauing thus ſo many conyentent randeuous to relceue each other, 
though all the whole Countries had beene our enemies, where could they reſt, 
but in che depth of Winter we might burne all the houſes vpon all thoſe Riuers 
in two or three dais? Then without fires they could notliue, which they could 
not ſo hide but wee ſhould finde, and quickly fotire them with watching and 
warding, they would be ſo weary of their Jes, as either fly all cheir Countries, 
or giue all they had to bereleaſed of fuch an hourely miſery. Now if bura ſmall 
number of the Saluages would affiſt vs, a: there is no queſtion but diuers of chem 
would ; And to ſuppoſe they could not be drawnero ſuch faftion, were to belecue 
they are more vercuous then many Chrittians, and the beſt gouerncd peoplein 
the world. All che Pamavakes might haue beenediſpatched as well in a moneth 
as a yeare, and then to haue dealr with any other enemies at our pleaſure, and yer 
madcall this toile and danger bur a recreation, 

If you think cht> ſtrange or impoſſible, x 2 men with my ſelfe I found ſuſhcienc, 
to goe where | would adaics, and ſurpriſe a houſe with the people, if not a whole 
townc in a night, or incounterall che power they could make; as a whole Army, 
as formerly at large hach beene related : And it ſeemes by theſe ſmall parties laſt 
amongſt them, by Capraine {raſhew, Hamar, and Madyſon, they are not growne 
to thac excellency in policy and courage but they might bee encountred, and 
their wiues and children apprehended. 1 know | hall bee raxed for wricing ſo 
much of my ſelfe, bur I care not much , becauſerhejudiciall know there are few 
ſuch Souldiers as are my examples, haue writ their owne aQtions, nor know I 
who will or can tell my intents better then my ſelfe. 

Some againe finde as much fault with the Company for medling with ſo many 
Plantations together, becauſe they that haue many Irons in the fire ſome muſt 
burne; but I thinke noif they haue men enow know how to worke them, bur 
howſocuer, it were betrer ſome burnethen have none ac all, The King of Spare re« 
gards but how many powertull Kingdomes he keepes vnder his obedience, and 
for the Saluage Countries he harh ſubic&ed, they are morechen enow for a good

Mach about this time arriued a ſmall Barke of Barneſtable,which had beene The airiuall of 
at the Summer 1les, and in her Captaine Nathaniel Butler, who hauing beene Capraine Butler, 
Gouernor there three yeares, and his Commiſſion expired, he tooke che oppor- * bis accidents, 


unity of this ſhip to ſce Virgina : at Iames Towne he was kindly entertained 
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by Sir Francis Fyatthe Gouernor, Afﬀcer he had reſted there fourcteene daics, he 
fell vp with his ſhip to the River of Chickahamana, where meeting Capraine 
William Powell, 1oyning together ſuch forces as they had tothe number ofeighty, 
they {et vpon the (hickahamanians, that fearefully fled, ſuffering che Englith ro 
{polle all chey had, not daring to reſiſt them, Thus he returned co /amesrowne, 
where hee ſtated a moneth, at Keronghtian as much more, and fo returned for 
England. 

Bur riding at Keconghtan, M. Tohy Argent,ſonneto Doftor Argent,a young 
Gentleman chat went with Captaine Butler trom England to this place, WMz- 
chact Fuller, Will:am Gany,Cornelins May,and one other going aſhore with ſome 
goods late in a faire cuening, ſuch a ſudden guſt did arife, thardriue them thware 
theRiuer, in that place ar leaft three or foure miles in bredth, where thcſhore was 
ſoſhallow at a low water, and che Boat beating vpon the Sands, they left her, 
wading neerc halfc a mile, and oft vp tothe chin : So well it hapned, Maſter Ar- 
gent had pur his Bandileir of powder in his hat, which next God was all cheir 
preſeruations : for it being February, and theground ſo cold, their bodies be- 
came ſo benumbed, they were not able to ſtrike fire with aſtecle ad a ſtone hee 
had in his pocket zthe ſtone they loſt ewice, and thus chofe poore ſoules groping 
in thedarke, it was Maſter Argents chance to finde it, and with a few withered 
Teaues, reeds, and bruſh, make a ſmall fire, being vpon the Chiſapeaks ſhore, their 
mortall enemies, great was their feare to be diſcouered, The ioytull morning 
appearing, they found their Boat and goods drive aſhore, nor farre from them, 
bur ſo ſplicſhee was vnſeruiceable : bur ſo much was the troſt, their clothes did 
freeze vpon their backs, for they durſtnor make any great fire to dry them, leit 
thereby the bloudy Saluages might diſcry chem, fo char one of them died the 
next day, andthe next night digging a graue in the Sands with their hands, buri- 
ed him, In this bodily feare they liued and faſted ewo daies and nights, then ewo 
of them went into the Land to ſceke freſh water z the orhers to the Boat to gee 
ſome mealeand oyle, Argent and his Comrado tound a Canow, in which they re. 
ſolued to aduenture ro their ſhip, butſhee was a dritcin the Riuer before they re« 
turned : thus fruſtrate of all hopes, Capraine Zuzer che third nightranging the 
ſhore in his Boatto ſecke them, diſcharged his Muskets, bur they F309 An it 
ſome Saluages had got ſome Engliſh peeces, they grew more perplexed then cuer, 
ſo he returned and loſt his labour, The fourth day they vnloaded their Boat, and 
ſtopping her leakes with cheir handkerchictes, and other rags, two rowing, and 
two bailing outthe water ; but farre they went nor ere the water grew vpon them 
ſo faſt, =p , they ſotired, they thought themſelues happy ro be on ſhore againe, 
though they perceiued the /ndians were not farre off by their fires. Thus at the 
very period of deſpairc, F#ller vndertooke to (it a firide vpona little peece of an 
old Canow ; ſo well ir pleaſed God the wind and tide ſerued, by padling with his 
hands and feet in the water, beyond all expettation God ſo guided him three or 
fourc houres vpon this boord, he arriued at their ſhip; where chey noletle amazed 
then hetired, theyrooke him in, Preſently as he hadconcluded with his Compa- 
nions, he cauſed chem diſcharge a peece of Ordnance if he eſcaped, which gaue 
no leiſe comfort to Maſter Argent and thereſt, then terror to thoſe Plantations 
char heard ir, (being late) at ſuch an vnexpetted alarum: but after, with warme 
clothes anda little ſtrong water, they had alittle recouered him, ſuch was his 
courage and care of his diſtreſſedfriends, he returned that night againe with Ma« 
ſter Felgate to condu@ him tothem, and ſo giuingchanks ro God for ſo hope. 
letTea deliuerance, it pleaſed his Diuine power, both chey and their prouiſion 
came ſafely aboord, but Fuller they doubt will neucr recouer his benumbedlegs 
and chighes. 

No behars Butlers arriuall in England, many hard ſpeeches were rumored a. 
g4inſt him tor ſolcauing his charge, Fa he recciued order from the Compa. 
ny ; Dwers againe of hisSouldjersas highly commended him, for his good go. 
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uernment, art, iudgement and induſtry. Bur ro make the miſery of Uirginia 
appearethat it might be reformed incime, how all choſe Cicies, Townes, Corpo- 
rations, Forts, Vineyards, Nurſeries of Mulberies, Glatſe-houfes, Iron forges, 
Guc!t-houles, Silke-wormes, Colleges, the Companies great eſtate, and thar plen- 
ry ſome doe || peake of here, are rather things in words and paper then in cfte&t, 
with dtuers reaſons of the cauſes of choſe defeRts; if it were falſe, his blame nor 
ſhame could aothertco much : but if there bee ſuch defeRs in the gouernment, 
and diſtretſc in the Colony, iris though by many ic hath beene too long con- 
ccaled, and requirerh rather reformation then diſputation : bur howcuer, ic were 
nor amille to prouide for the worlt, fot che beft will help ir ſelfe. Notwichſtand- 
ing, it was apprehended fo hardly,and examined wich thar paſſion, tharthe bruce 
thereof was ſpread abroad with tharexpedicion, it did more hurc chen the matla- 
cre zand the faulc of a!l now by the vulgar rumour, muſt be attributed ro the vn- 
wholeſomnelle of the ayre, and barrennetle of the Countrey, as though all Eng- 
land were naught, becauſethe Fens and Marſhes are vahcalchy; or barren, becauſe 
ſome will lic vader windowes and ſtarue in Cheap-(ide, rot in Goales, dicin the 
ſtrcer, high-walcs, or any where, and vie a thouſand deuices co maincaine them- 
ſclues in choſe miſcries, rather chen rake any paines, ro liueas they may by honeſt 
labour, and a great part of ſuch like are the Planters of Yirginsa, and parcly the oc- 
calion of thoſe detailements, ws 

Inchelarrer end of this laſt yeare, or the beginning of this, Captaine Henyie 
Spilman a Gentleman, that harch lived in choſe Countrics thirceenc or fourctecne 
ycarcs, one of the belt [nterpreters 1n che Lind, being furniſhed with a Barke 
and (ſix and twentie men, hee was ſenc to trucke in the Riuer of Patawomeh , 
where hehad lived a long time amongtt che Saluages , whecher hee preſumed 
roo much vpon his acquaintance amangſt them, or they ſoughe to be reuenged 
of any for the {laughter made amongſt chem by che Englith ſolately, or hee 
ſoughr ro betray chem, or they him, are all ſeuerall relarions, bur ic ſeemes bur 
1maginary ; forchen recurned report they left him aſhore about Parawomek, bu 
the name of the place they knew nor, with vuc and twentie men, being bur fue 
inthe Barke, the Saluages cre they ſuſpetted any thing, boorded chem with their 
Canowes, and encrcd {o faſt, che Engliſh were amazed, cill a Sailer gaue fire ro a 
pecce of Ordnance onely at randome ; ar the report whereof, che Saluages leapr 
ouer-boord, ſo diſtrafted with feare, they left their Canowes and ſwum a ſhore - 
and preſently after chey heard a great bruce amongſt the Saluages a ſhore, and 
ſaw a mans head chrowne downe the banke, whereupon rhey weighed Anchor 
and returned home, but how he was ſurpriſed or ſlainc, is yncertaine, |

We had 
buc (ix ſhips to tranſpotc and ſupply vs, and but two hundred ſeuenty ſeuen men, 
boies, and women, by whoſe labours Virginis being brought to this kinde of 


' perfe&tion, the moſt difficulcies paſt ; and the foundation thus laid by chis ſmall 
' meanes zyet becauſe we had done no more, they called in our Commiſſion, rooke 


anew in their owne names, and appointed vs neere as many offices and Officers 
as I had Souldiers, that neither knew vs nor wee them, without our conſents or 
knowledge z fince there haue gone more then one hundred ſhips of other pro- 
portions, and eightorten thouſand people. Now if you pleaſe ro compare what 
hath beene ſpent, ſent, diſcouered and done this fiftecne yeares, by chat we did 
in the three firft yeares, and euery Gouernorthat hath beene there ſince, giue you

Nor long after came in ſeucn ſhips, with about three hnudred people but ra- 

ther ro ſupplant vs then ſupply vs,their Admirall with their authoricic being caſt 
away in the Bermndas, very angry they were we had made no better prouiſion for 
them, Seuen or cight weekes we withſtood the invnaations of theſe diſorderly 
humors, till I was neere blowne co death with Gun-powder, which occafioned 
me toreturnefor England, | 

In the yeare 1609 about Michaeclmas, I left the Countrey as is formerly rela- 
ted, with three ſhips, ſeuen Boats, Commodities to trade, harucſt newly gathe- 
red, eight weeks prouiſion of Corne and Meale, abont fiue hundred perſons, 
three hundred Muskets, ſhot, powder, and match, with armes for more men 
then we had, The Saluages their language and habitation, well knowneto two 
hundred expert Souldiers ; Ners forfilhing, tooles of 'all ſorts, apparell co ſupply 
their wants : {ix Mares and a Horſe, fiucor ſix hundred Swine, many more Powl- 
try, what was brought or bred, but viQuall there remained, 

Hauing ſpent ſome fiue yeares, and more then five hundred pounds in procue 

ring the Letters Patents and ſetting forward, and neereas much more abour New 
England, &c, Thustheſe ninetecne yeares I have here and there not ſpared any 
ching according to my abilitie, nor the beſt aduice I could, to perſwade how 
thoſe ſtrange miraclesof miſery might haue beche preuenced, which lamencable 
experience plainly taughr me of neceſſicy muſt 11ſuc , but few would belecue 
me till now too deerely they haue paid for it. Wherefore hicherto I haue rather 
left all chen vndertake impoſſibilities, or any more ſuch coftly taskes ar ſuch 
chargeable rates : for in neither of thoſe two Countries haueI one foot of Land, 
nor the very houſcl builded, nor the ground I digged with my owne hands, nor 
euer any content or ſatisfaQion ar all, and though I ſceordinarily thoſe two 
Countries ſhared before me by them that neither haue them nor knowes them, 
bur by my deſcriptions: Yertthat doch not ſo much trouble me, as to heare and ſee 
choſe contentions and diuiſions which will hazard if not ruine the proſperitie 
of Virginia, if preſent remedy bee not found, as they haue hindred many hun- 
dreds, who would haue beene there ere now, and makes them yet that are willing 
to ſtand in ademurre. 

For the Books and Maps I haue made, I will thanke him that will ſhew meſo 
much for ſo little recompence,and beare with their errors till I have donebercer, 

For the tnateials in them I cannot deny,but am ready to affirmie them both there 
aid here, vpon ſuch grounds as I hauc propounded, which is to haue but fiſeeene 
hendeed men to ſubdue againethe Saluages, fortifie the Countrey, diſcouer that 
yet vnknowne,and both defend & feed their Colony, which I moſt humbly refer 
to his Maicſties moſt judiciall iudgement, and che moſt honourable Lords - his

eAnſw, The oftaltering of Gouernours it ſcemes cauſes euery man make vſe 
of his time, and becauſe Grime was ſtinted at rwo ſhillings ſix pence the buſhell; 
and Tobacco at three ſhillings thepound, and they value a mans labour a yeere 
worth fifty or threeſcore pound, but in Corne not worth ten pound, preſuming 
Tobacco will furniſh chem with all chings z now make a mans labour in Corne 
worth threeſcore pound, and in Tobacco but ten pound a man, then ſhall chey 
haue Corne ſufficient to entercaine all commers, and keepetheir people in healch 
to doe any thing, bur till then, there will-be little or nothing to any purpoſe. 

Queſt. 3. what conceine you to haue beene the cauſe of the Maſſacre, and had 
the Salnages bad the wſe of any peeces in your time, or when, or by whom they were 
tauokt ? 

Anſw. Theciuſc of the Maſſacre was the want of marſhall diſcipline, and be- 
cauſe they would haue all the Engliſh had by deſtroyi+g thoſe they found ſo 
careleſly ſecure, that they were nor proujded to defend themſelues againſt any 
enemy, being ſo diſperſed as they were, In my time, though Capraine Nupore 
furniſhed them with ſwords by truck, and many fugitiues didche like, and ſome 
Peeces they got accidentally, yet I gotthe moſt of them againe, and it was death 
to him thar ſhould ſhew a Saluage the vſe of a Peece, Since I vnderſtand they be- 
came ſo good ſhot, they were imployed for Fowlers and Humiſmen by the 
Engliſh. 

Quet, 4. What charge thinks you would hane ſetled the gonernment both for de- 
fence and planting when you left it f | 

Anſw. T wenty thouſand pound would haue hyred good labourers and me- 
chanicall men, and haue furniſhed them with cattle and all neceſſaries, and 100, 
ofchem would hauedone morethen a thouſand of thoſe that went, though the 
Lord Laware, Sir Ferdinando Waynman, Sir Thomas Gates and Sir Thomas Dale 
were perſwaded to the contrary, but when they had tried, they confeſfed their 
crror. 

Queſt, 5. Phat conceine you would be the remedy ard the charge ? 

Anſw, The remedy is to ſend Souldiers and all ſorts of labourers and neceſſa- 
ries for them, that they may bethere by next Michaelmas, the which to doc well 
will ſtand you in five thouſand pound,bur if his Maiefty would pleaſero lend two 
.of his Ships to tranſport chem\leſſe would ſerue, belidesthe benefic of his gracero 
the ation would encourage all en, 

Queſt, 6. hat thinke you are the defett i of the gonernment both here and there? 

Anſw. The multiplicity of opinions here,and Officers there,makesſuch delaies 
by queſtions and formalitze, that as much time is ſpent in complement as 1n aQti- 
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Anſwer to the Commiſſioners QMeſtions. 


on ; beſides; ſotne areſo deſirous to imploy their ſhips, hauing [ix pounds fot 
euery Patſenger, and three pounds for eyery tun of goods, at which rate a thou- 
ſand ſhips may now better be procured then one at the firit, when the common 
ſtocke defrayed all fraughts, wages, prouilions and Magazines, whereby the 
Ships are ſo peſtred, as occalions much ickneſle, diſcates and mortality, for 
chough all the Paſſengers die they are ſure of their fraught z and chen all muſt be 
ſatisficd with Orations, diſputations, excuſes an hopes. As for thelecters of ad. 
uice from hence,and their anſwers thence,rhey areſo well written, men would be- 
lecuethere were no great doubt of thepertormance,and rhact all things were wel,to 
which crror herethey haue beene cuer much ſubie z and there not co belecue, or 
not toreleeve the true and poore eſtate ofthatColony,whoſe fruits were common- 
ly ſpent before they were ripe,and this lotſe is nothing &6 thera here,whoſe great 
eſtates are not ſehſ{ible of the loſle of theit aduentures, and fo they thinke, or will 
not take notice ; but it js ſo with all men ; but howſocuer they thinkeor diſpoſe 
of all things attheir pleaſure, I am ſure not my ſelfe onely, þuta thauſand others 
haue not onely ſpent the moſt of their eſtates, bur che moſt pare haue loſt cheir 
lives andall, onely but to make way for the triall of more new concluſions, ard 
he that now will aduenture but twelue pounds ten (billings, ſhall have berter re- 
ſpe& and as much fauour then he thatſixteene yeere agoc aduentured as much,ex+ 
cept he haue money as the other hath, bur chough he haue aduentured five huns 
dred pound, and ſpent there neuer ſo,much cime, if hee haue no more and not 
able co begin a family of himſelte, all is loſt by order of Courr, 

But in the beginning it was not ſo,all went then out of one purſe, till thoſe new 
deuices haue conſumcd both mony ang. purſe; for at firſt there were but ſix Pa- 
centees, now more thena thouſand,-then bur thirtecne Counſailors, now not 
leiſe then an hundred ; I ſpeakenot of all, for.there are ſome both honourable 
and honeſt, but of thoſe Officers, which did they manage cheir owne eltatcs 
no better then the atfaires of Y37ginia, they would quickly fall io decay fo well as 
it; buc this is moft cuidene, few Officersin E nglard ic hath cauſed to turne Ban- 
quErupts, nor for all cheir complaints would leaue their places, neither yet any 
of cheir Oheers there, hor tewof the reft but they would be at home, but fewer 
Aduenturers here will aduentureany more till they ſee the buſineſle better efta- 
bliſhed, alchough there be ſome ſo wilfully improuident they care for nothing but 
to get thicher, and then if cheir friends bedcad, or want themſelues, they dic or 
live but poorely for want of necetlaries, and to thinke che old Planters can re- 
lecuethem were too tnuch fimplicity z for who here in England is fo charitable 
co feed two or three ſtrangers, hauethey neuer ſo much z5 much lefle in Firginia 
where they want for themſclues, Now the generall complaint faich,that pride,co- 
uctouſneſle, extortion and oppreſſion ina tew char ingrolles all,then ſell all againe 
to the comminalty at what rate they pleaſe, yea even men, women and children 
for who will giue moſt, occaſions no {mall miſchiefe amongſt the Planters. 

. Asfor the Company,or thoſe that doe tranſport them, prouided of necetlaries, 
God forbid bur they ſhould receine their charges againe with aduantage, or thar 
maſters there ſhould not haue the ſame priuilege ouer their ſeruants as. here, bur 
co ſell hm or her for forty, fifty, or threeſcore pounds, whom the Company hath 
ſencouer for cightor ten pounds atthe moſt, without regard how they ſhall be 
maintained with apparell, meat, drinke and lodging, 1s odious, and their fruits 
ſutable, therefore ſuch merchants it were better they were made ſuch merchan- 
dize themſclues, then ſuffered any longer to vic that trade, and thoſe are de- 
feAts ſufficient ro bring a well ſetled Common-wealth to miſery, much more 
Virosima. 

Queſt. 7, How thinke youit may be retified ? 

An(w. It his Maieſtie would pleaſeto intitle it to his Crowne, and yearely that 
boththe Gouernours here andthere may giue their accounts to you, or ſome 
that arenot ingagedin the bulineſle, that the common itocke bee nor ſpent in

maintaining one hundred men for the Gouernour, one hundred for two De- 

uties, fitry for the Treaſurer, fue and twenty for the Secrerary,and more for the 
M.rſhall and other Officers who were neuer there noraduentured any thing, bur 
onely prcterred by fauour to be Lords ouer them chat broke che ice and bear the 

ach, and muſt ceach chem what co doe, ifany thing happen well,itis cheir glory j 
zt a1}, che faulr of the old direQors, that in all dangers muſt endure the worſt, yer 
not ftiue hundred ofthem haue fo much as one of the others ; alſo that there bee 
ſome preſent courſeraken to maintaine a Garriſon to ſuppretle the Saluages, rill 
they beableto ſubliſt, and that his Maicſty would pleaſe to remit his cuſtome, or 
it 15 ro be feared they will loſe cuſtome and all, for this cannot be done by promi- 
ſes, hopes,counſels and countenances, but with ſufficient workmen and meanes 
ro maintaine rhem, not ſuch delinquents as here cannor be ruled by all the lawes 
in Englaxd,yetwhen the foundation is laid, as T haue ſaid, and a common-wealth 
eſt1bliſhed, then ſuch there may better be conſtrained to labour then here : but to 
reifie a common-wealth wich debauſhed people is impoſlible, and no wiſe man 
would throw himſfelfe into ſuch a foctety,that intends honeſtly,and knowes whar 
he vndertakes, forthere is no Countr to pillage as the Romans found: all you 
expect from thence muſt be by labour, 

For the gouernment I thinke there is asmuch adoe about it as the Kingdomes 
of Scotlandand Ireland, men here conceiting Firginia as they are, ereing as ma- 
ny ſtately Offices as Officers with their attendants, as there are labourers in the 
Countrcy, where a Conſtable were as good as twenty of their Capraines, and 
three hundred good Souldiers ant labourers better then all the reſt that goe 
onely to get the fruics ofother mens labours by the ticle of an office, Thus they 
ſpend Michaelmas rent in Mid-ſummer Moone, and would gather their Harucſt 
before they haue planted their Corne. 

Asfor the maintenance of the, Officers, the firſt that went never demanded 
any, bur aduentured good-ſummes, and it ſeemes ſtrange to me, the fruits of all 
their labours, belides che expence of an hundred and &lcy thouſand pounds, and 
ſuch multitudes of people, thoſecollaterall Officers could not maintaine them- 
ſclues ſo well asthe old did, and having now ſuch liberty ro doe to the Saluages 
what they will, che others had not, I more then wonder they haue not fiue hun- 
dredSaluages coworke for them towards their genetall maintenance, and as 
many moreto returne ſome content and ſatisfa&tion ro the Aduenturers, thar for 
all their care,charge and diligence,can heare nor ſee nothing but miſerable com- 
plainrs z therefore vnder your correCtion to refihie all, is with all expedition ro 
palſethe auchority to them who will relecue them, leſt all bee conſumed ere the 
differences be determined, And except his Maieſtievndertake it, or by A& of 
Parlament ſome ſmall tax may be grantedthroughout his Dominions, as a Penny 
vpon cucry Poll, called a head-penny z two pence vpon euery Chimney, or 
ſome ſuch colleion might be raiſed, and that would be ſufficient to giue a goo 
ſtocke, and many ſervants to ſufficient men of any facultie, and tranſport them 
freely for paying onely homagetothe Crowne of Eng/and, and ſuch duties torhe 
publike good as their eſtates increaſed;reaſon ſhould require, Were this put in 
practice, how many people of what quality you pleaſe, for all choſe diſafters 
would yct gladly goeto ſpend their liues there, and by this meanes more good 
fight bedone in one yecre; then all choſepety particular vndertakings will ctte& 

n ewenty. LL 

For che Parenz the King may, ifhepleaſe, rather take it from them that haue 
it, then from vs who had it firſt, pretending to his Maieſty what great matters 
they would doe, and how lictle we did, and for any thing I can conceiue, had we 
remained fl as ac firſt, it is notlikely we could haue done much worſe ; burthoſe 
oft alcering of gouernments are not withour much charge, hazard and loſſe. If I 
betoo plaine, | humbly crave your pardon ; but you requeſted me, therefore !

yer by the extraordinary diligences, care and paines of che noble and righ: 
worthy Commilltoners, Sir FWilzam lones, Sir Nicholas Forteſcue, Sir Francis 
Gefton, Sir Richard Sutton, Six Henry Bourgchier and Sir William Pit 3 a Graramee 
was granted againſt Maſter Depury Farrar, and 20, or 30. orhers of chat party to 
plead cheir cauſes before the right Honontable, the Lords of his Maictties Priuy 
Councell : now notwithſtanding all che Relations, Examinations, and intercep- 
ting ef all Letters whatſocuer came from thence, yet it ſeerfies chey were ſo farre 
ynlatisficd and deſired to know rhe truth, as well for the preſcruation of rhe Co- 
lony, as to giue content and doc all men right, they ſenc ewo Commiſſioners 
ſtriftly to examine the trueeſtare of che Colony. Vpon whole returne after ma- 
cure dcliberation, it pleaſed his royall Maicſty co ſuppreſle che courſe of the 
Court at Deputy Farrars, andthat for the preſent orderimg the affaires of Yirgi- 
#14, vatill heſhould make a more full ferciement thereot , the Lord Viſcount 
AHandenile, Lord Preſident of his Maicſties Priute Councell, and alſo other Priuy 
Councellors, with many vnderſtanding Knights and Gentlemen, ſhould cucry 
Tharſday in the afternoone meer at Sir Thomas Smiths in Philpot lane, where al 
men whom it ſhould concerne may repaire, to receiue ſuch direftions and war- 
rant for their better ſecurity, as more at large you may ſee in the Proclamation to 
that cffe&, vnder the great Scale of England, datedthe 1 5, of Tuly, 1624. But as 
for the relations laft returtied, whar nymbers they arc, how many Cities, Cor- 
porations;townes, and houſes, catcteand horfe they haue, what forrifications or 
diſcoucrics they haue made,or reuenge vpon the Saluages; who arc their friends 
or foes,or what commodities chey haue more then Tobacco,& theirpreſent eſtate 
or whart is preſently to be put in execution, in that the Commiſſioners arenor yet 
fully Qacisficd m che one, nor reſolued in the other, ar chispreſent time when this 
wenetothe Preſle, I muſt intreat you pardon me till I be better aſſured, 

Thus far I hauetrauelled in this Wilderneſle of Virginia, not being ignorant for 
all my paines this diſcourſe will be wreſted, coſſed and turned as many waies as 
chere is leaues;thatT haue wric coo much of ſome, too little of others, and many 
ſuch like obicRtions, To ſuch I muſt anſwer, in the Companies name was re- 

ucſtcd ro doe it, if any haue concealed their approued experiences from m 
knowledge;they muſt excuſe me: as for cuery fathexles orſtolnerelation,or whole 
volumes of ſofiſticated rehearſals, I leaue them co the charge of them chat delire 


— chem, I thanke God IT neuer vnderrooke any thing yerany could rax me of care» 


leſneſſe or diſhoneſty; and whatis hee to whom I am indebted or troubleſome ?

THE GENERALL HISTORIE OF THE 
BeRMVvDAs, now called the Summer Iles, from their 


beginning inthe yecre of our Lord 15 93. to this preſent 
1624. With their proceedings, accidents and preſentecſtate. 


your view the Stage whereon they were ated, for as 
Geography without Hiſtory ſeemech a carkaſſe without 
motion, fo Hiſtory without Geography, wandreth as a 
Vagrant without a certaine habicaction, Thoſe llands lie 
in the huge maine Ocean, and cwo hundred leagues 
from any continent, ſicuat*d in 32. degrees and 25, mi- 
nutes, of Northerly latitude, and diſtant from E£»g/and 
Weſt South-Weſt, abouc 3300. miles, ſome rwenty 
miles in length, and not paſt two miles and a halfe in breadth, enuironed with 
Rocks, which co the North-ward, Weſt-ward, and South-Eaſt, extend further 
then chey haue bin yer well diſcouered : by reaſon of thoſe Rocks the Country is 
naturally very ftrong,for there is but to places, & ſcare erwo,vnleiTe ro them who 
know them well, where ſhipping may ſately come in, andchoſenow are excee- 
ding well forcified, but within is roome to entertaine a royall Fleet : the Rocks in 
mult places appeareata low water, neither are they much couered at a high, for ic 
ebbs and flowes nor paſt five foot; the ſhore tor molt part is a Rocke, ſo hardened 
with che ſunne, wind and ſea, thatitis notaprt to be worne away with the waues, 
whole violence is allo broke by the Rocks before they can come to the ſhore: it is 
" very vneuen, diſtributed inco hills and dales ; the mold is of divers colours, nei- 
ther clay nor ſand, but a meane berweene; che red which reſcmbleth clay is the 
worſt, the whiceſt reſembling ſand and the blackeſt is good, but che browne be- 
ewixtthem both which they call white, becauſe there is mingled witch ica white 
meale is che beſt; vader chemould ewo or chree foot deep,and ſometimes Ieile, is 
a kinde of whice hard ſubftance which chey call che Rocke: the trees vſually faſten 
cheir roots in it z netcher is it indeed rocke or ſtone, or ſo hard, though for moſt 
part moreharderthen Chalke z nor ſo white, but pumiſh-like and ſpungy, eaſily 
recciuing and containing much water, In ſome places Clay is found vnder it, ic 
* ſeemes to be ingendred with raine water, draining through the earth, and draw- 
ing wich ic of his ſubſtance vnto a certaine depth where ic congeales;z the hardeſt 
kinde ofitlies ynder the red ground like quarries, as it were thicke (lates one vp= 
on another, through which the water hath his paſlage, ſo that in ſuch places there 
is ſcarce foundany freſh water, for all or the moſt part of the freſh water commeth 
out of che Seca draining through the ſand, or that ſubſtance calledche Rocke, lea- 
uing the ſalt behinde, jc becomes freſh: ſomerimes we digged wells of freſh water 
which we finde in moſt places, and but three or foure paces from the Sea (ide, 
ſome further, the moſt part of them would cbbe and flow as the Sea did, and be lc- 
ucll or lictle higher then the ſuperficics of the ſea, andin ſome places very ftrange, 
darkeand cumberſome Cauecs.

The deſcription of the Summer Iles Lib. 5. 


Theaire is moſt commonly cleere, very temperate,moiſt, with a muderate hear, 
very healchtull and apc for the generation and nourithing of all things, ſoas ma- 
ny things cranſported from hence yeeld afarre greater increaſe, andit ic be any 11- 
uving thing it becomes fatrer and berter 5 by this meanes the country is lo reple- 
nilhed with Hens and Tarkics, withinche ſpace of threeor foure yeeres, that ma- 
ny of them being negle&ed, forſakerhehouſes and become wilde, and fo live 
in great abundance z the like increaſe there is in Hogs, tame Cones, avd other 
Caccle according to their kindes, There ſeemrs to beaconrinuallSpring, which 
1s che cauſe ſome chtngs come not to that matutiry and perfeftion as were requ:- 
lire; and chough che crees ſhed theirleaues, yer they are alwaics full of greene z 
the Corne is the ſame they haue in Varoinia,and the Veſt-Indies : of chis and many 
other things withour plowing or much labour, they haue two Haruefts every 
yecre, for they lerabour March, which they gather in July; and againe in Auguit, 
which they reape in December; and licele flips of Fig-rrees and Vines doe viually 
beare fruic within the yeere, and ſometimes 1n lefle z bur we finde noe the Grapes 
as yer come toany perteQtion z thelike fertilicy ichath in Oranges and Limons, 
Pompgranares, and otherthings. Concerning theſerenity and beaury of the skie, 
x: may as truly be ſaid of choſe Tlands as euer it was ſaid of the Rhodes, that there 
15 no one day throughout the x 2.moneths, bur that in ſome hourethereof, che fun 
lookes [tnpgularly & cleerevpon them : for the temperarure it is beyond all others 
molt admirable ;z no cold there is beyond an Engliſh April, nor heat much grea- 
rer chen an ordinary July 1n Fraxce, ſorthat froſt and ſnow 1s neuerſcenc here, nor 
ſtinking and infetious miſts very ſeldome, by reaſon ofthe maine Ocean, there is 
ſome wind ſtirringthat coolesthe aire:thewinter chey haue obſerues che time with 
ours, but the longeſt dates and nights areſhorter then ours almoſt by rwo houres, 

We foundir ac firſt all ouergrowne with weeds, and plants of ſcuerall kinds, as 
many tall and goodly Cedars, infinireſtore of Palmetoes, numbers of Mulberies, 
wild Ol:ucerrees ſtore, wich divers others vaknowne both by name and natur 
ſo thar as yer they become loſt co many viefull imployments, which eime and in- 
duſtry no doub: will one day difcouer, and cuen already cercaine of the moſt no- 
rorious of them haue gotten them appellarions from cheir apparent effeRs, as the 
Prickel|-peare which growes likea ſhrub by che ground, wich broad chiek leaves, 
all over-armed wich long and ſharpe dangerous thornes, the fruic being in forme 
no: much vnlike a ſmall greene Peare, and on the outlide of the fame colour, 
but within bloud red, and exceeding full of juice ; wich graines nor much vnlike 
the Pomgranar, and colouring after zrs nature, - The poyſoned weed is much in 
ſhapelike our Engliſh Iuy, bucbeing but couched, cauſcrh rednetfe, nehing, and 
laſtly bliſters, che which howſocuer afcet a while patſe away of themfelucs withouc 
furcher harme, yet becauſe for che time chey are ſomewhac painfull, x hath gor ir 
felfe an ill name, aan, - queſtionlelle of no ill nature, Here 1s alfo frequently 
growing a certaine tall Platt, whoſe ſtalke being all over couered with a red 
rinde, is thereupon termed the red weed, the root whereof being foked in any li- 
quor, or bur a ſmall quantity of the Juice drunke alone, procures a very forcible 
vomit, and yer is generally vſcd by the people, and found very cffcAuall againſt 
thepaines and diſtempers of che ſtomacke, 

A kinde of Wood«bind there is likewiſe by the Sea very commonly ts bee 
found, which runnes vpon trees twining it ſelfe like a Vine: the fruir ſomewhat 
reſembles a Beane, but fomewhar flatter, the which any way eaten worketh ex- 
ccllently in che nature of apurge, and though very vehemently, yer withoutr all 
perill. Contrary to this, another ſmall tree there is, which caufcth coſtiuenetle; 
chere is alſo a certainePlant like a bramble buſh, which bearcs along yellow fruir, 
having the ſhell very hard, and within it a hard berry, that beaten and raken in- 
wardly purgeth gently, Theres another fruic much like our Barberies, which 
being beaten or bruſcd berweene the teeth, ſers all che mouth on an extreme 
heat very terrible for the time, to auojd which they are ſwallowed downe _— 
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Lib. 5. and their naturall ( ommodities. 


and found of the ſame or better operation thenthe red Pepper, and thence bor- 
roweth thename, [n the bottome of the Seathere is growing vpon the Rocks a 
large kinde of Planc in the forme of a Yaneleafe, bar tar more ſpread with veines 
in colour of a pale red, very {trangely interlaced & wouen one intoanother,which 
we call the Feathcr,but the vertue thereof 'is altogether vnknowne; but only regar- 
ded forthe rarity. Now belides cheſe nacurall produRtions,prouidences & paines 
lince the Plantation, haue offered divers other ſeeds & plants, which the foile bath 
greedlily imbraced & cheriſhed, ſo chatar this preſent 162 3. there are greatabun- 
dance ot white,red and yellow coloured Potaroes, Tobacco, Sugarcancs,ndicos, 
Parſnips,exceceding large Ridiſhes,the American bread, the Catlado root,the In- 
dian Pumpian,the Water-millon,Musk-millon,& the moſt delicate Pine-apples, 
Plancans,and Papawes,alſo che Engliſh Arcichoke,Peaſe, &c, briefly whatfocuer 
ciſe may be expected tor che ſatistation either of curiolity,neceſſity or delight. 
Netcher hath cheaire for her part been wanting with due ſupplies of many ſorts 
of Fowles,as the gray and white Hearne, the gray and greene Plouer, ſome wilde 
Ducks and Milards, Coors and Red-{ſhankes, Sea-wigions, Gray-bitterns, Cor- 
morants,numbers oi {mall Birds like Sparrowes and Robins, which hue lately 
becne deſtroyed by che wilde Cats, Wood-pickars, very many Crowes, which 
ſince chis Plantation arc kild, the reſt fled or ſeldomeſeene except in the moſt vn- 
inhabited places, from whence they arc obſerued to take their flight abour ſun ſer, 
direQting their courſe towards the North-weſt, which makes many conieRure 
thereareſome more [lands nor far off that way. Sometimes are alſo ſeene Falcons 
&lar-talcons,Ofpraies,a Bird like a Hobby,but becauſe rhey come ſeldome,they 
are held but as pallengers ; bur aboue all theſe, moſt deſeruing obſeruation and 
reſpe& are thoſe twotorts of Birds, the onefor the tune of his voice, the other for 
the effe&,called che Cahow,and Egge-bird,which on the firſt of May, a day con- 
ſtancly obſerued, fall a laying infinite ſtore of Eggs neere as big as Hens, vpon 
certaine ſmall ſandie baies eſpecially in Cowpers le z and alchough men fit downe 
amongſt them when hundreds haue bin gathered in a morning, yetthere is hath 
ſtayed amongſt them till they haue gathered as many more : they concinue this 
courſe till Mid/irmmer and ſotame & feareles,you muſt thruſtthem off rom their 
Eggs with your hand ; then they grow fo faint with laying, they ſuffer them to 
breed & take infinire numbers of cheir yong to cat, which are very excellent meat. 
The Cahow is a Bird of the night, for all the day ſhe lies hid in holes in the 
Rocks, where they and their young arealſo taken with as much eaſe as may be, 
but in thenighr if you bur whoop and hollow, they will light vpon you, that 
with your hands you may chuſe the far and leaue the leane z thoſe they hauc only 
in winter:their Eggs areas big as hens, but they are ſpeckled, the ocher white, MF, 
Norwood hath taken twenty dozen of chem in three or fourc houres, and ſince 
there hath beene ſuch hauocke made of them, they were necre all deſtroyed, till 
there was aſtri& inhibition for their preſeruation, The Tropicke bird 1s whice,as 


' arge as aPullet,with one onely long Feather in her taile, and is ſeldome ſeene far 


diſtant from other of the Tropicks : another ſmall Bird there is, becauſe ſhe cries 
Pemblyco they call her ſo, ſhe is ſeldome ſeene in che day bur when ſhe ſings, as 
too oft ſhe doch very clamorouſly ; too truea Prophet ſhe proues of huge winds 
and boyſterouswearher : there were a kinde of {mall Owlcs in great abundance, 
butthey are now all ſlaine or fled: ſome tame Ducks,Geeſe and Pigeons there are, 
but the two latter proſper not. 

Concerning vermineand noiſome creatures, there are not many, but onely 
Rats and Cats, there increaſed ſince the Plantation, but how they agree together 
you ſhall heare hereafter. The Musketas and Flies are alſo too bulie, with a cer- 
raine India Bug, called by the Spaniards a Cacaroetch, the which creeping into 
Cheſts they cat and defile with their ill-ſented dung : alſo the little Ants in ſums 
mer time are ſo troubleſome, they are forced to dry their figs vpon high frames, 
and anoint their feet with tar, wherein 7 ſticke, elſe they would ſpoilechem all

ere they could be dryed : Wormes inthe earth alſo there are, bur roo many, ſo 
that to keepe them from deſtroying their Corne and Tobacco, they are forced co, 
worme them euery morning,which is a great labour, elſcall would be deſtroyed. 
Lizards there were many and very large, but now none, and it is ſaid chey were 
deltoyed by the Cat, Certaine Spiders alo of very large lize are found hanging 
vpon trees, bur inſtead of being any way dangerousas in other places, they arc 
here of a moſt pleaſing aſpeR, all over dreſt, as it were with S:luer, Gold, and 
Pearie, and their Webzin che Summer wouen from tree to tree, are generally a 

erte&t raw l1lke, and chat as well in regard of ſubſtance as colour, and fo (trong 
wachall, that diuers Birds bigger than Black-birds, being like Snipes,are ofcen ta- 
ken and fnared in them as a Net: tlren what would che S1lke-worme doe were ſhee 
there to feede vpon the continuall greene Mulbery ? 

But aboucalithereft of che Elements, the Sea is found moſt abundantly libe- 
rall : hence haue they as much excellenc Fiſh, and as much variety as need be de- 
fixed. The moſt of which being vaknowne to our Norcherne parts, got there 
new names, either for their ſhapes or conditions as the large Rocke-fiſh frum 
his like hew, and haunting amongſt the Rocks, the fac Hog-fiſh from his ſwine= 
like ſhape and ſnout: for this is not the old knowne Hog-fith with bruſlels on his 
backe ; the delicate Amber-fiſh from his tafte and ſmell, Angell-fiſh, Cony-fih, 
the ſmall yellow taile from that naturall painting ; the great Growper from his 
oddeand ſtrange grunting, ſome of them yer knowne to the + Americans, as the 
Purgooſe, the Cauallo, the Gar-fiſh, Flying-fiſh and Morerayes che reft are com- 
mon to other Conunents ; as the Whale in great numbers, the Sharke, thePilot- 
hſh, the Sea-Breame, the Oyſter and Lobſter, with divers others; twenty Tor- 
toiſes haue beer.ecaken ina day, and ſome of thenr will affoord halfea buſhell of 
Egges,and ſuffice to feed forty men at a meale. And chus haue you briefely epiro- 
mized Mother Natures benefits to this little, yer dainty ſpot of earth , neither 
tvere it ingenuity to conceale wherein ſhee inclineth to the Stepdame, eſpecially 
ſince the particulars are ſo few, as rather requiſite Antidotes againſt idlenefle to 
rouſc vp induſtry, then any great cauſe of much diſtaſte, much letle deſpaire: and 
of thoſe to ſpeake troth, there are onely two : viz, the Winds, and the Wormes 
eſpecially inthe Spring and Autumne; and thus conditioned as yet we will ler 
reſt cheſe ſmall Tlands, in the midſt of this mightie and maine Ocean, ſo inuiro- 
ned on cuery fide, by infinite numbers of vacertaine ſcattered Rocks, lying ſhal- 
lowly hid vnder the ſurface of the water, a league, two, three, foure, or ftue,to Sea, 
to the which aduantagers added by art, as hereafter you ſhall heare at large , and 
finde deſcribed in the Map. It may well be concluded to bethemoſt impregna. 
ble place in the world, and although the Amber Greece, Pearles, nor Tobacco, 
are of thar quantity and certainty to be relied vpon to gaine wealth ; yer by pra- 
Qiſe and experience they finde, by Silke, Saffron, Indico, Madar, Sugar-canes, 
Wine, Olle, and ſuch like great profit may be expected : yet were thoſe hopeleſle 
in regard of their conueniency ro nouriſh and maintaine themſclues, and relexue 
them ſhall viſit them with wood, water, and other neccflaries, beſides what an 
eye-ſore they are already becommed to them that haue chem not, and how deare 
and pretious to them that have them, I thinke none will deny but they are well 
worth the keeping: and ſo we will proceed to the accidents thar befel! the firſt 
finders ; alſo the proceedings of the firſt Planters and their ſucceſſors, Maſter Nor- 
rod, Thomas Sparkes,and duers others,

= tf theſe Iles came by the name of Bermmndas, or the infinitenumber 


of blacke Hogs, or ſo fearcfull ro the world, that many called them che 
He of Denils, that all men did ſhun as Hell and perdition ;[ will nor 
expoſtulate, nor trouble your patiences with thoſe vncertaing antiqui- 
| tics 
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ties furtherthen thus zour men found diners croſſes, peeces of Spaniſh monies 
here and there, Twoor three wracks alſo they found, by certaine inſcriptigns to 
bee ſome Spaniſh, ſome Dutch, ſome French ; bur the greateſt rumour 1s, that 
a Spaniſh ſhip called Bermuda was there caſt away, carrying Hogges tothe Welt- 
Indies that ſwam a ſhore, and there increaſed : how the Spaniards eſcaped is vn- 
certaine : but they ſay, from that ſhip thoſe Iles were firſt called Bermudas, which 
rill chen for {ix thouſand yeares had beene nameletle, _ | 

Burt the firſt Engliſh-man that was euer in them,was one Herry ay,a worthy 
Mariner that went with Captaine Lancaſter to the Eaſt-Indies 1591, andin their 
returve by the Weſt-Indies, being in ſome diſtrelle, ſent this Henry I1ay for 
England by one ornrſier de la Barbotier, to acquaint the Merchancs wich their 
eltace. The laft of Nouember, faich ay, we deparred from Lagzna in Hiſþa- 
niola , and the ſeuenteenth of December following, we were caft away vpon che 
Nortch-welt of the Bermudas ;the Pilots about noone made themſclucs -Sourh- 
wards of the [les rwelue leagues, and demanded of che Captainc their Wine of 
hight as out of all danger, which they had : butir ſeemes they were either drunke, 
or carele(]c of their charge ;zfor through theirnegligences a number of good men 
were caſt away. I being but a ſtranger amongſt fittic and odde French-men, it 
pleaſed God to zppoint meto be one of them ſhould beſaued, In this excremity 
we made araft, which we towed with our Boar, there were but {ix and rwentie of 
vs ſaucd zand1 ſeeing ſcarce roome forthe one haltfe, durſt not paſſe in amongſt 
them till the Captaine called me along with him, leauing the berter halte ro che 
ſeas mercy: that day we rowed cill within two houres of night ere we could land, 
being neere dead with thirſt, every man tooke his way to ſeeke freſh water , at 
length,by ſearching amongſt many weeds, we found ſomeraine water, butin the 
maineare many fajre Bates, where we had enough for digging. 

Now it pleaſed God before our ſhip ſplic we ſaued our Carpenters tooles, ſome 
Nailes, Sailes, and Tacklings, wherewith we wentroundly to worke, and built a 
Barke of eighty tunnes : In ſtead of Pitch, we made Lime, mixcd with Tortoiſe 
oyle, and as che Carpenters calked her, | and another paied the ſcames with this 
plaſter, which being in Aprill, became quickly dry, and as hardas a ſtone, 

In Aprill ic was fo hot, we feared our water would faile, two great Cheſts. wee 
made,which we calked asour ſhip.; thoſe we ſtowed on each (ide our maine Maſt, 
filled them wich water and thirtie liue Tortoifes : wee found many Hogges, bur 
ſo leane wee could not catthem ; the rops of the Palmeraberrics was our bread, 
and the iuyce we got out of the trees we cut downe our drinke, and of the leaues, 
which are more then anEll long, we covered our Cabens, & made our beds,and 
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found many-of choſe prouifions as is related, bur little foule wearher. The ele- F 


uenth of May it pleaſed God to ſet vs cleere of the Ile, after wee had lined there 
fue moneths : and the twentieth wee fel] with Cape Britton, neere New found 
Land, whererefreſhing our ſelues with wood and water, and ſuch things as we 
could get of the Saluages, it ſeemed a good Countrey, but weſtaied not paſt foure 
houres before we fer ſaile for the banke of New farnd land, where wee met many 
ſhips, bur not any would take in a man of vs,vnrill it pleaſed God we mera Barke 
of Fawmothe, which receiued vs for a littlerime, and with her we rooke a French 
ſhip, wherein left Capraine de /a Barbotier, my deare friend, and all his Com» 
pany : andin Avguſt arriued at Falmouth in this honeſt Engliſh Barke, 15 94.

The firſt Engliſh Ship caſt pon theBermudas. Lib. x. 


The firſt Engliſh ſhip knowne to haue beene caſ away pon the 
Bermudas 1 609, From the relationof M*. Iordan, Maſter John 
Euens, Maſter Henry Shelly, and diners others, 
dE Nw#uport wich five hundred people,totakeinthe old Com- 

miffion, and retifie a new government : they ſer ſaile in May, and in 
the height of thirty degrees of Northerly laticude, they were taken with an ex- 
treme " rea or rather a part of Hericano, vpon the five and twentieth of July, 
which as they write, did not onely ſeparate them fromthe Fleer, bur wich the vio- 
lent workmg of the Seas, their ſhip became ſo ſhaken, torne, and leake, ſhe recei- 
ued ſomuch warer ascouered two tireof Hogſheads aboue the ballace, that they 
ſtood vp to the middles, with Buckets, Baricos, and Kettles, to baile out the wa- 
ter. Thus bailing and pumping three daies and three nights withour incermilh- 
on, and yet the warer ſcemed rather to increaſe then diminiſh , in ſo much thar 
being all viterly ſpenc with labour, were cuen reſolued withour any hope to ſhur 
vp the hacches, and commit themſelues ro the mercy of the Sea, which is ſaid to 
bemercileſle, or rather to che mercy of Almighty God, whoſe mercy farre ex- 
ceceds all his workesy ſceing no ſenſeor hope in mans apprehenlion, but preſenc- 
ly to finke : ſome hauing ſome good and comfortable waters, ferched chem and 
dranke one to another, as taking their laſt leaues vntill a more happy, and a 
more 10yfull meeting in a more bleſſed world, when it pleaſed God our of his 
moſt gracious and mercifull proutdence, fo to dire and guide their ſhip for her 
moſt aduancage ; 

Thar Sir George Somers all this time (itting vpon the poupe, ſcarce taking lei- 
ſure to eatnor ſleepe, couing the ſhip to keepe her as vprighr as he could, other- 
waics ſhe muſt long ere that needs haue foundered,moſt withedly and happily de- 
ſcried land z whereupon he moſt comfortably incouraged them to follow their 
worke, many of chem being faſt aſleepe : this vnlooked for welcome newes,as if it 
had bin a voice from heauen, hurriech them all abouec hatches, to looke for that 
they durſt ſcarce belecue,ſo that improuidently forſaking that taske which impor- 
red no lefſethen their liues,they gaue ſo dangerous aduantage to their greedy ene- 
my the ſale water , which ſtill entred at the large breaches of their poore wooden 
caſtle,as thatin gaping afcer life,they had well-nigh ſwallowed their dearth.Surely 
it is impoſible any ſhould now be vrged to doc his beſt, and alchough they knew 
it, thar proce all men did ſo ſhun, yer they ſpread all the ſaile they could to attaine 
them : for not long ic was before they ftrucke vpon a rocke, till a ſurge of the ſea 
caſt her from chence, and ſo from one to another, till moſt luckily ac laſt ſo vp- 
right berwixt two, as if ſhe had beene in the ſtocks, till this they expe&ed but e- 
ucry blow a death : But now bchold, ſuddenly the wind giues placeto acalme, 
and the billowes, which cach by ouecrtaking her, would in an inſtant haue ſhiue- 
red her in peeces, become peaceable and till, ſo tharwith all conueniency and 
caſe, they vnſhipped all their goods, vifuall, and perſons into their Boats, and 
with extreme joy, cuen moſt ro amazednelle, arriued in ſafetie, though more 
then aleaguefrom the ſhore, withour the lolle of a man z yet were they 1n all one 
hundred and fifrie : yer their deliuerance was not more ſtrange in falling ſo hap- 
pily vponthe land, as their feeding and preſeruation was beyond their hopes z for 
you haue heard, it hath beene co the Spaniards more fearcfull then an Veopian 
Purgatory, and to all Sea-men no lefle terrible chen an inchanted denof Furies 
and Deuils, the moſt dangerous, vnfortunate, and forlorne place in the world, 
and they found itthe richeſt, healchtulleſt and pleaſantefſt they eucr ſay, as is for- 
merly ſaid. 

Being thus ſafe on ſhore, chey diſpoſed themſclues to ſearch thelles for food 


and 


Ou hauc heard, that when Captaine Smith was Gouernor of Yirginia, 
there werenine ſhips ſent with Sir Thomas Gates, and Sir George Somers, 
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and water z others to get a ſhorewhat they could from the ſhip 5 nor long Sir 
George wandred bur tound ſuch a fiſhing, char in halte an houre with a hooke and 
line, he rookeſo many as ſufhcedthe whole company, in ſome places they were 
ſo thicke in che Coues, and ſo great, they durſt nor goe 1n lelt chey ſhould bire 
chem, and theſe rocke fiſh are ſo great ewo will load a man, and facter nor better 
fiſh cannot be. MF. Shelly tound a Bay neere a quarter of a mile ouer, ſo full of Mu!- 
fers,as none of chembefore had cuer ſcene or heard of chelike:thenext day ſeeking 
co kill chem with fiſ-gigs, they ſtrucke ſo many the water 1n many places was red 
wich bloud, yct caught nor one, burwith a nec they caught ſo many as they could 
draw aſhore, with 1nfinite r.umber of Pilchards and diuers ocher ſorts; greas 
craw-fiſhes in a night by makiog a firechey haue taken in great quanticy.Sir George 
had :wice his hooke an.dlinc broke our of his hand, bur che third thine he made ic to 
{trong he cavghtrhe ſame fiſh, which had pulled him incothe Sea had not his men 
gor hold of him,whereby he nad hischree hookes againe were found 1n her belly, 
Accheir firſt huncing for hogs chey found ſuch abundance,they killed 3 2.and this 
Irunting & fiſhing was appointed ro Captaine Robert Walſingham, and MF, Hexry 
Shelly for the company 1n general:they report they killed ar leaſt 500.beſides Pigs, 
2nd many thar were killed by diuers orhers ; for the birds inchcir ſcaſons,the faci- 
liry to make their cabens of Palmeta leaues,cauſed many of chern vtcerly forger or 
deſire cuer to rerurne from thence,they liucd in ſuch plenty, peace and eaſe. 

Bur let ys remember how the Knights began to reſolue in thole deſperat affaires: 
many proie&ts they had, bur ar laſt ir was concluded, to decke their long boar 
with their ſhip hatches ; which done, wich all expeditionchey ſent Maſter Raxen, a 
very ſufficient Mariner, with ezght more 1t1 her to Y5rginia, ro have ſhi pping from 
thenceto fetch them away z three weekes ot a moneth they expeRted her rerurne, 
bur ro thisday ſhe was neuer more heard of z all this time was ſpentin ſearching 
thelles: nowalchough God ſtill ted them with chis abundance of plenty, yer ſuch 
was the malice of enuy or ambition, for all this good ſeruicedone by Sommers, 
ſuch agrear difference fell amongſ{trheir Commanders, that they liued aſunder in 
chis diſtre(ſe, rather as mecre ſtrangers then diſtreſſed friends: but neceſlicy ſo 
commanded, patience had the viRtory, 

T wo ſhips ar this time by thoſe ſeuerall parties were a building; in the meane 
time two children were borne,the Boy was called Bermndas, the Girle Bermuda, 
and amongſt allchoſe ſorrowes they had a merry Engliſh mariage ; the forme of 
choſe Iles you may ſee ar large 1n the Map of MF, Norwood, where you may plainly 
ſcenoplace knowne hath betrer walls, nor a broader ditch. But hauing finiſhed 
andrigged their rwo new Cedar ſhips wich ſuch prouiſions they ſaued from the 
Sex-aduenturer they lefc amongſt che Rocks, they calledghe one the Patience, the 
other the Deliwerance ; chey vied Limeand Ole, as ſay did for Pitch and Tar; 
Sir George Swmmers had in his Barkeno ton at all but one bolt in her Keeleznow 
Hauing madetheir proviifisns of viftuall and all things ready, they ſer ſaile the 
eenth of May 1610, onely leauing ewomen behinde them, called Chriſtopher 
Carter and EdwardWaters,that for their offences, or the ſuſpicion they had of 
their 1udgements, fled into the woods, and there rather deſired to end their daies 
then ſtand co their trials and the euenc of Iuſtice ; for one of their conſorts was 
ſhort to death, and Yaters being tied to a tree alſo ts be executed, had by chance a 
Knife -bout him, andſo ſecretly cut the Rope, he ran into the woods where they 
could not finde him, There were two Saluages alſo ſent from Yirgizia by Captain 
Smith,the one called Namuntack, theother HMatchumps, but ſome ſuch diffezen- 
ces fell berweenethetn, that Matchumps flew Namurtack, and having made a 
Hole to bury him, becauſe ir was too ſhort, he cut of his legs and laid them by him, 
which murder he concealed till he was in Virgina, 
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The foure and twentieth of the ſamemoneth they arriued in Virgwmia at Tames 'Thcis airiuall in 


towne, where they found but threeſcore perſons, as you may reade ar Jargein rhe 
Hiſtory.of Usrgi1a,ofthe fiuc hundred left by Captaine Smith, alſo ofthe arriuall 
of

of the Lord Laware,that mer them thus bound for E-g/and,returned them backe, 
and vnderitanding whar plenty there was of hogs and other good things. in the 
Bermudas, was pe Kawgh, ſend thicher to ſupply his neceſſary occalions ; where. 
vpon Sir George Summers,the belt acquainted with the place, whoſe noble minde 
cuerregarded a generall good more then his owne ends,though abouerhreeſcore 
yeeres of age, and had meanes in Ergl/andſutable to his ranke, offered himſelfe 
by Gods helpe to performethis dangerous voyage againe for the Bermuda, which 
was kindly accepted,ſo vpon the 19.ot [uneyhe umbarked in his Cedar ſhip,abour 
the burchen of chirty tunnes, and ſo ſet {aile. 

Much toule and crofſe weather he had, and was forced to the North parts of 
Virginia, where refreſhing himſelfe vpon this vnknowne coaſt, he could not bce 
diverted fromthe fearchof the Bermmudas, where ar laſt wich his company he ſafe- 
ly arrived : but ſuch was his diligence with his extraordinary care, paines and in- 
duſtry to diſpatch his bulinelle, and che ſtrengthof his body not anſwering che 
eucr memorable courage of hisminde, having liucd ſo long in ſuch honoutable 
ſcruices, the moſt part of his well beloued and vertuous life, God and nature hare 
derermined, ſhould euer remaine a perpetuall memory of his much bewailcd ſor- 
row for his death : finding his time but ſhorr, after he had taken the beſt courſe 
he could to ſertlc his eſtate, likea valiant Captaine he exhorted them with all 
diligence to be conſtant to thoſe Plantations, and with all expedition to returne 
to YVrrginia, Inthar very place which we now call Saint Georges towne, this noble 
Knight died, whereof che place taketh the name, Bur his men, as men amazed, 
ſeeing the death of him who was cuen as the life of them all, embalmed his body 
and ſer ſaile for England, being the firſtchat ever wene to ſeeke choſe Hands, wh ich 
have beene cuer ſince called Summers Iles, in honour of his worthy memory, 
leauing three men behind them, that voluntarily ſtayed, whoſe names were Chri- 
ſtopher (Carter, Edward Waters, there formerly left as is ſaid, and Edward Chard, 
This Cedar fhip atlaſt with his dead body arriued at whit-(hurch in Dor/erſhire, 
where by his friends he was honourably buried, with many vollies of ſhoc, aud 
the rices of a Souldier, and vpon his tombe was beſtowed this E picaph.

He honour ofthis reſulution belongs principally to Carter, for through his 
1mportunity, not to leaue ſucha place abandoned, Chard & Waters were mo- 

ued to tay with him, and thereſt promiſed withall the ſpeed they could againeto 
reuilic chem. Bucthe ſhip once our of ſight,thoſe three Lords,the ſole inhabitants 
of all thoſe [lands, begarito ere&t their lictle common wealchfor a while with bro- 
therly regency, repairing che ground, planting Corne, and ſuch ſeeds and fruits 
as they had, building a Pouſe-Ke. Then making priuy ſearch amongſt the cre- 
uiſesand corners of thoſe craggy Rocks, what this maine Ocean ſince the worlds 
creation had throwne amongſtchem, art laſt chey chanced vpon the greaceſt youee

ber-greeceot 80. ſcore pound, belides diucrs other ſmall peeces. 


pound weight. 


Buc now being rich, they grew ſo proud and abitious, contempt tooke ſuch 
place, 
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place,they fell out forſuperiority,though but chree forlorne men,more thenthree 
thouſand miles from their native Country, and but ſmall hope euer to ſee it 
apaine. Notwithſtanding, they ſometimes tell from words co blowes about mecte 
rifles : in one of which fights, one of them was bitten with his ownedog, as if 
the dumbe beaſt would reprouethem of their folly ; at laſt Chard and Faters,the 
rwo greater ſ) pirics, muſt cry it out in thefield, but Carter wiſely ſtole away their 
weapons, aftcing rather to Jiue amongſthis encmies, then by being ridot them 
liuc alone and thus thoſe rhiferable men liucd full rwo yeeres, ſothar all cheir 
clothes were neere wornecleane ſfromtheir backs, and their hopes of any forraine 
relecfes as naked as their bodies. Ar laſt they began to recouer their wits, yer in a 
faſhion perhaps would haue coſt chem dearer then when they were mad ; for 
concluding a triparcite peace of their Matachin warre, they reſolued to frame as

aduenturers,their relations were belecued but as trauellers calcs, cill ir.came to be 
apprehended by ſome of the Virginia Company , how beneficiall ic mighc be, 
and helpfull ro the Plantation in Yerginia, ſo that ſome one hundred and twentic 
of them bought the {agen right of all che Company, and had ſent this, ſhip 
to make atrial); bur firſt chey had obtained Leccers Patents ofche Kings moſt ex- 
cellent Maicſtie. Sir Thomas Smith was eleed Treaſurer and Gouernor heere,and 
Maſter Richard More to be Gouernor of the Iles and Colony there.

Sir Themes Smith 
of Bacon, were very good, and ſopreſcntly landed his goods and ſixty perſons T"*#lwer. 
towards the beginning of July 1612, vpon the South ſide of Smiths Ile. 

: Notlong after his arriuall, Afore hauing ſome priuate intelligence of this Am-. Their differen- 
ber-greecc, tooke firſt Chard in examination, he being one of thethree the moſt ces abour the. . 
maſterfull ſpirit, what Amber-grecce, Pcarle, Treaſure, or other Commodities Amwber-greece. 
they hadfound. Chard noleſlewitty then reſolute, direQly anſwered ; Notany 
thing at all but the fruits of the Ne, what his fcllowes had done he knew nor, buc 
if they had, he doubted not butto finde it oft; ahd then hee ſhould know iter. 
tainly, This he ſpake onely to win time to ſweare his Conſorts to ſecrecy,and he 
would finde the meanes how they ſhould all returnein that ſhip with it all for 
England, otherwiſe they ſhould be deceiued of all. Till this was effefed they 
thought tuery houte an age znow forthe better conueiance of it aboord, they ac- 
quainted it to.Captaine Da#s, maſter of the ſhip, and one Maſter £dwin.Kendall, 
that for their ſecrecy and rranſportation ſhould participate with them.: Wichout 
further ceremony the match was accepted, and abſolutely concluded, the plot 
Jaid, time and place ſetdowne to liaue it aboord, But Carter, were it for ſcare the 
Goucrnor at laſt ſhould know of it, co Em oft they had deniedit or chat the 
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reſt ſhould decciue him, is vncertaine z but moſt certaine it1s, he reucalcd all the 
plotro Maſter ore : To getſo much wealth he knew would pleaſe them in Eg. 
lard, though it did diſpleaſe all his Company, and tgloſe ſuch a-prize he would 
not for hazarding a mutiny. So firſt hee revealed himſelfe to Kendall in faire 
tearmes, reprouing his diſhoneſty, but not being anſwered according to his ex- 
peRation, he committed both {hard and himto perſon, The next Sabboath day 
Das comming on ſhore, More alſo taxed with: very hard language and many 
threats, to lay him faſt alſozf he mended not his manners; Day tor the preſenc 
replied little, but went with him tothe place of praier : but in the midſt of di. 
uine {cruice he goeth away; commanding all his Sea-men to follow him pre- 
ſcntly aboord, where he encourageth them to ſtand to him like. men, and hee 
would free the Priſoners, haue all che Amber-greece for themiclucs, and ſo be 
one, | 

; The Gouecrnor hearing of chis reſolution, prepares with his company to re- 
pulſe force with force, ſo chat a generall expe&tanceof a ciuil] vnciwill warre pol- 
ſetled euery man z butthis threatning gult paſſed over more calmlier chen was 
expeRed z for Dan having better aduiſed with hireſelfe, repenged his raſhnelle, 
and dclired areconcilement with the Gouernor,. Peace thus concluded, Kendal 
was {ctat liberrie, but Chard was condemned, and vpon the ladder to be hanged 
for ius obſtinacy ; yet vpon better conlideration CHore repriued him, but kept 
Jum a priſoner all che time he ſtaied inthe Country, which was generally choughc 
a very bad reward for his great deſert, and that there was tnore of this Amber- 
greece imbeziled, then would haue contented all the finders, that neuer had any 
conſideration at all. The greateft part though ore thus recouered, yet Dau 
and Kendall had ſo much, either by che ignorance or conniucncy of the Gouer- 
nors, that arriving in Eng/a»d,they prepared themſelucs fora new yoiage z ar laſt 
they two falling out, the Company hauing notice thereof, ſo tormented chem 
both, they gaue ouer their voiage,and durſt not be ſcene a long time after, 

The Gouernor thus rid of the ſhip and thoſe diſgontents , remoued his ſeat 
from Smiths Ile to Saint Georges, after he had fitted vp ſome ſmall Cabbens of 
Palmataleaues for his wife and family, in that valley where now ſtands their 
primetowne called S. Georges, hee began to apply himſelfe to fortifie che Coun- 
trey, and training his men inthe exerciſe of armes, For although he was bur a 
Carpenter, he was an excellent Artiſt, a good Gunner, very witty and induftri- 
ous: he. builtand laid che foundation of eight or nine Forts, called the Kings 
Caſtle, Charles Fort, Pembrookes Fort, Smiths Fort, Pagits Fort, Gates Fort, 
Warwicks Caſtle, Saint Katharines Fort, &c, mounting in them all the Ordnance 
he had, preparing the ground to build Houſes, plant Corne, and ſuch Fruits as 
they had. 

Being thus bulicd, and as the neceſſirie of the ime required, keeping his men 
ſomewhat hard at worke, Maſter Keath his Miniſter, wereit by the ſecretprouo- 
cation of ſome drones, that grew weary of their taskes, or his affetion to popu- 
larity is not certaine ; But he begins to tax the Gouernor in the Pulpit, hee did 
grindethe faces of the poore, oppreſiing his Chriſtian brechren with Pharoahs 
taxes. orefinding this in ſhort time, might breed ill bloud, called the Com- 

any together and alſo the Miniſter, vrging them plainly, to tell him wherein he 
hag deſerued thoſe hard accuſations: whereupon, with an vniuerſall cry they 
affirmed the contrary, ſo that Keathdowne of his knees to aske him forgivenetle, 
But Maſter fore kindly tooke him vp, willing him to kneele to God, and here- 
after be more modeſt and charitable in his ſpeeches z notwithſtanding two other 
diſcontents ſo vpbraided ore with that dotrine, and ſtood ro mainraine ir, he 
impaneled a Jury, with a greatdeale of ſeeming much adoc he would hang chem 
being condemned, one of them with the very feare, fell. intoa dead Pallie ; ſo 
that the other was ſet at libercie, and proued after a very good labourer,

Betorc this ycere was expired, the aduenterers ſent them an «dziſo with thirtic 
Pailengers and good protulions, to prepare with all expedition for their detence 
2gainſtrhe Spaniard, whom they vaderſtood ere long would vilitthem : This oc- 
calioned him to keepe all his men rogether an thar1le ſo hard at worke, that wan- 
ting liberticco goe abroad for food, liuing onely on that they had, and expeRed 
daily to recezue rom England, they were ſo over-toiled; many fell icke, burnone 
died. Very carneſt this ſhip was to haue all the Amber-greece, which M. More 
perceiuing; was the chiefeſt cauſe of their comming, and rhac it was the onely 
Joadſtone to draw from Erg!and (till more ſupplies ;tor all che exprefle command 
ſent from the Companyzhe returned this (lp bur wich the one chird part; ſo from 
chence ſhe went to Yirginia, and noclong atcer arriuedſately in England. 

Buc before herreturne the Company ſent the Afartha with ſixticPallengers 
more; they arrived in lune with one Maſter Bareler to ſurucy the Hand, and the 
eſtate of the Colonie, with expreiſe command for all che Amber-greece : but 
More perceiving him nor as he would haue him, and that che Company be- 
gan ro miſtruſt him, would ſend no more bur another third part, wherewith they 
returned, leaving a French-man to make triall of the Mulberies for Silke, but he 
did not bring any thing to perfe&tian z exculing himlclte, they werenot the righe 
Mulberies he expeRed. About thistime they were in hopeof aſmallcrop of To- 
bacco, bur it was moſt ſpoiled for want of khowledgerto vie it. Now in England 
Maſter ore became amongſt the Merchants maruclous diftaſttull , for che de- 
caining ſolong the Amber-greece z which delaies they ſo niuch abhotred, they 
forthwich diſpatched che E!iz4a6b++h the ſecond tirtie and forty Patlengers, much 
rebuking Morefor ſo long cn_ the Amber-greece : for che which; hauing 
now no morecolourdble excuſes, hedeliuered it, wherewich the ſhip went to/ir- 
ginia, & thence home, In this ſhip was brought the firſt Potato roots, which fiou, 
riſhed exceedingly for a titne, till by negligencerhey werealmoſt loſt{all burtwo 
caſt-away roots) that ſo wonderfully haue increafed, they arc a mainerelec{e to all 
the Inhabiratits, This ſhip was not long gone but chete came two Spaniſh ſhips, 
ſounding with their Boatzwhith attempced co comein : but from the Kings Caſtle 
Maſter More made but two ſhot, which cauſed them preſently depart. Marke 
here che handy-worke of the dine prouidence, for they had but three quarters 
bf a barre)l of powder, and butone ſhot niore; and the powder by carclcſnelle 
Was rumbled down vnder the mullels of the two peeces,were diſcharged,yet nor 
ronched with fire when they werediſcharged, 

This fearethus paſt, appeares ariother much worſe,which was the extrernicy of 
fimine; inchis extemity God ſent Captaine Davicl Elfrid with a carucll of 
meale which a little relicued chem, but brought wichall ſo many Rars, that with- 
in two yeeres after neere ruinedall 5; now though E!frid had decciucd: his friend 
Fiſher of this Caruell in the Weft- Indies they revenged Fiſhers iniury, for Flfrid 
had his palſagefor England, and they made vic of att he had. Some two monerhs 
after , came in the Z/eſſing with an hundred Pallengers z and two daies after che 
Starre with a hundred and foureſcore more, amongſt which were many Gentle- 
men, as Maſter Lower for Marſhall, Maſter Barrer, Maſter Felpare, and diuers 
others z but very vaproper for what they vaderrooke, Within fourcteene daics 
afrer eame in the Yſargaret and two Frygats, and in themone hundred and three- 
ſcore Paſſengers; alſo Miſter Bartlet camenow expreſly to diuide the Country 


Into Tribes, and the Tribes into ſhares, Bur: Maſter Xfore. finding no mention 


made of any part for hiumſeltenor all them with him, as he waspromiſed in Eny- 
land, by no meanes would admir of any diuiſion; nor ſuffer his men from fim- 
ſhing their fortifications,which was ſo necelſary,it was his maine ambition co ſee 
that accompliſhed; bur ſuch vnkindnetle pom berwixt this Maſter Bartlet __ 
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the Gouernour, that the rude multirude with all che diſdaine chey could deuiſe 
cauſed Bartlet rerurne for England as he came. About this time William Millington 
was drawne into the Sea by a fiſh, but neuer after cuer ſecne. 

Thenegle& of this diuiſion was very hardly conceited in Engld, fo char 
Maſter ore grew more and more in diſlike with the company; notwichſtan= 
ding he followed the building of thele Forts ſo earneſtly, negleQing planting of 
Corne,rill cheir ſtore was neere all conſumed, whereby they became lo teebleand 
weake, ſome would not, others could not goe abroad co ſeeke relecte, buritirucd 
intheir houſes, and many char went abroad, through weaknelle were ſubic co 
be ſuddenly ſurprized with a diſeaſe called che Feauges, which was ncicher paine

Abour this time or 1mmediarly before, came 1n a company of Ravens, which 
continued arnongſt them all the time of chis mortality and then departed, which 
for any thing knowne, neither before nor ſince were cuer ſeene or heard of ; this 
wich diuers other reaſons cauſed Maſter More to goe out to Sea, to {eeit he could 
diſcoucr any other llands, bur he went nor farrecre ll weather torced him backe; 
and it were a noble aduentureof him would vadertake ro make more perteRt all * 
the dangers are about the Summer les, 

Thus famine and miſery cauſed Gouernour ore leaue all his workes, ard 
ſend chem abroad 'to ger what chey couldzone hundred and fitty of ctie molt weake 
and (icke he ſent to Conpers Ile, where were ſuch infinite numbers of the Birds 
called Cahowes, which were fo feareletle they might rake ſo many as they would, 
and that admired abundance of fiſb.chat the extremity of cheir hunger, and their 
glutcony was ſuch, thoſe heaucnly bleſſings they fo conſumed and waſted by 
careleſneſſeand ſurferting, many of them died vpon thoſe lilly Birds that offered 


\ themſclues roche ſlaughter, which che Goucrnour vnderſtanding,cavſed chem for 


change of aire to be rcmeued to Port-royall, and a Company of Fiſhers wich 4 
Boatto releeuethem with fiſh, but che Gange grew o lazic the poore weaklings 
ſtill diedz chey tharremained killed the Carle they found in the Ile, faining the 
heat cauſed them to runne intothe Sea and {o were drowned z ſothat theGouer- 
nour ſenr againe for them-home, bur ſome obrained leaue till co liue abroad; one 
amongſtrhe reſt hid himſelfe in che Woods, and liued onely on, Wilkes and land 
Crabs, far and luſty many monerhs, bur moſt of chem being ac Saint Georges, or- 
dinarily was taken one hundred and fifry or two: hundred great fiſhes daily for 
their food ; for want of hookes and lines, the Smith made hookes of old ſwords, 
and lines of old ropes, but finding all thoſe poore Engines alſo decay, they ſeat 
one of the two Frigars laſtlefe with them for Eng/aid, co tell them of this mulcry. 
All which was now attribuced coMaſter ©1ores peruerſnetle,who ac ficlt when he

Aore thus taking leaue of thoſe 
Hands, arriucd in England, much wrangling they had, but ar laſt they confirmed 
him according to promile eight ſhares of Land, and fo he was diſmiſlcd of his 
charge, with ſhew of fauour and much friendſhip,

bur not long detained beforereleaſed;: Then the marter fell ſo hotly againe ro be 
diſputed betwixt him andone Maſter Keath a Scotch-man, that prefeilcd ſchol- 
lerſhip,that made all the people in agreat combuſtion : much adoe there was, mill 
at laſt as they ſate in the Ghurch ahdready to proceed to a iudicary courſe againſt 
Mafter Hues, fuddenly.ſuch-an extremie guit of wind and weather ſo ru iy ed in 
the trees and Chiirch z ſome cried out anuracley othets, it was but an accidenc 
common inthoſe [les, butthe noiſe was fo terrible ic ddſelued the alſembly : not- 
withſtanding, Maſter H»es was againe impriſoned, and as ſuddenly diſcharged; 
bur thoſe faftions were {o confuſed, and their relations fo variable; that fuch 
wnnecellary circumſtances were better omitted then any more diſputed., | 
This mans moneth thus ended, begins Maſter Carter, which was alrogeth 
ſpent in quierneſſe,and then Capraine Aſides Kendall had the rule,whoſe moneth 
was alſo as quietly ſpent as his Predecefſors.

tmany of the Company repaired to Maſter Flnes, that there might bee a Coun- 
cell according co Mafter Afores order of fix Goucrnours, and twelue Afliſtancy, 
whereupon grew as many tnore ſuch filly brawies as before, which ar laſt con- 
cluded wich as ſimple a reconciliation: In the interim happened to a certaine 
number of priuace perſons as miſerable and Izmenrable an accident, as euer was 
read or heard of, and thus It was : 

In che month of March, acimemoſt ſtbieR of all others ro ſuch rempeſts z on 
a Friday there wentſ{cucn men ina boaroftwo or threerunnes to fiſh, The mor- 
ning being faire, ſo eager they were of their journey, ſome went faſting : neither 
carried they cither meat or drinke with them, but a few Palmeca berries, but be- 
ing at theit fiſhing place ſotkne foure leagues from the ſhoare,fuch a tempeſt atofe, 
they were quickly driven from the fyght of land in an 6uergrowne Sea, deſpairing 
of all hope,onely commicringthemieluies to Gods metcy,ler the boatedfiue which 
way ſhee would. On Sufiday the ſtortne being ſomewhat abatcd, they hoyſed 
ſaile as they thought towards the Ifland. In the eutning it grew ſtarke calme ; ſo 
that being too weake to vietheit oares, they Jay a drifcthat night, Fhe next mor- 
ning Ardrew Hilliard, for now all his companions were paſt ſtrength either to 
helpe him or themſclues: beforca fmall gale of wind pred his faile againe. On 
Tueſday one dicd, whom they threw over board. On Wedneſday three. And 
on Thurſday at night the ſixt. All cheſe butchre laſt were buried by Hilliard in 
the Sea; for ſo weake hee was growne hee conld nor turne him over as the rſt, 
wherevpon hee ftripped him, ripping his belly with his knife, throwing his bow- 
els into the water, hee ſpread his body abroad tilted open with a fticke, and ſo 
fecs it lie as aciſterne to reccjue forme lucky raine-water, and this God ſens hint 
preſently after, ſo that in oneſmall ſhoure hee recouered about foure ſpoonefuls of 
raine water rohis vnſpeakeable refreſhment; he alfo preſerved necrehalfe a pint of 
blood in a ſhooe, which he did ſparingly drinke of ro moiſt his mouth: ewo ſeuc- 
rall dajcs he ted on his fleſh, tothe quantity of a pound, on the eleventh day from 
his loſing the (ſight of land, two flying fiſhes fals in his boar, whoſe warme jucie 
blood hee fucked to his great comforr, But within an hovre after to his greater 
comfort you will not doubt, he once againe deſcried theland, and within fours 
Houres atrer was caſt ypon a rocke neereto Port royall, where his boat was pre- 
ſently ſplic in pieces, but himſelfe, though exreamly weake,made ſhift to clamber

All things being furniſhed for his voyage ; hee ſet ſailein the George, 
conſorted vvith the Edwm, with manly: patſengers, which being diſcouered by 
them in thoſe Nes, they ſuppoſed them che Frigorſent to the Welt Indies, buc 
when they vnderſtood vyhacr they vvere, much preparation they made ro relift 
the new Gouernour, Many:preat oftentations appeare4on both fides,bur vvhen 
the quondams Gouernour did ſee his men for moſt patt forſake him 5 all was very 
well and quiedy compounded, and with much kindneſſt receiued and welcomed 
a ſhore, where his Commiſſton was no ſooner read, then they accepted and ac

rants both abhorring all exa&ed labour, as alſo in a manner difdaining 

and grudging muchto be commanded by him z it could not bur paſſi6- 

nate any man living. - Bur ar laft according t6 thie Virginia order, hee fer 
euery one was with him” ar Saint Georges, to hisraske; ro cleere grounds, fell 
trees, ſer corne, ſquare rimber, plant vines and other fruicsbroughr pur'of EFyg- 
Land, Theſcby their taske Maſters by breake a day repaired to Ge Whatfe, from 
thence to be imployed to theplace of their imploymenc, tillnipe of the clocke, 
and then in the after-noone from three till Sunne-ſet. Befide meat, drinke and 
cloaths, they had for a timea certaine kinde of, bra{ſe money with a hogge on the 
one (ide, in memory of the abundance of hogges was found ar cheir firit landing, 

This courſe thus ſquared, imicating divers ordets vſed in Virgmia,by Sir The, 

Dale : he began by them to looke into his-inftruftiens given by the Company. 
Whercupon by one MF. Richard Norwood a Suruayor, ſent ouer for that purpoſe, 
za the time of Maſter Moore, hee began to lay out theeight tribes in the maine, 
which were to conliit of fitry ſhares to a tribe and 4wenty five acers ro cuery 
ſhare, He alſo began to plant fome Colony men, on ſome of the eſpeciall ſhares. 
He {wore alſo certaine of the chicfe men of everytribe to bee Bailiffes thereof, 
and appointed as many men as hee was able for all-ſupplied ſhares, The goods 
landed 1n the ſtore houſes heeſent from thence, and difperſed icro his worke- 
menin generali : ſome Boats alſo beganto be builded-; but thepinace called che 
Thomas \uſpeRted might make an elcape, was laid vp in a docke, were ſhee yet 
remaineth, hes | 

In the beginning ofthe ſecond moneth of his gouernment, he direed war- 
rantsto all che Bailittes, forthe holding of a generall Afliſe at Saint Georges, and 
appointed Miſter Stokes Lieutenantofche Kings Caſtleat the Gurnets head. The 
Edwin came with him he ſent to the Welt Indies by dire&ions from England, to 
trade with the natiues, for cartell, corne, plants,and other commodities, A courſe 
of great importance, which had it been purſued, would certainly have produced 
more hopctull etfe&ts for the good of the Colony, then all the ſupplics and 11a- 

9az.ines trom England hath or will in a long time. | 

Preſently after her departure began the Aſliſes, executed by his Deputy, The 
chiefe matter handled was the hanging one Toby Wood 2 French man, for ſpea« 
king many diſtaſtefull and mutinous ſpeeches againſt che Gouernour, to ſhew che 
reſt by chat example,the power of his authority, which after with his owne bands 
he ſo oft executed with a baſtinado amongſt the poorer ſort z many tearmed ic a 
cruelty, not much leſlerhen tyranny : but cheſequell is more chen ſtrange. 

So it was that fiue of them, ſeeing by no meanes they could get paſlage for 
England, reſolued to vndergoe all hazards but they would make an pe from 
ſuch ſeruitude. The chiefe mariner and plotter of this bufinelle, was Richard San- 
ders and his confederates, P/lliam Goodwin a ſhip Carpenter, Thomas Hariſon a 
[oyner, Iames Barker a Gentleman, and Henry Pyet. Theſe repairingto che Go« 
vernour, and wich plealing infinuations told him, if hee would allow them bur

things neceſſary; they would build him a boat of ewo or three tunnes, with a 
cloſe decke, ſhould goe a fiſhing all weathers. The Goucrnour halfe proud thar 
hee had brought his men to fo good a paſſe; as he conceiucd, to offer themſclues 
to ſo neceſſary, a worke ; inſtantly with all willingnetlc furniſhed chem with all 
things they could deſire, and many faire promiſes ro incourage them to performe 
it with all expedition. Hauing made choiſe of 4 place molt tit from moleſtation, 
they went forward with that expedition, that in a ſhore time ſhee was brought to 
perfeRion, By this time, theſhip that brought the Gonernonr, being ready. to 
deparr, hee fends aluſty gange to goe fetch his new boat ro carry him.aboard, bur 
arriung at the place where ſhe was built, they could heareno more of her, but ſhe 
was gone che Jaft eyening to Sea, to try how ſhee would ſaile, Much ſearch and 
diſpute was where this boat ſhould be: butat1:ſtchey found diuers letters in the 
cabbins, to this cfteR, direted rothe Gouernour, and other their {riefds : char 
their hard and bad vſage was ſo intolerable,and their hope ſo ſmall cucr again&to 
ſee their Countrey, or be delivered from ſuch ſcruirude, they did rather chuſe tg 
put themſclues to that deſperate hazardto goe for England, in which if chey mil- 
caried, as it was much to berhiſtruſled, theirlives and bloods ſhould be required 
at their hands was the cauſe, A compaſle Diall Barker had borrowed of Maſter 
Hues, co whom he writ that as hee had oft perſwaded them to patience, and that 
God would pay them though none did; hee muſt now bce contented with the 
loſſe of hisDaall, with his owne do@trine, Such Jeaſure they found to bee mert y 
when in the cyc of reaſon they were marching into a moſt certaine rutne, The 
Gouernour being thus ſatisfied of their eſcape, extreamly threatned them nolelle 
then a hanging, but theſtormes of the Ocean they now more feared then him; 
good prowlſion by bartcring they had got from the ſhip, where Goodwin,in a 
brauado told the Mariners, though he could not be permicted to goe with them, 
yetperaduenture hee might be in Ergl/ayd before them, whereat the Maſter and 
his Matelaughed merrily, But hauing beenc now vnder faile three wecekes, the 
winds ſo fauoured them, they felt nothing of whatthey had cauſe to feate: then 
a bluſtcring gale blowing 1n their teeth, putthem to much extremity for divers 
eayes, then becomming more gentle away they paſt proſperouſly ſome cight or 
ren dayes more, till mecting a French Piccaroune of whom they dcfired ſuccour, 
hee like himſelfe tooke from them what hee liked, Jeauing them not fo much as 
acrolle-ſtaffe ro obſerue withall, and ſo caſt them off : their courſe ſtill they cor.< 
tif\ucd till their viuall began to fall rotheloweſt cbbez and the very knees of 
their ſmall veſlell were haltchewed away for fire wood, Atlaſt co their infinit joy 
they arriued in /re/and,where the Earle of Tomnund honorably entertained them, 
and cauſed the boat to be hung vp for a Monument, and well ſhemight, for ſhee 
had ſailed morethen $300, miles by a right line thorow the maine$Sea,withour 
any ſight ofland, and I thinke, ſince God made the world, the like nauigarion 
was newer done, nor heard of, This fortunate Sanders going to the Eaſt Indies, 
in the rifling ſome ſhips there tooke, it was his chance to buy an old cheſt, for 
three or foure ſhillings, but becauſeit wanted a key hee repented his bargaine, and 
would gladly hauc ſold itagaine forlefle, A certainetime it lay toſledco and fro 
as athing heelittle regarded, bur at laſt having little ro doe, hee broke ir open, 
Where he found a thouſand pounds Rtarling, or ſo much gold as bought him in 
England a good eſtate, which leauing with his wife hereturned againetothe Eaſt 
Tadies, 

The George ſetting ſaile three dayes after this eſcape, the Gouernour ſeazed 
and confiſcated all that thoſe fugitives left behinde them. Within a weeke after 
returned the Edwin from the Weſt Indies, furniſhed with figges, pynes, ſugar- 
canes, plantaines, papanes anddiuers other plants, which were preſently replan- 
ted, and ſince increaſed into greater numbers, alſo an Indian and a Negar, and {o 
much ligna vite as defrayed all the charge. The Gouernor thus buſted amongſt his 
plants, making hedges of Figtrees, and Pomgrancts, and ſcuerall diujfions by 
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Pal:zadoesfor the defence of their guarding and keeping their cacne}};for in ſuch 
husbandry qualities he well deſerucd great commer.dations, 1 he Aduenturers 
ro1upply hun ſent with: all {peed they.could che Hopewell, a {mall Batke, butan 
exccllent ſailer,and in her one Caprtaine Powell an excellent Marinerzand well ac- 
quaintcd in the [ndies where he was to.goe trade, after he had landed his patſen- 
vers in.che Summer les: but in his journey at the Weſterne Iles meeting a 8r4- 
/ile man, liceliked the luger and patlengers fo well, hee mand the Caruzll wich 
his owne-men,and continued his courſe, but bechinking'himfelt how this would 
be entertained at the Summer lles, hee found ſuch doubrs, hee wrnedireRly for 
the Welt lndics to take time to refolue: what to doe:  arriuing there hee met a 
French rouer, one cucry way as cunning as-hinſ{clte, bue much morecrecherous. 
A great league of kindnifle is foone made berweene them, vpon confidence 
whereof, Powell and ſome of the chiefe wich him bemg invited aboord, him, 15 
caljlv entiſed, and inthe midit of their cups both hee and his company creache- 
rouſly made priſoners y and thus was forced to giue him their priſe, or hang 
ac the yards arme with all his company, : Having fer chem a:ſhore, away gocs 
cheFrench man, Powelx ſhip being but hard by, preſencly ferchrthem all a boord, 
but finding his viRtuall neere ſpent, and no hope ar all co recouer his prize, let his 
Portugales on ſhore, and ſer {aile for the Summer Iles where ſafely arriving, hee 
declared the whole pailageto the Gouernour, let ſome other in celling might 
make ic wotſe, of which the Goucrnour ſeemed well enoughrto approue, 

This Gouernour ftill ſpent [11s time in good husbandry, although ſome of che 
{nacling fort here in England, whomnothing wYl.pleaſe, writ co him hee was fir- 
ter to bea Gardincrthen a Governour; ſoine time he ſpentin digging of a greac 
pond, bur that worke proucd alcogether voproficable:  abqur char cime was held 


the ſecond Afſiſe. The greateſt matter pailed, was a Proclamati6 againſt the ſpoile 


of Cahowes,bur it came too late,for they were molt deſtroyed betore : a plartorme 
hee cauſed co be erefted by Pagrts Forty, where a good Fort were very uecellary. 
Capraine Pewel! not hauing performed his ſeruice in che Weſt Indics, he condiri- 
oned with the Company, 15 {enethicher againe by this Governour, and thirtcene 
or fourtcene of his beſt men, furniſhed with all things negetlary. In the meane 
timeche Company vaderftanding, thatin lanuary, February and March, there 
are many Whales, for which fiſhing they ſent the Nepcune, a tall ſhip well pro- 
yided wich cuery thing biting for chat purpoſe. Bur. before ſhe arriued, Capraine 
Twckar,who had brought alſo with him moſt prouifions for chat imploiment,fenc 
three good Shalops to tty what could be done, but whecher it was the ſwifrnes of 
the Whalein {ſwimming,orthe conditton ofthe place, cercaine icistor all their la- 
bour and hazard, they coald kill none, though they trucke many. | 
To begin his ſecond yeereghe calledthe third Alliſe,wherediuers were puniſhed 
as their faults deſerued: three were condemned co dieztwo were repriued, but the 
third was hanged: the next day there was alſo a leuy for the repairing two Forts; 
bucthar labour tooke nor ſuch cffeR as was intended, for want of good direfions, 
Buc the great God of heauen being angry at ſomewhat happened in choſe pro- 
ccedings, cauſed ſuch an increaſe of (illy rats, in the ſpace of two yieeres ſo to a- 
bound, beforechey regarded them, that they filled not onely choſeplaces where 
they were firſt landed, but ſwimming from place to-place, fpread rhemſclues in- 


'to all parts of the Countrey, inſomuch that there was no [and bur'ir/was peſte- 


red wich them g and fome fiſhes have beene taken with rats in'their bellies, which 
they caught in ſwimming from lleto Ieztheir neftrhey had almoſt in cuery-cree, 
and in-moſt places their burtowes in the ground like tbbies :; they ſpared not che 
fruits of the plants,ortrecs, northe very plants themſclues,bur ate chem vp. When 
they had fer their corne, the rats would come by troupes in the nighrand forarch 
Ir our of the ground, If by diligent watgh any eſcapedrill ic camets' caring, it 
ſhould chen very hardly eſcapethem: and they became noyſome cuen to the very 
perſons of meg, They vicd all che "—_— they.could for the nya of

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The wonderfull increaſe and confuſion of Rats. "1 Fo 


them, nouriſhing cats both wilde and tame, for that purpoſe z they vſed rats.

endeuoured ſo: much forche planting: Tobacco for preſenc gaine, thar they neg- 
leftcd many things mip hemore have prevailed for their good, which cauſed a- 
mongſtthemmuch weaknetſeand morrality,fince the beginning of this vermine. 
Ac laft it pleafed God; but by whar meanes itis nor well knowne, to rake them 
away z in ſo much tharrhe wilde cats and many dogs which lived on-chem, were 
famiſhed, and many of chem leauing the woods;camedowne to cheir houſes, and 
to ſuchplaceswherethey uſe ro garbiſh their fiſh, and became came,Some haue ar- 
tributed the deſtruttion of them che to: enereaſe of wildicats, but that 1s nor likely 
they ſhould be ſo fuddenly encreaſediratherar chattime,rhen foure yeeres betores 
and the chicte occaſtonof chis ſuppoſition was, becauſethiey ſaw ſome companies 
of them leauc the woods, and ſlew themſelues for wanr'of food. Orhrrs by the 
coldnetſcof winter, which notwithſtanding is neuer ſo great there, as:with vs in 
March,exceprir beinthe wind : belidesthe rats wanted noccheferhers of young 
birdsand chickins, which: chey daily killed, and Palmeca motile ro build: chem- 
ſelues warme neſts our of the wigd, as viually chey didg neither doth ir: appeare 
that the cold wasſo morrall ro chem, ſeeing they would ordinarily ſwimme from 
placeto place, and bee>very far even-m cthemid(t of winter. Icremaineth then, 
that as God doth-ſomerimes efteft his will without ſubordinate and-ſccondary 
cauſes, ſo wee need nar doubr, bur that inthe ſpeedy encreaſe of this vermine; as 
alſo by the preſeruation of ſo many of them by ſuch. weake meanesas'they then 
cnioyed, and eſpecially.in the ſo ſudden remouall of this:grear annoyance, there 
was ioynedwith and beſides the ordinary and manifeſt meanes, a mote mediate

ther they could not finde the Iles for wanc of skill,or beaten off by ill weather,or 
theill will chey bare the Goucrnor, it matters not much ; bur they bare vp again 
for Virginia, where they all remained, and would returne no more to Summer /les.

vpon the ladder, but repricued. The other two M. Pellard,and M, Rich were im- 
proenen but vpon betrer conſideration, the faR appeared ſo ſmall and ridicu-

{rvendiſh,now Denonſvires; the fourth, Pembrockgs:the filt;Pagits: the ſixt, MMan- 
fls,now Warwicks: the ſeuenth, Sourhhampton: the eighth, Sands: in the honours 
of che Right honorable the Marquis Hamilton, Sir Thomas Smith, the Earle of 
Denonſhire, che Earle of Pembrooke, the Lord Pagit, theEarle of arwicke, the 

Earle of S9uthhampton, and Sir Edwin Sands. Againe cach of thoſe Tribes were

Now though the Countrey was ſmall, yer they could not conueniently haue 
beene diſpoſed and well ſerled, withoura true defcriprion and a ſuruey of ic z and 
againe, cuery man being ferled where he might conftantly abide, chey knew their 
bufineſle, and fitted their houſhold accordingly : then they buile no more Cab- 
bens, bur ſubſtanciall houſes, they cleered their grounds, and planted nor onely 
ſuch chings as would yeeld chem their fruits in a tew moneths, but alſo ſuch as 
would \foord chem profit within a feiy yeares, ſo that in a ſhort time the Coun- 
trey began to aſpire, and neerely approach vnco that happineſle and proſperite, 
wherein now it flouriſheth, &c. 

Bur co follow the Hiſtory ; vpon the beſt plot of ground could be found, the 
Goucrnor preuailed ſo much with the generaltitic, they built a faire houſe of Ce- 
dar, which being done, he appropriated it to himſelte, which occaſioned excece- 
ding much diſtaſte. Aboutthis cime arrived the Dia-4 with a good ſupply of 
men and prouiſion, and the firſt Magazin euer ſeene in thoſelles 5 which courſe 
1s not ſo much commended here, as curſed and abhorred by reaſon of enhanſe- 
ments of all the Inhabirants there; (1x or ſeuen weeks this ſhip ſtaied, then hauin 
towards her fraughtrthirtie thouſand weight of Tobacco z which prouing ws 
and comming to alucky Marker, gave great encouragement to the Aduencurers 
to gocluſtily torward in their Plantation, and wichour ſuch ſuccelle, there is no+ 
ching bur grudging and repining. But about the appropriation of this new buile 
houſe, many bad diſcontents grew betwixt the oppreiTed Colony and che Gouer- 
nor, eſpecially berwixt him and the Miniſter, and Lewes, who would ncither be 
feared with threats nor impriſonment, char their malice continued cill chey mer in 
Eng/and, of which the Miniſter made che cauſe ſo plaine, hee very well and ho- 
neſtly it ſeemes, diſcharged himſelfe, 

Now in thoſe times of theſe endleile vnciuill broiles, two deſperate men and a 
proper Gentlewoman got into a Boat, and chinking to make an eſcape to Virgs- 
nia, as appeared by ſome Letters they left behinde them were neuer more heard 
en. The very next moneth afrerthe like was attempred by ſix others, fo delirous 
they were to be rid of their ſeruitude z bur theirplor being diſcouered by one of 
their ſocterie, they were apprehended, arraigned, and condemned to be hanged:: 
the next day being led with halters about their neckes to the place of exccurion, 
one was hanged, and thereſt repriued, 

The Diazaarriuing well in Eng/ard, for allthe infinite numbers of complaints, 
the Tobacco did helpe to ſweeten all manner of grieuancesx, yer ir bred adiſtaſte 
intheopinionsof ſo many, they began to thinke of another Gouernor z but for 
that time i: was ſo qualified by diuers of his friends, they diſpatched away the 
Bl:ſſing, which arrued in the Sower /les. Though their generall Lecter was faire 
and courteous to the Gouernor, yer by the report of the Patſengers and diuers 
particular letters from his friends,it was aſſured him'his cruelty and couctouſneſle, 
for all his paincs and induſtry was much diſliked, nor was he liketo _ = 
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The Gouernment of ( aptaize Miles Kendall. Lib. 5. 
houſe,and that land he had platiced for himfelfe, by the extrer-e oppreſſion of 'the 


Comminalty, This cauſed ſo many icloulies to ariſe in his conceir, that at laſt he 
tully reſolucd to rerurne by this ſhip, that no ſooner ler ſale from Er gland, then 
they proceeded to the nomination of a new Gouernor, Many were preſented 
according tothe aftefions of thoſe that were to giue in their voices, butit chiefe- 
ly reſted berwixt one Captaine Soxnthwell, and one M* Nathamel Butler, where 
wee will leane them a while tothe conſideration of the Court and Company. 
Now Captaine T*ckar having inſticuted Capraine Xendallone of the-lix Gouer- 
nors before ſpoken of for his ſubſticure, rerurned with this ſhip directly for 
England, as well to excuſe himſelfe of thoſe obteftions he ſuſpeRed, as to ger al- 
ſured him the houſe and land he had alotted for himſelfe, left ic might otherwiſe 
be ciſpoſed of in his abſence.

HE vnexpetted returne of Captaine Tucker,cauſed a dewurre in the 
election ot the new Gouernor z ſome perſwading theſe oft changes were 
ſo troubleſome, dangerous, and chargeable, it were beſt to continue 
Captaine Kerdall z others againe ſtood for Captaine T «c%ar,bur during 
the time of cheſe opinions, the Gu/l/iflowey was diſpatched with a ſupply, Now I 
{ſhould haue remembred, T #ckar was no ſooner our of the harbour, but he mer 
Maſter Elfred in a ſhip called the Treaſwrer, ſent from Virginia ro trade: by her 
he writ to his Deputy Maſter Kendall, ro haue a care of all chings, and beware of 
too much acquaintance with this ſhip, which hee ſuſpeRed was bound for the 
Weſt-Indies. Notwithſtanding, E/fred receiued what kindnelle the Ile could af- 
fordz he promiſed to reuilic them ar his returne; this done, becauſe they would 
not be goucrnleſle when his Deputiſhip was expired, there was a generall allem- 
bly, and by that Eleftion Kendall was confirmed ro ſucceed ſtill Gouernor. Now 
they began to apply themſelues to the finiſhing ſome plat-forme about Smurhs 
Fort, and laying the foundation of a Church to be builr of Cedar, till the Gi/ly- 
flawer arriued with ſome private letters to Kendall, how he was eleted Governor 
of thoſe Iles forthree yeeres. During her ſtay they held their Aſſiſes, where for 
ſome few ſuſpeRed fas three were condemned,and the better toterrihe the reſt, 
lcd to the place of execution, but repricued; diuers of thereſt had their faults par- 
doned, and the Gulliflowey fer ſaile for New fonnd lard. | 
Theloue and kindnetle, honeſty and induftry of this Captaine Xerdall, hath 
beene very much commended ; by others, ſomewhat diſliked : bur an Apgellin 
choſe 1mploiments cannot pleaſe all men, yet this conſideration bred much ll 
bloud as well here as there, fo that the Company direQly concluded, Capraine 
Butler ſhould with whatexpedicion chey could, goe to be cheir Gonernor : Inthe 
[nterimchey tooke the opportunitie of a ſhip, called the S2a-flower, bound for 
Virginia, and by her ſent a Preacher and his Family, with divers Paſſengers, and 
newes of a new Gouernor. This bred a great diſtaſte amongſt many, thar ſtill 
chey ſhould haue new officers and ſtrangers for their Gouernors they neuer heard 
of, and themſeluesſtill kept there whether they would or no, wichout any prefer- 
ment, no nor ſcarce any of them their inhabiting, to Taye any land ac all of cheir 
owne, bur liucall as tenants, ar as other mens poore ſeruants, | 
About his time camein Captaine Kerby with a ſmall Barke from the Weſt- 
Indies, who hauing refreſhed himſelfe, was very kindly vſcd by the Goucrnor

ting him ro continue, though his time be expired, cill the arriuall of alegicimate 
ſucceſſor from England, te preuent all vameer and preſumpcuous eleions, be» 
ſides it was deſired by petition in England, the new Gouernous ſhould live two 
months as a priuate man after his arrivall, if his predeceſlor did ſtay fo Jong, che 
better to learne and obſeruec his courſe, And theſe arethe contents of thoſe fif- 
teene ARts, applicd as you may perceiue ; which the lawes of England could noe 
take notice of, becauſe euery climace hath ſomewhat to it ſelfe in thac kinde in par- 
ticular for otherwiſe as it is conceiued, it had beene a high impudency and pre- 
ſumption to haue medled with them, or indeed with any ſuch as theſe lawes, that 
had wich ſuch great judgement and iuſtice alwaies prouided for. 

No ſooner was this bulineſle ouer, but the Magazin ſhip is diſcoucred,and thae 
night came into the Harbour, bur in a very weake and lickly caſe, hauing caſt ouer 
board twenty or thirty of her people, and ſo violent was the infefion, that the 
moſt part ofthe ſailers, as well as paſſengers, were ſo {icke,or diſmaid,or both,thar 
che Maſtct confelled, had they ſtayed at the Sea but a weeke longer, they had all 
periſhed, There arrived wich this ſhip divers Gentlemen of good faſhion, with 
their wiues ang fanulies, but many ofa cralie by the tediouſnelle of the voy- 
age 2 
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av9e: howſocuer moſt of chem, by the excellent ſalubtity of che aire, chen whick 
the world hath nora berter, ſoone after recouered ; yet ſome there were that dicd 
reſently afcer they got aſhore, ic being cerrainly the quality ofthe place, eicher to 
kill, or cre quickly, as the bodies are more or leſfe corrupred, By this ſhip the 
Company ſenca ſupply of ten perſons forthe generaliry, but of ſuch bad condi- 
tion that it ſeemed they had picked the Males out of Newgate, the Females from 
Pridewell: AscheGouernour tound it his beft courſe,ro grant our the women to 
ſach as were fo greedy of wiues, and would needs have them for berrer for wotle z 
and che men hee placed in the Kings Caftle for ſouldiers, Bur this bad, weake, 
ſickly ſupply being diſperſed for their beſt reliete, by the much imploymenr of his 
boars 1n reinoouing chem, many of his owne men becameinfetted, ſo that for 
ſome weekes, they were nor able to doe him any ſervice ar all. Srrit inftruions 
alſo they brought for the planting of Sugar Tanes, tor which the lland being roc- 
kic and dry, is ſo vnproper,that tew as yer have beene ſcene to proſper : yer there 
are others 101d the contrary opinion, that there is raine ſo ordinarily, the lles are 
ſo moiſt, as produceth all their planrs in ſuch infinir abundance: there 15no great 
reaſon to ſuſpe this, wereit rightly vſed, more then the reſt. Seventy thouſand 
weight of Tobacco being prepared towards her fraught, ſhererurned for England, 
No ſooner was ſhee gone chen came in another, ſent by the Company and gene- 
ralcy,well conditioned, bur ſhee failed not much co haue beene caſt away amongſt 
thoſe dangerous & terrible rocks;by her camealſo expreiſe command,they ſhould 
entertaine no other ſhips,then were dire&ly ſent from the Company : this cauſed 
much grudging,and indeed a generall diſtraQtion and exclamation among the 
Inhabiranes, co be thus conſtrained to buy what they wanted, and ſell what chey 
had at what price the Aſag22 pleaſed, and to debarre true men from comming 
to them for trade or reliefe,that were daily receiued in all che harbours in Eng/and, 
Solong this ſhip ſtayed going for fraught and wages, the Miſter not caring how 
long he lay arthar race in a good harbour, the Gbuernour was ready to feng her 
away by Proclamation. Thus ended the firſt yeere of the goucrnment of C. Burl-r, 
Wich che fiſt of the ſecond yeere were heldthe Allites, where all the Buliffes 
were fined for not giuing a bevinning to the building of the bridges ; chere was 
alſo an order to reſtraine the exceſſive wages all handicrafrs men would hauctand 
that the Church-wardens ſhould meet ewice a yeere, to haue all their preſentments 
made perte&t againſt che Aſſiſes. The Afliſes done; all the ableſt men were trained 
in their armes,' ad then departed totheir owne homes. The towne thus cleered, 
he made cercaine new carriages for fome demy Culuerings,and a large new ftore- 
houſe of Cedar for the yeerely Magazines goods finilbed Warwicks Fort begun 
by Maſter ere, and made a new platforme ar Pag:ts Fort, alſo a faire houſe of 
lime and ſtone for the Townes-houſe.. The three bridges appointed by the gene- 
rall z{ſermbly, was followed with ſuch diligence, though they were more then an 
hundred, or an hundred andewenty foot in length, having the foundation and 
archesinthe Sea,wereraiſed andaccompliſhed, fo that man or beaſt with facility 
might paſſe chem, © | 
At Whitſonday was held the fourth 'generall Afiſe at Saint Grovges, where 
werettyed twenty [etterall cauſes ; foure or five were whipped or burnt in the 
hand,for breaking of houſes:alſo an order-was made,that the party caſt inthe tri- 
all of any cauſe, ſhould'pay to euery of che Jurours foute pence : moreover, thac 
nor paſt ren leaues ar the moſt ſhould grow vpon a plant of Tobacco, and that 
alſo.in the making irvp;adiftinion ſhould diligently be obſcrued of ewo kinds, 
a better arid a wotſe : therithey built a ſtrong ſtone hovſe for the Capraine of the 
Kings Caftleand corpidagnard 3 and repaired what defeRts they could finde in 
the plarformes and carriages. ' | 
Ciptaine Powell ſo oft mentioned, hauing beene in the Weſt-Indies for che 
Srates of Ho{/axd, came to'an anchor within ſhot ot rh&r Ordnance, deſiring ad- 


mittanice for wood and water, of which hee had great need, bur the Goucrnor - 
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would not permit him, ſo he weighedand departed, whereat che company were 
ſo madded, it was not pollible to conſtraine them to ceaſe their exclaimations a- 
gainft the Companies inhihition, till they were weary with exclaming : Bur till 
for their better defence, not thinking chemſclues ſufticient]y ſecure, having finj. 
ſhed two new plat-formes more, arriued the mo_— ſhip, but her Maſter was 
dead, and many of the Pallengers, thereſt for moſt part very ficke ; and withall, a 
ſtrange and wonderfull report of much complaint made againſt the Gouernor ta 
the Company in £»glard, by ſome of themrecurned in the laſt yeeres ſhipping ; 
but it was cighr daies before ſhe could get in by reaſon of ill weather, being for. 
ccd againe to Sea z ſo that time, they kept cuery night continually great fires, ſhe 
might ſce the]le as well by night as day z bur at laſt ſhe arriued, and he plainly 
vnderſtood, he had more cauſe a great deale to looke for miſconſtruftion of all 
his ſeruice then an acknowledgment, much letle a recompence any better then his 
predeceſſors; but ic is no new thing to requite the beſt deſert with the moſt vildeſt 
- of ingratitude, 

The very next daics night after the arrivall of the Magazins ſhip, newes was 
brought the Gouernor by a diſmaicd MciTenger from Sends his Tribe, that one 
hundred Spaniards were landed in that part, and diuers ſhips diſcouered at Sea, 
whereupon he preſently manned the Forts, and inftancly made thicherward in 

erſon with twentie men, determining as he found cauſe to draw together more 
Arengch by the way, Being got thither by che breake of the next day, in ſtead of 
an enemy which he expeRed, he mer onely with a company of poore diftreiſed 
Portugal: and Spaniards, who in their pallage from Carthagenain the Weſte [ndier, 
in conſort wich the Spaniſh fleet of Plair ; by the ſame ſtorme thar had indange. 
red the Magazin ſhip, loſttheirs ypon thoſeterrible Rocks, being to chenumber 
of ſeuenty perſons, were ſtrangely preſerued z and che manner was thus. 

About Sunne-ſer their ſhip beating amongſt che Rocks, ſome twenty of the 
Sailers got intothe Boat with whar treaſure they could, leaving the Captaine, the 
Maſter, and all the reſtto the mercy of the Sea. But a Boy not paſt tourctcene 
yeares of age cthatleaped after to haue got into the Boar, miſſing that hope, ic 
pleaſed God he got vpona Cheſt a drift by him, whereon they report heconti- 
nued two daies, and wasdriuen neeretg the cleanc contrary part of che Ile, where 
he was taken vp neecre dead, yet well recouered, All chisnighr che ſhip ſticking 
faſt, the poore diſtrelled in her the next day ſpying land , made a raft, and were 
thoſe gaue the alaruty firſt a ſhore about three of the clocke in the after noone, 
The morning after, about ſeuen of the clocke came in the Boat to a place called 
Mangrone Bay ; and the ſame day their Carpenter was driucn a ſhore vp- 
ona Planke neere Hog-Bay, There was a Gentlewoman that had ſtood wer vp 
tothe middle vpon the raft from che ſhip to the ſhore, being big with childe z 
and although this was vpon the thirteenth of September , ble rooke no hurt, 
and was fafely deliuered of a Boy within three daics after, The beſt comfort 
could begiuen them in thoſe extremities they had, although ſome of the baſer 
ſort hadbeenerifling ſome of them before the Gouernors arriuall : Alſo the Spas 
niſh Capraincand the chiefe with him, much complained of che treachery of his 
men to Ls him in that manner, yer had conueyed with them che moſt of the 
money they could come by, which he calily miſſed 3 whereupon hee ſuddenly 
cauſed all them he accuſed, to be ſearched, and recouered to the value of one hun- 
dredand fortiepounds ftarling,which he delmered into che Capraines hands,to be 
imploicd in a generall purſe rowards their generall and þ : during their ſtay in 
thelles, ſome of the better ſort, nine or ten weeks dieted at bis owne table, the 
reft were billieed amongſt the Inhabitants ar foure ſhillings the weeke, till ch 
found ſhipping for ther paſſage, for which they paied no more then the Engl! 
paied themſclues ; and for rhe paſſage of diuers of them, the Gouerner was glad 
to ſtand bound. to the Maſter z ſome othees.that were not able to procure ſuch 
friendſhip, were ſo conſtrained to flay in the lles, cill by their labours they had go 
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fo much as would tranſport them z and thus chey were preſerued, releeued, and 
deliuecred.

In the moneth inſuing arrived theſecond ſhip, and ſhe alſo had loſt her Maſter, How they folem= 


and divers of her Pallengers ;in her came rwo Virginian Women to be married 


zo ſome would haue them, thar after they were conucrred and had children, they 


nized the powder 
treaſon, and the 
arriuall of rwe 


might beſcntto their Countrey and kindted ro ciuilize them, Towards the end g\ps, 


of this monech came n the third ſhip with a ſmall Magazin, hauing fold whar 
ſhe could, caricd the reſt to Virginia, and neuer did any of thoſe Pallengers com- 
Plaine either of their good diet, or too good viage at fea ; bur the cleane contrary 
ſtill oecalianed many of thoſe extremities. The fift of November the damnable 
plotof the powder treaſon was ſolemnized, with Praters, Sermons, and a great 
Feaſt, whereto theGoucrnor invited the chiete of the Spaniards, where kinking 
the Kings healch, ir was honored with a quicke yolly of ſmall ſhot, which was an- 
ſwered from the Forts with the great Ordnance, and then againe concluded with 
a ſecond volley of ſmall ſhort z neicher was the afrernoone without mulicke and 
dancing, and arnight many huge bone-fires of ſweet wood. 

The Spaniards to exprelſetheir thankfulnetle ar theirdeparture,made a deed of 
gite to the Gouernor of whatſocuer he could recouer of the wracked hip z bur the 
ſhips as they went out came ſo dangerouſly vpona Rock, thatthe poore Spaniard: 
were ſo diſinaied, ſwearing this place was ominous vnto them, eſpecially the 
women, that deſired rather to goe aſhore and die howſocuer, than adventure any 
furcher in ſuch a labyrinch of dangers, but ar laft ſhe got cleere without danger, 
and well ro England ; the other went to Virginia, wherein theGouernor ſenttwo 
grear Cheſts filled with all ſuch kinds and ſorts of Fruits and Plants as their 
Hands had as Figs, Pomgranats, Oranges, Lemons, Sugar-canes, Plantanes, Po-= 
ratoes, Papawes, Catlado roots, red Pepper, the Prickell Peare, and che like. The 
ſhips chus diſpatched, hee goech into the maine, and fo ourto ſearothe Spaniſh 
wracke. He had beene there before preſently afcer her ruine, for neuer had ſhip 
2 more ſudden death, being now ſplit in peeces all vnder water, He found ſmall 
hopeto recouer any thing, ſauea Cable and an Anchor, and two good Sacars ; 
but the wind was ſo high hee was forced to returne, being ten miles from the 
ſhore, onely with three Murderers, which were knowne co be the ſame Capraine 
Kendall had ſold to Capraine Kerby, whoſe ſhip was taken by two men of warre 
of (arthagena, the moſt of his meu flaine or hanged, and he being wounded, 
died in the woods, Now their Pilor being at this ſeruice, got thus thoſe three 
Murderers to their ſhip, and their ſhip thus to the Bermudas, as the Spaniards re- 
maining related to the Gouernor and others. 

Hauing raiſed three ſmall Bulwarkes at Southhamptons Fort, with two Cur- 
eaines, and two Rauilings, which indeed 1s onely the true abſolute peece of for- 
rification in the llesz Chriſtmas being come, andthe prefixed day of che Aſliſe; 
diuers were whipped and burnt inthe hand,onely chreeyoung boyes for ſealing 
were condemned, and at the very point of hanging repriued, The Gouernour 
then ſent his Licutenant all ouer the maine to diſtribute Armes to thoſe were 
found moſt fit to vſerhem,& to giue order for their randezuous, which were han- 
ged vp in the Church. About this time it chanced a pretty ſecret ro be diſcoue- 
red to preſerue their corne from the fly, or weaue)l, which did in a manner as 
much hure as the rats, For the yeere before hauing made a Proclamation thaq all 
Corne ſhould begathered by a certaine day, becauſe many lazy perſons ranne (o 
after cheſhipsto ger Beere and Aqwavite, for which they will giueany thing they 
have, much had beeneloſt for want of gathering. This yeare hauvinga very faire 
crop, ſome of the [nhabitants, none of the beſt husbands, haſtily gathered ir 
for feare of the penaltie, threw it in greatheaps into their houſes vnhusked, and 
ſo let itlic foure or five moneths, which was thought would haue ſpoiledir ; 


where the good husbands husked ir, and with much labour hung ic vp, where

complained of great loflſe z but thoſe good fellowes thatneuer cared but from 
hand co mouch, made their boaſts, that nor agraine of theirs had beene touched 
nor hurt, there being no better way to preſerve ic then bylerting ic licin its huske, 
and fparean infinite labour formerly had beene vſcd. There were alſo very Incki- 
ly about this time found out divers places of freſh water, of which many of che 
Forts were very deſtitute, and che Church-wardens and Side-men were very buſic 
in correcting the prophaners of the Sabbath, Drunkards, Gameſters, and ſuch 
like. There came alſo from Virginia a (mall Barke with many thanks forthe pre- 
ſents ſent them z much Aquauitz, Ole, Sacke and Bricks they brought in cx- 
change ofmore Fruits and Plants, Ducks, Turkies and Limeſtone, of which ſhe 
had plenty, and ſo returned. During the aboad of the ſtay of this ſhip, che mari- 
age of one of the Virginia maides was conſt ummatred with a husband f tor her,at- 
rended wich more then one hundred gueſts, and allche dainties for their dinner 
could be provided , they made allo another criall ro fiſh for Whales, butittooke 
no more etfe& chen the former : this was done by the Maſter of the Virgina ſhi 
that profetſed much skill chat way, but hauing fravghred his ſhip with Lime- 
ſtone, with 20000, weight of Potatoes, and ſuch things as he deſired, returned 
for Virginia, | 
Aprill and May were ſpent in building a ſtrong new P:tſon,and perfeQting ſome 
of the Fortificarions, and by the labour of twenty men in fourteene daics was got 
from the Spaniſh wracke foure excellent good Sacres, and mountedthem ar the 
Forts, Then began che generall Aſſize, where not fewer chen fifty ciuil, or rather 
vnciwll ations were handled, and twenty crimivall priſoners brought to the bar 3 
ſuch a multicude of ſuch viJd people were fene to this Plantation, that he thought 
himſelfe happy his. time was ſo neere expired: three of the foulcſt aRts were 
theſe : the firſt for the rape of a married woman, which was acquitred by a ſenſc- 
Jeſſe Ioryz the ſecond for buggering a Sow, and thethird for Sqgdomy witha boy, 
for which they were hanged ; during the time of the impriſonment of this Bug- 
yerer of the Sow, a Dung-hill Cocke belonging to the ſame man did continual- 
f haunta Pigge of hisalfo, and:o rhe wonder of all them that ſaw it who were 
many, did ſo 9% pal tread the Pigge as if it had beene one of iis Hens, thar 
the Pigge languiſhed and died within a white after, and then the Cocke reforred 
co the very ſame Sow (that this fellow was accuſed ter) in the very ſame manner g 
and as an addition to all this, about the fame time ewo Chickens were hatched, 
the one whercot had two heads, the other crowed very Jond and luftily within 
ewclue hovures after it was our of the ſhell. A deſperate fellow being to beear- 
raigned for ſtealing aTurky, rather then he would endure his triall, ſecretly con- 
ueighed himſelfe to Sea in alitrle Boar, and never fince was ever heard of, nor is 
he eyerlice to be, without an exceeding wonder, little lefſe then a miracte, Ta 
Tunethey made another triall about che Spaniſh wracke, and recovered another 
Sacreand a Murderer, alſo he cwſed co be hewed out ofthe maine Rocke a paire 
of large ſtaires for the conuenient landing of goods and patfengers, a worke 
much tothe beauty and benefic of the towne. Witch twenty choſen men, andiwo 
excellent Divers, the Gouernour wenc himſelfe to the wracke Warwick, but they 
conld recouer but one Murderer, from thence he went to the Sca-adnentyre, the 
wracke of Sir George Summers, the hull though two or three firhomes in the 
water, they found vnperiſhed and with much a doe weighed a Sacre, her ſheir 
Anchor, diuers barres of Iron and pigs of Lead, which ſtood the Plantation 'in 
very greatſtead. Towards the end of Iuly he went to ſeekefor a wracke they re- 
 portedlay vnder water with her hatches ſpiked vp, bur they could not findeher, 
but from the $paniſh wracke lay there by they weighed three faire Sacres more, 
and ſo returned through the Tribes & Saint Georges : ſome were allo impluyed 
to ſceke out beds of Oiſters for Pearle, ſome they found, ſome ſced Pearle they 


| fot, but out of one little ſhell above allthereſt they got about 220, ſmall Pcarle,

The time of Captain Butlers gouernment drawing neere an end,the Colony pre- 
ſented vnto him diuers grieuances, to intreat him to remember to the Lords and 
Company in Exgland at his rerurne: alfo they appointed twoto be ioyncd with 
him, with lecters of credence to ſolicit 1n their behalfe thoſe grieuances follow- 
ing : Firſt, they were defrauded of the food of their ſoules : for being not fewer 

ken one thouſand and fiue hundred people, diſperſed in lengeh:twenty miles, 
they had atthac preſent but one Miniſter, nor neuer had but rwogand they ſo ſhort- 
ned of their promiſes, that but onely for meere pity they would hauc forſaken 
chem, Secondly, negleedin the ſafery of their liues by wants of all ſorts ofmu- 
nition, Thirdly, they had beene cenſured contrary to Ji Maicftics Lawes, and 
not allowed them the benehic of their booke as they arc in England, bur by Cap- 
taine Butler, Fourthly, they were fruſtrated of many of their coucnants, and 
moſt extremely pinched and vadone by the extortion of the Magazine, for al- 
chough their Tobacco was ſtinted but at two ſhillings ſixpence the pound, yer 
they pitched their commodirics at what ratethey pleaſed, Fiſchly,their farherleile 
children arelcfc in little better condition then ſlaues, for if cheir Parents dic in 
debt,their children are made as bondmen till the debt be diicharged:theſe chings 
being perfeted,theregrew a great queſtion of one Heriot for plotting of faftions, 
and abuſing the Govermour, for which he was condemaecd co loſe his cares, yerhe 
was vicd ſo fauourably he loft but the part of one in all, 

By this time it being growne paſt the wonted ſeaſon of the comming in of ſhips 

from England, aftera generall longing and expeQation, eſpecially of che Gouer- 
nour, whoſe Commiſſion being neere vpon expiration, gaue him cauſe to wiſh 
for a meaneof deliucrance from ſo troubleſome and thanklcRe an imploiment 
as he had hitherto found it z aſaile 1s diſcouered, and ſong it was not before ſhee 
arriucdin the Kings Caſtle-Harbour; this Barke was ſet out by two or chree pri- 
uate men of the Company, and hauing landed her ſupplies, was to goc for F:rgi« 
ia z by her the Gouernour receiued certaine aduertiſements of the carriage and 
behautour of the Spaniards, which he had relicued as you hauc heard the yeere 
before z. thar quite contrary both to his merit, their vow, and his owne expeRa- 
tion, they —_ clamours againſt him, the which being ſecended by che Spaniſh 
Ambalſladour, cauſed che State to fall in examination about it z whereupon ha- 
uing fully cleared their ingratefulnetle and impudency; and being Cured of the 
choice of a ſucceſſor that was ro be expeed within five or ſix weekes 5 hee was 
deſirous to take the opportunity of this Barke, and to viſit the Colony in Virgi- 
via in his returne for Eug/and: leauing the gouernment ro Captaine Fe/gat, 
Captainc Stokes, Maſter Lewis Hewes, Maſter Nedow and Maſter Gamner, but now 
histime being fully expired, and the fortifications finiſhed, v1z, The Kings Ca- 
file wherein were mounted vpon ſufficient Platformes ſixteene peece of Ord- 
nances: In Charles Fort twozIn Southampton Fort fue, berwixt which and the Ca- 
file paſſeth che Chanell into the Harbour, ſecured by three and ewenty peeces of 
good artillery to play vpon it. In CompersIleis Pembrocks Fort,whercis two Pee- 
ces. The Chanell of Saine Geerge is guarded by Swiths Fort, and Pagits Fort, 
in which is cleuen peccc of Ordnance, Saint George towne is halfe a lcague with- 
in the Harbour, commanded by Warwicks Forr, wherearethree greac Pececes,and 
on the Wharfe before the Gouernours houſe &ght more, belides the watning 
Peece by the mount,and three in Saint Katharinergſo that in all there areten For- 
trelſes and two and fifty peeces of Ordnance ſufficient and ſeruiceable ; their 
formes and ſituations you may ſee more plaiplier deſeribed in the Map; and to 
defend thoſe, he left one thouſand fiue hundred perſons with necre a hundred 
boats, andthe lle well roploniineg with Roreof ſuch fruits, prouiſions and Poul- 
try, as is formerly related z yer for ſo departing and other occalions, much diffe- 
rence hath bcenc berwixt him and ſome of the Company, as any of his Prede- 
cellors, which 1 rather wiſh were reconciled, theato be areporter of ſuch vapro- 
ficable diflentions, 2h | ;

| Gentleman both of good rmeanes and quality, who arriued wichin eight 
daicsafrer Butlers departurewich two thips, and about one hundred and 

forty paſſengers wich armes and all ſorts of munition and other provili.

ned chat both he and his wife died in ſuch ſhort time they were both buried in one 


day and one graue, and Miſter /ohn Harriſon choſen Gouernour till further order 
camefrom England, 


What hapned it the gouernment of Maſter Tohn Hartiſots. 


Hey are till much troubled with a greatſhort worme that deuours their 
Plants in the night, but all the day by lie nd inthe ground,and chough 
early in the morning they kill ſo many, they would thinke there were 
no more, yet the next morning you ſhall finde as many, The Caterpil- 
lersto their fruits arc alſo as pernicious, and theland Crabs in ſomeplaces are as 
thicke intheir Borowes as Conics in a Warren, arid'doe much hurt; beſides 
all chis, there hapned this yeere a very heauy diſaſter; for a ſhip wherein chere 
had beene much ſwearing and blaſpheming vſed all the voyage, and landed whar 
ſhe had to leaue in thoſ&lles, iouially froliking in their Cups and Tobacco, 
by accident fired the Powder, that at the very inſtant blew vp the great Cabin, 
and ſome one way and ſome another, it is a wonder'to thinke how they could 
bee ſo blowne out of the gun-roome into the Sea, where ſome were taken vp 
lung, fo pirifully burned, their lives were worſe then ſo many deaths,ſome died, 
ſome lived, but eighteene were loſt at this fatall blaſt, the ſhip alſo immediacly 
ſunke with threeſcore barrels of meale ſent for Virginia, and all the other prouiſt- 
on in her was thus loſt. 
Now to conſider how the Spaniards, French, 2nd Dutch, haue beencloſt and 
preſerued in thoſe inuincible les, yer neuer regarded chem but as monuments of 
miſeries, though at this preſent they all defire chem 3 How Sir Thomas Gates, and 
Sir George Summer: being ready to ſinkein the ſea wereſaued, whatan incredible 
abundance of viQuall they found, how it was firft planted by the Engliſh, the 
ſtrange increaſe of Rats,and theirſudden departure, the five men came from Eng- 
lend ina boat, the eſcape of Hilliard, and the reſt of thoſe accidenrs rhere hap- 
ned, 2man would thinke it a tabernacle of miracles, andthe worlds wonder,that 
from ſuch a Paradiſc of admiration who would thinke ſhould ſpring {ich won- 
ders of afflitions as are onely fit to be ſacrificed vpon the higheſt altars of ſor- 
row, thus to be ſet vponthe higheſt Pinacles of content,' and preſently throwne 
downeto the loweſt degree of extremity, as you ſee haue beene the yeerely ſuc- 
ccedings of thoſe Plantations z the which to ouercome, asit is an incomparable 
honour, ſo it can be no diſhonour if a man doe miſcarry by vofortunate accidents 
in ſuch honourable aRions, the which renowne and vertue to attaine _ 
cauſe 


cauſed ſo many attempts by diuers Nations beſides ours, cuen to palle through 
the very amazement of aduentures: Vpon the relation of this newes the 
Company hath ſent one Captaine Foodhouſe, a Gentleman of good repute and 
great experiencein the warres, and no {cle prouident then induſtrious and va- 
J1ant : then rerurned report, all goeth well chere. lr is rootrue, in the abſence of 
the nobleTreaſurer, Sir Edward Sackvill, now Earle of Dor/et, there haue beene 
ſuch complaints berwixtthe Planters and the Company, that by command the 
Lords appointed Sir Thomas Smith againe Treaſurer,thar ſince then according to 
cheir order of Court ke is alſo eleted, where now we muſt leaue them all to their 
good forcune and ſuccelle, till we heare further of their fortunate proceedings.

Colonies,cach of which had lawes, priuileges 
and authoritie,for the goucrnment and aduancing their ſcucrall Plantations alike, 
Now this part of e America hath formerly beene called Norumbega, Virginia, 
Nuckoncns, Penaquida, Canada, and ſuch other names as thoſe rhar ranged the 
Coaſt pleaſed. But becauſe ic-was ſo mountainous, rocky and full of lles, few 
haue aduentured much co crouble ir, but as is formerly related ; notwithſtan- 
ding, that honourable Parron of verrue, Sir /oby Popham, Lord chiecte Iuſtice of 
England, in the yecre 1606. procured meanes and men to poſleſle it, and ſent 
Captaine George Popham for Prelident, Captaine Rawley Gilbert tor Admiral], 
Caprainc Edward Harlow maſter ofrhe Orduance, Captaine Robert Dans Sar- 
geant-Maior, Captaine Elzs Beſt Marſhall, Maſter Seaman Secretary, Capraine 
[ames Daus to be Captaine of the Forr, Mafter Gome Carew chiefe Searcher : all 
thoſe were of the Councell, who with ſome hundred more were to ſtay in the 
Country : they fer ſaile from Plimoth the laſt of May, and fell with 1ſonahigan 
the eleuenth of Auguſt. Ar Sagadabock g. or 10. leagues ſouthward, they planced 
themſclues at the mouth of a faire navigable River, bur the coaſt all thereabouts 
moſtextremeſtony and rocky:that extreme trozen Winter was fo cold they could 
not range nor ſearch the Country, and their prouiſion ſo ſmall,they wereglad to 
ſend all bur 45. of cheir company backeagaine : their noble Prefident Captaine 
Popham died, and not long after arrived two ſhips well provided of all necellaries

death of the Lord chiefe Tuftice, andalſo of Sir [obn Gilbert, wheſe lands there 
the Preſident Rawley Gilbers was to poſlelleaccording tothe aduenturers direRi- 
ons, finding nothing but exwreme extremities, they all returned for England in 
the yeere 1 608, and thus this Plantation was begunne and ended in one yeere, 
and the Country eftecmed as a cold, barren, mountainous, rocky Deſarrt, 
Notwithſtanding, the right Honourable Hepry Earle of Scuth-hampron and 
thoſe ofthe Ile of W:ghr, imploicd Captaine Edward Harlow to diſcover an Jie 
ſuppoſed about Cape C4, bucchey found their plors had much abuſed them, for 
falling with onahigar, they found onely Cape Cod no Ile but che maine, there 
they detained three Saluages aboord them, called Pechmo, IMonoper and Peke- 
nimne, but Pechms leapt ouer board, and got away ; and not long after with hrs 
conſortscurtheir Boat from theirſterne, got her on ſhore, 2nd fo fifled her with

trom thencethey had cthreemen ſorely wounded with Arrowes, Anchoring ar 
theTle of Nohono, the Saluages in their Canowes aflaulced the Ship till the Eng- 
liſh Guns made them recare, yer here they tooke Sahaweſton, that after he had 
lived many yeeres in England wenta Souldierco the warres of Bohemia, At {, as 
pawe they tooke Coneconam and Epenow, bur the people at eH7aweom vied them 
kindly, ſo with five Saluages they returned for Erglard, yer Sir Frarcis Pepham 
ſenr divers times one Captaine Williams to Monahan onely to trade and make 
core fith, butfor any Plantations there was no more ſpeeches, For all this, as 1 li- 
ked /irginta well, though not their proceedings, ſol delired alſoto fee this coun« 
cry, and ſpcnd ſome time 1n trying what I could finde for all thoſe i1l rumors and 
diſaſters. From therelationsof Captaine Edward Harlow a»d diners others, 

In the month of Aprill 16 14. at the charge of Capt. Marmaduke Roydon,Capr, 
George Langsm,MF. 15hn Buley and M*,Wiliiam Skelton, with wo ſhips from Lon- 
don, I chanced toarriue at Aſonahigan an Ile of America, in 434. of Northerly 
laticude: out plut was thereto take Whales, for which we had one Samuel! Cran- 
t0a and diuers others expert in that faculcy,& alſo romaketriallsof a Mine of gold 
& copper; it thoſe failed, Fiſh and Furs werethen our refuge to make our ſelues ſa- 
uers howſocuer : we found this Whale-fiſhing acoftly conclufion, we ſaw man 
and ſpent mucheime in chaſing them, bur could not kill any. They being a kinde 
of Iubartes,and nor the Whale that yeelds Fins and Olile as we expeed z for our 

oldit was rather the Maſters deuiceto ger a voyage that proiefted it, then any 
Fnoledes he hadat all ofany ſuch macter; Fiſh and Furs were now our guard, & 
by our lace arriuall and long lingring about the Whale, the prime of both choſe 
ſcaſons were paſt ere wee perceiued it, wee thinking that their ſcaſons ſerued 
at all times, but we found it otherwiſe, for by the middceſt of 7u»e the fiſhing 
failed, yet in /zly and »Luguſt ſome were taken, butnor ſufhctent ro defray 
ſogreat a charge as our ſtay required: of dry fiſh we made about forty chouſand,of 
Cor-fiſh about ſeuen thouſand. Whileft the Sailers ſhed, my ſelfe with eighc 
others of them mighr beſt bee ſpared, ranging the Coaft in a ſmall Boat, we 
got for trifles necre cleuen thouſand Beuer $kinnes, one hundred Martins, 
as many Octers, and the moſt of them within the diſtance of twenty leagues : we 
ranged the Coaſt both Eaſt and Weſt much further, but Eaſtward our commod:« 
ties were not eſteemed, they were ſo neere the French who afforded chem better, 
with whom the Saluages had ſuch commerce that only by trade they made excec- 
ding great voyages,though they were without the Iitmitsof our precins;zduring 
the time wetried choſe concluſions, nor knowing che coalt, nor Saluages hahira- 
tions : with theſe Furres, thecraine Oile and Cor-hih, I] rerurned for Ezgland in 
the Barke, where wichin ſix monechs afcer our departure from the Downes, wee 
ſafely arriued backe z the beſt of this fiſh was ſold for 5, li, the hundred, the reſt by 
ill vſage betwixt three pounds and 50. ſhillings, The other ſhip ſtayed to fic her 
ſelte forSpaine with the dry fiſh which was ſold at AZ7aligo ar forty Rialls the 
Quintall;each hundred weighing ewo quintals and a halfe. Bur one Thomas my

the Maſter of this ſhip ( when I was gone) thinking to preuent that intent I had 
to make there a Plantation, thereby to keepe this abounding Countrey ſtill in 
obſcuritie, thatonely he and ſome few Merchants more might enioy wholly the 
benefit of the Trade, and profit of this Countrey, berraicd fourc and twenty of 
thoſe poore Saluages aboord his ſhip, and moſt diſhoneſtly and inhumanely for 
their kindevſage of me and all our men, caried them with him to Margo, and 
there for alictle priuate gaine ſold choſelilly Saluages for Rials of cight ; bur this 
vilde a& kepthim cuer after from any moreimploiment to thoſe parts, Now be- 
cauſe atchis time I had taken a draught of che Coaſt, and called it New England, 
yet ſolong he and his Conſorts drowned that name with the Eccho of Canmnaday, 
and ſome other ſhips from other parts alſo, that vypon this good returne the next 
ycere went thither , that at laſt I preſented chis Diſcourſe with the Map, to our 
moft gracious Prince Charles, humbly intreating his Highnetle hee would pleaſe 
to change their barbarous names for ſuch Engliſh, as poſteritie might lay Prince 
Charles was their God-father , which for your berrer vnderſtanding both of 
this Diſcourſe and the Mp, peruſe this Schedule, which will plainly ihew you the 
correſpondency of the old names to thenew, as his Highneſle named chem,

Butto continue the Hiſtory ſucceedingly as neere with the day and yeere as 
may bee, Returning in the Barkeas is ſaid z it was my ull chance to pur in ac 
Plimoth, where imparting thoſe my purpoſes to divers I thought my friends, 
whom as I ſuppoſed wereinterefted in the dead Patcnt of this varegarded Coun- 
trey, [ was ſo encouraged and atlured to haue the managing cheir authoricie in 
thoſe parts during my life,and ſuch large promiſes,chatl] ingaged my ſelfe to vn- 
dertakeic for them. Arriuing at Lendoy, though ſome malicious perſons ſugge- 
ſted there was no ſuch matter to be had in that fo bad abandoned Countrey, tor 
ifthere kad,other could haue found it ſo well as I; therefore 1t was to be ſuſpeed 
Lhad robbed the French men in New France or Cannada, and the Merchants ſet 
me forch ſeemed not to regard it, yet I found ſo many promiſed me ſuchaſliſtance, 
that I entertained Aichael (oper the Maſter of the Barke, that returned with 
me aud others of the Company : how he dealt with others, or others with him, I 
know not; but my publike proceeding gaue ſuch encouragement, that it became 
ſo well apprehended by ſome tew of the Virginia Company, as thoſe proves 

or 
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for fiſhing onely was ſo well liked, chey furniſhed Conper wich foure good ſhips ro 
Sea, before they at P/moth had made any proviſion ar all for me z but onely a 
ſmall Barke ſer outby them of the Ile of y1ghr, Some of Plimerh, and diners 
Gentlemen of the Weſt Counttey, a little betore I recurued from New England, 
in ſcarch for a Mine of Gold about an Ile called Capamnxrck , South-wards from the 
Shoules of Cape [ames, as they were intormed by a Saluage called Epenew z that 
having deluded thE as it feems thus ro ger homegſeeing they kept him asa priſoner 
in his owne Countrey, and before his triends, being a man of 1ogreata ſtature, he 
was ſhewed vp and downe London for money as a wonder, and ir {ecmes of no 
lel]e courage and authoricie, then of wit, ftrengrh, and proportien : for ſo well he 
had coneriwed his bulinetſe, as many reported he intended. to haue ſurpriſed the 
ſhip bur ſeeing it could not be effeRed to his liking, before them all he leaped 
euer-boord. Many ſhot they made ac him, thinking they had flainchim, but ſo 
reſolute they were to recouer his body, the waſter of rhe ſhip was wounded, and 
many of his company; And thus they loſt him,& not knowing more whar co do, 
returned againeto England with nothing, which ſo had diſcouraged all your Wet 
Countrey men, they ncither regarded much their promiſes, and as lictle either 
meor the Countrey, till they ſ2awthe Londonſhips gone and mein Phwoth accor- 
ding to my promiſe, as hereafter ſhall berelaced, 

I muſt confeſle I was beholden ro the ſerrers forth of the foure ſhips that wene 
with (oper, in that they offered me thar implointent it I would acceprit 3 and 
I inde ſtill my refuſall incurred ſome of their diſpicaſures, whoſe loue and fa. 
uourl exceedingly delired z and though they doe cenſure me oppolice ro their 
proceedings, they ſhall yer till in all my words and deeds finde, it is their gror, 
not my faulr char occafions their diſlike : for having ingaged my ſelfe in this buſi- 
nelle ro the Welt Countrey, I had beene very diſhoneſt ro hauc broke my pro- 
miſe, nor will I ſpend more time in diſcovery or fiſhing, cill I may goe with a 
Company for a Plantation ; for I know my grounds, yer eucry one co whom I 
ecl] cher, or chat reads this Booke, cannot pur it in praiſe, though it may helpe 
any that hach ſcene or not ſceneto knew much of thoſe parts: And though they 
erideuour to worke me out of my owne defignes, I will not much enuy their for- 
tunes : but I would be ſorry their incruding ignorance ſhould by their defailmencs 
bring thoſe cerrainties to doubrtulnefle. Sothat the bulinetſe proſper | have my 
deſire, be ir by whomſocuer that are true ſubic&s to our King and Countrey : the 
good of my Countrey is that [ ſeeke, and there is more then enough for all, if 
they could becontented.

don Plancation, within which is a Countrey, as you may percciue by che Map; 
of chatlirrle I diſcouered, may well ſuffice three hundred thouſand peopleto in- 


habit : bur of 1c, and the diſcoueries of Sir Ra/ph Laine and Maſter Hertot, Cap. 


raine Goſnold, and Captaine Waymonth, they haue writ ſo largely, that poſtericie 
may be betrered by the fruits of their labours. But for diuers ochers chat hauc 
ranged thoſe parts lince; eſpecially this Countrey nowcalled New England, with- 
1n a kenning ſometimes of theſhore z ſome rouching in one place, ſome in ano- 
ther z I mult increat them pardon me for omitting them; or if I offend in ſaying, 
charrheir true deſcriptions were concealed, or neuer were well obſerued, or died 
with che Auchors, ſochar che Coaſt is yer ſtill but euen as a Coaſt vaknowne and 
vndiſcouered, I hauc had (ix or ſeuen ſcuecrall plors of thoſe Northerne parts,ſo vn- 
like eachrto other, orreſemblance of the Countty, as they did me no more good 
chen ſo much waſte paper, though they coſt me more; ir may bee ir was not my 
chanceto ſee the beſt 3 bucleſt others may be deceiued as I was, or through dan- 
gcrous ignorance hazard themſelues as I did, I haue drawne a Map from point to 
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Poinr, Illero Ile, and Harbour to Harbour, wich the Soundings, Sands, Rocks, - 


and Land-markes, as Ipalled cloſe aboord the ſhore in alircle Boat; although 


chere bee many things to bee obſerued, which the haſteof ocher affaires did - 


cauſe metro omit : for being ſent more to getpreſent Commodities, then know- 
ledge of any diſcoueries for any future good, I had not power to ſearch as [ 
would ; yer it will ſerueto dire any ſhall goechar waies to ſafe Harbours and the 
Saluages habitations : what Merchandize and Commodities for their labours 

they may finde, this following diſcourſe ſhall plainly demonftrare. 
Thus you may ſec of theſe three thouſand miles, more then halfe is yet vn- 
knowne to any purpoſe, no not ſo much as the borders of the Sea are yer cer- 
cainly diſcouered : as for the goodnetle and true ſubſtanceof the Land, we arefor 
moſt parr yeraltogecher ignorantof them, vnlefſe ic be choſe parts about the Bay 
of Ehiſapeack and Sagadahock, but onely here and there where we hauc touched 
or ſcene alittle, the edges of thoſe large Dominions which doe ſtretch themſclues 
intothe maine, God doth know how many thouſand miles, whereof we can yer 
no more judge, then a ſtranger thar ſailerh berwixe England and France, can de- 
ſcribe the harbours and dangers by landing here or there in ſome Riuecr or Bay, 
tell thereby che goodnelle and ſubſtance of Spaine, /taly, Germany , Bohemia, 
Hungaria, and the reft z nay, there are many haue liued fortic yeeres in London, 
and yet haue ſcarce becne ten miles out of che Citie : ſo are there many have beene 
in Verginia many yeeres, and in New England many times, that doe know little 
more then the place they doe inhabit, or the Port where chey fiſhed, and wacn 
they come home, they will vndertake they know all Virgiziaand New England, 
asit they were but two Pariſhes or little Ilands. By this you may perceive how 
much they erre, thatthinke cuery one that hath beene in YVirginiaot New Eng- 
land, vnderſtandeth or knoweth what eicher of chem are ; Or that the Spaniards 
know one halfe quarter of thoſe large Territories they poſlcſle, no not ſo much 
as thetrue circumference of Terraincognita, whoſe large Dominions may equa- 
lize the goodnelle and greatnelle of America for any thing yer knowne, It is 
ſtrange with what ſmall power he doth range inthe Eaſft-Indies, and few will 
vnderſtand thetruth of his ſtrength in America : where hauing ſo much to keepe 
with ſuch a pampered force, they need nor greatly feare his fury in Sexzmer 1les, 
Virginia, or New England, beyond whoſe bounds America dorh ſtretch many 
thouſand miles, Into the frozen parts whereof, one Maſter Hat/on an Engliſh 
Mariner, did make the greateſt diſcoverie of any Chriſtian I know , where hee 
vnfortunately was lefrby his cowardly Company, for his excceding deſerts, to 

end and diea moſt miſerable death, b 
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they kill and cake mot of their Otcers, from Pennobſcet co Sagadahoe, This Coalt

For Africa, had not the. induſtrious Portzgals ranged her vnknowne parts, 


who would haue ſought for wealch amongſt choſe tried Regions of blacke brutiſh 


Negars, where notwithſtanding all their wealth and admirable aduentures and 
endeuours more then one hundred and fortie yeeres, they know not one third 
partof thoſe blacke habications. But it is nota worke for eucry one t0 manage 
ſuch an affaire, as make a diſcouery and plant a Colony, it requires all the beſt parts 
of art, iudgement, courage, honeſty, conſtancy, diligence, and induſtry, to doe 
bur neere well z ſome are more proper for one thing then another, and therein 
beſt tobe imploied : and nothing breeds more contulitn then miſplacing and 
milimploying men in their vndertakings. Columbus , Conrtes, Pitzara, Zoto, 
Magilanus, and thereſt ferued more then a Prentiſhip , ro learne how to begin 
their moſt memorable attempts ip the Weſi-Indies, which to the wonder of all 
apes ſucceſſefully rhey effeted, when many hundreds of others farreabouethem 
in the worlds opinion, being inſtruted but by relation, came co ſhameand con- 
fuſion in ations of ſmall moment, who doubrlelle in other matters were both 
wiſe, diſcreet, generous and couragious, I ſay not this to detrat any thing from 
their incomparable merits, but ro anſwer thoſe queſtionletTe queſtions, that keepe 
vs backe from imitating the worthineſle of their braue ſpirits, that aduanced 
themſclucs from poore Souldiers to great Capraines, their poſterity to great 
Lords, their King to be one of the greateſt Pocentates on earth, andthe fruits of 
their labours his greateſt power, glory, and renowne. 


The Deſcription of New England. 


Hat part wecall New England, 1s betwixt the degrees of fortic one and 
fortie fue, the very meane betwixt the North pole and the line ; bur tha: 
art this Diſcourſe ſpeaketh of, ſtretcherth but from Penobſcor ro Cape 

{ od, ſome ſcuentie five leagues by a right line diſtant each from other ; 
wichin which boundsI haue ſeene ar leaft fortie ſeucrall habications vpon the 
Sea Coaſt, and ſounded about five and twentie excellent good Harbours, in ma- 
ny whereof thereis anchoragefor fiuc hundred faile of ſhipsof any burden ; in 
ſome of chem for one thouſand, and more then two hundred Iles ouer-growne 
with good Timber of divers ſorts of wood, which doe make ſo many Harbours, 
asrequired a _ timethen I had co be well obſerued. 

The principall habitation Northward we were at, was Pexnobſcot : Southward 
along che Coaſt and vp the Riuers, we found ecadacut, Segocket ,, Pemaquid, 
Nuſconcus, Sagadahock, Aumonghcowgen, and Kenebeke z and to thoſe Countries 
belon g the people of $ egotapo, Paghbhauntanuck, Pecopaſſum, Taughtanahagnet, 
TVarbigganis, Naſſaque, CMHaſheroſqueck,Wawrigweck, Moſhaguen,Wakeogo, Pa- 
ſharanack, &c, To theſe arealicd in confederacy, the Countries of Ancociſco, Ac- 
comynticus, Paſſataquack, Aggawom, and Naemkeck: All theſe for any thing I 
could percciuc, differ lictlein language, faſkion, or gouernment, though moſt of 
them be Lords of themſclues, yer they hold the Baſhabes of Penobſeet, the chiete 
and greateſt amongſt them. 

The next I can remember by name, are Xſattahunts, two pleaſant Tles of 
Groues, Gardens, and Corne fields a league in the Sea from the miiine ; Then 
Totant, Maſſachuſet, Topent, Secaſſaw, Totheet, Naſrocomacack, Accomach, Cha- 
wam, Patuxet, Maſſaſeyts, Pakanokick: then Cape ( va, by which is Pawmet and 
che Ile Nawſet, of the language and aliance of them of Chawam z theotHers are 
called MMaſſachuſets, and Jifer ſomewhat in language, cuſtome, and condition : 
for their Trade and Merchandize, to each of their principall families or habitaci- 
ons, they haue diuers Townes and people belonging, and by their relations and 
deſcriptions, more then twentie ſcuerall habitations andriuers that firetch them- 
{clues farre into the Countrey, euen to the Borders of diuers great Lakes, where

js mountainous, and Iles of huge Rockes, bur ouer-growne for moſt part; with 
molt ſorrs of excellent good woods, for building Houſes, Boats, Barks or Ships, 
with an incredible abundance of molt forts of Filh, much Fowle, and fundry ſores 
of good Fruits for mans ve, 
Betwixt Sagadahock,& Saworatuch,thereis but two or three Sandy Bayes,bur 
berwixc that and Cape /ames very many: eſpecially the Coaſt of the Maſſachn- 
fets is ſo indifferently mixed with high Clay or Sandy clifts in one place, and the 
eraQs of large long ledges of diuers ſorts, and Quaries of ſtones in other pla- 
ces, ſo ſtrangely Srvided with tin&ured veines of divers colours : as Free-ſtone ' 
for building, Slate tor tyling, ſmooth ſtone to make Furnaſles and Forges for 
Glaſle and Iron, and Iron Ore ſufticieat conueniently ro melt in them ; burche 
moſt part ſoreſembleth the Coaſt of Dewor/hire, I thinke moſt of the clitcs would 
make ſuch Lime-ſtone : if chey bee nor of theſe qualiries, they are fo like they 
may decqcue a better iudgement then mine: all which are ſo neere adioyning ro 
thoſe other aduantages f obſerued in theſe parts, that if the Ore proucas good 
Iron and Steele in thoſe parts as | know it is within che bounds of the Coun» 
trey, I dare ingage my head ( hauing but men $kiltull ro worke the Simples 
there growing ) to haueall things belonging ro the building and rigging of 
ſhips of afy proportion and good Merchandiſe for their fraught, within aſquare 
of ren or foureteene leagues, and it were no hard matter to proue it within aleſſe 
limication, | 
And furcly by reaſon of choſe ſandy clifrs, and clifrs of rocks, both which we Aa proateofan 
ſaw ſo planted with Gardens and Corne fields,and fo well inhabited with a good- excelkat clime; 
ly, ſtrong, and well proportionea people, belides the greatneſle of the Timber 
growing on them, the greatneſle of the Fiſh, and the moderate remper of the aire 
(for of hue and forty not a man was ficke, but rwo that were many yeares diſcaſed 
before they went, notwithſtanding our bad lodging and accidenrall diet) who 
| can but approuc chis a moſt excellent place, both for health and fertilicie : and of all 
the foure parts of the world I hauc yer ſeenenot inhabiced, could I haue buc means 
to tranſporta Colony, I would rather J1ue herethen any where, and if icdid noc 
| maintaine it ſelfe, were we but once inditferently well ficted, lervs ſtarue. 

The maineſtaple from hence to bee excratted tor the: preſent, to produce the Staple Cummo- 
reft, is Fiſh, which howbeir may ſeeme a meanc and a baſe Commodine z yet who tics preſear, 
will but truly cake the paines and conſider the ſequel, | thinke will allow 
| it well worth the labour. Iris ſtrange to ſee, what great aduentures the hopes 
| of ſetting forth men of warre to rob the induſtrious innocent would procure, 
| or ſuch maſſic promiſes in grotle, though more are choaked chen well ted with 
| ſuch haftie hopes, Butwhodoth nor know that the poore Hollenders chiciely Obſcruations of 
: by fiſhing at a great charge and labour 1n all weathers in the open Sea, arc made the Hollanlary | 

2 people ſo hardy and induſtrious, and by the venting this poore Commoditie 
| to the Eafterlings for as meane, which is Wood, Flax, Pitch, Tarre, Rozen, 
J Cordage, and ſuch like z which they exchange againeto the French, Spaniards, 
Portngals,and Engliſh, &c. for what they wane, are made ſo mighty, trong, 

and rich, as no ſtate but Venice of ewice their magnicude is ſo well furniſhed, 
t with ſo many faire Cicics, goodly Townes, ſtrong Fortreſſes, and that abun- 
| dance of ſhipping, and all ſorts of Merchandize, as well of Gold, Siluer, 
. IF Pearles, Diamonds, pretious Stones, Silkes, Veluers, and Cloth of Gold as 
| IF Fiſh, Pitch, Wood, or ſuch grolſe Commodities ? What voiages and diſcoueries, 
; Eaſt and Weſt , North and South, yea about the world, make they 2 Whar an 
1 Army by Scaand Land haue they long maintained, in deſpight of one of che 
greateſt Princes of the world, and neucr could the Spaniard with all his Mines 
| of Gold and Siluer, pay his debts, his friends, and Army , halie fo truly as 
| the Hellanders ſtill have done by this contemprtible Trade of Fiſh. Diuers (I 
know ) may alleage many other aſiiſtances 3 ” this 3s the chicfeſt Mine, ws 
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the Sea the ſource of thoſe filuer ſtreames of all their vertue, which hath made 
them. How the very miracle of induſtry, the onely parerne of pericetion for 
theſe affaires:: andthe bencfir of fiſhing is that Primzzwm Hobile that rurnes all 
cheir ſpheares to this height, of plencie, ſtrength, henor, and excceding great 
admiration, Fo 

Herring, Cod, and Ling, isthat triplicitie, that makes their wealth and ſhip. 
pings multiplicitic ſuch as ir is: and from which ( few would thinkeit)) they 
ſhoulddraw ſo many millions yeerely as they doe, as more 1n particular in the 
trials of New England you may ſee; and fuch an incredible number of ſhips, 
that breeds them ſo many Sailers, Mariners, Souldiers, and Merchants, neuerto 
be wroughr out of that Trade, and fit for any other. | wil} not deny but others 
may gaine as well as they that will vc ir, though norſs certainly, norfo much in 
quanrcitie, for want of experiefice: and .this Herring they cake vpon the Coaſt of 
England and Scotland, their Codand Ling vpon the Coaſt of /[zelaxd, and in the 
North ſeas, if wee conſider what gaines the Hambeurgans, the Pickivners, and 
French make by fiſhing znay,burt how many thouſands this hftic or lixty yeercs 
haue beenc maintained by New found land, where they take nothing bur ſmall. 
Cod, whereof the greateſt they make Cor-hith, and thereſt is harddried, which 
we call Poorc-lohn, would amaze a man with wonder. It then from all thoſe 
parts ſuch paines is taken for this poore gaines of Fiſh, eſpecially by che Hellas- 
ders, that hath bur little of their owne, for building of ſhips and ferring them to 
ſea ; burar the ſecond, third, fourth, or fifc hand, drawne from ſo many parts 
of the world cre they come together to be vſed in thoſe voiages : If rheſe( I fay ) 


, can gane, why ſhould we more doubt then they ; bur doc much tetter, chat may 


hauc moſt of all choſe things at our doores for taking and making, and here are 
no hard Landlordsto racke vs with high rents, orexcorting fines, nor tedious 
pleas in Law to conſume vs with their many yecres diſputation for Juftice ; no 
mulcitudes to occaſion ſuch impediments to good orders as in popular States ; 
ſo frecly hach God and his Maieſtie beſtowed thoſe bleflings, on them will at- 
tempt to obtaine chem, as here euery man may be maſter of his owne labour and 
land, or thegreateſt part (if his Maieſtics royall meaning benot abuſed ) andif he 
baucnothing bur his hands, he may ſet vp his Trade ; and by induftry quickly 
grow rich, ſpending bur halfe that eime well, which in England we abuſe in idlc- 
neſlc, worſe, or as all, Hereis ground as good as any licth in che hejght of forty 
one, forty two, forty three, &c,which is as temperate, and as fruicfull as any other 
parallel inthe world, 

Asfor example, on this {ide the line, Weft of it in the Sourh Sea, is Vona AL 
bion, diſcovered as 1s faid by Sir Francis Drake : Eaſt from icis the moſt temperate 
part of Portugali, the ancient Kingdomes of Galizia, Biky, Nauarre, Aragen, 
Cattilonia,Caftillia the oId,and the moſt moderareſt of Cafti/lia rhe new, & Yalers 
tia, which is the greateſt partof Spaine z whichif the Hiſtories be true, in the Ro» 
4»; time abounded no lefſe with gold & filuer Mines, then now the Fef- Indies, 
the Romans then viing the Spaniards to worke in thoſe Mines, as now the Spari- 
ards doe the Indians. In France the Provinces of Gaſcony, Langadeche, Amiga 
won, Prouince, Dolphine, Pyamort, and Twryne, are in the ſame parallel, which 
arethebeſt and richeſt parts of Fravce. In Jraly the Prouinces of Genna, Lum 
bardy, and Verona, with a great part of the moſt famous ſtate of Venice, the Dukes 
domes of Bononia, Mantna, Ferrara, Ranenna, Bologna, Florence, Piſa, Stemua, 
Urbine, Ancona, and the ancient Citic and Countrey of Rowe, with a great part 
of theKingdome of Naples. In Slanonia, Itria, and Dalmatia, with the King- 
domes of Albania, In Grecia thoſe famous Kingdomes of Xacedenia, Bullulga- 
ria, Theſſalia, Thracia, or Romania, Where 1s ſeated the moſt pleaſant and plenci- 
full Citic in Zwrepe, Conflantinople, | 
 IneFfainthe ſame latitude, arethe remperarteſt parts of Nato/ia, Armenia, 
Perſia, 
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Perf6a, and China, beſides divers other large Countries and Kingdomes in thoſe 
moſt milde 'and temperate Regions of Aja, Southward in theſame height is the 
richeſt of Gold Mines, Chily, and Baldinia, and the mouth of the great Riuer of 
Plate, &c. for all the reſt of the world in that height is yet vaknowne, Beſides 
theſe reaſons, mine o wne cics that haue ſeenea great partof choſe Cities and their 
Kingdomes( as well as it) can findeno aduantage they haue in Nature but this, 
they are beautified by the long labour and diligence of induſtrious people and 
art 3 This js onely as God made it when hee created the world.: Therefore I 
conclude, if the hearr and intrailes of thoſe Regions were ſoughr, if cheir 
Land were culcured, planted, and manured by men of induſtry, itudgement, and 
experience z what hope is there, or what need they doubt, having the aduan- 
eages of the Sea, bur it might equalize any of theſe famous Kingdomes in all 
commodities,plcaſures, and conditions,ſfeeing euen the very hedges doe natural- 
ly affoord vs ſuch plentie, as no ſhip need recturne away emprie, and onely yſe 
but che ſeaſon of che Sca, Fiſh will recurr.c an honeſt gaine,belides all other advan 
rages, her treaſures hauing yerneuer beene opened, nor her originals waſted,con- 
ſumed, nor abuſed. | 

And whereas it 1s ſaid the Hol/anders ſerue the Eaſterlings themſclues, and 
other parts that want wich Herring, Ling, and wet Cod: The Eaſterlings, a grear 
part of Exrope, with Sturgion and Cauiare, as the BlackeSea doth Grecia, Pode- 
tia, Sagonia, Natolia, and the Hellefport, Cape Blanke, Spaine, Portygall, and 
the L-4ant, with Mulit and Puttargo. New fonrd land, the moſt part of the chicfe 
Southerne Ports in Exrope. with a thin Poore-lohn, which hath beene fo long, 
ſo much ouer-laicd with Fiſhers, as the bſhing decaieth, ſo that many oft times 
are conſtrained to returne wich a ſmall fraught. Norway and Poland affoords 
Pitch and Tarre, Maſts and Yards. Sweathland and Ruſſia, Tron and Ropes. 
Franc: and Sparze, Canuaſe, Wine, Steele, Iron, and Oile, /raly and Greece, 
Silkes and Fruics, I dare boldly fay, becauſe T have fecne naturallyggrowing or 
breeding in thoſe parts, the ſame materials rhar all cheſeare madeof, they may 
as well bee had here, or the moſt parc of them within the diſtance of ſeuentie 
leagues for ſome few ages, as from all thoſe parts, viing buc the ſame meanes to 
havethem that they doe ; but ſurely im 7rgenia, their moſtcender and daintieſt 
fruits or commodities, would be as perfit as theirs, by reaſon of the heat, if noc 
in New England, and with all thoſe aduantages. 

Firſt, the ground is ſo fertill, thar queltionlelle it is capable of producing any 
Graine, Fruits, or Seeds, you will ſow or plant, growing in the Regions atore- 
named : Bur it may be notto that perfeion of delicacy, becauſe che Summer 
is not ſo hot, and the Winter is more cold in thoſe parcs we haue yet tried neere 
the Sea ide, then wee finde in the ſame height in Exrope or Aſia: yer I made a 
Garden vpon the top of a Rocky Ilein threeand forty degrees and an halfe, foure 
leagues from che maine in May, that grew ſo well, as it ferued vs for Sallers in 
Juncand Iuly, All forrs of Cartle may here be bred and fed in che lles or Penin- 
fulaes {ecurely for nothing. Inthe /nterims, till chey increaſe (if need be) obſer- 
uing the ſeaſons, I durſtyndertake to haue Corne enough from the Saluages for 
three hundred men, for a few tnfles ; and it they ſhould bevntowards, as it is moſt 
certaine they will, chirtie or fortie good men will be ſufficient to bring them all 
in ſubie&tion, and makethis proviſion, it they vnderftand whar to doe z two 
hundred whereof may eightor nine monethsin the yeere be imploied in helping 
cheFiſher-men, ill the ref prouide other necetlaries, fic to furniſh vs with other 
Commodiries, 

In March, Aprill, May, and halfe Tune, heere is Cod in abundance; In May, 
Tane, Tuly, and Auguſt, Mullit and Sturgion, whoſe Roes doe make Cauiareand 
Purtargo 3 Herring, if any delirethem : I haue taken many out of the bellies of 
Cods, ſome 1n nets ; bur the Saluages compare the ſtore in the Sea with the haires 
of their heads : and ſurely there are an incredible abundance vpon this Coaft. 
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The ſeaſons and facilitie for Trade and Plantations. Lib.s. 
In the end of Auguſt, September, Otober, and Nouember, you may have Cod 


. againeto make Core-fiſh or Poore-lohn : Hake you may haue when the Cod 


faiies in Summer, it you will ſhin the night, which is better then Cod. Now 
each hundred you take here, is as good as two or three hundred in New found 
Land ſo that halfechelabour in hooking, ſplitting and touring, is faued: And 
you may hauc your fiſh at what market you wall, bcfore they haue any in New 
found land, where their fiſhing is chietely bur in Iunc and Tuly, where it is herein 
March, Aprill, May, September, Otober and Nouember, as 15 ſaid ; ſo that by 
rcaſon of this Plantation, the Mcrchants may haue their traughr both our and 
home, which yeclds an aduancage worth conſideration. Your Core-fiſh you 
may 1n like manner tranſport as you ſee cauſe, to ſerue the Ports in Portzgall, as 
Libone, Aucra, PortaPort, and diuers others, { or what market you pleaſe) be. 
foreyour [landers returne, They being tied ro the ſeaſon in the open Sea, and 
you hauing a double ſeaſon, and filhing before your doores, may cuery night ſleep 
quietly aſhore with good cheere, and what fires you will, or when you pleaſc 
wich your wiues and tamily : they onely and their ſhips in the maine Ocean, that 
muſt carie and containe allthey vſe, bclides their fraught, The Mullits here are 
in that abundance, you may take them with ners ſometimes by hundreds, where 
at Cape Blake they hookechem z yer choſe are but a foot and a halfe in length; 
thelerwo, three, or foure, as oft 1 haue meaſured, which makes me ſuſpett they 
areſome other kinde of fiſh, though they ſeeme the ſame, both in faſhion and 
goodnefle, Much Salmon ſome haue found vp the Riuers asthey haue patled, 
and here the aire is ſo temperace, as all cheſe at any time may be preſerued, Now, 
young Boics and Girles Saluages, or any other bee they neuer ſuch idlers, may 
turns, carie or returne a fiſh, without either ſhame or any grear paine : Heis very 
idle that 1s paſt rwelue yeeres of ageand.cannot doe ſo much, 2nd ſhe is very old 
that cannot ſpin athreed to make Engins co catch a fiſh, 

For their granſporration, the ſhips thar goe there co fiſh may cranſport the ſult; 
who for their pailage will ſpare the charge of double manning their ſhips, which 
they muſt doin New found /axd to ger their fraughtzbur one third part of that come 
pany are onely properto ſcruea ſtage, carie a Barrow, and turne Poore-lohn ; not- 
withſtanding, they muſt hauc mear, drinke, clothes, & paſſage ſo well as che reſt, 
Now all t delire is but this, That choſe chat voluntarily will ſend ſhipping,ſhould 
make here the beſt choice they can, or accept ſuch as ſhall bee preſented chem to 
ſeruechem ac that rate : and their ſhips returning leaue ſuch wich me, with che 
value of that they ſhould receiue comming home, in ſuch prouiſions and neceſ- 
{arictooles, armes, bedding, apparell, falr, ners, hookes, lines, and ſuchlike, as 
they ſpare of the remainings z who cill the nexr recurne may keepe their Boars, 
and doe them many other profitable oftices. Prouidcd, | haucmen of abilitic co 
teach them their funQtions, and acompany fit for Souldiers to beready vpon any 
occaſion, becauſe of the abuſes that haue beene offered che-poare Saluages, and 
the libertie chat both French and Engliſh, or any chat will, haue co deale with 
rhem as they pleaſe ; whoſe diſorders will be hard to reforme, and the longer the 
worſe : Now ſuch order with facilitie might be caken, with eutery Port, Towne, 
or Ciric, wich frce power to conuert the benehic of cheir fraughts ro what aduan- 
rage they pleaſe, and increaſe their numbers as they ſce occaſion, who eueras they 
arcablcto ſubſiſt of themſclues, may begin the new Townes in New England, 
in memory of their old: which freedome being confined bur to the neceſſicic of 
the generall good, the euent (with Gods helpe) might produce an honeſt, a no+ 
ble, and a profitable emulation, 

Salt vpon Salt may atſuredly be made, if not at the fuſt in ponds, yer till they 
be prouided this may be vſcd : chen the ſhips may cranſport Kine, Horſe, Goats, 
courſe Cloth, and ſuch Commodities as we want ;z by whoſe arriuall may be made 
thar prouifion of fiſh ro fraught the ſhips char they ſtay nor z and then if che Sat- 
bers goc for wages it matters nor, it 1s hard if chis returne defray not the a : 

uc 
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buc care muſt be had they arriue in the Spring, orelſe chat prouifion be made for 
chem againſt winter. Of cercainered berries called Kermes, which is worth cen 
amet: pleas pound, bur of cheſe hauc beene ſold for thircy or forty ſhillings the 
pound, may ycercly be garhercd a good quantity. Ot the Muskrat may be well 
raiſed gaines worth their labour, that will endeuour to make triall of their good- 
nelſe, O: Beuers, Otcers and Martins, blacke Foxes, and Furrcs of price, may 
yecrely be had (1x or ſeuen thouſand, and if che crade of che French were preuen- 


red, many more: 25000.this yeere were brought from thoſe northerne parts 1nto- 


France, of which trade we may haue as good part as the French if we take good 
courſes, Of Mines of Gold and Siluer, Copper, and probabilicics of Lead, Cry- 
{tall and Allum, I could ſay much if relations were good atſurances ; ic is crue in- 
deed, I made many trialls according co theinſtruftions I had, which doth per- 
ſwade mc I need nor defpaire but that there are merals in the Country : but 1am 
no Alcumift, nor will promiſe more chen | know : which is, who will vadertake 
thereAifyingofan iron Forge, ifthoſe thac buy mear and drinke, coles, ore, and 
all neceſlarics at a deare rate, gaine, where all cheſerhingy are to be had for raking 
vp, 1n my opinion cannot loſe, 

Of woods, ſeeing there is ſuch plenty of all ſorts, if thoſe chat build ſhips and 
boats, buy wood at fo great aprice, as it is in Eng/ard, Spaine, France and Hol- 
land, and all other prouiſions tor thenouriſhmenc of mans life, liue well by their 
rradez when labouris all required to rake theſe necefſaries without any other tax, 
what hazard will be here buc to doe much better, and what commodity in Eu- 
rope doch more decay then wood ? for the goodnetle of che ground, let vs take ic 
fercill or barren, or asir is, ſceing iris cerraine it beares fruics roflouriſh and feed 
man & beaſt as well as Eng/and,and the Sea thoſe ſeuerall forts of fiſhes I haue re- 
laced:thus ſeeing all good things for mans ſuſtenancemay with this facility bechad 
by a little extraordinary labour, till that tranſported be increaſed, & all necetlarics 
for ſhipping onely tor labour, ro which may added rhe affiſtance of the Saluages 
which may calily be had, it chey bediſcrectly handledin cheir kinds, cowards fhiſh- 
ing, planting, and deſtroying woods, what gaines might be raiſed if this were 
followed (when there is bur once men to hill your ſtore houſes dwelling there, you 
may ſcrue all Europe berterand farre cheaper chen can che land Fiſhers, or the 
Hollianders, Cape-blanke, or Newfonnd land, who muſt be at much more charge 
then you) may cafily be conieRaured by this example, 

Two thouſand will fic out a ſhip of 200.cunncs,& one of 100. tuns,if of the dr 
fiſh chey both make fraught, that of 200. and goe for Spaire,ſell ic but ar ren ſhil- 
lings a quincall, buc commonly ir giues fifceene or twenty, eſpecially when ir 
commeth firſt, which amounts to 3, or 4090, pound,but ſay but ren, which is the 
loweſt, allowing the reſt for waſte, ic amouncs ar char rare co 2000. which is 
the whole charge of your rwo ſhips and the equipage, then the returne of the mo. 
ny and the fraught of the ſhip for the vintage or any ocher voyage is cleere gaine, 
with your ſhip of one hundred tunnes of traine Oile and Cor-fith, befides the Be- 
ucrs and other commodities, and that you may haue at home within ſix moneths 
if God pleaſe to ſend bur an ordinary paſſage z then ſaving halfe this charge by the 
not ſtaying of your ſhips, your viftuall, oucrplus of men and wages, with her 
fraught thither with necc([aries for the Planters, the Salt being there made, as al- 
ſo may the nets and lines within a ſhort time; if nothing may be expeed bur 
chis, ir mighc in rime equalize your Hollanders gaines, it not exceede them, ha- 
uing their fraughts alwates ready againſtche arriuall of the ſhips, this would ſo 
increaſe our ſhipping and failers, and ſo incourage and imploy a greac part of our 
Idlers and others thac want imployment birting their qualities ar home, where 
they ſhame to doe tharthey would doe abroad, that could they bur once taſtethe 
ſweer fruits of cheir owne labours, doubtletſe many thouſands would be aduiſed 


by good diſciplineto take more pleaſure in honeſt induſtry, then jn cheir humors 
of ditlolure 1dlencfle, | 


But 
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But to returne a little more to the particulars of this Countrey, which I in- 
termipgle thus with my proieQts and: reaſons, nor being ſo ſufficiently yer ac- 
quainted in thoſe parts, to write fully the'eſtate of the Sea, the Aire, the Land, 
the Fruits, their Rocks, the People, the Gouernment, Religion, Terricories, Li- 
murations, Friends and Foes : But as I gathered from their niggardly relations in 
a broken language, during the time I ranged thoſe Countries, &c. the moit Nor- 
cherne part I was at, was the Bay of Pennobſcor, which is Eaſt and Weſt, Norch 
and South, more then ten leagues : but ſuch were my occaſions, | was conſtrai- 
ned co be ſatished of them I tound in the Bay, thar the Riuer ranne farre vp into 
tke Land, and was well inhabited with many people, but they were from cheir 
habitations, either fiſhing amongſt the Iles, or hunting the Lakes and Woods 
for Deere and Beuers : the Bay is full of great les of one, two, (ix or eight miles 
in length, which diuidesit into many faire and excellent good Harbours. On 
the Ealt of it are the Tarrentines, their mortall encmics , where inhabit the 
Frenchzas they report,that liue with thoſe people as one Nation or Family : And 
Northweſt of Pennobſcot is Mecaddacut,at the toot ofa high Mountaine, a kinde 
of fortrelle againſt the Tarrentines, adioyning to the high Mountaines of Per- 
»obſcot, againſt whoſe feet doth beatthe Sea z but ouer allthe Land, Iles, or other 
impediments, you may well ſee them fourerccne or eighteene leagues from their 
{ituation, Segocket is the next, then Nuckoncus, Pemmaguid, a1:d Sagadaheck : 
vp this River, where was the Weſterne Plantation , are Anumonghcawgen, Kinne- 
beke, and divers others, whereare planted ſeme Corne fields, Along this River 
thircie or fortie miles, I ſaw nothing bur great high clifts of barren Rocks ouer- 
growne with Wood, but where the Saluages dwell there the ground is excellenc 
{alt, and fertill. Weſtward of this River 1s the Country of Axcoci/co, in the bor- 
rome of a large deepe Bay, full of many great Iles, which diuides it inco many 
good Harbours. Sawocotxch is the next, in the edge of a large Sandy Bay, 
which hath many Rockes andlles, but few good Harbours, but for Barkes I 
yetknow z bur all this Coaſt to Pexnobſcot , and as farre as I could fee Eaſt- 
ward of itis nothing, but ſuch high craggy clifry Rockes and ſtony Iles, thar I 
wonder ſuch great Trecs could grow vpon ſo hard foundations, It is a Coun- 
erey rather to affright then delight one, and how to deſcribe a more plaine 
ſpeRacle of deſolation, or more barren, I know nor, yer arc thoſe rocky lles ſo 

urniſhed with good Woods, Springs, Fruits, Fiſh and Fowle, and the Sea the 
firangeſtFiſh-pond I ever ſaw, that it makes methinke, though the coaſt be rocky 
ſy as affrightable,the Vallics and Plaines and interior parts may well notwith- 
ſtanding be very fertill. But there is no Country ſo fertill hath not ſome part bar- 
ren,and New-Englaxdis great enoughto makemany Kingdomes and Countries, 
were itall inhabited. As you pafle the coaſt ſtill weſtward, eAccomintices and 
Paſſataqnack are two conuenient Harbours for ſmall Barkes ; and a good Coun- 
try within their craggy clifts. eAsgoar is the next : this place might content a 
right curious iudgement , but there are many ſands at the entrance of the 
Harbour, and the worſt is, itis imbaycd too farre from the deepe Sea here are 
many riſing hils, and on their tops and deſcents aremany corne fields and de- 
lightfull groucs : On che Eaſt is anlle of rwo or chree leagues in length, the one 
halfc plaine mariſh ground, fit for paſture or ſalt Ponds, with many faire high 
groues of Mulbery trees and Gardens ; there is alſo Okes, Pines, Walnuts, and 
other wood to make this place an excellent habication, being a good and ſafe 
Harbour, | 

Naiemkeck, though it be more rocky ground, for Avgsan is ſandy, not much 
inferiour neither for the harbour, norany thing I could perceiue but the multi- 
tude gf people: from hence doth ftretch into the Sea the faire headland Tragabig- 
2.4144, now called Cape An, fronted with the three Iles wee called the three 
Turkes heads ; to thenorth of this doth enter agrear Bay, where we found ſome 
habications and Corne fields, they report a faire Riuer and ar leaſt 30. habirati- 
ons

ons doth poſlefle this -Country, But becauſe the French had got their 


trade, I had ng leiſure to diſcouer it: the Iles of MMattahmnis are on the weſt 
ſide of this Bay, where are many Iles and ſome Rocks that appeare.'a greac 
height aboucthe water like the Pyramides in Zgypr, and amongft chem many 
good Harbours, and then the country ofthe /aſfachwſits; which 1s the Paradice 
ot all choſe parts, for here are many Iles planted with Corne, Groues, Mulberies, 
ſaluage Gardens and good Harbours, the Coaſt is for the moſt part high clayie 
ſandy clitrs, the {ea Coaſt as you palle ſhewes you all along large Corne ficlds,and 
great troupes of well proportioned people : bur the French hauing remained 
here neere [1x weekes, left nothing for vsto take occaſion toexamine the Inhabi- 
rantsrelations, viz. 1t there bethree thouſand people vpon thoſe Iles, and that 
the River doth pierce many dates iourncy the entrailes of that Country: we found 
the people in thoſe parts very kinde, but in their fury noletle valiant, for ypon-a 
quarrell we fought with forty orfifry of them, till chey had ſpent all their Ar- 
rowes, and then we tooke [1x or ſeuen of their Canowes, which towards the cuc- 
ning they ranſomed for Beuer skinnes, and at ,Y#uonabaſit falling our there bur 
with one of them, he with three others crotled the Harbour in a Canow to cer- 
taincrockes whereby wee muſt paſle, and there let flie their Arrowes for our 
ſhor, till we were out of danger, yer one of chem was {laine, and another ſhoc 
through his thigh. 

Then cotue you to Accomacke an excellent good Harbour, good land, and no 
want of any thing burinduſtrious people : afrer much kindnetfe, wee fought alſo 
wich them, though ſome were hurr,ſome ſlaine, yer within an houre after they be- 
came friends, Cape Cod is the next preſents it ſelfe, which is onely a hcadland 
of high hils, ouer-growne with ſhrubby Pines, hurts and ſuch craſh, but an excel- 
Jant harbour for all wearthers, This Cape 1s made by the maine Sea on the one 
fide, and a great Bay on the other in formt of a Sickell, on ic doth inhabit the 
people of Pawmer, and in the botrome of the. Bay them of Chawnm : rowards 


ai 
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the South and Sourh-weſt of this Cape, is tound a Jong and dangerous ſhoule of = 


rocks and ſand, but fo farre as I incercled ir, I found thirty fachome water and a 
ſtrong curranr, which makes mee thinke there is a chanell abour this Shoule, 
where 1s the beſt and greateſt fiſh to be had winter and ſummer in allthe Coun- 
try ; but the Saluages fay there 1s no Chanell, butchar the Shoales beginne from 
the maine ar Pawmet to the Ile of Nawſet, and ſo extends beyond their know- 
ledge intothe Sea. The nextto this is Capawacke, and thoſe abounding Coun- 
tries of Copper, Corne, People and Mineralls, which I went to diſcover this 
Jaſt yeere, but becauſe I mifcarried by che way I will leaue chem till God pleaſe [ 
haue becter acquaintance with them. | 
| The Maſſachuſers they report ſometimes have warres with the Baſhabes of 
Pennobſcor, & are not alwaies friends withthem of { hawwwmand their alliance;buc 
now they are all friends, and hate each trade with other ſofarre as they haue ſoci- 
ety on cach others frontiers, for they make no ſuch voyages as from Pennobſcot to 
Cape Cod ſeldome to Maſſacyſer, In the North as | haue ſaid they haue begun to 
plant Corne, whereof the ſouth parc hath ſuch plenty as they have what they 
will from them of the North, and in the Winter much-more plentyrof fiſh and 
fowle,but both Winter & Summer hath it in onepart or other all theyeere,bein 
the meane and moſt indifferent temper berwixt hear and cold, of all the Regions 
betwixt the Line and the Pole, but rhe Furs Northward are much berter, and in 
much more plenty then Sourhward, | 4 Fils # Howl 
The remarkableſt [les and Mountaines for land Markes are theſe : the higheſt 
He is Sorico in the Bay of Pennobſcot, but the three les, and the Iles of Matinack 
are much furtherin the Sea : Merynacrs is alſo three plaine[les, bur many grear 
Rocks : Monahigar is a round high Ile, and cloſe by it Afonanis, berwixt which 
3s aſmall Harbour wherewerid ; in Damerils Iles is fach another, Sagadabecke 
is knowne by Sarquw,and foure or fine Hesinchejr mouth. $ichs Iles are a heaps 
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gether, noneneere them againſt Accomintycu : the three Turkes heads, arethree 


Hes, ſcene farre to Sea-ward in regard of the Head-land, The chiefe Head-lands, 
are onely Cape Tragabigzanda, and' Cape Cod, now called Cape lamer, and 
Cape Anne. | 

The chicfe Mountaines, them of Pernebſcor , the ewinkling Mouncaine of 

Acociſco, the great Mountaine of Saſſanow, and the high Mountaine of Maſſachs- 
ſer. Each of which ou ſhall finde in the Map, their places, forme, and alritudes. 
The waters are moſt pure, proceeding from the intrailes of rocky Mountaines: 
che Herbs and Fruits are of many ſorts and kinds, as Alkermes, Currans, Maulbe- 
ries, Vines, Reſpiſcs, Gooſeberies, Plums, Wall-nuts, Chetlc-nuts, Small-nurs, 
Pumpions, Gourds, Strawberies, Beanes, Peaſe, and Maize za kinde or two of 
Flax, wherewith chey make Nets, Lines, and Ropes, boch ſmall and great, very 
ſtrong for their quanniries, 

Oakeis the chicfe wood, of which there is great difference, in regard of the 
ſoyle where it groweth, Firre, Pine, Wall-nut, Chetſe-nut, Birch, Aſh, Elme, 
Cipris, Cedar, Malbery, Plum tree, Hazell, Saxetras, ard many other ſorts. 

Eagles, Grips, divers ſortsof Hawkes, Craines, Geeſe, Brants, Cormorants, 
Ducks, Cranes, Swannes, Sheldrakes, Teale, Meawes, Gulls, Turkies, Diuc- 
doppers, and many other ſorts whoſe names I know nor. 

W hales, Grompus, Porkpiſces, Turbur, Sturgion, Cod, Hake, Haddocke, 
Cole, Cuske or ſmall Ling, Sharke, Mackarell, Herring, Mullit, Baſe, Pinnacks, 
Cunners, Pcarch, Ecles, Crabs, Lobſters, Muſtels, Wilks, Oiſters, Clamps, Peri- 
winkels, and diuersothers, &c., 

Moog, a beaſt bigger chan a Stag, Deare red and fallow, Betfers, Wolues, 
Foxes both blacke and other, Arougbcunds, wilde Cats, Bceares, Orters, Mar- 
tins, Firches, Muſquaſſus, and divers other forts of Vermin whoſe names] know 
not : all theſc ard divers other good things doe here for want of vſc ſtill increaſe 
and decreaſewith little diminution, whereby they grow to that abundance, you 
ſhall ſcarce fande any bay, ſhallow ſhore or Coue of ſand, where you may not take 
many clamps or Lobſters, or both at your pleaſure, and in many places load your 
Boat if you pleaſc, nor Iles where you finde not Fruits, Birds, Crabs, and Mu- 
ſels, or allof chem for taking at a low water Cod, Cuske, Hollibut, Scate, 
Turbur, Mackarell, or ſach like are raken plennifully in divers ſandy Bayes, flore 
of Mullit, Baſes, and diuers other ſorts of fuch excellent fiſh as many as their Net 
can hold : no River where there is not plenty of Sturgion, or Salmon, or both, all 
which areto be had in abundanceobſeruing burtheir ſeaſons: bur it a man will 
gocat Chriſtmas to gather Cherries in Kent,though there be plenty in Summer, 
he may bedecciued ; fo here theſe plenties haue each their ſcaſons, as I] haue ex- 
preſſed ; we for the moſt part had little bur bread and Vinegar, and though the 
moſt part of luly when the fiſhing decaycd, they wrought all day, lay abroad in 
che Iles all night, and lived on what they found, yer were nor ficke : But I would 
wiſh none long puchimſelfe to ſuch plunges, except neceſſicy conſtraine ic: yec 
worthy is that perſon to ſtarue thar here cannot liue if he haue ſenſe, ſtrengch and 
health, for there is no ſuch penury of theſe bleſſings in any place but that one 
hundred men may in twoor three houres make their prouiſions for a day, and he 
that hath experience to manage theſe affaires, with forty or thirty Honeſt indu- 

ftrious men, might well vndertake (if they dwell in theſe parts) to ſubieR the 
Saluapes, and feed daily two or threehundred men, with as good Corne, Fiſh, 
and Fleſh as the earth hath of thoſe kinds, and yer make that labour bur their 
plcaſure:prouided that they haue Engines that be proper for their purpoſes. Who 
can defire morc content that hath ſmall meanes, or but onely his merit to ad- 
uance his fortunes, then to tread and plant that ground he hath purchaſed by 
the hazard of his life z if hee haue but the taſte of vertue and magnanimity, 
what ro ſuch a minde can bee more pleaſant then planting and building a 
foundation for his poſterity, got from the rude earth by Gods bleſſing and his 
e 1 | owne 
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owne induftry without preiudice toany , if hee haue any graine /of faith or 
zcale in Religion, what can he doclelle hurcfull co any;or more dpreeabletoGod, 
then to ſeeke ro conuert thoſe poore Saluages: tro know Chriſt und' human 
ty , whoſe labours with diſcretion will criple require thy charge and painez 
whar- fo traly ſures with. honour and honeſty, as' the diſcouering things vn- 
knowne, erctting Townes, peopling Countries, informing the 1gnorane, re- 
forming things vniuſt, ceaching vertue- and gaine to'6ur natiue mother Coun- 
try 3a Kingdome co attend her, finde imploimenr'tor thoſe that are idle, be- 
cauſe rhey know not what to doe : ſo farre from wronging any, as to cauſe po- 
Kericy co remember thee, and remembring chee, eucr honour that remembrance 
with praiſe. Conſiderwhar were che beginnings-and endings of the Monar-= 
chies of che Chaldeans, the Syrians, the Grecians and Romans, but this one 
rule z what was it taty would not doe for the good of cheir common weale, 
or their mother Ciry? For example = Rowe, what made her fuch 'a- Monar« 
chefle, bur onely the aduencures of her youth, not in riots at home, but in 
darigers abroad, andthe iuftice and judgemenr\our: of their expericrtices when 
they grew aged; what was their ruine and hurc but this, the excciſe of idle 
neſle, the fondneile of parents, 'thewanr of experience in 'Maicſtrates, the ad- 
miration of their vndeſcrued homours, the contermpt of true merit, their vniuſt 
zealoufies, their politike incredulities, their hypocriticallſeeming/goodnetſe and 
their deeds of ſecrer lewdnetle ; finally in tine, growing onely tormall tempo- 
rifts, all that cheir Predeceſſors gotin'many yeercs they loſt in a few daies : thoſe 
by their paines and vertues becameLords of the world, they by their caſe and 
vices became flaues ro rheir ſeruants ; this is che difference berwixt the viſe of 
armesinche ficld, and on the monuments of ſtones, the golden age and the lea- 
den age, proſperity and mifery, miftice and corruption, ſubſtance and ſha- 
dowes, words and dceds, expericnce and imagination , making common, 
weales, and marring common weales, the truirs of vertue, and the concluſions 
of vice.. : 

Then who would line at home idly, or thinkein kimſelte any worth to liue, 
onely to eat, drinke and ſ}cepe, and fo dic; or by conſuming that carelcſly, his 
friends got worchily, or by vſing that miſerably char maincained vercue honeſtly, 
or for being deſcended nobly, and pine with the vaine vaunc of great kindred 
in penury, or to maintaineafſilly ſhew of brauery, toile out thy heart, ſoule and 
time baſelyz by ſhifts, tricks, Cards and Dice, or by relating newes of other 
mens -aQions , ſharke here. and. there for a dinner or ſupper , deceiue thy 
friends by faire promiſes and diſſimulation?, in borrowing where chou ne- 
ucr meaueſt to pay,offend the Lawes, ſurfer with excefle, burthen thy Countrie, 
abuſe thy ſelfe,deſpaire in want, and then couſenthy Kmdred,yea cuen thy owne 
brother, and wiſh thy Parents death (1 will not ſay damnation) to haue their 
eſtates, though chou ſeeſt what honours and rewards the world yet hath for them, 
chat wall { che them and worthilydeferuc chem. 

I would bee ſorry to offend , or that any ſhould miftake my honeſt mea- 
ning ; for I wiſh good toall, hurtro none: bur rich men for the moſtparr are 
growneto that dotage through their pride in their wealth, as though chere were 
no accident could end it or their lite, 

And what helliſh care doe ſuch take to make it their owne miſery and 
their Countries ſpoile, eſpecially when there is moſt need of cheir implot- 
ment , 'drawing by all manner of inuentions from the Prince and his ho- 
neſt Subicas, cuen the vitall ſpirits of their powers and eſtates : as if their 
baggs or brags were ſo powerfull a defence, che malicious could nor af- 
fault them , when they arc the onely bait to cauſe vs not onely to bee aſ- 
ſaulted, but betrayed and murthered un our owne ſecurity cre wee will per-

The Romans eftate bath beene worſeo;then this , for the meere .coue- 
touſneſicand extortion of a few of them ſowwucd the reft, that not having any 
aumploiment but contemplation, cheir great iudgements grew to ſo great malice, 
as themſclues were ſufficienc to deſtroy themſclues by faQtion z let this maue you 
toimbrace imployment, for thoſe whoſe educations, ſpirits and wdgements 
wane bur your purſes, not only to preuent ſuch accuſtomed dangers, bur alſo to 
gaine morethereby then you have z and you fathers that are enher ſo foolifhly 
fond,or ſo miſerably couctous,or ſo wilfully ignorant,or ſo negligently carcletle, 
as that you will rather maintaine your children in idle wantonnefle til they 
grow your maſters, or become ſo baſely vnkinde thac they wiſh nochyng:bur

leaue them chere, bur liue with them there : I will not ſay but by ill prouiding 
and vndue managing , ſuch: courſes may bee raken may make vs miſerable 
enough: but if I may haue che execution of what I haue proieRed, if they

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want to car, let them eat or neuer diſgeſt mee; IfT performe what I ſay, I dence 
bur that reward our of the gaines may ſure my paines, quality and condition, 
and it ] abuſe you with my tongue, take my head for fatisfattion,, If any dillike 
at the yeeres end, defraying their charge, by my conſent they ſhould freely re- 
turne [ feare clot wantof company ſufficient, wereic bur knowne what I know

Thus though all men be not fiſhers, yer all men whatſocuer may in other mat- 
ecrsdoeas well, forneceſlity doth in theſe caſes ſorule a common wealth, and 
cach intheir ſcuerall fun&ions, as cheirlabours in their qualities may be as proft- 
table becauſe thereis a neceſſary mutuall vſe of all. ? 

For Gentlemen, what exerciſe ſhould more delight them then ranging

xell their farherlelle children of thirteene or fourereenc yeeres of age, oryoung 


maricd people chat haue ſmall wealch ro liue on, here by cheir labour may liue ex- 
cecding well, Prouided alivaies, that firſt there be a ſufficient power to command 
them, houſes to receiue them, meanesto defend them, and meet proviſions for 
the,for any place may be ouer-laine ; and it is moſt necetfary co haue a fortrele(erc 
this grow to praQtiſe) and ſufficienc maſters, of all nece(Jaric, mecanicall quali. 
ties, to take ten or twelue of them for Apprentiſes ; the Maſter by this may 
quickly grow rich, theſe may learne their trades themſelues to doe the like, ro a 
enerall and an incredible benefic for King and Countrey, Maſter and Seruant. 
It would be a Hiſtory of a large volume, to recite the aduentures of the Spa- 
miardsand Porturals, their aftroncs anddefears,their dangers and miſeries ; which 
with ſuch incomparable honor, and conſtant reſolution, ſo farre beyond beleete, 
they haue attempted and indured in their diſcoveries and plantations, as may 
well condemne vs of too much imbecillicie,ſlorh,and negligence; yerthe Authors 
of theſe new inuentions were held as ridiculous for a long rime, as noware others 
that doe bur ſceke to imitate their voparalleld vertues, and though we ſce daily 
their mountaines of wealth ( ſprung from the Plants of cheir generous indeuours) 
yeris our ſenſualitic and vntowardnetle ſuch,& ſo grear, that we either ignorantly 
belecue nothing, or ſo curiouſly conteſt, to prevent we know not what future 
euents z that we cither ſonegle&, or opprelle and diſcourage the preſent, as wee 
ſpoile all in the making, crop all in the ye ge ; and, building vpon faire Sand 
rather then vpon rovgh Rocks, iudge chat we know not, goucrne that wee haue 
not, feare that which 1s not zand for tcare ſome ſhould doe too well, force ſuch a- 
gainſt their wils to be idle, or as ill. And who is hee hath judgement, courage, 
and any induſtry or quality with vnderſtanding, will Ieauc his Country, hishopes 
at home, his certaine eftate, his friends, pleaſures, Iibertie, and the prefermenc 
ſweet England doth affoord to all degrees, were it not to aduance his | wrwea by 
aoying th deſerts, whoſe proſperitie once appearing, will encourage others : 
bur it muſt be cheriſhed as achilde, cill ir be able ro goc and vnderſtagd it ſelfe, 
and not corrected nor opprelſed aboue ic ſtrength, ere it know wheWore. A 
childe can neither performe the office nor deeds of aman of ſtrength, nor en- 
dure that afflition he is able: nor can an Apprentiſe atthe firſt performe the part 
of a Mafter, and if twentie yeeres be required ro make « childe a man, ſeuen yeeres 
limited an Apprentiſe for his trade: it ſcarce an age be ſufficient ro make a wiſe 
man a States-man, and commonly a man dies ere he hath learned to be diſcreet ; if 
perfe&tion be ſo hardto be obtained, asof neceſſitiechere muſt be Pratice as well 
as Theoricke : Letnoman then condemne this paradox opinion, to fay that halfe 
feuen yeres is ſcarceſufficient for a good capacitie to learne in theſe affajres how to 
carric himſelfe.

riue ſoile of ſo many chouſands of all ſorts, that elſe by their ſloth, pride, andim- 
perſeRtions, would long ere this haue troubled their neighbours, or haute eaten

- means for more: yet would God haue pleaſed we had ſafely arriucd,l doubted nor 


but to haue performed more then I promiſed, and that many thouſands ere this 
would hauchin there ere now. The maine afliftance nex: God I had to this ſmall 
number, was my acquaintance amongſt the Saluages, eſpecially wich Dohcday, 


. one of their greateſt Lords, who had lived long in Eg/ard, and another called 


Tantum, 1 caried with mee from England, and ct on ſhore at Cape Cod ; by the 
meanes of this proud Saluage, I did not doubt but quickly co hauegot that cre- 
dic amongſt the reſt of the Saluages and their alliance, to haue had as many of 
them as I deſired in any defigne I intended, and that trade alſo they had by fuch 
a kinde of exchange of their Countrey Commodities, which both with caſc and 
{ecuricie might then haue beene vſed with him and diuers others: I had conclu- 
ded to inhabit and defend them againſt the Tarentines, with a better power then 
the French did them ; whoſe tyrannic did inforcethem to embrace my offer wich 
no ſmall deuotion : and though many may think me more bold chen wiſe,in re- 
gard of their power, dexteritic, treachery, and inconſtancy, hauing ſo deſperate- 


by alſaulced, and betraied many others;; I ſay but this ( becauſe with ſo many, I 
have many times done much more in Virginiathen I intended here, when I wan- 


.ted that experience Virginia taughe mee ). that to me ic ſeemes nomore danger 


then ordinary : and though I know my fctte the meaneſt of many chouſands, 
whoſe apprehenſiue inſpeRion can pierce. beyond the bounds of my abilities, 


- Into the hidden things of Nature, Art, and Reaſon: yet I intreat ſuch, giue mee 


leaueto excuſe my ſelte of ſo much imbecillitie, as to ſay, that in theſe eighteene 
yeeres which I haue beene conucrſanc with theſeaffaires,l hauc not learned, there 
15 2 great difference betwixt the direCtions and iudgement of experimentall 


. knowledge, and the ſuperficiall conieQure of variable relation : wherein rumour, 


humour, or miſpriſion haue ſuch power, that oft rimes one js enough to beguile 
ewentic, but twentie not ſufficientto keepeone from being deccjued, Therefore 
I know no reaſon but to beleeue my owne eies before any mans imagination, that 
1s but wreſted from the conceits of my owne proie&s and endeuoirs, bueT honor 
with all affe&ion, the counſell and inftruftions of iudiciall direions, or any 
other honeſt aduertiſement, ſo farre to obſerue, as they tie me, not to the crueltie 
of vaknowneeuents, Theſe arethe inducements that thus drew me to negleR all 
other imploiments, and ſpend my time and beſt abilicies in theſe aduentures, 
wherein though haue had many diſcouragements, by the ingratitude of forme, 
the malicious ſlanders of others,thefalſenclle of friends,the treachery of cowards, 
and ſlowneſle of Aduenturers. . 

_ + Now you. are to remember, as I returned firſt from New Ergland at Phimoth, 
[ was promiſed foure good, ſhips ready prepared to my hand the next Chriſtmas, 
and wharconditions and content | would deſire, to pur this buſineſle in practiſe, 
and arriving at Lozdox, foure more were offered me with the like courteſie, But to 
ioyne the Londoners & them in one, was moſt impoſſible ſo that in Tanuary with 
ewo hundred pound in Chaſh for aduenture, and {ix Gentlemen well furniſhed, 
I went from London tothe foure ſhips were promiſed me at Plizeoth, bur I found 
no ſuch-matter : and the moſt of thoſe rhat had madeſuch great promiſes, by the 
bad returne of the ſhip went for Gold,and their priuarc emulations, were extin&t 
and qualificd. Notwithſtandiog ar laſt, with a labyrinth of crouble, though the 
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ateſt of the burden lay on me, and a few of my. particular friends, I was furni+ 
ed with a {hip of two hundred tunnes, and another of fiftic : But ere [ had failed 
one hundredand tweatie leagues, ſhe brake all her Maſts, pumping cach watch 
five or {ix thouſand ſtrokes ; onely her ſprec-ſaile Aa 33] coſpoore before the 
winde, till we had re-accommodated'a.lury-maſt to. returne for Plmoth, or foun- 
dcr inthe Seas, | 

My Vice-Adairall being loft, 'not. knowing of this, proceeded her voyage; 
now wichthe remaiader of thole.proutions, | got out againe in a ſmall Barke of 
Gxyeruns with thircy men ; for this.of two hundred, and prouifion for ſcucntic, 
which were the ſixcecne before named, and fourctecne other Sailers for the ſhip z 
withtheſc I ſet ſaile againe the foureand twentieth of Tune, where what befcll 
m8 (becauſe my ations and writings areſo publike to the world) enuy ſtill ſeek- 
ing.coſcandalize my endeuours, and ſeeing no power but death can ſtopthe char 
gf all tongues, norzmaginarion of. mens minds, Icſt my owne relations of thoſe 
hard euents mighc þy ſore conſtructors bee made doubtfull, Ihave chought it 
heſt coinſert the examinations .of thoſeproceedings, taken by Sir Lewss Stukeley, 
aworchy Knight, and Vice-Admirall of Dexonſhire, which was as followeth.

Stukeley Knight, the eighth of December, 1615, 


T HE effeQin briefe was this : being chaſed by one Fry an Engliſh Pirat, 
Edward Chambers the Malter, John Mpller his Mate, Thomas Digby the 
Pylot, and diuers others importuned him'to yeeld 3 much, iwaggering 
wee had with them, more then the Pirats, whoagrecd vpon ſuch faire 
conditions as wedelired, which if they broke, he vowed co finke rather then be 
abuſed, Strangechey thoughtir, that a Barke of. ghseeſcore tuns with foure guns 
ſhould and vpon ſuch termes, they being eightie expert Sca-men, in an excellent 
ſhip of one hundred and fortie tuns,and thirty (ix cait Peeces and Murderers: Buc 
when they knew our Capraine, ſo many of them had beene his Souldiers, and 
they bur lately runne from Txns, where they had Rolne this ſhip, wanced vicuall, 
and in combuſtion amovgſt chem(clues, would haug yeeldedall ca his proceftion, 
or wafted vs any whither : burthoſe mucinies occalioned vsiorciet rheir offer, 
which afterward weall repented, For at Fial we mer ewo French Pirats, the one 
of two hundred tuns, the other thirty :no diſgrace would cauſe our mutiners 
fighc, till che Capraine offered to blow vp the ſhip ragher chen yeeld, till hee had 
ſpenc all his powder : ſo that together by the eargs we went, and ar laſt got cleere 
of rhem forall their ſhot, Ar Flowers we were againe chaſed with foure French 
men of warre, the Admiral! one hundred and fortic tuns, and ninery men well 
armed; thereft good ſhips, and as well prouided : much parly we had, but vow- 
ing they were Rechilers,and had a Commiſion fromthe King onely co ſccurerrue 
men,and take Portagals, Spaniards, and Pirats, and as they requeſted, our Cap- 
taine went to ſhew his Commiſſion, which was vader the broad Sealc, but nei- 
ther it nor their vowes they ſo much reſpeed, but they kept him , rifled our 
ſhip, manned her with French men, and diſperſed vs amongtt cheir Fleet: within 
five or fix dates they were increaſed to eight or ninefſaile. Aclaſt chey ſurrendred 
vs our ſhip, and meſt of our prouiſions, the defeCts they promiſed the next day 
to ſupply, and did. Notwithftanding, there was no way but our mutiners would 
for England, though we were as neere New England, till the major part reſolued 
with our Captaineto proceed. Butrhe 4dmirall ſending his Boat for our Cap- 
taine, they e{pying a Salle, preſently gaue chaſe, whereby our muciners finding 
an opporcunitie in the night ran away, and thus left our Captaine inhis Cap, 
Bretches, and W -ſt-coat, alone arwong the French men ; his clothes, armes, and, 
what hc had, our mutiners ſhared among them, and with a falſe exculc, fwng 
or 
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for feareleſt he ſhould rurne man of warre, they returned for P/1moth : fifreene of 
vs being Land-men, not knowing whar they did.Danie! Cage, Edward Stalings, 
Walter (biſell, Danid Cooper, Robert Miller, and /ohn Partriage, vpon oath af. 
firmes this for truch before the Vice-Admirall, ; 

Now the cauſe why the French derained mee againe, was the ſuſpition this 
Chambers and Minter gauethem, that I would reuenge my ſelfe vpon the Banke, 


- or it New forrnd land, of all che French I could there encounter, and how I would 


hae fired the ſhip, had they nor ouer-perſwaded me : and thatif 1 had bur againe 
my Armes, I would rather ſinke by them, then they ſhould hauc from me but the 
value ofa Biskerz and many other ſuch like tales ro catch but opporcunitie in this 
manner to leaue me, and thus they recurned to P/imoth, and perforce with the 
French men I thus proceeded, Being a flect of eightor nine faile, we watched for 
the reft-[ndies ficer, till 11] weather ſeparated vs from theother eight: ſtill wee 
ſpent our time about the Iles of the Aſſores, where to keepe my perplexed 
thoughts from too much meditation of my miſerable eſtate, wrirthis Diſcourſe, 
thinking to haue ſent it to you of his Maicſties Councell by ſome ſkip or other, for 
I ſaw their purpoſe was to takeall they could, Arlaſt we were chaſed by one Cap» 
taine Barra, an Engliſh Piratin aſmall ſhip, with ſome rwelue Pecce of Ordnance, 
about thirty men, and ncere all ſtarued. They ſought by countelie releeteof vs, 
who gauethem ſuch faire promiſes, as at laſtthey berraied Capraine Wolliftone his 
Lieutenant, and foure or five of his men aboord vs, and then prouided to take 
thereſt perforce. Now my part was to be priſoner in the Gun-roome, and not ro 
ſpeake roany of rhem vpon my life, yet had Barra knowledge what ] was. Then 
Barraperceiving well choſe French intents, made ready to fight, and #«/{:ſtone 
a5 reſolutely regarded nor their threats, which cauſed vs demurre vpon the mar 
rer longer ſome lixteenchoures, and then returned them againe Captaine Woll;- 
ſtone and all cheir Priſoners, and ſome viRuall alſo vpon a ſmall compolicion 2 
Bur whileft we were battcrivg +hus with themaz a Caruill before our faces gor 
ynder the Caftle of Gratis/a, trom whence they beat vs with their Ordnance, 

The next wee tooke was a ſmall Engliſh man of Poole from New found land: 
che great Cabben at this preſent was my priſon, from whence I could fee chem 
pillage cheſe poore men of all that they had, and halfe their fiſh : when hee was 
gone, they ſold his pooreclothes at the maine Maft by an our-cry, which ſcarce 
gane each man ſcuen pence a peece, 

Not long after wetooke a Scot fraught from Saint Michaels to Briſtow, he had 
better fortune then the other z for hauing but taken a Boats loading of Sugar, 
Marmelade, Suckets, and ſuch like, we deſcricd foure faile, afrer whom we ſtood, 
who forling thejr maine Sailes atrended vs to fight, but our French fpirires were 
content onely to perceiue they were Englith red Croſſes. Within a very ſmall 
time after wee chaſed 4. Spaniſh ſhips that came from che /ndres, we fought with 
them foure or fue houres, tore their ſailes- and fides with many afhort berwixe 
wind and weather, yet not daring to boord chem, loft them, for which all che 
$ailers cuer after hated the Capraine as a profetled coward. 

A poore Caruill of Bra/ile was the next wee chaſed ; and after a ſmall fight, 
chincene or fourcteene of her men being wounded, which was the better halfe, 
wetooke her with three hundred and ſeuenty cheſts of Sugar, one hundred hides, 
and thirty thouſand Rialls of eight, 

The next was a ſhip of Holland, which had loſt her Conſorts in the Screights 
of Magilans,going for the South ſea,ſhe was put roomy,ſhe alſo theſe French men 
with faire promiſes, cunningly betraied tocome aboord them to ſhew their Com- 
miſſion, and ſo made priſe of all : the moſt of the Dutch-mer: we tooke aboord 
the Admirall, and manned her with French-mey, that within two or three nights 
after ran away wich her for France, the wounded Spariards we ſet on ſhore on 
the Ile of Tercera, the reſt we kept to faile the Carvill. 

 Withina day or two afier, we met a/Yeff-Indierman of warre, of one nada 
h an 
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and ({ixtic tuns, afore noone wee fought with her, and then rooke her with one 
thouſand one hundred Hides, fiftic Cheſts of Cutchanele, fourercene Coffers 
of wedgesof Siluer, eightthouſand Rialls of eight, and (ix Cofters of the King 
of Spames Treaſure , beſides the good pillage and rich Cofters of many rich 
Patſengers, | 

Two monethsthey keprmein this manner to manage their fights againſt the 
Spaniards, and bee a Priſoner when they tooke any Engliſh, Now though the 
Capcaine had oft broke his promiſe, which was to pur me on ſhore che Iles, or 
the next ſhip he rooke ; yer atthe laſt he was contented I ſhould goein the Car- 
will of Sugar for France, himſelte ſeeming as reſolued ro keepe the Seas, but the 
next morning we all fer faile for France, and that night we were ſeparated from 
the Admirall and the rich priſe by a ſtorme, Within rwo daies after wee were 
hailed by ewo- Weſt-Indies men : but when they ſaw vs waifethem for che King 
of France. they gaue vs their broad {ides, ſhot thorow our maine Maſt, and 
ſoleft vs, Having lived now chis Surnmer amongſt choſe French men of warre, 
with much adoc we arriued atthe G#1i-», not farre from Rotchell : wheaein ſtead 
of the great promiles they alwaies fed me with, of double ſatisfaftton and full 
content, and cenne thouſand Crownes was generally concluded 1 ſhould have 
they kept me five or (ix daies Priſoner in the Caruill, accuſing me to be hethat 
burnt cheir Colony in New Frazce, to force me to giue chem adiſcharge before 
the Iudge of the Admiralce, and ftand ro rheir courtclies for ſatisfattion , or 
licin priſon, or a worſe miſchiefe: Indeed this was 1n the time of combuſtion, 
thar the Prince of Candy was with his Army 1n the field, and cuery poore Lord, 
or men inauthoritie, as lictle Kings of themſclues : For this iniury was done me 
by them that ſer out this voyage { not by the Sailers) for they were cheatcd of 
all as well as I, by a few Officers aboord, and che owners on ſhore, 

But to preucnt this choife, in the end of ſuch a ſtorme that bear them all vn- 
der hatches, I warched my opportunitie to ger a ſhore in their Boar, whereinto 
in the darke night I ſecretly got, and with a haltePike that lay by me, pur a drift 
for Rat Ile: buc the current was fo ftrong, andthe Sea ſo great, I went adrifr 
ro Sea, till ic pleaſed God the wind ſo turned with the tide, that alchough I was 
all chis fearcfull night of guſts and rainein the Sea the ſpaceof twelue houres, 
when many ſhips were driuen aſhore, and diuers ſplic: (and being with skulling 
and bayling the water cired, I expected each minure would finke me) atlaſt I ar- 
riued in 2n Ozzy Ile by (harowne, where certaine Fowlers found me neere drow- 
ned, and haltedead, with water, cold, and hunger, My Boar I pawned co finde 
meancsto get to Rotchell z wherel vnderſtood aur man of war & the ich prize, 
wherein was the Cap, called MMownſiewr Poyrune, and the thirtie thouſand Rialls 
of cipht we tookein the Caruill, was ſplit, the Caprainedrowned and halfe his 
Company the ſame night, within (ix or ſeucn leagues of that place ; from 
whence | eſcaped inthe little Boat by the mercy of God, far beyond all mens 
reaſon or my expeRtarion, arriuing at Rorcbel! : vpon my complaint to the Iudge 
of the Admiraltic, I found many good words and fairepromilſes, and crelong 
maizy.of them that eſcaped drowning, to!d me thenewes they heard of my owne 
deach: Theſe] arrefting, their ſcucrall examinacions did ſo confirme my com- 
plainr, it- was held: proote ſufficient, ' All which being performed according co 
thejrorder of juſtice, from vnder the Iudges hand, I preſented it to Sir Thomas 
Edmonds, chen Ambailadour art Burdeaux, where it was my chanceto fee the ar- 
rivall of the Kings great mariage brovghrfrom Spaive,- 254 

Here it was my good fortune to mcer my oldfriene Maſter Czamptor, that no 
tefſe grieved at my loſle,. then willingly to his power did ſupply my wants, 
and 1 muſt confelle; | was more beholden to.the French men thar c{caped drow- 
ninginthe man of warre, Madam Chanoyes at Retchell, andthe Lawyers of Bur- 
ceanx, then all the reftof my Country-men I mer in France. Ot the wracke of che 
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rich priſe, ſome three thouſand ſix hundred crownes worth of goods came 
aſhore, and was ſaued with the Carwll, which 1 did my beſt co arreſt : the Iudge 
promiſed I ſhould haue Tuftice, what will be the concluſion as yer I know nor. 
Buc vnder the couler to take Pirats and the Weſt-1ndie men ( becaule the Spaniards 
will not ſuffer the French to trade in the weſt-1nates ) any goods from thence, 
though they takethem vpon the Coaſt of Spaixe are lawtull prize, or trom any of 
his Tericorics out of the limits of Europe: andas they berraiced me, though I had 
the broad-ſealc, ſo did they rob and pillage twentic ſaile of Engliſh men more, be- 
ſides them I knew not of the ſame yeere, | | 
Leauing thus my buſinetle in France I returned to Plimeth, to finde them Had 
thus buried meamongſt che French ; and not onely buried me, but wich ſo much 
infamy as ſuch treacherous cowards could ſuggelt co excuie their villanies. The 
Chiefetaines of this mutiny that I could finde; I laid by the heeles, the reit like 
themſelues confelled the truth, as you haue heard, Now how | have or covld 
preuent theſe accidents, hauing no more meanes, I reſt at your cenſures ; butio 
proceed co the matter; yer muſt I ſigh and ſay, How ofc hath Fortune in the world 
(thinkel ) brought ſlauery, freedome, and turned all diverſly, N-nfourdlard 1 
haue heard ar the firſt, was held as deſperate a fiſhing as this I proce for New 
Evgland, Placentia, andthe Bavke nere alſo as doubttullto the French : But for 
all chediſafters hapned me, the bulineſle is the ſame it was, and the hue ſhips 
wentfrom London, whereof one was reported more then three hundred tunnes, 
found fiſh fo much, that neither Ize/a»d man, nor Newfornadl/and man] could 
heare of hath bin there,will go any moreto either place, it they may go thicher.So 
that vpon the good recurne of my Yice- Admirall,this yeere are gone 4 or 5 ſailes, 
andfrom Londonas many,only tro make voyages of profic : where from P/:moth,as 
if all the Engliſh had bin there cull my recurne, pur all cheir recurnes together,they 
would ſcarce make one a ſauour ot neere a dozen I could nominate, except one 
ſent by Sir Francis Popamsz though there be fiſhſufficienr, as I am periwaded, to 
fraugh yerely foure or fiue hundred Saile, or as many as will goe. For this fiſhing 
ſtretcheth along the Sea Coaſt from Cape [ames to Newfoundland, which is ſeuen 
or cight hundred miles at cheleaſt, and hath his courſe in che deepes, and by the 
ſhore, all che yere long,keeping their hants and feedings, as the beaſts of the field, 
and the birds of the aire, Bur all men are not ſuch as chey thould be, that haue vi- 
dertaken thoſe voyages : All the Romans were not Scipives, nor Carthagertans 
Hanibals, nor all the Genweſes Columbuſſes, nor all the Spaniards Conrteſes: had 
they diued no deeper in the ſecrets of their diſcoucriesthen we, or ſtopped at ſuch 
doubts and poore accidental] chances, they had neuer beene remembred as they 
are, yer had they no ſuch certainties to begin as we. | 
Bur to conclude, Adam and. Exe did firft begin this innocent worke to plant 
theearth to remaine to poſteriry, but not withour labour, trouble, and induſity. 
Noe and his family began againethe ſecond Plantation z and their feed as 1t {}111 
increaſed, hath ſtill planted new Countries, and one Countrey another, ,and 
ſo the world to that eſtate ir is: bur not wichout much hazard, craucll, mor- 
ealities, diſcontents, and many diſaſters. Had thoſe worthy Fathers, and;cheir 
memorable off-ſpring, not beene more diligent far vs now 1n theſe ages, then we 
are to plant that yet are vnplanted for the atter liuers, Had the {ced of Abraham, 
our Saujour Chrift, and his Apoſtles, expoſed themiclues ro no moredangers 
to teach the Goſpell then we, cuen weeour ſelues had at rhis preſent beene-as 
ſaluage, and as miſerable as the moſt barbarous Saluage, yer vnciuilized, The 
Hebrewes and Lacedemonians, the Gothes, the Grecians, the Romanes, andithe 
reſt, what was it they would not vndertake to inlarge their Teritories, .enrich 
their ſubieRts, reliſt cheir enemies, Thoſethat were the founders.of thoſe great 
Monarchies and their vertues, were noſiluered idle golden Phariſes, but indu- 
ſtrious Tron ſteeled Publicans: They regarded more prouiſions and necctlaries 
for 
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for their people, rhen Jewels, riches, eaſe, or delight for:themſclues 3 Riches 
were their Seruants, not their Maſters. They ruled (as Fathets, noras Tirants) 
their people as Children, not as Slaues ;z there was -no diſaſter could diſcourage 
them ; andlet nonethinke they incouncred not with all manner of incumbran« 
ces. And what hach cuer bcenethe worke of che greateſt Princes of the Earch, 
bur planting of Countries, and ciuilizing barbarous and: inhumane Nations to 
ciuihcie and humanitie, whoſc etcrnall actions fills our Hiſtories, - .-. T% 
Laſtly, the Portnugals and Spaniards, whoſe cuer-liuing ations before our cies 
will ceftifie with them our idlenetle, and ingraticude-to all poſteriues, and the 
negle& of our duties, in our picticandrehgion, Weowe our God, quir King and 
Countrey,and want of -Chart:ze to thoſe poore Saluages, whoſe Councrey wee 
challenge, viſe and pollctlc z except wee be but madero yſe, and marre what our 
fore-fathers made, or bur onely tell whar.they did, or eſteeme our ſeluesroo good 
ro take the hike paines. Was it vertuein them to prouzde that doch maintaine vs, 
and baſcnetle in vsto doethe like tor others? Surely no. Then ſeeing weare not 
borne for our ſclues, bur cach ro help other, and gur abjlicies are much alike art the 
houre of our birth,and the minute of our deach:;ſeceing our good deeds or our bad 
by faichin Chriſts merits, 1s all we haue, to-carie our ſoules ro heauen or hell, Sce- 
ing honor isour lives ambition, and our ambicion atcer death co haue an honora- 
ble memory of ourlite: and ſecing by no meanes we would be abaced of the dig- 
nitics and glories of our predccellors, let-vs imitace rheir vertues to be worthily 
their {ucceilors: roconclude with Lycretine,

Townes, foure hundred Villages, and ewenty thouſand faile of Ships and Hoies ; 
chreethouſand fix hundred arc Fiſher-men, whereof one kindred arc Dogpers, 
ſcuen hundred Pinkes and Well-Boats, ſcuen hundred Fraud-boars, Britters, and 
Tode-boats, with thirteene hundred Buſes, beſides chree hundred chatycerely 
fiſh about Tarmonth, where they ſell their fiſh for Gold ; and fitrecne yeeres agoc 
they had more then an hundred and (ixteene thouſand Sea-faring men, 

Theſe fiſhing ſhips doerake yeerely rwo hundred thouſand latt of fiſh, rwelue 
barrels toa laſt, which amounts to 300000. pounds by the fiſher mens price, 
char 14. yeercs agoe did pay for their tenths three hundred chouland pound, 
which venting in Pumerland, Spruſtia, Denmarke, Lefeland, Ryſjia, Swethland, 
Germany, Netherlands, England,or elſe where,&c,makes their returnes in a yeere 
about threeſcore and ten hundred thouſand pounds, which is ſeuen millions; and 
yet in Holand there 1sneither matrer to build ſhips ror merchandizeto ſet them 
forth, yer by their induſtry chey as much increaſe as other nations decay , bur lea- 
uing theſe vncerrainties as they arc, of this I am certaine. 

That the coaſt of England, Scorland and Ireland, the North Sea with Iſland and 
the Sownd, Newfound-land and Cape Blanke, doe ſerue all Europe, as well che 
land townes as ports, and all the Chriſtian ſhipping, with theſe forts of (taplc 
fiſh, which is tranſported from whence it is taken many a thouſand mile, viz. 
Herring, ſale Fiſh, Poorc-Iohn, Scurgion, Mullic, Tunny, Porgos, Cauiare, 
Butrargo. 

N ” ſeeing all theſe forts of fiſh, or the moſt part of them may be had ina land 
more ferrill, temperate and plentifull of all neceffaries, for che building of ſhips, 
boars and houſes, and the nouriſhment of man, the ſeaſons are ſo proper, and 
the fiſhings ſo necre the habitations we may there make, that New- England hath 
much aduantage of the moſt of choſe parts, to ſeruc all Europefarre cheaper chen 
they can, who at home haue neither wood, ſalt, nor food, but at great rates, at Sea 
nothing but what they carry in their ſhips, an hundred or two | leagues 
from the habitation. Bur New-England; filhings is neere land, wheres helpe of 
Wood, Water, Fruits, Fowles, Corne or other refreſſiings needfull,and che Ter- 
ceras , Mederas, Canaries, Spaine, Portugal, Prowanes, Saxoy, Sicillia, and al! 
Italy, as conuentent markets for our dry fiſh, greene fiſh, Sturgion, Mullic, Ca- 
uviare and Burrargo, as Norway, Swethland, Lutuania or Germany for their Her- 
ring, which is hearealſo-in abundance for taking ; they returning bur Wood, 
Pitch, Tar, Sope-aſhes, Cordage, Flax, Wax, and ſuch like commodities ; wee 
Wines, Oiles, Sugars, Silkes, and ſuch merchandize as the Scrairs offoord, where- 


| by our profic may equalize theirs, belidesthe increaſe of ſhipping and Marriners: 


and for proofe hereof, 

In theycere of our Lord 1614. you haue read how I went from Londox:alſo the 
next yecre 1615, how foure good ſhips wear from London, and I with two more 
from Plimorh, with all our accidents, ſucccilcs and returnes : in the yeere 1616, 
ercI returned from France, the Londoners for all cheirlofſe by che Turkes, fenc 
foure ſhips more z foure more alſo went from Plimoth ; after | returned from 
France,] was perſwadcd againe to goc to Plimeoth with divers of my friends with 
one hundred pound for our aduentures beſides our charges, but wee found all 
things as vntoward as before, and all cheir great promiſes nothing but aire: yec 


to prepare the voyage againſt the next yeere, hauing acquainted a great parc of the 


Nobility with ic, and aſhamed to ſee the Prince his HighneſTe till I had done ſome 
what worthy his Princely view z 1ſpent that Summer in viſiting the Cities and 
Townes of Briſtol, Exeter, Baſtabl:, Bodnam, Perin, Foy, Milborow, Saltaſh, 
Dartmeonth, eAbſom, Tattneſſe,and themoſt of the Gentry in Cornewalland De-

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choſe ſhips had made their yoyages, and ſome in lefſe, and with what good ſuc- 
ceiſc 3 by which incication they ſeemed ſo well contented,as they pronnſed ewen- 
ty ſaile of ſhips ſhould goe with mee next yeere, and in regard of my paines, 
charge, and former loſſes, the weſterne Commiſſioners in behalte of themſclues 
and che reſt ofthe Company, and them hereafter chat ſhould be ioyned to them, 
contraſted with me by articles indented vnder our hands, re be Admirall of thac 
Country during my life, and in cherenewing of their Leccers-Patents ſo to be no- 
minated. Halfe the fruits of our endeuours to be theirs, che reft our owne; being 
chus ingaged, now the buſinelle is made plaine and likely ro proſper, ſome of 
them would not onely forget me and their promiſes, butalſo obſcure me, as if I 
had neuer beene acquainted in the buſinetle, bur 1 am noe the firſt they haue de- 
cciued, ; 

There was foure good ſhips prepared at Plimerh, bur by reaſon of their diſa- 
greement, the ſeaſon ſo waſted, as onely two went forward, the one being of cwo 
hundred cunnes, returned well fraught to Pl/imeth, and her menin health, with- 
in fue moneths ; the other of foureſcore tunnes went for bilbow with drie fifh 
and made agood rerurne. In this voyage Edward Rowcroft, alias Stallings, a va- 
liant Souldier, that had beene with me 1n Virgs>ia, and was wich me alſo when 
I was betrayed by the French, was ſenragaine in thoſe ſhips, and hauing ſome 
wrong offered him there by aFrench man, hetooke him, and as he writ co me, 
went with him to Virginia with fiſh, to trade with them for ſuch commodities as 
they mighc ſpare: he had not paſt cen or ewelue men,arid knew both thoſe coun. 
tries well, yer he promiſed methenext ſpring to mcer me in New-England, but che 
ſhip and he both periſhed in Virgina. 

This yeere againe, diuers ſhips intending to goe from Plimth, fo diſagreed, 
therewent but one of ewo hundred runnes, who ſtayed in the Country about ſix 
weeks, whichwith eight andthirty men and boijes had herfraught,which ſhe ſold 
at the firſt penny for 2 100, beſidesche Furres: fo char cuery poore Sailer chat had 
bur a ſingle ſhare had his charges and ixceene pound ten ſhillings for his ſcuen 
moneths worke, Miſter Thomas Dirmire an vnderftanding and itiduſtrious 
Gencleman,that was alſo with me amongftthe French men, having liuedabour a 
yeere in Newfoundland, returning to Phworh, went for New-Englandin this ſhip, 
ſo much approucd of this Country, thar he ſtaied there with fue or ſix men in a 
little Boar, finding two or threeFrench men amongſt che Saluages who had loft 
eheir ſhip, augmented his company, with whom he ranged che Coaft to Yirginia, 
where he was kindly welcommed and well refreſhed, thence returned to News- 
England againe, where hauing beene a yeere, in his backe returne to Virginia he 
was ſo wounded by the Saluages, hedied vpon ic; let not men atrtribuce theſe 
their great aduentures, and vntimely deathsto vnforcunatenetle, bur rather won- 
der how God did ſo long preſcrue them with ſo ſmall meanes co doe fo much, 
teauing thefruits of cheir labours to bean incouragement ro thoſe our poore vn- 
dertakings,and 2s warnings for vs not to vndertake ſuch great workes with ſuch 
ſmall meanes, and this for aduancage as they wrir vnto me, that God had laid this 
Country open for vs, and flaine the moſt part of the inhabicanrs by ciuill warres 
and a mortall diſeaſe, for where I had ſcene one hundred or two hundred Salua-» 
pes, there is ſcarce tento be found, and yer not any one of chem couched with 
any ſicknetle bur one poore French man that dicd 


They ſay this plague vpon them thus ſore fell, 
It was becanſe they pleas'd not Tantum wel. 


From the Weſt Country to make triall this yeere onely to hh, is gonelix or 
ſcuen faile, three of which I am certainly informed made fo good a voyage, that 
eucry Sailer that had a ſingle ſhare had ewenty pound for his ſcuen moneths 
work,whick is more then intwenty monerhs he ſhould haue gotten,had he gone 

or 
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for wages any Where, Now although theſeformer ſhips haue not made ſuch good 
voiages as they expected, by ſending opinionated vnskilfull men, that had nor 
experienced diligenceto ſauethat they rooke, nor take that there was, which 
now pacience and prattice hath broughtts a reaſonable kinde of perte&ion in 
dceſpight of all derraftors and calumniations the Country yer hath tarisfied all,the 
dete&t hath beenc1n their viing orabuling ir, nor int ſeltc nor me: Buc, 


Adque deſert, for fortune makes proniſion 
For Knanes and Fooles, and men of baſe condition, 


Now all theſe proofes and this relation I now called New-Englanas trial. 1 
cauſed two or three thouſand of them to be printed, one thouſand wich a grear 
many Maps both of Yirginia and: New-England, I preſenced to thirty ot the 
chiete Companies 1n FAR, = at their Halls, deliring either generally. or particu- 
larly (rhem chat would) to imbraceic, and by the vic of a ſtocke of fiue thouſand 
pound, to caſe them of the ſuperfluity of the moſt of their companies that had 
bur ſtrength and health to laþour ; necre a yeere | ſpent ro vnderſtand their reſo- 
lucions, which was co me a greater toile and rorment, then tohauc beene in News 
England about my buſigelſe but with bread and water, and what I could getthere 
by my labour ; but inconcluſion, ſeeing nothing would be cttc&ted, I was con- 
eenced as well with this lolle ofrime and chargeas all che reſt, 


A Plantation in New-England. 


I Pon theſe inducements ſome few well diſpoſed Gentlemen, and Mcr- 
# chants of London and other places, prowdcd two hips, the one ot a 
-  hundredand chreeſcore gunnes, the other of threeſcore and ten, they lctr 
| the Coaſt of England the rwoand thirtiech of Auguſt, with about a hun - 
redand twenty perſons, but the next day che leiler ſhip ſprung aleake, thar for- 
cedtheirreturneto Plimoth, wheee diſcharging her and wwenty patlengers 3 with 
the Dor p and ane hundred patlepgers belides Sailers, they et {aile againe 
the ſixt of Seprember, and che ninth of Noucmber fell with Cape. /ames, but be- 
Ing peltred nine weekes in this leaking ynwholſome ſhip, lying wer:in-their Ca- 
bins, moſt of them grew very weake and weary of the Sea ; then for want of ex- 
perience,ranging twoand againe (ix weekes before they found a place. they liked 
ro dwell en, forced ra, licon the bare. ground without couerture, forty of them 
died, and threeſcore wereleft in yery, weake eſtate at, the ſhips, comming away, 
about rhe fifth of Aprill following, and arriued in Zxg/ard the lixch of May, 
Thoughthe Harbour be good, the ſhore is {o ſhallow, they were forced to wade 
ſereat way VP to the knees in water,& vicd chat that didrhem much hurt ; & lutle 
ſh they found bur W hailes, and a.great kinde of Muftcll fo fat, that few did ear of 
them that werenort (icke : theſe miſcrics occalioned ſome diſcord, and gaue ſome 
appearance of fation, but all was fo reconciled, thatthey vaited; chemſclues by 
common conſentvader their hands, toa kinde of combination of a body poli- 
tike, by vertuc whereofto inact and conſtitute lawes and ordinances, and Oth- 
cers ay rime to time, as ſhould. bec chought moſt conuenient tor cheir gene= 
rall good, 

7, cnn or ſcuentecne dates they could doe hittle for want of their Shallop 
which was amending, yer Captaine les Standiſh, vnro whom was ioyned 
in Councell, 7/ill;am Bradfor,Stephen Hopkins and Edward Tilly,went well armed 
a ſhore,and bytharrimethey had gone a mile, mer five or fix Indians that fledintro 
the Woods: we traced chem by the footing crghe or ten miles, chen the night 
approaching we madea fire, by which we lay that night, and the next morning 
followed the Saluages by cheir craft, thinking to fande cheir habirations, but by 


the 
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the way wefoundaDecre amongſt many fairs ſprings of water, where we refreſhed 

our ſeluesz then we wenta ſhore and made a fire, thatchey at che ſhip mighr per- 
ceine where we were, and ſo marched to a place where we ſuppoſed was a Riuer 
by the way we ſaw many Vincs,Saxefras, haunts of Deere & Fowle,and ſome fifty 
Acres of plaine ground had beene planted by the Indians, where were ſome of 
their graues z from thence we followed a path that brought vs through three or 
foure fields had beeneplanted thatycere z in one graue wedigged, wee found a 
basket or two of Indian Corne, ſo much as we could carry wetooke wich vs, the 
reſt we buried as we found ir, and ſo proceeded to the place we intended, but we 
found it not ſuch a Harbour as we expeRted z and ſo we returned, till che nighc 
cauſed ys take vp our lodging vnder atree, whereir rained (ix or ſcuen houres : 
the next morning as we wandred, we palled by a tree, where a young. ſprig was 
bowed downe ouer a bough,and ſome Acornes ſtrewed vnder it, which was one 
of their Gins to a catch a Deere, and as we were looking at it, Bradford was ſud- 
denly caught by theleg ina nooſcd Rope,made as artificially as ours z as we palled 
we ſcea leaſeot Bucks,ſprung ſome Partriges, and great flocks of wide Geeſeand 
Ducks, and ſo we returned well wearicd to ourſhip, 

Maſter ſoes our Maſter with foure andthirty men, alſo went vp and downe in 
the froſtand ſnow, two or three daies in the extremity of the cold, but could 
Gndeno harbour; only among the old graues we got ſome ten buſhels of Corne, 
ſome Beanes, and a bottle of Oile z and had we not thus haply found ic, we had 
had ng Corne tor ſecde, ſo that place we euer called Corne-hill; the nexc day Ma- 
ſer ones wich the Corneand our weakeſt men returned to the Ship, bur ergh- 
teene of vs quartered therechat night, and in the morning following che paths, 
wee found in the Snow in a field a greacer hill or graue then the reſt, dig- 
ing it wee found firfta Mit, vnder that a boord, ghree quarters long, painted 
and carucd with three Tyns at the top like a Cronee,betweene the Mats alſo were 
Bowles, Traies and Diſhes and ſuch.traſh, atlengch we fgund a faire new Mar, 
and vnder thattwo butidles, the one biggar the other lefle z in the greater wee 
found a great quanicy of fine red powder like a kinde of imbalmement, and ycel- 
dedaſtrong burno offenliue ſmell, wich the bones and skull of a man that had 
finc yellow hare ſtill on ic, and ſome of the fleſh, vaconſumed, a Knife, a Pack- 
needle, and cwo orthree old Iron things was beund yp in a Salers canuaſe Caſe 
ſocke, alſo a paire of cloth Breeches'z.inche lefſe bundle we found likewiſe of the 
ſame powder, and the bones and hcad.of a little-qh4lde z aboutthelegs andother 
parts of it was bound ftrings and braſlets of white beades, there was allo a little 
Bow,and ſome other odde knacks,the prettieſt wetpoke, and coucred againe the 
corps as they were: nor farre from thence weretwo of their houſes, . where were 
a great deale of their miſerable houſhold ſtuffe, which we left as wee found, and 
ſo returned to our Boar, and lay abooxd-thar night. .. | 

_ Many arguments we had to make here our Plantation ornot; in the [ntrim, Mi- 
ſtris #bite was brought to bed of a young ſonne, which was called Perigrine: 
and a Sailer ſhooging at a Whalc,his peece flew in peccesftocke and all,yethe had 
no hurt. A fogliſh boy diſcharging his fathers pcece hard by halte a barrell of 
Powder, and many people by it, it pleaſed God it eſcaped firing, ſo that no hurt 
was done. 
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- But to make amore certainediſcouery whereto ſcat our ſelues, Captaine Stan- Their ſecond 


diſh, M:\ſter (aruer, William Branford, Edward Wiuſloe, Iohn Tilly, Edward Tuly, 
with diuers othersto the number of ſeuenteene, vpon thelixt of December ſet 
faile, and hauing failed fix or ſeyen leagues, weeſpied eight or ren Saluages about 
a dead grampus : ſtill following the ſhore we found rwo or three more caſt vp by 
theill weather, many we ſeein.the water, therefore wecalled it Grampus Bay: 
Ships.may ride well in it, but all cheſhore is very ſhallow ſlats of ſand; at laſt ſeuen 
or eight of vs went a ſhore, manyfields we ſaw where the Saluages had inhabi- 
red, and a burial] place incompalled/with a Palizado, ſo we returned to our _ 
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lop, in thenight we heard ahideous cry and howling of Wolues and Foxes , in 
the morning as we werereadyto goe into our Shallop, one of our men being in 
rhe woods, came running crying, Indians, Indians, and with all their Arrowes 
flying amongſt vs, ſome of our men being in che boar, and their Armes a ſhore, 
ſo well ir chanced, Capraine Srand:ſb with two or three more diſcharged their 
peeces till chereft wereready, oneSaluage moreſtour then the reſt kepr vnder a 
rrec, till hehad ſhot three or foure Arrowes, and endured three or foure Musker 
ſhort, bur ar laſt theyall fled, this was about breake of day in the morning when 
they ſaw vs, and wenot them. 

Hauing the wind faire, we ſgiled along thecoaſt 8, or 10, leagues, thinking to 
hauc got tro a Harbour where ofic of our company had beene, within 8, leagues of 
Cape { ed, forneither cricke nor Harbour inthis bay we could findezand the wind 
ſo increaſed, our Rudder broke, and our Maſt flew oner-boord, that we were in 
danger to be caſt away,but at laſtir pleaſed God we werein a harbor we knew nor, 
thinking it one we were acquainted with,this we found to bean Ile where werid 
that nighrt,and hauing well viewed che land about it, and ſounded the Bay to be 2 
good Harbour for our ſhip,compalled with good land, ind in it two fire Iles, 
where thereis intheir ſi = 208 innumerableſtore of all ſorrs offiſh and fowle,good 
water, much plaine land, which bath beene planted; withthisnewes we returned 
ro our ſhip, and with the nextfaire wind brotight her thicher, being bur within 
che {ſight of Cape Cod z, in the meane time Geoawife Alderton was delinered of a 
ſonne, but dead borne, Vpon the 28, of December, ſo many as could went to 
worke vpon the hill, where we purpoſcd to build ourPlatforme for our ordnance, 
which doth command all the Plaine and che Bay, and from whence wee may 
ſee far into the Sea, and be ealily impailed, foin the afrernoone we went to mea« 


haue becne gone to theLions or whar they werezthat as it chanced came not nigh 
chem, fo they watched the tree char extreme cold night, and in the morning tra- 
uclling againe, paſſing by many lakes, brooks and woods, and in one place where 
the Saluages had burnt 4. or 5. miles in length; which 1s a finechampion Coyn- 
ery,in theaſrernoone they diſcouered the ewo Hes intheir Bay, and fo chat nighe 
ncere famiſhed they got to their Plantation, from whence they had ſent our men 
euery way to ſeeke them chat night the houſe rhey had buile and thatched; where 
lay their armes,bedding,powder, &c, tooke fire and was burnt, the Coaft is fo 


ſhoule,the ſhipridesmore then a mile fromthe Fort,bur God be thanked no man 
was hurc though much was burne, | All 
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Lib. 6. Their conference and conditions with the Saluages. 


All this time we could nor haue conference with a Saluiage, though we had ma- 
ny times ſeene chem and had many alarums, ſo that wedrew a Councell, and ap- 
poinced Captaine Srardiſ> ro haue the command of all martiall ations, but cuen 
in che timeof conſultation che Saluages gaue an alarum : the next day alſo as wee 
were agreeing vpon his orders, catne a tall Saluage boldly amongſt vs,nor fearing 
any thing, and kindly bad vs welcome in Engliſh z he wasa Sagamo, towardsthe 
North, where the ſhips vſero fiſh,and did know the names ot moſt of the Maſters 
that vſcd chicher : ſuch viRuall as we had we gauc him, being the firſt Saluage we 

et could ſpeake wich, he told vsthis place where we were was called Parwxet;and 
that all che peoplethree or foure yeeres agoe there died on the pl:gue; in a day or 
two we could not berid of him, then hereturnedto the Maſſa/ors from whence 
he came, where is ſome lixty people, but rhe Nawſits are 100, ſtrong, which were 
they encountred our people acthe firſt. Two dates after this Samoſer, for ſo was 
his name, came againe, and wats, ko fue or [ix of the Iaſſaſozts with him, with 
certaine skinnes, and certaine tooles they had got that we had left inthe woods 
ar their alarums : much friendſhip chey promuſed, and fo departed, bur Samoſer 
would not leaue vs, burfained hiraſelte {icke, yerar laſt he went co entrear the 
Saluages comeagainero confirme a 2g : now thethird crime, as we were con= 
ſulting ofour Marſhall orders,two Saluages appeared, but when we wenctto them 
they vaniſhed: not long after came Samoſer,& Squanto,a natiue of Patuxer whete 
we dwell, and one of them carried into Spaine by Hunt, thenee brought into Eng 
{xnd, where a good ctime he lived z and now here ſignified vnto vs, their greac 
Sachem of Maſſaſoyt, with Duadaquina his brother, and all cheir men, was there 
by to ſee Vs; not willing ro ſend our Gouernour,we ſenc Edward W.llsflo with pre- 
ſents ro them both, ro know their minds, making himco vnderſtand by his [n- 
rerpreters how King /amer did falute him and was his friend ; ater a liccle confe- 
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rence with twenty of his men, he came ouer the brooke to our Plantation, where 


we ſet him vpon a rug, and chen brought our Gouernour co him with Drums 
and Trampers z where after ſome circumſtances, tor they vie few complements, 
we treated of peace with them co this cffeR, " 

'* Thatneither he nor any of his ſhould iniury or doe kurt tb any of vs ; if they 
did, he ſhould fend vs che offender, chat we mighc puniſh him, and wee would 
doc theliketo him : if any did vniuſtly warte againſt him,we would aid him, as he 
ſhould vs againſt ourenemies, and to fend to his neighbour confederats to certi- 
Ge them of this, char they might likewiſe be compriſed in theſe conditions, that 
when any of them cameto vs, they ſhould leave their Bow and Arrowes behinde 
them, as we would our peeces when we'atne to them, all which the 'Kihg ſee- 
med to like well of, and was applauded of his followers, in his petſon hee 
1s a very lufty man, in his beſt yeeres;*an able body, grave of countenance, 


and ſpare of ſpeech : in his atrire liccle differing from che reſt, after all was 


done, the Gouernour conduted hini-ro the brooke, bur kepr ourhoſtage cill 
our meſſcngers returned: in like manner we vicd Q#u4ddagnina, fo all departed 
good friends. 

Two of his people would haue ftaied with vs, but wee would fiat permit 
them, onely. Samoſer and $quanto wee entertained kindly; as yer wee haue 
found they intend to keepe promiſe, forthey haue nochurr our men'they. haue 
found ftragling in the Woods, and are afraid of their powertull Adutrfarics 
the N arrohigganſets , againſt whom. hee hopes to ' make vſe of cur helps, 
The next day Squazto went a bſhing for Ecles, and in anhoure he did tread 
as many out of the Ofe with his feet as he could lift with bis hand, not hauing 
any other infttrumenr, | FERIIO

Caorac tor ſecede: that nighc they lodged at Namaſcer, ſome hifrecue miles off: by 
the way we found ten or ewelue women and children that ſtill would peſter vs cill 
we were weary of chem, perceiving ic isthe manner of them, where viRuall js co 
bee gotten with molt eaſc, chere they will liue z bur on chat River of Nameſ- 
ch:t haue beene many habicacions of che Saluages that ate dead, and the land 
lies waſte,aadche River abounding with great plenty of fiſh, and hath beene much 
frequented by the French, 

1 he nex: day travelling with (ixor ſeuen Indians, where we were to wade ouer 
the Riuecr, did dwell onely cwo old men of that Nation then liuing, charthinking 
vs cnemics, ſought the beſt aduantage they could to fight with vs, wich a wonder- 


. full ſhew of courage, bur when they knew vs their friends they kindly welcom- 


med ys after we came coa towneof the Aaſſaſoits, bur at Pakanoks the King 
was not: towards night he arrivedand was.very proud, boch of our metTage and 
preſents, making a great oration to all his people, Was not he Maſſuſoir, Com- 
manderx of the country about him, was nor ſuch acowne his, and the people of ic, 
and 20. rownes more he named was his ? and ſhouldchey not bring their skins ro 
vs?ro which they anſwered,they were bis and they would; viAual they had none, 
nor any lodging, bur a poore planke or two,a foot high from the ground, wheron 
his wifeand he lay atthe one end, weat the other, bur a thin Mar vponthem,cwo 
more of his chicte men prelſed by and vpon vs, ſo that we were worſe weary of 
our lodgingthen of ouriourney. Alchough there is ſuch plenty of fiſh and fowle 
and wild beaſts, yer are they fo lafte they, will nor rake paines to carchir till meere 
hunger conſtraine them, for in two or three daies we had fcarce a mealcs meat, 
whereby we wereſo faint, we were glad co be at home; beſides whar for the fleas, 
and rheir howling and finging in the, night in their houſes, and the Mucketas 
withour dapres,our heads were asHight tor want of flecpe,as our bellies empty for 
want of meat, The next voiage we madewas3n a Shallop with ten men to Nawſer,

Great difference there was betwixt the Narrohigganſ-s and the Maſſa= 
ſoytes, chat had alwaies a.icaloufics Conbatant one ot thbir perty Sacbems 
was too conuerſant wich the Narrobigganſes, this (oubatart lived much 
at Namaſchet. and much tormed at our peace with his King and others z 
Alſo at Sqwuantum, and Tokamahawnoriz and Hobomak burfriends, andchiefe Ocgg- 

ſioners of pur peace,for which;heſoughr to muther Hobomahk ; yet Tokamahemon 
went cohim vpon a rumour he had taken 77aſaſert priſoner, or forced him:from 
His County, but ar ee two-weuld:not, hut in priuac to fee if chey could heare 
what was/þtcome of their Kingy lodging at Nawaſchet they were difcouered to 
Conbatant,, who 1 urprized chehoule; and tooke.Squentam, ſaying, if hee were 


dead the Euglth had loſt cheir tongue 3 Hobomak ſeeing that, and Conbatant 


held'a koyte ac his breſt, being aſtrangluſty fellow, brake from them and came to 
New-Plmoth, full of ſorrow for Squentmpe, whom he choughe was flaine. 
-  Thenext day we ſeneren men with himarmedto be reuenged of Conbarart, 
who condutted vs neere Namaſehet, where wereſted and refreſhed our ſcelues til 
miduight, and chen webeſerche houſe as we had reſolued z choſe: that entred the 
_houſe drmanded for Conubatant, butthe Saluages were halfe dead with feare, we

which. much cerrified all che inhabitants except Squantum 'and Tokamabamosn, 
who though. they knew not the end of our c6mungzyer atſured chemſelues of our 
honeſties, char we wquld not hurtthem z- che women and children hung aboue 
Hobhomak, calling him friend, and when chey ſaw we would hurt no women;the 
young youths cryed we are women z to be ſhort, we kept them all, and whileft 
we were ſcarching the houſe-for Conbatant, Hebomak, had gor'to the top, and 
called quantum & Tokamahamon,which came vato vs accompanied with others, 
ſome armed, others naxed, choſe thathad bowes werooke chem from them, pro- 
miſing them againe when ic was day zthe houſe wee tooke for our 'quarrer that: 
nighrand diſcharged the priſoners, and che next morning wene to' breakfaft to 
Squanty#s houſe y thicther cameall chem that loucd vs.to welcome vs; bur all 
Conbatants fation was fled; then we madechem-phainly know: the cauſe of our 
comming, & it cheir King Meaſſa/oyt were not well, we would bercucnged vpoti 
the Narrohiggas/ſets,or any that ſhould docinuuy to: Hobomak,Syuantwn, or any 
of their friends; as for thoſe were wounded we were ſorry, for ity; and offered out 
Surgion ſhould hcale chem, gf chis offer a wan and 4 woman accepted, charwene

men. Here I muſt intreat alitcleyourfatours to digreſſe;they did notkill the Eng- 
liſh in Virginia, becauſe they were Chriſtians: burfor their weapons and Cope 
per, which were rare nouelties z but now they feare we may beat them our of theim 
dens, which Lions and Tigers will not admitbut by force. Butmuſt this be an 
argumenc fot an Engliſh man, and dafeourage any in Yirgima or New England: 
No, forl hauetried them both, as you my reade ar targe in the Hiſtorie of Usr-« 
ia 3 notwithſtanding ſince I came from thence , the Honourable Company 
th becne humble ſuners cohis Maieftic, to get vagabonds ahd condemned 
men to goethither ; nay, ſo the buſineſſe hath beene ſo abuſed, that ſo much ſcor= 
ned was thenameof Virgina, ſome did chuſe ro be hanged ere they would goe 
chicher, and were : Yec forall rhe worſt of ſpight, derraQtion, and diſcourage- 
menc, and this lamentable maſſacre, thereis more honeſt men now ſuiters to goe,

During this time a D#tch ſhip was driuen a ſhore at Aſaſſaſowat,whoſe King lay The licknefſe of 
very ſicke, now becauſe it is a generall cuftome then for all cheir friends ro viſa King Maſaower 
them : Maſter #i»/low, and Maſter Hamden, with Habamoek for their guide, were 
ſent with ſuch Cordialls as rhey had to ſalute him; by the way they ſooft heard

Forall this, a Saluage Boy to ſhew his innv« 
cency, came boldly vnto vs and told vs; Had che Englith Fugitiues bur finiſhed 
the chree Canowes chey were a making, to hauctaken the ſhip, chey would haue 
done as much co all che Englith, which was onely the cauſe they had foiborne ſo 
long.

the Continent : others report, that the people are ſo bruit, they haue no religion, 
wherein ſurely they are decciucd ; for my part, I neuer heard of any Nation in 
the world which had not a Religion, dearc, bowes and arrowes, They belceue 
as docthe Virginiavs, of many diuine powers, yet of one aboucall che rett, asthe 
Southerne Virginian: call their chieke God Kewaſfſa, and that wee now inhabicr 
Oke, but both their Kings Werowance, The Maſachuſets call their great God Kieh- - 
2a, and their Kings there abours Sachemss The Penobſcotes their greateſt power 
Tantum, and their Kings Sagomos, Thoſe where 1s this Planration, ſay Kiehbtan 
made all the other Gods : allo one man and one woman, and of them all man- 
kinde, bur how they became ſo diſperſed they know nor. They ſay, atfirit there 
was no King but K*htan chat dwelleth farre weſterly aboue the heauens, whicher 
all good men goe when they dic, and haueplentie of all things. The bad men 
oe thitheralſo and knocke at che doore, buc he bidschem goe wander int end- 
Te want and miſerie, for they ſhall nor ſtay there, They neucr ſaw Kiehrar, bur 
they hold ir a great charge and dutic, that one age tcach another z and to hitn 
they make feaſts, and cry and ſing for plentie and viRtorie, or any thing is gocd. 
They haue another Power they call Hobamock, which wee conceiue the Devil), 
and vpon him they call to cure their wounds and diſeaſes : when they are curable 
he perſwades them he ſent them, becauſe they have diſpleaſed him z bur it they 
be mortall,cthen he ſaith, Kiehran ſcntchem, which makes them never call on him 
in their (icknefſe. They ſay this Hebamock appeares to them ſomtimes like a Man,a 
Deere,or an Eagle,but moſt commonly |tke a Snake z noc to all, bur only ro their 
Powahs to cure diſeaſes, and Yrndeſes, which is one of the chiete next the King, 
and ſo bold in the warres, that they chinke no weapon can kill them: and thoſe 
arc ſuch as conjure in Virgina, and cauſe the peoplerodoe what they liſt. 
- - Fortheir Government: every Sachem is nota King, but their great Sachers 
Have divers Sachems vnder their proteRion, paying them eribure, and dare make 
no warrcs without his knowledge; bue cuery Seckem takerh care forthe Widowes, 
Orphans, the aged and- maimed, nor will they cake any to firſt wife, but them in 
birth equall cothemſclues, alchough chey baue many inferwvr Wives and Concu- 
bins thatattend onthe prinapall z trom whom he neuer parteth, but any-of the 
xeſt when rhey liſt, chey inherit by ſucceſſion, and every one knowes their owne 
bounds. To his men, hee giueth chem land, alſo bounded, and what Deereth 
| kill in chat circuit, he hath the fore-parc z bur it in the water, onely the skin : Bur 
they accountnone a man, till hee hath done ſome notableexploir : the men are 
noft imploied in hunting, the women in ſlavery z the younger obey the elders; 
their names are variablc z they hauc harlors and honeſt women : the harlors never 
marrie, oreteare widowes; They vſe diuoreement, and the King commonly pu- 
niſheth all offenders himſclte : when a maid-is maried, ſhe cutteth her haire, and 
keepes her head coucredtill it begrowneagaine. Their arts, games, mulicke, at- 
tire, burials, and ſuch like, 'diffcr very little from the Virgimans, onely for their 
Chroniclesthey make holes inthe ground, as the others ſer vp great ſtones. Ouc

Now -I-know the common queſtion 1s , For all thoſe miſerics; where is the 
wealth they haue got, or-che Gold or Siluer Mines ? To ſuch gteedy vaworchy 
minds I ſay once againe : The Sea is better then the richeſt Mine knowne, and 
of all the fiſhing ſhips chat went well prouided, there is no complaint of lofſe nor 
miſery, but rather an admiration of wealth, profic, and health. As for theland 
wereit neuer ſo good, intwo yeeres ſo few of ſuch ſmall experience liuing wich- 
out ſupplics ſo well, and in health, it was an extraordinary bleſſing from God, 
Bur that with ſuch ſmall meanes they ſhould ſublift, and doe ſo miich, co any vn- 
derftanding judgement is a wonder. Notwithſtanding, the vaine expetation
